Trust  Account  from  the  Master  Settlement  Agreement  pursuant  to  Section  6(2)  of  S.L.  1999-2  during  the

Savings  Reserve  Account  transfer.  Effective  June  30,  2005,  amends  GS  143-15.3  to  provide  that  a  transfer  to 
the  Savings  Reserve  Account  is  not  an  "appropriation  made  by  law",  under  Article  V,  Section  7(1)  of  the  NC 
Constitution. 

Repairs  and  Renovations  transfer.  Notwithstanding  G.S.  143-15.2  and  G.S.  143-1 5. 3A,  the  State  Controller 
shall  transfer  fifty  million  dollars  ($50,000,000)  from  the  unreserved  credit  balance  to  the  Repairs  and 
Renovations  Reserve  Account  on  June  30,  2005.  Funds  transferred  under  this  section  to  the  Repairs  and 
Renovations  Reserve  Account  are  appropriated  for  the  2005-2006  fiscal  year  to  be  used  in  accordance  with 
G.S.  143-1 5. 3A.  This  subsection  becomes  effective  June  30,  2005. 

Highway  Trust  Fund  transfers.  When  the  Highway  Trust  Fund  was  created  in  1989,  the  revenue  from  the 
sales  tax  on  motor  vehicles  was  transferred  from  the  General  Fund  to  the  Highway  Trust  Fund.  To  offset  this  loss 
of  revenue  from  the  General  Fund,  the  Highway  Trust  Fund  was  required  to  transfer  one  hundred  seventy  million 
dollars  ($170,000,000)  to  the  General  Fund  each  year,  an  amount  equal  to  the  revenue  in  1989  from  the  sales  tax 
on  motor  vehicles.  This  transfer  did  not,  however,  make  the  General  Fund  whole  after  the  transfer  of  the  sales  tax 
revenue  because  no  provision  has  been  made  to  adjust  the  amount  for  the  increased  volume  of  transactions  and 
increased  vehicle  prices.  The  additional  eighty  million  dollars  ($80,000,000)  transferred  from  the  Highway  Trust 
Fund  to  the  General  Fund  by  this  act  is  an  effort  to  recover  a  portion  of  the  sales  tax  revenues  that  would  have 
gone  to  the  General  Fund  over  the  last  16  years. 

Notwithstanding  G.S.  105-187.9(b)(1 ),  the  sum  to  be  transferred  under  that  subdivision  for  the  2005-2006 
fiscal  year  and  for  the  2006-2007  fiscal  year  is  two  hundred  fifty  million  dollars  ($250,000,000). 

Section  2.2(g)  of  S.L.  2002-126  is  repealed. 

Special  funds  cash  balances.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  law  to  the  contrary,  effective  July  1, 
2005,  cash  balances  remaining  in  special  funds  on  June  30,  2005,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  State  Controller  to 
be  deposited  in  Nontax  Budget  Code  19978  (Intrastate  Transfers)  according  to  the  schedule  that  follows.  These 
funds  shall  be  used  to  support  General  Fund  appropriations  for  the  2005-2006  fiscal  year.

General  Provisions 

Block  Grants  Administered  by  Dept,  of  Health  and  Human  Services  (HHS).  Requires  department  to 
submit  a  separate  plan  for  each  Block  Grant  received  and  administered,  including  a  delineation  of  proposed 
allocation  by  program,  a  delineation  of  proposed  State  and  local  expenditures  an  identification  of  new  positions,  a 
comparison  of  proposed  allocations  by  program  with  that  for  prior  two  years,  a  projection  of  current  year 
expenditures,  and  a  projection  of  Block  Grant  funds  available,  including  unspent  federal  funds  from  the  current 
and  prior  fiscal  years.  Requires  reductions  in  federal  fund  availability  for  any  Block  Grant  to  be  allocated 
proportionally  across  the  program.  Proposed  allocations  must  be  approved  by  the  Office  of  State  Budget  and 
Management.  Directs  department  to  report  any  adjusted  allocation  to  the  Joint  Legislative  Committee  on 
Governmental  Operations,  the  House  Appropriations  Subcommittee  on  Health  and  Human  Services  (HHS),  the 
Senate  Appropriations  Committee  on  Health  and  Human  Services,  and  the  Fiscal  Research  Division.  Directs  the 
department  to  develop  a  monitoring  and  oversight  plan  for  all  recipients,  both  public  and  private,  and  to  provide 
the  plan  to  the  Fiscal  Research  Division  by  January  1 ,  2006.  Requires  the  department  to  report  by  December  1 , 
2005.  to  the  House  Appropriations  Subcommittee  on  Health  and  Human  Services,  the  Senate  Appropriations 
Committee  on  Health  and  Human  Services,  and  the  Fiscal  Research  Division  on  positions  funded  from  federal 
Block  Grant  funds. 

Social  Services  Block  Grant.  Exempts  social  services  Block  Grant  funds  appropriated  to  the  NC  Inter- 
Agency  Council  for  Coordinating  Homeless  Programs  are  exempt  from  10A  NCAC  71 R. 0201(3). 

Low-income  Home  Energy  Assistance  Program.  Allows  HHS  to  allocate  Energy  Assistance  Payments  or 
Crisis  Intervention  Payments  without  prior  consultation  with  the  Joint  Legislative  Comm'n  on  Governmental 
Operations,  but  the  additional  funds  received  must  be  reported  to  the  Joint  Legislative  Comm’n  on  Governmental 
Operations  and  the  Fiscal  Research  Division  upon  award  notification. 

Mental  Health  Block  Grant.  Directs  HHS  (Division  of  Mental  Health,  Developmental  Disabilities,  and 
Substance  Abuse  Services)  to  use  $1.5  million  appropriated  in  the  Mental  Health  Block  Grant  for  2005-06  and 
$422,003  in  the  Social  Services  Block  Grant  for  2005-06  for  a  Comprehensive  Treatment  Services  program  for 
children  in  accordance  with  section  10.25  of  act.  Directs  HHS  to  contract  with  UNC  -  Chapel  Hill  to  provide 
$50,000  for  2005-06  for  psychology  student  stipends,  with  $25,000  of  the  contract  to  be  paid  from  the  Mental 
Health  Block  Grant. 

Child  Care  and  Development  Fund  Block  Grant.  Allocates  $400,000  to  HHS  in  the  Child  Care  and 
Development  Fund  Block  Grant  for  operations  of  the  Medical  Child  Care  Pilot.  Requires  payments  for  subsidized 
child  care  services  provided  by  federal  TANF  funds  to  comply  with  all  state  subsidized  child  care  regulations. 

Temporary  Assistance  for  Needy  Families  (TANF)  Block  Grants.  Allocates  $416,540  in  the  TANF  Block 
Grant  to  HHS,  Division  of  Social  Services  (DSS),  for  2005-06  to  administer  TANF-funded  programs.  Allocates 
$2,749,642  to  be  transferred  to  the  Dept,  of  Juvenile  Justice  and  Delinquency  Prevention  to  support  existing 
Support  Our  Students  Program  to  expand  program  statewide,  focusing  on  low-income  communities  in  unserved 
areas.  Allocates  $1.2  million  to  DSS  for  2005-06  for  domestic  violence  services  to  Work  First  recipients.  Directs 
county  and  local  domestic  violence  shelter  programs  to  develop  a  plan  for  using  funds,  due  to  DSS  by  December 
1,  2005.  Directs  $5,000  to  be  allocated  to  each  county,  plus  an  allocation  based  on  county  portion  of  statewide 
total  of  Work  First  caseload  and  portion  of  statewide  total  of  individuals  receiving  domestic  violence  services. 
Directs  HHS  to  report  on  use  of  funds  no  later  than  March  1 , 2006,  to  House  Appropriations  Subcommittee  on 
Health  and  Human  Services,  the  Senate  Appropriations  Committee  on  Health  and  Human  Services,  and  the 
Fiscal  Research  Division.  Allocates  $2,249,642  to  DSS  to  expand  after-school  program  and  services  for  at-risk 
children.  Directs  that  grants  to  be  awarded  to  programs  with  demonstrated  ability  to  reach  needy  children  and 
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develop  links  with  other  governmental  agencies  and  programs.  Allocates  $12,452,391  to  DSS  for  Child  Welfare 
improvements  to  counties  to  engage  staff  to  provide  services  to  Child  Protective  Services,  to  provide  foster  care 
and  support  services,  to  train  and  support  prospective  foster  parents,  and  to  provide  interstate  adoption  services 
for  eligible  families.  Allocates  $2,550,000  to  DSS  for  regional  child  welfare  training  center  in  southeastern  North 
Carolina,  for  support  of  the  Master’s  Degree  in  Social  Work/Baccalaureate  Degree  in  Social  Work  Collaborative, 
for  training  for  residential  child  care  facilities,  and  for  various  other  child  welfare  training  initiatives.  Allocates 
$838,000  to  DHH  for  services  at  maternity  homes.  Allocates  $3  million  to  DSS  for  Special  Children  Adoption 
Fund.  Directs  DSS  with  NC  Ass’n  of  County  Directors  of  Social  Services  and  representative  of  licensed  private 
adoption  agencies  to  develop  guidelines  for  awards  of  funds  to  public  and  private  adoption  agencies  upon  the 
adoption  of  these  special  children.  Allocates  $1.5  million  to  DSS  for  State  Private  Child  Caring  Agencies  Fund. 
Allocates  $1  million  for  Boys  and  Girls  Clubs.  Allocates  $550,000  to  HHS  for  Work  Central,  Inc.  Directs  Work 
Central  to  report  on  the  number  of  people  serviced  and  the  services  received  to  the  three  groups  (House 
Appropriations  Subcommittee  on  Health  and  Human  Services,  the  Senate  Appropriations  Committee  on  Health 
and  Human  Services,  and  the  Fiscal  Research  Division)  by  May  1,  2006.  Allocates  $1,447,640  to  HHS  for  the 
creation  and  implementation  of  a  statewide  automated  child  welfare  information  system.  Directs  HHS  to  report  to 
three  groups  cited  above  by  January  1,  2006.  Allocates  $500,000  to  DSS  to  expand  after-school  programs  for  at- 
risk  children  attending  middle  school.  Directs  that  funds  be  distributed  to  community-based  programs.  Directs 
HHS  to  report  to  three  groups  cited  above  by  May  1,  2006. 

Maternal  and  Child  Health  Block  Grant.  Provides  that  if  federal  funds  received  under  the  Maternal  and 
Child  Health  Block  Grant  for  2005-06  for  abstinence  education,  then  these  funds  allocated  through  State  Board  of 
Education  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  for  establishment  of  an  Abstinence  Until  Marriage  Education 
program.  Directs  HHS  to  ensure  that  there  will  be  follow-up  testing  in  the  Newborn  Screening  Program.  Allocates 
$3,250,000  for  funding  approximately  65  time-limited  school  nurses,  the  funding  to  be  allocated  to  areas  with  the 
greatest  need  for  nurses  and  the  greatest  inability  to  pay  for  them.  Directs  HHS  to  report  to  three  groups  cited 
above  by  Decemiber  1,  2005. 

Community  Development  Block  Grant.  Appropriates  $45  million  for  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  2006,  as 
follows;  (1)  State  Administration,  $1  million;  (2)  Urgent  Needs  and  Contingency,  $1  million;  (3)  Scattered  Site 
Housing,  $13,2  million;  (4)  Economic  Development,  $8.7  million;  (5)  Community  Revitalization,  $13.5  million;  (6) 
State  Technical  Assistance,  $450,000;  (7)  Housing  Development,  $2  million,  and  (8)  Infrastructure,  $5.14  million. 
Provides  that  assistance  to  non-profit  organizations  to  increase  their  capacity  to  carry  out  CDBG-eligible  activities 
in  partnership  with  local  governments  is  an  eligible  activity  under  any  program  category.  Directs  the  Department 
of  Commerce  with  the  Rural  Economic  Development  Center  to  award  $2.25  million  in  demonstration  grants  to 
local  governments  in  very  distressed  rural  areas  of  the  state  for  critical  infrastructure  and  small  business 
assistance.  Directs  Department  of  Commerce  to  consult  with  Joint  Legislative  Comm’n  on  Governmental 
Operations  before  reallocating  Community  Development  Block  Grant  Funds,  but  with  several  exceptions. 

Transportation  services  for  trade  shows.  Deleted 

Contingency  and  Emergency  Fund  allocations.  Identical. 

State  money  recipients/conflict  of  interest  policy.  Codifies  as  GS  143-6.2  the  language  of  this  provision, 
but  with  some  technical  modification.  Makes  conforming  change  to  GS  143-6. 2(d).  Makes  section  applicable  to 
non-State  entities  that  receive  State  funds  on  or  after  July  1,  2005,  and  State  funds  shall  not  be  distributed  to 
those  entities  on  or  after  July  1 ,  2005,  until  the  entity  files  the  policy  required  by  this  provision  with  the  disbursing 
agency  or  department  (see  section  6.9(a)  of  committee  substitute). 

Budget  flexibility  for  State  agencies.  Deleted 

Budget  reporting.  Amends  GS  1 43-1 1  (a)  to  provide  that  budget  reports  from  the  Director  of  the  Budget 
must  include  accurate  projections  for  all  accounts.  Directs  that  estimated  receipts  from  universities  and 
community  colleges  must  generally  be  adjusted  to  reflect  actual  collections  from  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

Receipt-supported  positions  consultation  requirement.  Reinstates  GS  143-34. 1(a1 )  requiring  consultation 
with  Joint  Legislative  Commission  on  Governmental  Operations,  but  provides  that  a  state  agency  or  department 
may  establish  receipt-supported  positions  upon  approval  by  the  Director  of  the  Budget.  Gives  Director  flexibility  to 
establish  such  a  position  at  a  salary  different  from  salary  amount  set  out  in  act  under  certain  conditions. 

Overhead  cost  recovery.  Directs  the  Office  of  State  Budget  and  Management  to  study  the  collection  of 
overhead  receipts  and  develop  an  overhead  cost  recovery  program  from  receipt-supported  programs  and  boards, 
including  the  reversion  of  redirected  receipts  into  the  General  Fund  and  the  establishment  of  an  indirect  cost 
allocation  system  for  redirecting  a  portion  of  future  receipts  for  overhead.  Directs  that  the  system  be  implemented 
by  2006-07  fiscal  year.  Directs  the  Office  of  State  Budget  and  Management  (0MB)  to  report  on  its  progress  in  this 
regard  to  the  Chairs  of  the  Senate  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Appropriations/Base  Budget,  the  Chairs  of  the 
House  Committee  on  Appropriations,  and  the  Fiscal  Research  Division  by  April  1,  2006.  Exempts  overhead  cost 
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reimbursements  collected  under  any  grant  agreement  by  The  University  of  North  Carolina  and  its  affiliated 
institutions. 

Prior  consultation  with  the  Joint  Legislative  Commission  on  Governmental  Operations.  Amends  GS  120- 
76.1  to  provide  that  any  agency,  board,  or  other  entity  that  is  required  to  consult  with  the  Commission  prior  to 
taking  an  action  must  submit  a  detailed  report  of  the  action  under  consideration  to  the  Chairs  of  the  Commission, 
the  Commission  Assistant,  and  the  Fiscal  Research  Division.  Provides  that  if  the  Commission  fails  to  hold  a 
meeting  to  consult  within  60  days  of  receiving  the  submission  of  the  detailed  report,  the  consultation  requirement 
is  satisfied.  Makings  conforming  changes  to  GS  143-23(a1).  Provides  that  consultation  not  required  for  an  agency 
prior  to  establishing  or  increasing  fees  in  accordance  with  the  2005  Budget  Act. 

Grantees  may  have  no  outstanding  tax  bills.  Amends  new  GS  143-6.2(c1 )  to  provide  that  no  grantee  or 
subgrantee  may  receive  a  grant  of  State  funds  from  a  State  entity  if  the  grantee  or  subgrantee  has  any  overdue 
tax  debts  (as  defined  in  GS  105-243.1)  at  the  federal,  State,  or  local  level. 

Reserve  for  small  employer  health  insurance.  Establishes  in  the  Office  of  State  Budget  and  Management 
a  nonreverting  Reserve  for  Healthy  NC.  Directs  that  funds  appropriated  to  this  reserve  shall  be  allocated  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Insurance  exclusively  for  the  purpose  of  reimbursing  insurers  providing  health  insurance  to 
small  employees  under  GS  58,  article  50,  part  5A,  the  Healthy  NC  Program.  Makes  provisions  effective  only  if 
program  is  enacted  and  funds  are  appropriated. 

Amend  the  tobacco  reserve  fund  to  promote  the  health  and  wellness  of  the  state's  citizens  and  economic 
development.  Substantially  identical  to  Section  18.1  of  the  first  edition. 

Statewide  information  technology  projects.  Appropriates  $5.1  million  for  fiscal  2005-06  and  $3.3  million  for 
fiscal  2006-07  from  the  Information  Technology  Fund  to  the  Office  of  Information  Technology  Services  to  continue 
Fund  activities  for  project  management  assistance,  security  assessment  remedial  action,  asset  management 
related  legal  support,  and  legacy  system  assessment.  Appropriates  $1 .6  million  for  2005-06  and  $1 2.4  million  for 
2006-07  for  three  positions  and  for  the  purchase  and  maintenance  of  asset  management  software  and  enterprise 
licenses.  Appropriates  $6.3  million  for  2005-06  and  $5.8  million  for  2006-07  to  provide  certain  services  previously 
supported  by  cross-subsidies  in  the  information  technology  rate  structure.  Appropriates  $500,000  for  2005-06  to 
facilitate  consolidation  of  information  technology  in  State  agencies.  Appropriates  $20,875,000  for  fiscal  2005-06 
and  $2,525,000  for  fiscal  2006-07  from  the  fund  to  the  office  of  State  Controller  to  begin  the  replacement  of  the 
State's  personnel  and  payroll  information  systems.  Directs  the  Office  of  Information  Technology  Services  to 
deposit  $5  million  for  each  year  of  the  fiscal  2005-07  biennium  from  the  information  technology  enterprise  fee  into 
the  Information  Technology  Fund.  Also  directs  the  State  Controller  to  transfer  $5  million  to  the  Fund  from  the  cash 
balance  remaining  in  the  Office  of  Information  Technology  Internal  Service  Fund  on  June  30,  2005,  to  support 
statewide  information  technology  initiatives. 

General  fund  appropriations  cap.  Deleted 

Require  voter  approval  for  debt  exceeding  twenty-five  million  dollars.  Deleted 

Establish  total  debt  cap.  Deleted 

Public  Schools  (to  be  digested  in  tomorrow’s  bulletin) 

Community  Colleges 

Use  of  funds  for  the  College  Information  System  Project.  Requires  that  funds  appropriated  for  project  shall 
not  revert  at  the  end  of  2004-05  and  requires  that  Community  College  System  Office  (NCCCS)  report  quarterly  to 
Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Committee  on  Project  implementation. 

Carryforward  for  equipment.  Authorizes  NCCCS  to  carry  forward  up  to  $15  million  of  operating  funds  held  in 
reserve  and  that  were  not  reverted  in  2004-05  to  be  reallocated  to  its  Equipment  Reserve  Fund  (original  bill,  $10 
million). 

Salaries  of  community  college  faculty  and  professional  staff.  Provides  that  minimum  salaries  for  community 
college  faculty  are  to  be  based  on  five  education  levels:  (1 )  vocational  diploma  or  less;  (2)  an  associate  degree: 

(3)  bachelor's  degree;  (4)  master’s  degree  or  education  specialist;  and  (5)  doctoral  degree.  Establishes  minimum 
salaries  ranging  for  2005-06  from  $29,652  for  a  vocational  certificate  or  less  to  $36,269  for  a  faculty  member  with 
a  doctorate  and  for  2006-07  ranging  from  $30,542  for  a  member  with  vocational  certificate  to  $37,357  for 
someone  with  a  doctorate.  Sets  up  a  sliding  scale  to  allow  a  college  to  transfer  up  to  8%  of  the  State  funds 
allocated  to  it  for  faculty  salaries  if  the  average  salary  is  100%  or  more  of  the  national  average  Community 
College  faculty  salary  and  up  to  2%  if  the  average  salary  is  85%  or  less  than  the  national  salary  average. 

Requires  that  the  State  Board  of  Community  Colleges  report  to  the  appropriations  subcommittees  on  education, 
the  House  Speaker,  the  President  Pro  Tern  of  the  Senate,  the  Fiscal  Research  Division,  and  the  Office  of  State 
Budget  and  Management  by  December  1 , 2005,  and  every  year  thereafter  on  the  program  to  increase  salaries. 
Allows  colleges  to  transfer  a  greater  portion  of  State  funds  than  formula  would  allow  with  the  approval  of  the  State 
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Board  of  Community  Colleges.  Authorizes  a  college  to  use  all  State  funds  allocated  to  it  for  salaries  except 
Literacy  Funds  and  Funds  for  New  and  Expanding  Industry  Training. 

Focused  Industrial  Training  and  New  and  Expanding  Industry  Training  combined  into  Customized  Industry 
Training.  Reorganizes  concept  as  Workforce  Development  Program  codified  as  GS  115D-5.1  and  makes  other 
conforming  changes.  Adds  new  GS  1 1 5D-5.1(d)  to  provide  that  funds  available  to  the  New  and  Expanding 
Industry  Training  Program  shall  not  revert  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  but  shall  remain  available  until  expended. 
Establishes  within  the  NCCCS  the  Customized  Industry  Training  Program  (CIT).  Directs  it  to  offer  programs  and 
training  services  as  new  options  for  assisting  existing  business  and  industry.  Deletes  the  requirement  that  the 
President  of  NCCCS  must  determine  that  the  average  wage  of  the  workers  receiving  the  training  will  increase 
measurably  in  order  for  the  business  or  industry  to  qualify  for  assistance  under  the  program.  Deletes  requirement 
that  program  funds  not  revert  at  end  of  2004-05  and  that  amount  available  not  exceed  $10  million,  but  authorizes 
the  State  Board  to  use  funds  appropriated  for  the  New  and  Expanding  Industry  Training  Program  to  operate 
programs  under  Customized  Industry  Training. 

Report  on  Adequacy  of  Multicampus  Funds.  Directs  multicampus  colleges  and  colleges  with  off-campus 
centers  to  report  annually,  beginning  September  1,  2005,  to  the  NCCCS  on  all  expenditures  by  line  item  used  to 
support  their  multicampuses  and  off-campus  centers.  Directs  NCCCS  to  report  on  these  expenditures  to  the 
Education  Appropriation  Subcommittees  of  the  House  and  the  Senate,  the  Office  of  State  Budget  and 
Management,  and  the  Fiscal  Research  Division  by  October  1  of  each  year.  Prohibits  the  transfer  of  funds  from 
one  multicampus  college  or  off-campus  center  to  another. 

Education  Program  Auditing  Function.  Amends  GS  1 15D-5(m)  to  provide  that  the  State  Board  of  Community 
Colleges  shall  maintain  an  education  program  auditing  function  that  conducts  an  annual  audit  of  each  college  to 
ensure  that  college  program  and  related  fiscal  operations  comply  with  State  laws  and  regulations,  State  Board 
policies,  and  System  Office  guidance.  Requires  auditors  to  use  a  statistically  valid  sample  size  in  performing 
audits.  Directs  that  audit  findings  be  forwarded  to  the  college  president,  local  board  of  trustees,  the  State  Board  of 
Community  Colleges,  and  the  State  Auditor.  Directs  the  State  Board  to  assess  a  25%  fiscal  penalty  in  addition  to 
the  audit  exception  on  all  audits  of  both  dollars  and  student  membership  hours,  except  when  the  audit  exceptions 
result  from  nonprocessing  errors. 

Ferry  Boat  Operator  Training  Feasibility  Study.  Directs  the  State  Board,  in  consultation  with  the  Ferry 
Division  of  the  Department  of  Transportation,  to  study  the  need  for  training  for  ferry  boat  operators.  Directs  the 
study  to  consider,  among  other  things,  the  types  of  training  needed  and  whether  it  is  feasible  for  the  community 
colleges  to  provide  such  training  and  the  start-up  costs  for  the  program  and  the  resources  for  those  costs. 

Extend  Sunset  on  Training  and  Reemployment  Contributions.  Amends  section  8  of  SL  1999-321,  as 
amended  by  section  30.5(f)0  of  SL  2001-424,  to  advance  the  repeal  on  such  employer  contributions  so  that  it  is 
repealed  with  respect  to  calendar  quarters  beginning  on  or  after  January  1,  2011  (was,  repealed  with  respect  to 
calendar  quarters  beginning  on  or  after  January  1 , 2006). 

Community  College  Innovative  Learning  Fund.  Establishes  The  Innovative  Learning  Fund  within  NCCCS  to 
assist  colleges  with  infrastructure  needs.  Allows  NCCCS  President,  in  consultation  with  the  State  Board  of 
Community  Colleges,  to  make  grants  to  qualified  colleges  of  up  to  $1  million  for  planning,  equipment,  or 
technology  for  lifelong  learning  centers.  Allows  the  President  and  the  State  Board  to  consider,  among  other 
things,  the  Vision  Plan  of  the  Economic  Development  Partnership  where  the  project  will  be  located:  the  ability  of 
the  county  to  fund  the  projects,  and  the  impact  the  center  will  have  on  economic  development  in  the  region. 
Provides  that  funds  appropriated  for  this  purpose  for  2005-06  shall  not  revert  but  shall  remain  available  until 
expended. 

No  reversion  for  colleges  in  economically  disadvantaged  counties.  Allows  a  college  to  retain  its  General 
Fund  current  operations  credit  balance  remaining  at  end  of  fiscal  year,  if  the  county  is  a  Tier  1  or  Tier  2  county; 
had  an  unemployment  rate  greater  than  or  equal  to  7%  in  calendar  2004;  and  is  designated  as  a  Low-Wealth 
County  such  that  the  county's  wealth  is  80%  or  less  than  the  state  average.  Allows  prorating  of  carry  forward  for 
colleges  whose  main  campuses  are  not  located  in  the  county,  based  on  the  percentage  of  total  full-time 
equivalent  students  served  in  the  low-wealth  county.  Effective  June  30,  2005. 

Defense  Technology  Innovation  Center.  Directs  that  funds  appropriated  for  the  North  Carolina  Electronics 
and  Information  Technologies  Association’s  Defense  Technology  Innovations  Center  shall  be  used  for  certain 
uses,  including  a  site  selection  and  acquisition  for  the  center  or  the  improvement  of  existing  infrastructure  at  the 
facility,  the  acquisition  of  equipment,  the  employment  of  staff,  the  development  of  a  tenant  screening  process  and 
a  marketing  and  sustainable  business  plan  for  the  center.

Transfer  of  the  North  Carolina  Center  for  Applied  Textile  Technology  to  Gaston  College.  Deleted 
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State  Board  of  Community  Colleges  management  flexibility.  Deleted 
Universities  (to  be  digested  in  tomorrow's  bulletin) 

Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services 

Central  Management 

School-based  child  and  family  support  teams.  Deleted. 

Reserve  for  information  technology.  Deleted. 

Information  technology.  Requires  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  (DHHS)  to  support  technology 
initiatives  by  developing  a  detailed  business  plan,  an  information  technology  (IT)  plan,  and  an  IT  architecture. 
Establishes  review  and  reporting  requirements.  Provides  that  Dep't  may  not  allocate  funds  appropriated  for  one 
information  technology  project  to  any  other  project,  and  requires  DHHS  to  use  funds  appropriated  for  2005-06  and 
2006-07  for  the  NC  Families  Accessing  Services  through  Technology  (NC  FAST)  only  for  program-specific  costs 
associated  with  that  program. 

Senior  care  program  administration.  Adds  authority  for  DHHS  to  use  funds  appropriated  in  the  act  to 
administer  the  program. 

Medical  Care  Comm’n  temporary  rule-making  authority  extended.  Deleted. 

Liability  insurance.  Substantially  identical. 

DHHS  payroll  deduction  for  child  care  services.  Retains  substance  but  codifies  previously  uncodified 
provision  as  GS  143B-139.6B. 

More  At  Four  Program.  Makes  numerous  changes,  including  the  following:  Specifies  funding  amounts  for 
the  voluntary  pre-K  program  for  at-risk  four-year-olds  at  $66,546,653  for  2005-06  and  $79,109,779  for  2006-07. 
Deletes  provisions  relating  to  creation  of  a  More  At  Four  Pre-K  Task  Force,  requires  curricula  recommended  by 
the  NC  Child  Development  and  School  Readiness  Task  Force,  and  deletes  requirement  that  curricula  facilitate 
implementation  of  the  NC  Early  Learning  Standards.  Requires  the  program  to  review  the  number  of  slots  filled  by 
counties  on  a  monthly  basis  and  shift  unfilled  slots  to  counties  with  waiting  lists  through  December  30,  2005,  at 
which  time  any  remaining  funds  for  unfilled  slots  shall  be  used  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  waiting  list  for  subsidized 
child  care.  Rewrites  eligibility  requirements  to  require  the  program  to  establish  income  eligibility  not  to  exceed 
75%  of  the  state  median  income.  Adds  requirements  that  the  program  (1)  contract  with  Prevent  Blindness  of  NC 
to  $150,000  for  vision  screenings  and  (2)  provide  a  grant  of  $177,000  to  the  Carolina  Children’s  Communicative 
Disorders  Program  at  UNC  at  Chapel  Hill.  Adds  provisions  renaming  the  Division  of  Child  Development  the 
Division  of  Child  Development  and  School  Readiness,  and  transferring  the  More  at  Four  Prekindergarten  Program 
from  the  Office  of  the  Governor  to  that  Division.  Makes  comparable  change  in  name  of  the  More  at  Four  Task 
Force.  Requires  the  Task  Force  to  study  integration  of  public  funds  and  programs  relating  to  school  readiness  and 
report  by  April  1 , 2006. 

More  At  Four  transportation.  Deleted. 

Office  of  Policy  and  Planning.  Identical  in  substance,  but  codifies  previously  uncodified  provisions  as  GS 
143B-216.70. 

Senior  Prescription  Drug  Access  Program  funding.  Authorizes  Director  of  Budget  to  use  available  funds 
up  to  $7  million  in  2005-06  to  fully  fund  the  Senior  Prescription  Drug  Access  program  through  December  31 , 

2005. 

Non-Medicaid  reimbursement  changes.  Identical. 

Provider  reimbursement  rates.  Requires  DHHS  to  maintain  reimbursement  rates  paid  to  service  providers 
at  2004-05  levels  during  2005-06,  except  for  exceptions  made  on  a  case-by-case  basis  and  approved  by  the 
Office  of  the  Sec’y. 

Residential  schools  reporting.  Requires  Office  of  Education  Services  to  report  by  December  1 , 2005,  on 
enrollment  numbers,  budgets,  and  academic  status  of  the  Eastern  NC  School  for  the  Deaf  at  Wilson,  the  NC 
School  for  the  Deaf  at  Morganton,  and  the  Governor  Morehead  School  for  the  Blind. 

Division  of  Aging 

Special  assistance  in-home  program.  Adds  requirement  that  DHHS  report  by  January  1,  2006,  and  again 
by  January  1 , 2007,  regarding  specified  aspect  of  the  program. 

Senior  center  outreach.  Substantively  identical. 

Division  Of  Child  Development 

Criminal  history  record  checks.  Deleted. 
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Child  care  subsidy  payments.  Adds  as  a  category  of  eligibility  of  non-citizen  families,  a  child  who  is 
receiving  protective  services  or  foster  care  services. 

Child  care  study  subsidy  reimbursement  system.  Requires  DHHS  Division  of  Child  Development  and 
School  Readiness  to  conduct  analysis  of  the  child  care  subsidy  reimbursement  system"  and  report  by  January  30, 
2006. 

Child  care  allocation  formula.  Identical  allocation  methodology. 

Child  care  revolving  loan.  Identical. 

Child  care  funds  matching  requirement.  Provides  that  DHHS  may  not  require  local  matching  funds  as  a 
condition  of  a  locality's  receiving  state  child  care  funds  appropriated  by  the  act,  unless  federal  law  requires  a 
match. 

Early  Childhood  Education  and  Development  Initiatives  enhancements.  Sets  out  typical  provisions 
relating  to  Smart  Start  programs,  and  prohibits  capital  expenditures  and  expenditure  of  state  funds  for  advertising 
and  promotional  activities  for  2005-06  and  2006-07. 

Smart  Start  funding  study.  Requires  the  NC  Partnership  for  Children,  Inc.,  to  study  its  allocation  of  funds 
to  local  partnerships  and  report  findings  and  recommendations  by  March  1, 2006. 

Division  of  Public  Health 

AIDS  drug  assistance  program  (ADAP).  Rewrites  to  prohibit  increase  in  the  eligibility  for  the  ADAP 
Program  above  125%  of  the  federal  poverty  level  and  to  require  DHHS  to  make  an  interim  report  on  ADAP 
program  utilization  by  January  1,  2006. 

Public  health  improvements.  Deleted. 

Community  health  center  funds.  Authorizes  use  of  $2  million  in  nonrecurring  funds  for  federally  qualified 
health  centers  that  meet  criteria  for  federally  qualified  health  centers  and  for  state-designated  rural  health  centers 
and  public  health  departments  and  other  clinics  for  specified  purpose. 

Accreditation  for  local  health  departments.  Deleted. 

Immunization  program  funding.  Identical. 

Funds  for  school  nurses.  Allocates  $2.5  million  for  2005-06  and  $2.5  for  2006-07  for  the  school  nurse 
funding  initiative.  Requires  DHHS  to  report  on  use  of  the  funds  by  December  1 , 2005. 

Early  intervention  reporting  and  evaluation.  Requires  DHHS  Division  of  Public  Health  to  report  on  Early 
Intervention  services,  to  analyze  reimbursement  rates  and  adjust  if  appropriate,  to  analyze  program  funding  for 
the  Children  with  Special  Needs  program,  and  to  report  by  December  1,  2005. 

Contracting  for  more  effective  combination  vaccines.  Authorizes  DHHS  to  contract  for  the  purchase  of  more 
expensive  new  combination  vaccines  only  if  they  are  more  effective  than  those  used  currently. 

Chronic  disease  prevention  activities  inventory.  Requires  DHHS  to  create  an  inventory  of  all  chronic  disease 
prevention  activities,  funding,  staffing,  and  resources;  create  a  plan  to  combine  activities;  and  report  by  February 
1,  2006. 

Pilot  program  for  automatic  external  defibrillators  (AED)  in  public  buildings.  Requires  DHHS  to  develop  a  pilot 
program  to  place  AED  in  public  buildings,  including  public  gymnasiums.  Allocates  317,000  for  2005-06  and 
$6,000  for  2006-07  for  the  pilot,  and  requires  DHHS  to  report  by  March  1 , 2006. 

Division  Of  Social  Services 

Intensive  family  preservation  services  funding  and  performance  enhancements.  Deleted. 

Funds  for  food  banks.  Deleted. 

Foster  care  and  adoption  assistance  payments.  Identical. 

Special  children  adoption  fund.  Identical,  except  adds  requirement  that  DHHS  report  on  program  activities 
and  expenditures  by  December  1, 2005,  and  June  30,  2006. 

Child  welfare  system  study.  Requires  DHHS  to  conduct  a  study  to  document  variations  in  the 
implementation  of  the  child  welfare  system  in  NC  counties,  make  recommendations  for  correcting  disparities,  and 
report  by  January  1 ,  2006. 

Study  to  identify  adoption  incentives  for  children  who  are  difficult  to  place.  Requires  DHHS  to  conduct  a 
study  to  identify  potential  incentives  for  adoption  of  children  who  are  hard  to  place  and  to  report  by  October  1, 
2005. 

Multiple  Response  System.  Authorizes  DHHS  to  expand  this  project  using  state  appropriations  and  any 
available  non-state  funding,  and  authorizes  counties  to  implement  the  system  using  existing  resources. 

Child  caring  institutions.  Requires  the  Office  of  the  State  Auditor  to  conduct  an  audit  to  evaluate  overhead 
rates  and  reimbursements  for  child  caring  institutions  that  receive  state  funding  and  report  by  March  1,  2006. 
Requires  DHHS  to  establish  standardized  rates  for  child  caring  institutions,  effective  January  1,  2006,  and  update 
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them  annually  on  July  1.  Provides  that  minimum  reimbursement  for  foster  parents  providing  services  through  child 
caring  institutions  shall  not  be  lower  than  the  rates  established  by  the  General  Assembly. 

Child  support  program/enhanced  standards.  Identical,  but  adds  requirement  that  DHHS  report  by  May  1, 

2006. 

State/County  Special  Assistance.  Sets  out  eligibility  requirements  and  benefit  levels.  Requires  DHHS  to 
review  activities  and  costs  related  to  care  in  adult  care  homes  and  determine  whether  any  funds  should  be 
transferred  to  the  Division  of  Medical  Assistance  to  maximize  the  draw  down  of  federal  Medicaid  funds. 

Limitation  on  State  Abortion  Fund.  Continues  existing  limitations  on  the  State  Abortion  Fund. 

TANF  benefit  implementation.  Approves  the  state  TANF  Plan  for  2005-07,  and  identifies  as  electing  counties 
Beaufort,  Caldwell.  Catawba,  Iredell,  Lenoir,  Lincoln,  Macon,  McDowell,  Sampson,  and  Stokes. 

Plan  for  star-rating  system  for  adult  care  homes.  Requires  DHHS  to  develop  a  plan  for  implementing  a  star¬ 
rating  system  for  adult  care  homes  and  to  report  on  the  plan  by  March  1,  2006. 

Division  Of  Medical  Assistance 

Medicaid  cost  containment.  Rewrites  the  provision  retaining  most  of  the  substance,  but  deleting 
authorization  for  adoption  of  temporary  rules. 

Pharmacy  cost  containment.  Deleted. 

Medicaid.  Retains  most  of  the  eligibility  and  service  provisions  with  these  differences:  (1 )  allows  DHHS  to 
override  the  6-prescription  limit  by  allowing  up  to  8  prescriptions  per  month  pursuant  to  an  override  policy,  and 
makes  8  a  firm  limit;  (2)  allows  DHHS  to  pay  an  enhanced  fee  for  pharmacy  services;  (3)  requires  DHHS,  by 
October  1 ,  2005,  to  apply  Medicaid  medical  policy  to  Medicare  claims  for  dually  eligible  recipients;  (4)  establishes 
a  $50  co-payment  for  inpatient  hospitalization  services;  (5)  sunsets  the  provision  requiring  DHHS  to  provide 
Medicaid  coverage  to  all  elderly,  blind,  and  disabled  people  who  have  incomes  equal  to  or  less  than  100%  of  the 
federal  poverty  guidelines  effective  December  31,  2005;  (6)  provides  that  dental  services  shall  be  provided  on  a 
restricted  basis  according  to  rules  adopted  by  DHHS;  (7)  prohibits  imposition  of  prior  authorization  requirements 
or  other  restrictions  on  prescribed  medications  for  treatment  of  mental  illness,  HIV/AIDS,  life-threatening 
respiratory  conditions  due  to  chronic  obstructive  pulmonary  disease  or  stroke;  (8)  adds  authorizations  relating  to 
volume  purchase  plans  and  cost-containment  programs;  (9)  deletes  provisions  raising  the  family  income  limits  for 
certain  children  effective  January  1,  2006;  (10)  deletes  requirement  for  quarterly  reports  on  expenditures  for  acute 
and  long-term  care  services;  and  (11)  adds  provisions  relating  to  (a)  mitigation  of  hardship  resulting  from 
application  of  the  SSI  method  for  considering  equity  value  of  income  producing  property;  (b)  limitations  on 
changes  in  medical  policy;  (c)  development,  amendment,  and  adoption  of  medical  coverage  policy;  and  (d) 
investigating  and  reducing  client  fraud  and  abuse. 

County  Medicaid  cost-share.  Identical. 

Disposition  of  disproportionate  share  receipts.  Identical. 

Expand  Community  Care  of  NC  Management  to  additional  Medicaid  recipients.  Requires  DHHS  to 
expand  the  scope  of  this  management  model  to  Medicaid  recipients  and  dually  eligible  individuals  with  a  chronic 
condition  and  long-term  care  needs,  and  report  by  March  1, 2007. 

Ticket  to  Work/Medicaid  eligibility.  Adds  new  GS  108A-54.1  setting  out  provisions  for  Medicaid  buy-in  for 
workers  with  disabilities,  to  become  effective  January  1,  2007,  and  authorizes  the  expenditure  of  $150,000  for 
2006-07  to  support  this  Medicaid  eligibility  expansion. 

Medicaid  personal  care  services  limitations.  Requires  DHHS  to  apply  specified  minimum  criteria  for  eligibility 
for  personal  care  services  under  Medicaid  and  authorizes  use  of  additional  criteria.  Requires  Division  of  Medical 
Assistance  to  study  appropriate  utilization  and  prior  authorization  systems  for  personal  care  services  and  other 
home/community-based  services  and  report  by  May  1,  2006. 

CAP-DA  changes.  Requires  DHHS  to  develop  a  new  system  for  reimbursing  for  the  CAP-DA  program, 
report  not  later  than  May  1 , 2006,  and  implement  a  new  system  by  January  1 , 2007. 

DMA  access  to  health  insurance  information  to  ensure  recoupment  of  Medicaid  funds  spent  on  medical 
care  covered  by  insurance.  Adds  new  GS  58-50-46  and  108A-70(c)  to  make  clear  that  insurers  must  provide 
certain  information  to  DHHS,  and  to  provide  immunity  to  an  insurer  that  complies  with  the  section. 

NC  Health  Choice.  Adds  requirement  that  DHHS  issue  a  Request  for  Proposal  to  contract  for 
administration  and  claims  processing  of  the  NC  Health  Choice  Program  and  select  a  contractor  by  July  1 , 2006, 
for  full  implementation  of  the  system  by  July  1 , 2007.  Makes  related  changes  to  GS  1 08A-70.20  and  1 08A-70.21 . 

Transfer  eligible  children  under  five  from  Health  Choice  to  Medicaid.  Deleted. 

Division  of  Mental  Health 

Long-term  plan  for  meeting  mental  health,  developmental  disabilities,  and  substance  abuse  services 
needs.  Requires  Secretary  of  HHS,  in  consultation  with  advocacy  groups  and  affected  agencies,  to  develop  a 
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long-range  plan  for  addressing  these  needs.  Requires  that  the  plan  be  consistent  with  the  plan  developed 
pursuant  to  GS  122C-102  and  that  it  address  subjects  specified  in  the  act.  Provides  that  funds  shall  not  be 
transferred  from  the  Trust  Fund  for  MH/DD/SAS  and  Bridge  Funding  Needs  until  the  Secretary  has  consulted  with 
specified  legislative  committees,  and  that  moneys  in  the  Trust  Fund  established  by  GS  143-15D  shall  be  used  to 
establish  or  expand  community-based  services  only  if  sufficient  recurring  funds  can  be  identified.  Requires  DHHS 
to  report  by  January  1,  2006. 

Comprehensive  Treatment  Services  Program.  Requires  DHHS  to  continue  the  program  for  at-risk  children 
and  to  submit  reports  by  December  1,  2005,  and  April  1,  2006.  Provides  for  provisions  to  expire  July  1,  2006. 

Multiple  diagnosed  adults.  Requires  DHHS  to  implement  specified  principles  and  cost-reduction 
strategies  with  respect  to  adults  with  multiple  diagnoses,  requires  DHHS  to  submit  a  progress  report  by  February 
1 , 2006,  and  final  report  by  May  1 ,  2006,  and  provides  for  the  provisions  to  expire  July  1 ,  2006. 

Extend  mental  health  consumer  advocacy  program  contingent  upon  funds  appropriated  by  the  2007 
General  Assembly.  Makes  program’s  effectiveness  contingent  on  funding. 

Physician  services.  Deleted . 

Private  agency  uniform  cost  finding  requirement.  Identical. 

DHHS  policies  and  procedures  in  delivering  community  mental  health,  developmental  disabilities,  and 
substance  abuse  services.  Adds  requirement  that  reports  be  submitted  October  1,  2005,  and  February  1,  2006. 

Transition  planning  for  state  psychiatric  hospitals.  Adds  provisions  (1 )  providing  for  placement  of 
nonrecurring  savings  in  state  appropriations  that  result  from  reductions  in  beds  or  services  in  the  Trust  Fund  for 
MH/DD/SAS  and  Bridge  Funding  Needs,  for  use  to  facilitate  transition  of  clients  into  appropriate  community  based 
services  and  (2)  requiring  DHHS  to  submit  reports  on  December  1,  2005,  and  May  1,  2006. 

Mental  retardation  center  downsizing.  Changes  reporting  deadlines  and  addresses  use  of  savings  from 
downsizing  occurring  on  and  after  July  1,  2005. 

Immunity  for  reporting  abuse  and  neglect.  Adds  new  GS  122C-66(a1 ),  providing  that  an  individual  who 
witnesses  or  has  knowledge  of  abuse,  neglect,  or  exploitation  of  a  client  of  a  residential  facility  may  report  the 
incident  to  an  authorized  employee  of  the  facility. 

Rules  pertaining  to  conflict  of  interest  in  referrals  to  provider  agencies.  Adds  new  GS  122C-26(5)e, 
requiring  the  MH/DD/SAS  Commission  to  adopt  rules  requiring  facility  personnel  who  refer  clients  to  provider 
agencies  to  disclose  any  pecuniary  interest  in  the  provider  agency,  or  other  interest  that  may  give  rise  to  the 
appearance  of  impropriety. 

Legislative  Oversight  Committee  on  Mental  Health,  Developmental  Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse 
Services  to  study  oversight  and  monitoring  by  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  of  services  to  mental 
health  consumers.  Requires  the  Oversight  Committee  to  study  the  oversight  and  monitoring  roles  of  the  DHHS 
Divisions  of  Social  Services,  Facility  Services,  Medical  Assistance,  and  MH/DD/SAS,  with  a  focus  on  how  the 
activities  benefit  consumers  of  MH/DD/SAS  services  in  residential  settings,  and  to  report  by  April  1,  2006. 

Appeals  process  for  clients  of  Mental  Health,  Developmental  Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse  Services 
programs.  Adds  new  GS  122C-151.2(b1),  requiring  the  MH/DD/SAS  Commission  to  adopt  rules  governing  an 
appeals  process  for  clients. 

Controlled  substances  reporting.  Adds  new  Article  5D  to  GS  Chapter  90,  the  North  Carolina  Controlled 
Substances  Reporting  Act,  requiring  DHHS  to  establish  and  maintain  a  reporting  system  of  prescriptions  for  all 
Schedule  II  through  V  controlled  substances.  Authorized  Dep't  to  issue  waiver  allowing  a  dispenser  that  is  unable 
to  submit  prescription  information  electronically  to  submit  it  by  other  means.  Provides  for  confidentiality  of  the 
information  and  authorizes  use  of  nonidentifying  information  for  statistical,  research  or  educational  purposes. 
Requires  Commission  to  adopt  rules  necessary  to  implement  the  act. 

Licensure  of  residential  treatment  facilities.  Adds  new  GS  122C-23.1,  authorizing  DHHS  to  license  new 
residential  treatment  facilities  if  the  applicant  submits  with  the  application  a  letter  of  support  from  the  local 
management  entity,  specifying  the  number  of  existing  beds  in  the  same  type  of  facility  in  the  catchment  area  and 
the  projected  need  for  additional  beds  of  the  same  type  of  facility.  Defines  “residential  treatment  facility”  to  mean 
facilities  that  are  licensed  but  not  subject  to  Certificate  of  Need  requirements. 

Department  of  Agriculture  and  Consumer  Services  (to  be  digested  in  tomorrow’s  bulletin) 

Department  of  Environment  and  Natural  Resources  (to  be  digested  in  tomorrow’s  bulletin) 

Department  of  Commerce  (to  be  digested  in  tomorrow’s  bulletin) 

Administrative  Office  Of  The  Courts 

Establish  Conference  of  Clerks  of  Superior  Court.  Adds  GS  7A-805  to  =808  to  establish  a  Conference  of 
Clerks  of  Superior  Court,  similar  to  the  Conference  of  District  Attorneys,  to  coordinate  efforts  of  various  clerks  by 
assisting  them  in  the  administration  of  their  offices.  Authorizes  Conference  to  appoint  executive  secretary. 
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Divide  District  Court  District  20  and  Prosecutorial  District  20  into  20A  and  20B  and  realign  Superior  Court 
Districts  20 A  and  20B/divide  Superior  Court,  District  Court,  and  Prosecutorial  Districts  29  into  Districts  29 A  and 
29B.  Amends  various  sections  of  Chapter  7A  of  the  General  Statutes  to  divide  District  Court  District  20  into  20A 
(Stanly,  Anson  and  Richmond  counties)  with  4  judges,  and  20B  (Union  County)  with  3  judges;  to  divide 
Prosecutorial  District  20  in  the  same  manner;  and  to  move  Stanly  County  from  Superior  Court  District  20B  to  20A 
to  match  district  court  and  prosecutorial  districts.  Superior  Court  District  20A  will  have  2  superior  court  judges  and 
District  20B  will  have  1  judge.  Divides  Superior  Court,  District  Court,  and  Prosecutorial  Districts  29  into  29A 
(McDowell  and  Rutherford  counties)  and  29B  (Henderson,  Polk,  and  Transylvania  counties)  with  each  new  district 
having  1  superior  court  judge  and  District  29A  having  3  district  court  judges  and  29B,  4.  Provides  that  current 
judges  continue  terms  and  that  Governor  is  to  appoint  new  district  judge  for  District  29A  until  2006  general 
election  and  that  district  attorneys  to  be  elected  in  2006  general  election.  Changes  to  judicial  districts  effective 
December  1,  2005.  or  for  District  20  when  approved  under  Voting  Rights  Act  if  later.  Prosecutorial  district  changes 
effective  January  1 .  2007,  or,  for  District  20,  when  approved  under  Voting  Rights  Act,  if  later. 

Collection  of  worthless  check  funds.  Authorizes  Judicial  Dep’t  to  use  funds  remaining  in  Collection  of 
Worthless  Checks  Fund  on  June  30,  2005,  for  purchase  or  repair  of  office  or  information  technology  equipment 
during  2005-06  fiscal  year. 

Transfer  of  equipment  and  supply  funds.  Requires  that  funds  appropriated  to  Judicial  Dep't  in  2005-07 
biennium  for  equipment  and  supplies  certified  into  reserve  account  and  authorizes  Dep’t  to  transfer  to  programs 
and  between  programs  as  need  for  equipment  and  supplies  occur. 

Study  electronic  payment.  Requires  Judicial  Dep't  to  study  feasibility  of  implementing  electronic  and 
online  payment  optfons  for  court  fees  and  other  funds  collected  by  the  courts  and  to  report  findings  to 
Appropriations  Subcommittees  on  Justice  and  Public  Safety  by  May  1,  2006. 

Federal  grant  funds.  Identical. 

Increase  charges  for  appellate  division  reports  to  actual  cost.  Requires  Judicial  Dep’t  to  charge  full  cost  of 
appellate  division  reports  that  are  sold. 

North  Carcfina  State  Bar  Funds.  Authorizes  NC  State  Bar  to  use  up  to  $501,500  for  each  year  of  the 
2005-07  biennium  from  funds  appropriated  as  grant-in-aid  to  NC  State  Bar  to  contract  with  Center  for  Death 
Penalty  Litigation  to  provide  training  and  assistance  to  attorneys  representing  indigent  capital  defendants. 

Transfer  responsibility  for  providing  legal  assistance  to  inmates  from  the  Department  of  Correction  to  the 
Office  of  Indigent  Defense  Services.  Amends  GS  7A-498.3,  effective  October  1,  2005,  as  title  indicates  and 
transfers  $1 ,883,865  for  fiscal  2005-06  and  $2,51 1 ,820  for  fiscal  2006-07  from  Dep’t  of  Correction  to  Office  of 
Indigent  Defense  Services  to  implement  provision. 

Wake  County  public  defender  office  funds.  Provides  that  of  funds  appropriated  to  Office  of  Indigent 
Services,  Office  must  use  up  to  $2,300,534  for  fiscal  2005-06  and  $2,181,323  for  fiscal  2006-07  to  establish 
public  defender's  office  in  District  10  (Wake  County). 

Office  of  Indigent  Defense  Services  expansion  funds.  Authorizes  Office  to  use  up  to  $1 ,069,645  of  funds 
appropriated  for  fiscal  2005-06  and  $1 ,023,1 35  for  fiscal  2006-07  for  expansion  of  existing  offices  by  creating  10 
new  attorney  positions  and  5  support  staff  positions. 

Office  of  Indigent  Defense  Services  report.  Requires  Office  to  report  to  Appropriations  Subcommittees  on 
Justice  and  Public  Safety  by  March  1  of  each  year  on  volume  and  cost  of  cases  handled  in  each  district  by 
assigned  counsel  or  public  defenders,  actions  taken  to  approve  cost-effectiveness  and  quality  of  indigent  defense, 
and  recommended  changes  in  law  or  funding  procedures. 

Clarify  that  fees  paid  to  attorneys  representing  indigent  clients  shall  be  fixed  in  accordance  with  the  rules 
adopted  by  the  Office  of  Indigent  Defense  Services  and  may  not  be  set  at  higher  rates  without  the  approval  of  the 
Office  of  Indigent  Defense  Services.  Amends  GS  7A-458  as  title  indicates. 

Department  of  Justice 

Use  of  seized  and  forfeited  property  transferred  to  state  law  enforcement  agencies  by  the  federal 
government.  Provices  that  assets  transferred  to  Dep’ts  of  Justice,  Correction,  and  Crime  Control  and  Safety  from 
federal  governmen:  seizures  during  2005-07  biennium  be  credited  to  budgets  of  dept’s  and  result  in  increase  in 
law  enforcement  resources  for  those  dep’ts.  Dept’s  prohibited  from  using  assets  for  personnel  positions,  new 
projects,  acquisitio.n  of  real  property,  or  certain  repairs  of  buildings. 

Private  protective  services  and  alarm  systems  licensing  boards  pay  for  use  of  state  facilities  and  services. 
As  title  indicates. 

Certain  litigation  expenses  to  be  paid  by  clients.  Requires  client  departments,  agencies  and  boards  to 
reimburse  Dep't  of  Justice  for  reasonable  court  fees,  attorney  travel,  and  subsistence  and  other  costs  directly 
related  to  litigation  n  which  Dep’t  of  Justice  is  representing  state  dep’t,  agency,  or  board. 
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Reimbursement  for  UNC  Board  of  Governors  legal  representation.  Requires  UNC  Board  of  Governors  to 
reimburse  Dep’t  of  Justice  for  2  Attorney  III  positions  to  provide  representation  to  The  University  of  North  Carolina 
System. 

Report  on  criminal  record  checks  conducted  for  concealed  handgun  permits/study  fee  adjustment  for 
criminal  record  checks.  Requires  Dep't  of  Justice  to  report  to  General  Assembly  by  January  15  of  each  year  on 
receipts,  costs  for,  and  number  of  criminal  record  checks  performed  in  connection  with  applications  for  concealed 
weapons  permits.  Requires  Office  of  State  Budget  and  Management,  in  consultation  with  Dep’t  of  Justice,  to 
study  feasibility  of  adjusting  fees  as  a  result  of  the  increase  in  receipts  from  criminal  record  checks  and  report  to 
General  Assembly  by  March  1,  2006. 

NC  Legal  Education  Assistance  Foundation  report  on  funds  disbursed.  Requires  NC  Legal  Education 
Assistance  Foundation  to  report  to  General  Assembly  by  March  1  of  each  year  on  expenditures  from  State  funds, 
number  of  attorneys  receiving  funds,  average  amount  of  loan,  and  other  specified  information. 

Reduce  backlog  of  rape  kits.  Requires  Dep’t  of  Justice  to  contract  with  private  entities  to  reduce  backlog 
of  rape  kits  in  storage  in  local  law  enforcement  agencies;  requires  Dep’t  to  report  by  February  1  of  each  year  on 
number  of  kits  analyzed  by  private  entities  and  how  many  analyses  resulting  in  arrests  or  convictions.  Requires 
Dep’t  of  Justice  to  hire  nonsworn  personnel  to  fill  vacant  positions  in  SBI  laboratory  unless  the  position  is  a 
promotion  for  a  sworn  agent  employed  in  laboratory  before  July  1,  2005,  or  is  a  forensic  drug  chemist  position  that 
has  as  a  primary  duty  responding  to  clandestine  methamphetamine  laboratories. 

Study  DNA  testing  and  analysis  costs.  Requires  Office  of  State  Budget  and  Management,  in  consultation 
with  Dep’t  of  Justice,  to  study  costs  of  testing  and  analyzing  DNA  samples  and  report  findings  to  General 
Assembly  by  March  1,  2006. 

Department  of  Juvenile  Justice  and  Delinquency  Prevention 

S.O.S.  administrative  cost  limits.  Provides  that  of  funds  appropriated  to  Dep’t  of  Juvenile  Justice  and 
Delinquency  Prevention,  up  to  $450,000  in  each  year  of  2005-07  biennium  may  be  used  to  administer  S.O.S. 
Program,  to  provide  technical  assistance  to  and  evaluate  local  programs. 

JCPC  grant  reporting  certification.  Requires  Dep’t  before  May  1  of  each  year  to  give  General  Assembly  a 
list  of  recipients  of  grants  awarded  from  funds  appropriated  to  Dep’t  for  local  Juvenile  Crime  Prevention  Council 
(JCPC)  grants.  Requires  each  county  receiving  JCPC  grants  to  certify  annually  to  Dep’t  that  funds  are  not  used  to 
duplicate  or  supplant  other  programs  within  the  county. 

Reports  on  certain  programs.  Requires  Project  Challenge  North  Carolina,  Inc.,  Juvenile  Assessment 
Center,  and  Communities  in  Schools  to  report  to  General  Assembly  by  April  1  of  each  year  regarding  their 
programs. 

Annual  evaluation  of  community  programs.  Requires  Dep’t  to  evaluate  Eckerd  and  Camp  Woodson 
wilderness  camp  programs,  teen  court  programs,  programs  that  grants  funds  to  local  organizations  of  the  Boys 
and  Girls  Clubs,  Save  Our  Students  program.  Governor’s  One-On-One  Programs,  and  multi-purpose  group 
homes  and  report  to  General  Assembly  by  March  1  of  each  year. 

State  funds  may  be  used  as  federal  matching  funds.  Allows  funds  appropriated  to  Dep’t  to  be  used  as  a 
match  for  Juvenile  Accountability  Incentive  Block  Grants  and  provides  that  if  State  receives  those  block  grants. 
Office  of  State  Budget  and  Management  and  Governor’s  Crime  Comm’n  are  to  consult  with  Dep’t  regarding 
criteria  for  awarding  federal  funds. 

Implementation  of  treatment  staffing  model  at  youth  development  centers.  Requires  Dep’t  to  make 
quarterly  reports  to  General  Assembly  on  treatment  staffing  model  being  piloted  at  Samarkand  and  Stonewall 
Jackson  Youth  Development  Centers  and  on  implementation  of  treatment  staffing  model  at  Dobbs,  Dillon,  and  the 
Juvenile  Evaluation  Youth  Development  Centers. 

Progress  reports  on  youth  development  center  capital  projects.  Requires  Dep’t  to  make  quarterly  reports 
to  General  Assembly  on  progress  in  planning,  design  and  construction  of  new  youth  development  centers. 

Department  Of  Correction 

Federal  grant  reporting.  Requires  Dep’ts  of  Correction,  Justice,  Crime  Control  and  Public  Safety,  Juvenile 
Justice  and  Delinquency  Prevention,  and  Judicial  Dep’t  to  report  by  May  1  of  each  year  to  General  Assembly  on 
federal  grant  funds  received. 

Reimburse  counties  for  housing  and  extraordinary  medical  costs  for  inmates,  parolees,  and  post-release 
supervisees  awaiting  transfer  to  state  prison  system.  Authorizes  Dep’t  to  use  from  appropriations  $40  per  day  as 
reimbursement  to  counties  for  cost  of  housing  convicted  inmates,  parolees,  and  post-release  supervisees 
awaiting  transfer  to  State  prison  system  and  requires  Dep’t  to  report  quarterly  to  General  Assembly  on 
expenditure  of  funds  for  this  purpose. 
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Holiday  pay  for  Department  of  Correction  staff.  Provides  that  Dep't  staff  entitled  to  holiday  pay  at  1 50%  of 
regular  pay  during  2005-07  biennium,  but  authorizes  Dep't  to  use  available  funds  to  pay  up  to  175%  of  regular 
pay. 

Department  of  Correction  security  staffing  formulas.  Amends  GS  143B-262.5  to  require  Dep’t  to  conduct 
on-site  post-audits  of  every  prison  at  least  once  every  three  years  and  regular  audits  of  post-audit  charts  through 
automated  post-audit  system  and  other  staffing  audits  as  necessary  (now,  conduct  security  staffing  post-audits  at 
least  biennially).  Requires  Dep’t  to  update  security  staffing  relief  formula  at  least  every  three  years  instead  of 
biennially.  Requires  Dep’t  to  implement  current  post-audit  by  July  1 , 2005,  and  report  progress  on  implementing 
staffing  recommendations  of  National  Institute  of  Corrections  to  General  Assembly  by  April  1,  2006. 

Federal  grant  matching  funds.  Identical  in  substance. 

Medium  custody  road  crew  compensation/community  work  crews.  Medium  custody  road  crew 
compensation  is  identical.  Adds  provision  authorizing  Dep’t  of  Correction  to  use  up  to  39  work  crews  for  Dep’t  of 
Transportation  litter  control  projects  and  transfers  $1,300,00  per  year  for  2005-07  biennium  from  Highway  Fund  to 
Dep’t  of  Correction  to  cover  costs. 

Limit  use  of  operational  funds.  Modifies  Governor’s  provision  by  providing  that  funds  may  not  be 
expended  for  new  personnel  positions  until  new  facilities  are  within  120  instead  of  180  days  of  completion. 

Use  of  closed  prison  facilities.  Identical. 

Shift  pay  for  security  staff.  Deleted. 

Inmate  costs/food,  health  care,  prescription  drugs,  inmate  clothing,  and  laundry  services.  Identical  in 
substance. 

Conversion  of  contracted  medical  positions.  Authorizes  Dep’t  to  convert  contract  medical  positions  to 
permanent  State  medical  positions  if  it  can  document  that  total  savings  generated  will  exceed  cost  of  new 
positions  for  each  facility.  Requires  Dep’t  to  report  by  April  1,  2006,  regarding  conversions. 

Computer/data  processing  services  funds.  Modifies  Governor’s  budget  by  limiting  provision  to  2005-06 
fiscal  year  rather  than  biennium. 

Inmate  custody  and  classification  system.  Requires  Dep’t,  with  assistance  from  National  Institute  of 
Corrections,  to  review  current  inmate  custody  and  classification  system  and  report  findings  to  General  Assembly 
by  April  1 5,  2006. 

Extend  limits  of  confinement/terminally  ill  and  permanently  and  totally  disabled  inmates.  Amends  GS  148- 
4  to  provide  that  Sec’y  of  Correction  may  extend  limits  of  place  of  confinement  for  terminally  ill  inmate  or 
permanently  and  totally  disabled  inmate  who  poses  no  significant  public  risk  (now,  threat  to  society);  to  define 
“terminally  ill"  as  illness  that  did  not  exist  at  time  of  sentencing,  that  is  likely  to  produce  death  in  6  months  (now, 

12)  and  that  is  so  debilitating  that  it  is  highly  unlikely  that  inmate  poses  a  significant  public  safety  risk;  to  define 
permanently  and  totally  disabled  as  a  condition  that  did  not  exist  at  sentencing  and  that  is  so  incapacitating  that  it 
is  highly  unlikely  that  the  inmate  poses  a  significant  public  safety  risk. 

Partial  reimbursement/inmate  community  work  crews  and  inmate  labor  contracts.  Adds  GS  148-26(e1 )  to 
require  state  agencies  and  institutions,  local  governments,  and  other  political  subdivisions  of  State  that  use 
inmate  community  work  crews  or  inmate  labor  contracts  to  reimburse  Dep’t  of  Correction  for  portion  of  costs  of 
operating  work  crews  and  administrative  expenses  of  managing  inmate  labor  contracts.  Allows  Dep’t  to  consider 
requiring  smaller  amount  from  entities  that  have  limited  ability  to  pay  but  specifies  that  Dep’t  should  attempt  to 
recoup  at  least  $600,000  for  each  year  of  2005-07  biennium.  Requires  Dep’t  to  report  to  General  Assembly  by 
March  1,  2006. 

Provider  rates  for  inmate  health  services  not  to  exceed  provider  rates  under  Teachers '  and  State 
Employees’  Comprehensive  Major  Medical  Plan.  Amends  GS  149-19  and  =22  as  title  indicates.  Requires  claim 
approved  by  Sec’y  of  Correction  to  be  submitted  to  Teachers’  and  State  Employees’  Comprehensive  Major 
Medical  Plan  for  rate  verification  and  requires  Dep’t  to  transfer  to  Plan  funds  necessary  to  cover  Plan’s 
administrative  costs  for  verifying  claim  rates.  Adds  GS  135-43  requiring  Plan  to  verify  rates. 

Replacement  of  Umstead  Laundry.  Requires  Dep’t  to  develop  plan  for  replacement  of  Correction 
Enterprises  laundry  operation  upon  closing  of  Umstead  Hospital  and  report  plan  to  General  Assembly  by  May  1, 
2006. 

Staffing  study  of  unit  management.  Requires  Dep’t  to  conduct  an  organization  and  staffing  study  of  unit 
management  in  State  prison  system  and  report  to  General  Assembly  by  March  1,  2006. 

Study  expansion  at  Cleveland  Correctional  Center.  As  part  of  update  of  long-range  prison  housing  plan, 
requires  Dep’t  to  consider  feasibility  of  expanding  minimum  custody  bed  capacity  at  Cleveland  Correctional 
Center  and  report  to  General  Assembly  by  April  1,  2006. 

Report  on  electronic  monitoring  costs.  Requires  Dep’t  to  report  to  General  Assembly  by  March  1  of  each 
year  on  its  efforts  to  increase  use  of  electronic  monitoring  as  an  alternative  to  incarceration  of  probation  violators.

Report  on  probation  and  parole  caseloads.  Requires  Dep’t  to  report  to  General  Assembly  by  March  1  of 
each  year  on  caseload  averages  for  probation  and  parole  officers.  Requires  Dep’t  to  conduct  study  of 
probation/parole  officer  workload  at  least  biannually  and  to  report  results  of  study  and  recommendations  for 
adjustments  to  General  Assembly  by  January  1 ,  2007. 

Community  Service  Work  Program.  Requires  Dep’t  to  report  to  General  Assembly  by  February  1  of  each 
year  on  integration  of  Community  Service  Work  Program  into  Division  of  Community  Corrections. 

Reports  on  nonprofit  programs.  Requires  Harriet’s  House,  Summit  House,  and  Women  at  Risk  to  report 
by  February  1  of  each  year  to  Joint  Legislative  Comm’n  on  Governmental  Operations  on  use  of  state-appropriated 
funds.  Authorizes  Harriet’s  House  to  use  funds  for  program  operating  costs,  purchase  of  equipment,  and  rental  of 
real  property  to  serve  women  released  from  prison  with  children  in  their  custody. 

Energy  committed  to  offenders/contract  and  report.  Deleted. 

Criminal  justice  partnership  program.  Modifies  by  adding  following  provisions:  (1)  states  that  intent  of 
General  Assembly  is  that  Criminal  Justice  Partnership  Program  funds  not  be  used  for  case  manager  positions 
when  those  services  can  be  reasonably  provided  by  Division  of  Community  Corrections  personnel  or  by 
Treatment  Alternatives  to  Street  Crime  Program;  (2)  prohibits  Dep’t  from  denying  funds  to  county  to  support  both 
residential  program  and  day  reporting  center  if  county  has  demonstrated  need  and  fully  developed  plan  for  each 
type  of  sanction;  (3)  requires  Dep't  to  report  to  General  Assembly  by  February  1  of  each  year  regarding  specified 
information  about  criminal  justice  partnership  programs;  (4)  amends  GS  143B-273.4  to  delete  offenders  awaiting 
trial  from  eligibility  under  program;  (5)  changes  the  grant  formula  to  25%  (now,  20%)  based  on  equal  dollar 
amount  for  each  county,  50%  (now,  60%)  on  county  share  of  State  population,  and  25%  on  intermediate 
punishment  entry  rate  for  the  county,  using  total  of  three  most  recent  years  divided  by  average  county  population 
for  period  (now,  20%  based  on  supervised  probation  admissions  rate  for  county),  but  provides  that  for  2005-06 
fiscal  year,  each  county’s  formula  is  capped  at  no  less  than  95%  and  no  more  than  120%  of  the  funds  allocated 
for  2004-05  and  for  fiscal  2006-07  funds  are  capped  at  no  less  than  90%  nor  more  than  130%  of  funds  allocated 
for  2004-05. 

Provide  that  the  terms  of  members  of  the  Post-Release  Supervision  and  Parole  Commission  serving  on 
June  30.  2005,  expire  on  that  date  and  restructure  the  Commission  to  consist  of  one  full-time  member  and  two 
half-time  members.  Amends  GS  143B-267  as  title  indicates  (now,  3  full-time  members). 

Post-Release  Supervision  and  Parole  Commission/report  on  staffing  reorganization  and  reduction. 
Requires  Comm’n  to  report  by  October  1  of  each  year  to  General  Assembly  on  plan  for  restructuring  organization 
and  operation  of  Comm’n  and  implementing  staff  reductions. 

Mutual  agreement  parole  program.  Requires  Dep’t  and  Post-Release  and  Parole  Comm’n  to  make  good 
faith  effort  to  enroll  at  least  10%  of  program-eligible,  pre-Structured  Sentencing  felons  in  the  Mutual  Agreement 
Parole  Program  by  January'  1 ,  2006,  and  report  to  General  Assembly  by  March  1  of  each  year  on  progress.

Nonelected  department  head/salary  increases.  Sets  salary  of  nonelected  department  heads  at  $106,765. 

Certain  executive  branch  officials/salary  increases.  Chairman,  ABC — $97,175;  State  Controller — 
$135,997;  Comm’r  of  Motor  Vehicles— $97,175;  Comm’r  of  Banks— $109,279,  Chairman;  ESC— $1 35,824;  State 
Personnel  Director-$1 06,765,  Chairman,  Parole  Comm’n — $88,733,  Members,  Parole  Comm'n — $40,960, 
Chairman,  Utilities  Comm’n — $121,701;  Members,  Utilities  Comm’n — $109,279;  Executive  Director,  Agency  for 
Public  Telecommunications — $81,921;  Director,  Museum  of  Art — $99,573;  Executive  Director,  NCAFA  $94,587, 
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and  Chief  Information  Officer — $135,915.  Deletes  salary  increases  for  General  Manager,  Ports  Railway  Comm'n 
and  Executive  Director,  NCHFA. 

Judicial  branch  officials/salary  increase.  Chief  Justice,  Supreme  Court — $123,819;  Assoc.  Justice — 

$1 20,583;  Chief  Judge.  Court  of  Appeals — $1 1 7,568;  Appeals  Court  Judge — $1 1 5,559;  Judge,  Sr.  Regular 
Resident  Superior  Court — $112,419;  Superior  Court  Judge — $109,279;  Chief  Judge,  District  Court — $99,231; 
District  Court  Judge — $96,091;  Administrative  Officer  of  the  Courts — $1 12,419;  and  Asst.  Administrative  Officer  of 
the  Courts — $102,684.  Establishes  minimum  salary  of  Asst.  District  Attorney  or  Public  Defender,  at  $32,676 
effective  July  1 , 2005,  and  provides  that  average  salaries  of  those  positions  shall  not  exceed  $62,930  in  each 
district.  Provides  that  effective  July  1 ,  2005,  the  annual  salaries  of  other  permanent  employees  of  the  Judicial 
Dep’t  will  be  increased  by  the  greater  of  $500  (prorated  for  part-time  employees)  or  2%,  and  effective  July  1 , 

2006,  by  3%. 

Clerk  of  superior  court  salary  increases.  Amends  GS  7A-101(a)  to  establish  annual  salary  of  clerk  of 
superior  court  in  each  county,  based  upon  population  of  county,  as  follows:  less  than  100,000:  $73,092;  100,000 
to  149,999:  $82,021;  150,000  to  249,999:  $90,952;  250,000  and  above:  $99,884. 

Assistant  and  deputy  clerks  of  court/salary  increases/eliminate  deputy  clerk  hiring  rate.  Amends  GS  7A- 
1 02(c1 )  to  establish  salary  range  of  Asst.  Clerk  and  Head  Bookkeeper  from  $28,065  to  $48,579,  and  of  Deputy 
Clerks  from  $24,065  to  $37,673. 

Magistrates'  salary  increases.  Amends  GS  7A-171(a)  to  establish  salary  range  for  full-time  magistrate 
judges  of  $28,477  to  $48,997  and  a  prorated  amount  for  part-time  magistrates.  Further  amends  GS  7A-171 .1(a1 ) 
to  establish  ranges  for  magistrates  who  were  credited  with  less  than  five  years  of  service  as  of  June  30,  1994. 

General  assembly  principal  clerks.  Amends  GS  120-37(c)  to  establish  salary  of  principal  clerk  at  $92,324. 

Sergeant-at-arms  and  reading  clerks.  Amends  GS  120-37(b)  to  set  salary  of  sergeant-at-arms  and 
reading  clerk  at  $321  per  week. 

Legislative  employees.  Provides  that  salaries  of  nonelected  General  Assembly  employees  shall  be 
increased  by  the  greater  of  $500  or  2%  effective  July  1,  2005,  and  by  3%  effective  July  1,  2006. 

Community  colleges  personnel/salary  increases.  Provides  salary  increase  of  the  greater  of  $500  or  2% 
effective  July  1 . 2005,  for  all  community  college  employees  supported  by  state  funds. 

University  of  North  Carolina  System/Epa  salary  increases.  Provides  for  salary  increases  of  2%  for 
University  employees  and  nonteaching  employees  of  NC  School  of  Science  and  Mathematics.  Provides  for  2%  for 
teaching  employees  of  School  of  Science  and  Mathematics  to  be  allocated  according  to  rules  adopted  by  Board 
of  Trustees  of  School.  Transfers  from  Reserve  for  Experience  Step  Increase  for  Teachers  to  Board  of  Governors 
amount  equal  to  average  salary  increase  of  2%  for  teaching  employees  of  School  of  Science  and  Mathematics  to 
be  allocated  according  to  the  rules  adopted  by  the  Board  of  T rustees  of  the  School. 

All  state-supported  personnel.  Provides  for  a  pay  increase  of  the  greater  of  $500  (prorated  for  part-time 
employees)  or  2%  for  all  permanent  state  employees. 

Temporary  sales  tax  transfer  for  wildlife  resources  commission  salaries.  Identical. 

Salary  adjustment  fund.  Modifies  provision  to  allow  any  remaining  appropriations  in  the  Reserve  for 
Compensation  Increases  to  be  used  to  supplement  Salary  Adjustment  Fund  (was,  up  to  $5  million  in  Reserve). 
Specifies  purposes  for  which  Fund  may  be  used  and  requires  that  the  Director  of  the  Budget  consult  with  the  Joint 
Legislative  Comm’n  on  Governmental  Operations  prior  to  transferring  any  salary  adjustment  funds  for  any  State 
agency. 

State  agency  teachers’  compensation.  Allows  funds  in  the  Reserve  to  be  used  for  experience  step 
increases  for  employees  of  school  operated  by  the  various  state  agencies. 

State  government  employment  fair  minimum  wage.  Requires  that  all  permanent,  full-time  employees 
subject  to  the  State  Personnel  Act  be  paid  a  minimum  salary  of  $20,1 12  per  year  (pro-rated  for  employees 
working  less  than  1 2  months  per  year).  Allocates  $1 56,000  for  2005-06  and  $1 56,000  for  2006-07  from  the 
General  Fund  to  the  Reserve  for  Compensation  Increases  for  this  purpose.  Authorizes  state  agencies  to  make 
adjustments  to  supervisor  salaries  to  correct  salary  compression  and  pay  equity  determinations  and  requires  that 
the  Office  of  State  Budget  and  Management  use  up  to  $750,000  for  2005-06  and  $750,000  for  2006-07  from  the 
Reserve  for  this  purpose.  Requires  that  any  adjustments  made  as  a  result  of  section  be  calculated  and  awarded 
after  any  across-the-board  salary  increases  authorized  by  act. 

Salary  supplements  for  personnel  employed  in  certain  state  agencies.  Enacts  new  GS  143B~1 46.21(e), 
143B-516(b)(17a),  and  148-22. 1(c)  to  require  that  the  Secretary  of  Health  and  Human  Services  and  the  Secretary 
of  Corrections  set  the  salary  supplement  paid  to  personnel  employed  in  programs  operated  by  the  Dep’t  of  Health 
and  Human  Services  and  the  Div’n  of  Prison  and  licensed  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  to  require  that 
supplement  be  at  least  5%,  but  no  more  than  the  percentage  supplement  they  would  receive  if  they  were 
employed  in  the  LEA  where  the  job  site  is  located. 
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Industrial  Commission  in-range  salary  adjustments.  Authorizes  the  Industrial  Comm’n  to  use  up  to 
$171,900  of  the  revenue  generated  by  implementing  a  fee  for  the  required  review  of  Form  21  Agreements  for 
2005-06  and  2006-07  to  provide  in-range  salary  adjustments  for  Comm’n  staff. 

Coastal  Management  Division  salary  increases.  Authorizes  the  Dep’t  of  Environment  and  Natural 
Resources  to  provide  employees  of  the  Div’n  of  Coastal  Management  an  increase  in  the  annual  salary  of  5%,  in 
addition  to  any  other  increase  authorized  by  act. 

NCSU  salary  increases  for  agricultural  program  employees.  Requires  that  of  funds  appropriated  to  the 
UNC  Board  of  Governors,  $2  million  for  2005-06  and  $2  million  for  2006-07  be  used  to  support  salary  increases 
for  Agricultural  Program  EPA  employees  of  NCSU. 

Longevity  service  definition.  Amends  GS  7A-10(c),  7A-18(b),  7A-44(b),  and  7A-1 44(b)  to  define  “service” 
for  purposes  of  calculating  judicial  longevity  pay  to  include  service  as  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Salary-related  contributions/employer.  Modifies  act  to  change  contribution  rates  for  retirement  and  related 
benefits  as  follows:  Teachers  and  State  Employees — 6.83%;  State  Law  Enforcement  Officers — 1 1 .83%; 

University  Employees'  Optional  Retirement  System — 11.16%;  Community  College  Optional  Retirement 
Program — 1 1 .16%;  Consolidated  Judicial  Retirement  System — 16.39%;  and  Legislative  Retirement  System — 
3.8%.  Effective  for  2005-06  and  2006-07. 

Provide  cost-of-living  increases  for  retirees  of  the  teachers'  and  state  employees'  retirement  system,  the 
judicial  retirement  system,  and  the  legislative  retirement  system.  Adopts  retirement  allowance  increases  of  2% 
effective  July  1,  2005,  and  states  that  it  is  the  General  Assembly’s  intent  to  provide  comparable  cost-of-living 
increases  effective  July  1,  2006. 

Increase  the  monthly  pension  for  members  of  the  firemen’s  and  rescue  squad  workers'  pension  fund. 
Amends  GS  58-86-55  to  increase  monthly  pension  to  $163  (was,  $161)  effective  July  1,  2005. 

Increase  the  maximum  monthly  pension  benefits  for  retired  members  of  the  North  Carolina  National 
Guard.  Amends  GS  127A-40(a)  to  increase  to  $75  (was,  $50)  the  monthly  pension  for  20  years’  service  and  to 
$7.50  (was,  $5.00  per  month  for  each  additional  year  of  service). 

Conform  retiree  return  to  teaching  benefit  to  IRS  guidelines/clarify  definition  of  retirement.  As  title 
indicates,  amends  various  Session  Laws  to  change  sunset  from  June  30,  2005,  to  June  30,  2006,  amends  GS 
1 15C-325(a)(5a)  to  delete  provision  excluding  certain  substitute  teachers  or  part-time  tutors  from  the  definition  of 
retired  teacher,  to  require  that  school  districts  pay  a  Reemployed  Teacher  Contribution  Rate  of  1 1 .70%  of  the 
percentage  that  retired  teachers  are  being  paid  to  the  Teachers’  and  State  Employees’  Retirement  System,  and 
amends  GS  1 35-1  (20)  to  modify  the  definition  of  “retirement." 

Optional  retirement  program  vesting.  Amends  GS  135-5.1  (b)(5)  to  provide  that  a  participant  with  less  than 
one  year  (was,  five)  of  coverage  under  the  Optional  Retirement  Program  who  leaves  UNC  employment  will  forfeit 
participant's  interest  attributable  to  Program  contributions. 

Increase  benefit/sheriffs  supplemental  pension  fund.  Amends  GS  143-166. 85(a)  to  increase  maximum 
monthly  pension  from  $1 ,200  to  $1 ,500  and  GS  7A-304(a)(3a)  to  increase  from  75  cents  to  $1 .25  the  costs 
assessed  in  criminal  actions  for  the  supplemental  pension  benefits  of  sheriffs. 

State  health  plan  changes.  Amends  GS  135-40. 59(e)  to  require  that  Plan  pay  100%  of  allowable  charges 
from  one  mammogram  per  year  for  individuals  age  40  and  over,  and  once  every  three  years  for  individuals  to  age 
39  years  and  under  and  to  increase  prescription  drug  copayments.  Amends  GS  135-40.6  to  increase  maximum 
coinsurance  cost  per  individual  from  $1,500  to  $2,000  per  year  and  from  $4,500  to  $6,000  per  family  per  year. 
Limits  chiropractic  services  to  Plan  members  over  age  five.  Amends  GS  135-40.8  to  provide  that  the  Plan  will  not 
pay  the  first  $150  (was,  $100)  for  the  first  day  of  hospitalization  or  emergency  room  charges  or  the  first  $150 
(was,  $50)  of  the  facility  fees.  Enacts  new  GS  1 35-40. 8(c4)  to  provide  that  the  Plan  does  not  pay  for  the  first  $25 
of  allowable  charges  for  services  provided  by  medical  specialists. 

Forest  City  employees  in  state  health  plan.  To  add  Forest  City  to  the  list  of  local  governments 
participating  in  the  Plan.

Repair  and  renovation  reserve  allocation.  Requires  that  direct  appropriations  be  encumbered  to  include

Streamlined  Sales  Tax  Changes 

Comply  with  streamlined  sales  tax  agreement.  Expanding  provisions  in  original  bill,  makes  numerous 
technical  and  conforming  changes  related  to  the  Streamlined  Sales  Tax  Agreement  and  makes  the  following 
substantive  changes  (1)  Defines  the  terms  ‘computer  supplies’  and  ‘school  supplies’  for  purposes  of  the  sales  tax 
holiday  in  GS  105-164.1 3C  and,  as  in  original  bill,  includes  computer  supplies  worth  up  to  $250  within  the  scope 
of  the  holiday.  (2)  Taxes  telecommunications  service  at  the  combined  general  rate  of  7%  (was,  6%).  effective  July 
1,  2005.  (3)  Taxes  satellite  television  at  the  combined  general  rate  of  7%  (was,  5%),  effective  July  1, 2005.  (4) 
Taxes  spirituous  liquor  at  the  combined  general  rate  of  7%  (was,  6%),  effective  October  1 , 2005.  (5)  Similar  to 
original  bill,  exempts  items  sold  to  farmers  for  use  by  the  farmer;  central  office  equipment  sold  to  telephone 
companies;  broadcasting  equipment  sold  to  radio  or  television  stations;  sales  of  fuel  and  machinery  sold  to 
commercial  laundries;  and  certain  sales  to  an  interstate  air  courier  for  use  at  its  hub,  effective  October  1 , 2005.  (6) 
Taxes  railway  cars  and  locomotives  (but  allows  refunds),  effective  October  1,  2005.  (7)  Similar  to  original  bill, 
imposes  a  privilege  tax  of  1%  on  manufacturing  fuel  and  recycling  equipment,  effective  October  1,  2005,  in  lieu  of 
differential  sales  tax  rate.  (8)  Similar  to  original  bill,  exempts  funeral  services  and  taxes  tangible  personal 
property,  effective  October  1,  2005.  (8)  Provides  an  amnesty  provision,  as  required  by  the  Agreement,  for  sellers 
who  register  with  the  State  within  12  months  after  the  State  becomes  a  member  of  the  Agreement,  effective 
October  1,  2005.  (9)  Retains  the  use  tax  line  item  on  the  individual  income  tax  return  for  an  additional  five  years, 
until  2010. 

Sales  Tax  Changes 

Maintain  state  sales  tax  rate  to  protect  education.  Substantively  identical  to  original  bill. 

Cable  service  and  digital  satellite  service.  Provides  that  these  services  are  taxed  the  same  as  direct  to 
home  satellite  service,  at  the  combined  general  rate  of  7%,  effective  October  1,  2005.  Cable  providers  are 
allowed  a  credit  for  any  local  franchise  tax  paid. 

Broadening  the  sales  tax  base.  Corrects  technical  error  in  original  bill  to  subject  candy  to  State  and  local 
sales  tax.  Also  subjects  personal  property  repair  services  to  sales  tax.  Provides  that  voicemail  is 
telecommunications  service  for  sales  tax  purposes.  Changes  effective  October  1,  2005. 

Tobacco  Tax  Rate  Changes 

Increase  tobacco  tax  for  health  care.  Like  original  bill,  increases  cigarette  tax  from  5  cents  to  40  cents  a 
pack  but  effective  July  1 ,  2005,  and  with  no  subsequent  increase.  Increases  the  tobacco  products  tax  from  2%  to 
4%  of  the  cost  price,  effective  July  1,  2005.  Caps  at  $12,500  a  year  the  discount  for  cigarette  and  tobacco 
products  distributors. 

IRC  Update 

Update  IRC  code  reference.  Like  the  original  bill,  conforms  the  definition  of  Internal  Revenue  Code  to 
federal  changes  made  from  May  2004  to  January  1,  2005,  except  does  not  conform  to  the  qualified  production 
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activities  deduction.  Also  conforms  to  federal  provision  allowing  2004  deduction  for  certain  charitable  contributions 
made  in  January  1, 2005.  Does  not  conform  to  tonnage  tax  in  lieu  of  income  tax  on  qualified  shipping  activities  or 
to  deduction  for  state  sales  taxes  in  lieu  of  state  income  taxes.  Delays  until  January  1,  2005,  conformity  to  any 
federal  changes  that  would  increase  NC  taxable  income  for  the  2004  tax  year. 

Individual  Income  Tax  Changes 

Phase  down  upper  income  tax  rate  to  eight  percent  in  2006.  Substantively  identical  to  original  bill. 
Eliminate  upper  income  tax  rate  in  2007  tax  year.  Substantively  identical  to  original  bill. 

Conform  Estate  Tax  To  Federal  Sunset 

Adjust  estate  tax.  Substantively  identical  to  original  bill. 

Corporate  Income  Tax  Changes 

Reduce  corporate  income  tax  rate.  Amends  GS  105-130.3  to  reduce  corporate  tax  rate  from  6.9%  to 
6.4%  effective  January  1, 2007;  makes  conforming  changes  to  Public  School  Building  Capital 
Fund  in  GS  115C-546.1. 

Amend  corporate  apportionment  formula.  Amends  the  property  factor  to  exclude  from  the  numerator  and 
denominator  of  the  property  factor  outer-jurisdictional  property  (tangible  property  not  located  in  any  state,  such  as 
orbiting  satellites  and  undersea  transmission  cables).  Also  applies  the  throwout  rule  to  the  sales  factor  of  the 
apportionment  formula  by  removing  from  the  denominator  of  the  sales  factor  sales  attributable  to  a  state  in  which 
the  taxpayer  does  not  have  nexus  (“nowhere  sales"). 

Film  Industry  Jobs  Incentive 

Enacts  new  GS  105-130.47  and  105-151.29  to  provide  a  refundable  income  tax  credit  equal  to  15%  of  the 
qualifying  expenses  totaling  at  least  $1  million  spent  by  a  production  company  in  connection  with  certain  film  and 
television  productions.  Effective  January  1,  2005,  and  sunsets  January  1, 2010. 


Set  Rates  for  Insurance  Regulatory  Charge  and  Public  Utilities  Fees 

Increases  insurance  regulatory  charge  under  GS  58-6-25  from  5%  to  5.5%;  retains  the  public  utility 
regulatory  fees  in  GS  62-302  at  the  current  rates  of  0.12%  of  each  public  utility’s  jurisdictional  revenues  and 
$200,000  for  electric  membership  corporations. 

Newborn  Screening  Fee 

Amends  GS  130A-125(c)  to  set  the  newborn  screening  fee  at  $14  (was.  Department  of  Health  and 
Human  Resources  sets  fee  based  on  actual  cost  of  testing). 

Natural  and  Economic  Resources  Fees 

Increases  various  agricultural  fees,  some  uncodified  and  some  in  GS  Chapters  106  and  81  A.  Enacts  new 
GS  74-24. 7(h)  to  impose  an  annual  inspection  and  investigation  fee  of  $1,230  on  operators  of  mines  subject  to 
inspection  by  the  Department  of  Labor  under  that  section. 

Justice  and  Public  Safety  Fees 

Amends  various  sections  of  GS  Chapters  7A  and  15A  to  increase  the  criminal  and  civil  court  of  justice 
fees  by  $10;  increase  the  expunction  fee  from  $65  to  $125,  increase  the  cap  on  probate  fees  from  $3,000  to 
$6,000;  and  increase  the  court  cost  for  a  seat  belt  violation  from  $50  to  $75.  Enacts  new  GS  15A-1343(c2)  to 
impose  a  $90  fee  on  electronic  monitoring  devices  used  for  house  arrests.  Increases  the  property  tax  rate  for 
Butner  from  20  cents  to  25  cents.  Amends  GS  114-10.1  to  set  the  fee  schedule  for  participation  in  the  Police 
Information  Network  and,  effective  January  1,  2006,  increases  the  monthly  fee  assessed  for  mobile  terminals  from 
$6  to  $12. 


DOT  Fee  Increases 

Amends  various  sections  in  GS  Chapter  20  to  increase  fees  payable  to  the  Department  of  Transportation, 
including  increases  in  the  General  Fund  fees  for  the  following:  copies  of  drivers  licenses.  Class  C  operator 
licenses,  restoration  of  a  license  after  revocation,  commercial  operators  licenses  and  endorsements,  registration 
tags  for  automobiles  and  light  trucks,  licenses  for  property-hauling  vehicles,  and  international  plan  registration  for 
interstate  motor  carriers.  Also  increases  various  Highway  Trust  Fund  fees  for  certificates  of  title  and  registration. 
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Industrial  Commission  Fees 

Amends  GS  97-73  to  authorizes  the  Industrial  Commission  to  adopt  a  fee  for  documents  filed  and 
agreements  reviewed  under  the  Workers’  Compensation  Act. 

Effective  Date 

Except  as  otherwise  provided,  effective  July  1,  2005. 

S  748.  DRUG  ENFORCEMENT  IMPROVEMENT  ACT.  Intro.  3/22/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Amends  GS  15A-293(c)  to  require  that  any  extension  of  the  interception  period 
must  be  approved  by  the  judicial  review  panel  (was,  the  authorizing  judge)  and  to  clarify  that  GS  Chapter  15A, 
Article  16  (electronic  surveillance),  authorizes  interceptions  by  State  or  federal  government  personnel  (was, 
government  personnel)  or  their  contractors.  Makes  technical  and  conforming  changes. 

S  893.  STATE  HEALTH  PLAN  SUBROGATION.  Intro.  4/25/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  1st  edition.  Replaces  provision  authorizing  the  Teachers’  and  State  Employees’  Comprehensive  Major 
Medical  Plan  to  reduce  its  lien  for  expenses,  including  its  share  of  collection  costs,  with  provision  limiting  Plan’s 
lien  to  50%  of  the  total  damages  recovered  by  the  Plan  member,  not  including  Plan  member’s  collection  costs  as 
determined  by  Plan.  Plan’s  determination  of  the  reasonable  costs  of  collection  is  conclusive  and  is  not  a  "final 
agency  decision”  subject  to  challenge  under  the  contested  case  provisions  of  GS  Chapter  1 50B,  Article  3. 
Establishes  a  presumption  that  any  Plan  member  represented  by  an  attorney  has  notice  of  the  Plan’s  lien  or  right 
to  recovery  and  requires  that  the  attorney  disburse  proceeds  in  accordance  with  section.  Makes  amendment  to 
GS  28A-18-2(b),  providing  that  wrongful  death  medical  expense  recovery  limitations  are  inapplicable  to 
subrogation  rights,  applicable  to  wrongful  deaths  occurring  on  or  after  date  act  becomes  law. 

S  1070.  BALANCE  FAIR  SENTENCING/STRUCTURED  SENTENCING.  Intro.  3/24/2005.  Senate  committee 
substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Moves  proposed  changes  from  GS  143B-266(a)  to  new  GS 
143B-268  and  expands  them  to  require  Parole  Commission  to  parole  an  inmate  convicted  before  the  effective 
date  of  structured  sentencing  if  the  Commission  determines  that  (1)  the  inmate  has  served  more  time  than  if 
sentenced  to  the  maximum  sentence  under  structured  sentencing,  (2)  the  inmate  does  not  pose  a  substantial  risk 
of  violence  or  recidivism,  and  (3)  the  inmate’s  crime  was  not  so  heinous  that  the  Commission  cannot  in  good 
conscience  release  the  inmate.  Provides  that  parole  does  not  apply  to  an  inmate  sentenced  to  life  imprisonment 
for  first  degree  murder.  Sets  out  method  for  calculating  comparable  maximum  sentences  under  structured 
sentencing  and,  in  the  case  of  two  or  more  sentences  being  served  concurrently,  requires  use  of  the  maximum 
sentence  for  the  offense  with  the  greater  classification.  Sets  priorities  for  Commission’s  determinations,  provides 
that  Commission’s  determinations  are  final  and  not  subject  to  review,  and  requires  Commission  to  report  on  the 
act  to  the  legislature  by  June  1 ,  2006. 

S  1118.  TORTS  BY  STATE  LAW  ENFORCEMENT  (NEW).  Intro.  3/24/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes 
the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Deletes  amendment  to  GS  20-194(b)  and  deletes  new  GS  143-300. 6(d). 
Provides  that  if  a  civil  judgment  is  entered  in  federal  court  against  a  member  of  the  Highway  Patrol  prior  to  the 
act’s  effective  date  and  the  federal  court  found  that  the  officer  was  acting  within  the  course  and  scope  of  officer’s 
employment,  the  prevailing  party  in  the  federal  action  may  institute  an  action  for  damages  under  the  NC  Tort 
Claims  Act.  Requires  that  action  be  brought  within  180  days  of  the  effective  date  of  act  and  provides  it  is  not  a 
defense  to  that  action  that  the  Highway  Patrol  member  is  no  longer  employed  by  the  State  or  that  the  statute  of 
limitations  for  bringing  the  action  has  expired.  Applies  the  liability  limitations  established  by  the  Tort  Claims  Act  to 
the  person’s  recovery  of  damages  against  the  State.

House  amendment  makes  the  following 
changes  to  1st  edition.  Provides  that  only  subsection  (c)  of  GS  58-7-150,  rather  than  the  entire  section,  is 
repealed. 
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H  763.  FIRE  AND  RESCUE  WORKERS  RETIREMENT.  Intro  3/17/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Makes  technical  and  conforming  changes  only. 

H  1117.  PUBLIC  FINANCE  CHANGES.  Intro.  4/5/05.  House  amendment  makes  the  following  changes  to  2nd 
edition.  Changes  effective  date  to  July  1, 2005.

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S  622.  2005  APPROPRIATIONS  ACT.  Intro.  3/17/05.  Senate  committee  substitutes  make  the  following  changes 
to  1st  edition. 

Current  Operations  And  Expansion/General  Fund  (digested  in  yesterday’s  Bulletin) 

Current  Operations  And  Expansion/Highway  Fund  (digested  in  yesterday’s  Bulletin) 

Highway  Trust  Fund  Appropriations  (digested  in  yesterday's  Bulletin) 

Block  Grants  (digested  in  yesterday’s  Bulletin) 

General  Provisions  (digested  in  yesterday’s  Bulletin) 

Public  Schools 

Teacher  salary  schedules.  Same  as  original  bill  and  also  adopts  salary  schedule  for  teachers  for  2006-07  as 
follows;  “A”  teachers,  $2,574  per  month  to  $4,626  per  month;  NBPTS  certified  “A”  teachers,  $3,156  per  month  to 
$5,181  per  month;  “M”  teachers,  $2,832  per  month  to  $5,088  per  month;  NBPTS  certified  “M”  teachers,  $3,470 
per  month  to  $5,699  per  month. 

School-based  administrator  salary  schedule.  Same  as  original  bill  and  also  adopts  salary  schedules  for 
principals  for  2006-07  as  follows;  principals  ($3,762  to  $7,507  per  month)  and  assistant  principals  ($3,297  to 
$5,361  per  month)  and  classifies  assistant  principals  and  principals  for  salary  purposes  according  to  number  of 
teachers  supervised. 

Experience  step  increase  for  teachers  and  principals  in  public  schools.  Changes  short  title  to  “Bonus  for 
certified  personnel  at  the  top  of  their  salary  schedules”  and  makes  experience  step  increase  applicable  to 
personnel  employed  on  July  1,  2003  (original  bill,  those  employed  on  July  1,  2005).  Also  provides  for  such  an 
increase  effective  July  1, 2006,  for  personnel  employed  on  July  1,  2003. 

Retired  teachers  returning  to  the  classroom  without  loss  of  retirement  benefits/option  extended.  Deleted. 

Central  office  salaries.  Same  as  original  bill  and  also  adopts  salary  schedule  for  school  administrators  for 
2006-07  as  follows  ($2,932  to  $7,616  per  month)  and  Superintendents  ($4,187  to  $10,229  per  month).  Provides 
that  annual  salary  increase  for  all  permanent  full-time  personnel  paid  form  Central  Office  Allotment  shall  be  the 
greater  of  $500  or  2%  for  fiscal  2005-06  and  3%  for  fiscal  2006-07. 

Noncertified  personnel  salary.  Provides  for  a  salary  increase  of  the  greater  of  $500  or  2%  for  2005-06  and 
3%  for  2006-07. 

Funds  to  implement  the  ABCs  of  Public  Education.  Same  as  original  bill,  but  adds  provision  authorizing  use 
of  appropriated  funds  for  assistance  teams  for  low-performing  schools. 

Funds  for  children  with  disabilities.  Identical. 

Funds  for  academically  gifted  children.  Identical. 

Discrepancies  between  anticipated  and  actual  ADM.  Identical. 

Local  education  agency  flexibility.  Deleted. 

LEA  assistance  program.  Rewrites  provision  to  authorize  State  Board  to  use  $500,000  in  each  fiscal  year  to 
provide  assistance  to  low  performing  Local  Administrative  Units,  and  to  help  schools  comply  with  No  Child  Left 
Behind  Act  of  2001 .  Requires  State  Board  to  report  to  State  Budget  Office,  Fiscal  Research,  and  the  Joint 
Legislative  Education  Oversight  Committee  on  the  criteria,  budget,  and  uses  of  the  funds  on  May  1 5,  2006,  and 
December  15,  2007. 

Mentor  teacher  funds  may  be  used  for  full-time  mentors.  Requires  State  Board  to  allow  local  units  to  have 
flexibility  in  use  of  mentor  funds  if  local  board  submits  a  plan  on  how  it  will  use  the  funds.  State  Board  to  adopt 
standards  for  mentor  training.  State  Board  to  report  to  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Committee  by  October  15, 
2006.  Separate  report  on  the  effectiveness  of  a  sample  of  the  programs  due  by  December  15,  2006 

Disadvantaged  student  supplemental  funding.  Requires  each  administrative  unit  to  develop  plan  to  use  funds 
allocated  to  it  in  budget  for  disadvantaged  students,  and  plan  must  be  approved  by  State  Board  of  Education. 
Limits  uses  of  funds  to  purposes  specified  in  bill.  Specifies  how  funds  allocated  for  evaluation  of  these  funding 
initiatives  must  be  used.  State  Board  to  report  to  State  Budget  Office,  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Committee 
and  Fiscal  Research  by  February  15,  2006,  and  each  January  15  thereafter  on  the  evaluation’s  findings.  Deletes 
provisions  in  original  bill  specifying  that  $22.5  million  must  be  used  to  address  the  capacity  needs  of  LEAs  to  meet 
the  needs  of  disadvantaged  students  and  requires  that  for  2005-06  these  funds  will  continue  the  nonrecurring 
funding  provided  in  2004-05. 

Flexibility  for  the  highest  priority  elementary  schools.  Authorizes  State  Board  to  allow  high  priority  schools 
that  have  made  high  growth  for  three  consecutive  years  to  be  removed  from  list;  schools  removed  from  list  lose 
additional  funding  providing  for  high  priority  funding. 

Use  of  funds  in  at-risk  and  improving  student  accountability  allotments.  Deleted. 

At-risk  student  services/alternative  schools.  Same  as  original  bill. 
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Supplemental  funding  in  low-wealth  counties.  Same  as  original  bill  except  as  follows;  Restricts  use  of  all 
funds  to  certain  categories  of  instructional  and  instructional  support  positions  and  salary  supplements  for  them 
and  to  pay  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $10,000  of  the  plant  operation  contract  cost  charged  by  the  Dept,  of  Public 
Instruction  for  services  (original  bill,  at  least  15%  of  funds  must  be  so  used).  Encourages  local  boards  of 
education  to  improve  the  academic  performance  of  children  who  are  performing  at  level  I  or  II  on  either  reading  or 
mathematics  end-of-grade  tests  in  grades  3 — 8  and  children  who  are  performing  at  level  I  or  II  on  the  writing  tests 
in  grades  4  and  7.  Provides  that  the  formula  for  distribution  of  supplemental  funding  is  not  intended  to  reflect  any 
commitment  by  the  General  Assembly  to  appropriate  any  additional  supplemental  funds  for  low-wealth  counties 
(original  bill,  not  intended  to  reflect  any  measure  of  the  adequacy  of  the  educational  program  or  funding  for  public 
schools). 

Small  school  system  supplemental  funding.  Provides  that  the  consolidated  funds  allotment  of  at  least 
$740,074  excludes  textbooks  for  the  2005-06  fiscal  year.  Establishes  an  allotment  of  the  same  amount  without 
excluding  textbooks  for  2006-07.  Adds  nonsupplant  requirements  for  State  Board  of  Education  to  administer 
during  the  2005-07  biennium  and  requires  the  Board  to  report  to  the  Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight 
Committee,  by  May  1,  2006,  if  it  determines  that  counties  have  supplanted  funds.  Establishes  “phase-out” 
provisions  for  units  that  become  ineligible  for  funding  solely  because  of  an  increase  in  the  county-adjusted 
property  tax  base  per  student,  providing  that  funding  is  to  be  phased  out  over  a  two-year  period  so  that  in  the 
second  year  the  unit  receives  only  one-half  of  the  prior  year’s  amount.  Adds  definitions  for  “average  daily 
membership.”  “county-adjusted  property  tax  base  per  student”  and  other  key  terms.  Encourages  local  boards  to 
use  at  least  20%  of  the  funds  to  improve  academic  performance  of  children  performing  at  level  I  or  II  in  reading  or 
mathematics  in  grades  3-8  and  children  who  are  performing  at  level  1  or  II  on  the  writing  tests  in  grades  4  and  7. 
Directs  local  boards  to  report  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  annually  on  funds  used  for  this  purpose  and  that 
Board  must  report  the  information  to  the  Oversight  Committee. 

Students  with  limited  English  proficiency.  Same  as  original  bill  but  deletes  requirement  that  DPI  assess  those 
with  limited  proficiency  every  three  years  to  determine  proficiency  levels. 

Expenditure  of  funds  to  improve  student  accountability.  Same  as  original  bill  but  adds  provision  allocating  the 
funds  to  school  units  within  30  days  of  the  budget’s  effective  date. 

Learn  and  Earn  High  Schools.  Rewrites  provision  to  require  that  funds  appropriated  for  the  Learn  and  Earn 
high  school  workforce  development  program  be  used  to  identify  students  who  are  not  prepared  to  attend  college 
program  and  to  assist  students  in  earning  Associate  Degree  or  two-years  of  college  credit  by  the  year  after  their 
senior  year  in  high  school  by  establishing  new  high  schools  that  incorporate  community  college  and  high  school 
curricula.  State  Board  to  work  with  Education  Cabinet  and  New  Schools  Project.  Funds  may  not  be  allotted  to  new 
high  schools  until  they  are  certified  as  operational.  Allocates  a  principal  to  these  schools  in  first  year  regardless  of 
number  of  students  or  teachers.  Requires  that  State  Board  annually  evaluate  program  and  report  results  to  the 
State  Budget  Office,  Fiscal  Research,  and  the  General  Assembly  by  January  15  of  each  year. 

Base  Budget  Reduction  to  Department  of  Public  Instruction.  Authorizes  Department  to  use  any  funds 
available  and  to  transfer  funds  as  necessary  to  implement  budget  reductions  in  2005-06  fiscal  year. 

Small  specialty  high  schools  pilot  program.  Deleted. 

Teaching  Fellows  Program  for  science  and  mathematics.  Deleted 

Transfer  Prospective  Teacher  Scholarship  Loan  and  Teacher  Assistant  Scholarship  Loan  to  the  NC  State 
Education  Assistance  Authority.  Deleted. 

Visiting  international  faculty.  Amends  GS  1 15C-1 05.25(b)  to  authorize  State  Board  to  convert  teaching 
positions  for  dollars  for  Visiting  International  Faculty  Program  teachers  for  fiscal  biennium  on  the  basis  of  the 
allotted  average  teacher  salary  and  benefits.  Funds  may  be  used  only  to  cover  costs  associated  with  bringing 
teachers  in  state  approved  programs.  Designates  Visiting  International  Faculty  Program  as  state  approved 
program. 

Funds  for  teacher  recruitment  initiatives.  Deleted  . 

Charter  school  advisory  committee/charter  school  evaluation.  Same  as  original  bill. 

Replacement  school  buses  funds.  Deletes  authority  in  original  bill  to  transfer  up  to  $55,106,092  for  2005-06 
and  $57,388,367  for  2006-07  to  LEAs  for  replacement  school  buses  under  GS  1 1 5C-249(c)  and  (d).  Retains 
other  provisions,  but  requires  Department  of  Administration  to  establish  statewide  term  contract  for  use  by  State 
Board  and  local  units  if  they  choose  to. 

Litigation  reserve  funds.  Same  as  original  bill. 

Funds  for  the  testing  and  implementation  of  the  new  student  information  system.  Same  as  original  bill. 

Expenditures  for  driving  eligibility  certificates.  Codifies  provision  in  original  bill  as  amendment  to  GS  1 1 5C- 

12. 

Public  school  building  capital  fund.  Changes  title  of  Article  38A  of  GS  Chapter  1 15C  to  include  both  buildings 
and  technology.  Specifies  that  for  2005-06,  Secretary  of  Revenue  must  remit  to  State  Treasurer  amount  equal  to 
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5/69th's  of  collections  received  in  previous  quarter  under  GS  105-130.3,  with  first  $25  million  to  go  to  State  Public 
School  Fund  and  remainder  to  Capital  Building  and  Technology  Fund.  Makes  similar  provision  for  2006-07,  but 
amount  to  go  to  Public  School  Fund  is  $20.5  million. 

Standards  review  of  MSA  programs.  Same  as  original  bill. 

Evaluation  of  school  principals.  Rewrites  provision  as  a  new  GS  1 1 5C-286.1 .  Specifies  that  superintendent 
or  an  assistant  superintendent  conduct  evaluation.  Local  units  must  use  evaluation  instruments  adopted  by  State 
Board  or  one  that  is  properly  validated  as  similar  to  State  Board’s. 

Planning  time  for  teachers.  Same  as  original  bill,  but  also  requires  report  to  Legislative  Education  Oversight 
Committee. 

LEA  sales  tax  refund  reporting.  Amends  GS  105-1 64.1 4(c)  to  require  Secretary  of  Revenue  to  make 
annual  report  to  Department  of  Public  Instruction  and  Fiscal  Research  of  amount  of  refunds  by  January  1.  Also 
requires  report  of  refunds  claimed  in  previous  three  fiscal  years. 

Online  Professional  Development  Resource  Center  for  Teachers  and  Principals.  As  title  indicates.  State 
Board  and  Department  of  Public  Instruction  to  develop  website. 

Flexibility  for  high  school  innovation.  Amends  GS  1 1 5C-238.50  through  1 1 5C-238.53  to  allow  local  school 
board  to  cooperate  with  both  community  colleges  and  universities  to  develop  innovative  high  school  programs 
under  Part  9  of  Article  1 6  of  GS  Chapter  1 1 5C,  instead  of  just  limiting  the  cooperation  to  the  community  college 
systems. 

Funds  for  education  of  students  at  Eckerd  Youth  Alternatives  Therapeutic  Camp.  If  student  is  placed  in  cited 
camp  on  recommendation  of  school  unit,  the  unit  must  pay  the  camp  the  funds  a  charter  school  would  receive  for 
the  amount  of  time  the  student  is  in  the  camp.  Camp  to  receive  additional  special  needs  children’s  funds  if  child  is 
eligible. 

Fund  one  local  school  administrative  unit  per  county.  As  title  indicates.  Provides  exceptions  for  Nash-Rocky 
Mount,  Edgecombe  County,  Cleveland  County,  and  Gaston  County  units.  Effective  July  1,  2006. 

Minimized  time  devoted  to  standardized  tests.  Amends  GS  115C-1 74. 12(a)  to  specify  that  policy  on 
standardized  tests  must  include  limits  of  no  more  than  two  days  of  instructional  time  per  year  on  practice  tests, 
that  two  week  period  before  end-of-course  tests  or  exams  must  not  include  field  tests  or  national  tests,  and  that 
no  school  participate  in  more  than  two  field  tests  in  one  year,  subject  to  limited  exceptions. 

Education  Cabinet.  Amends  GS  1 16C-1  to  include  Secretary  of  Health  and  Human  Services  in  Education 
Cabinet. 

The  Center  for  21st  Century  Skills.  Transfers  funds  appropriated  for  cited  center  to  Governor’s  Office,  to 
establish  the  center  within  the  NC  Business  Committee  for  Education,  Inc.  That  entity  is  to  cooperate  with  NC 
New  Schools  Project,  and  to  work  on  specified  math  and  science  enrichment  programs  with  NC  School  of  Math 
and  Science. 

Teacher  working  conditions  initiative.  Directs  State  Board  to  use  funds  to  continue  Governor’s  Teaching 
Working  Conditions  Survey. 

Plan  and  funding  for  a  virtual  high  school.  Directs  State  Board,  UNC  Board  of  Governors,  Community 
Colleges  Board,  and  private  colleges  to  develop  E-Learning  standards  that  provide  learning  opportunities  for  NC 
citizens.  States  legislative  intent  to  give  public  schools  highest  priority  for  new  funding  in  this  area.  Authorizes 
State  Board  to  use  funds  appropriate  to  it  to  implement  pilot  virtual  high  school  in  each  year  of  the  biennium.  If 
pilot  is  successful,  intent  of  legislature  is  to  implement  program  statewide. 

Feasibility  study  for  developing  regional  education  networks.  Directs  Rural  Economic  Development  Center 
and  the  e-NC  Authority,  with  collaboration  from  numerous  other  groups,  to  conduct  feasibility  study  on  developing 
regional  education  networks  that  are  centrally  managed  and  provide  broadband  connectivity  to  students  and 
teachers  at  all  educational  levels.  Report  to  legislature  due  by  2006  session. 

Plan  for  projecting  school  technology  funding  needs.  Amends  GS  1 15C-102.6A  to  require  state  school 
technology  plan  to  include  baseline  template  for  technology  infrastructure  and  evaluation  component.  Amends 
GS  1 1 5C-1 02.7  to  require  department  to  conduct  random  checks  of  local  technology  plans  for  compliance.  State 
Board  to  provide  costs  for  state’s  technology  needs  (personnel  and  infrastructure)  for  next  three  to  five  years. 
Report  to  legislature  due  by  2006  session. 

Annual  report  that  highlights  the  impact  of  education  preparation  on  economic  growth.  As  title  indicates. 
Report  to  be  done  by  NC  Board  of  Science  and  Technology.  Report  due  by  2006  session  of  the  legislature. 

Process  for  more  assistance  for  E-Rate.  Directs  Department  of  Public  Instruction  to  assign  one  full  time 
coordinator  to  the  task  of  assisting  local  school  units  in  obtaining  E-Rate,  which  is  the  mechanism  to  obtain 
discount  rates  to  support  universal  telecommunications  services  for  use  by  schools  and  libraries. 

Planning  for  a  state  central  infrastructure  office.  Directs  State  Budget  Office  to  study  feasibility  of 
establishing  State  Central  Infrastructure  Office  to  collect  and  manage  information  to  assist  communities  in 
becoming  and  remaining  economically  viable.  Report  due  by  2006  session  of  the  legislature. 
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School  employee  salary  study.  Directs  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Committee  to  study  current  salary 
structure  for  teachers  and  other  school  employees.  Report  due  by  2006  session  of  the  legislature. 

Commission  for  a  Sound  Basic  Education.  Creates  cited  12-member  commission,  with  members  appointed 
equally  by  House  and  Senate  leaders,  and  in  addition  authorizes  appointment  of  an  advisory  committee.  Report 
due  by  January  1 5,  2006.  Appropriates  $200,000  to  General  Assembly  to  support  the  work  of  the  Commission.

UNC  flexibility  guidelines.  Substantially  identical. 

Enrollment  Growth  Fund/Encourage  partnerships  for  New  2  +  2  Programs.  Modifies  provision  to  delete 
directive  to  use  funds  appropriated  to  UNC  for  enrollment  increases  for  planning  and  reporting  on  increasing 
growth  in  teacher  education  programs  and  provision  authorizing  Office  of  President  to  reallocate  up  to  five  percent 
of  the  total  enrollment  growth  funding  of  campuses  that  do  not  meet  their  goals.  Adds  provision  directing  the  UNC 
Board  of  Governors  (BOG)  and  the  State  Board  of  Community  Colleges  to  encourage  those  constituent 
institutions  and  community  colleges  that  do  not  have  2  +  2  programs  to  design  and  enter  into  partnerships  to  offer 
them,  and  to  report  on  their  progress  to  the  Education  Oversight  Committee  by  February  1, 2006. 

UNC-NCCCS  joint  initiative  for  teacher  education  and  recruitment.  Substantively  identical. 

Enrollment  growth  funding  model.  Identical. 

UNC-NCCCS  2+2  E-Learning  Initiative.  Identical. 

Use  of  Escheat  Fund  for  need-based  financial  aid  programs.  Increases  the  appropriation  from  Escheat 
Fund  income  from  $39,562,679  to  $67,248,016  for  2005-06  and  from  $26,375,120  to  $67,638,016  for  2006-07  to 
the  BOG;  from  $8,235,901  to  $13,981,202  for  2005-06  and  from  $8,235,901  to  $13,981,202  for  2006-07  to  State 
Board  of  Community  Colleges.  Deletes  appropriation  to  the  Dep’t  of  Administration,  Div’n  of  Veterans  Affairs.  Also 
allocates  from  the  Escheat  Fund  to  the  BOG  $780,000  for  2005-06  and  $1 ,170,000  for  2006-07  to  be  allocated  to 
the  State  Educational  Assistance  Authority  (SEAA)  for  scholarship  loans  to  students  preparing  to  teach  in  the 
state’s  public  schools  who  also  enroll  at  any  historically  black  colleges  and  universities  that  do  not  have  teaching 
fellows.

Study  of  distance  education.  Substantively  identical. 

Information  technology  procurement.  Substantively  identical. 

Board  of  Governors'  dental  scholarships.  Modifies  provision  to  provide  that  any  dental  scholarship 
awarded  prior  to  July  1,  2005,  will  not  be  converted  to  a  scholarship  loan  without  the  recipient’s  consent. 

Board  of  Governors'  medical  scholarships.  Modifies  provision  to  provide  that  any  medical  scholarship 
awarded  prior  to  July  1,  2005,  will  not  be  converted  to  a  scholarship  loan  without  recipient’s  consent. 

Teacher  scholarship  funds.  Establishes  the  Future  Teachers  of  North  Carolina  Scholarship  Loan  Fund  to 
provide  100  two-year  scholarship  loans  of  $6,500  per  year  to  any  North  Carolina  student  pursuing  a  college 
degree  to  teach  in  the  NC  public  schools.  The  scholarship  loan  is  available  for  students  enrolled  in  any  institution 
of  higher  education  located  in  NC  that  has  an  accredited  teacher  preparation  program.  The  SEAA  is  to  administer 
the  fund.  Directs  the  BOG  to  develop  criteria  for  awarding  the  scholarship  loans  in  accordance  with  ciiteria  set 
forth  in  the  act.  Also  provides  that  any  student  who  fails  to  comply  with  the  relevant  provisions  of  the  act  or  terms 
of  agreement  awarding  the  scholarship  loan  shall  repay  the  full  amount.  Directs  the  BOG,  the  State  Board  of 
Education  and  the  State  Board  of  Community  Colleges  to  develop  and  provide  information  about  the  scholarship 
loans  to  counselors  in  the  local  school  systems.  Directs  the  BOG  to  report  to  the  Education  Oversight  Committee 
on  the  Fund  by  March  1  of  each  year.  Directs  that  of  funds  appropriated  to  SEAA,  $650,000  for  2005-06  and  $1 .3 
million  for  2006-07  shall  be  used  to  implement  the  provisions  section.

(2)  Cancels  renovation  of  Latham  Residence  Hall  at  NCCU  and 
transfers  unused  monies  to  renovation  of  Eagleson  Residence  Hall.  Reduces  the  amount  of  money  allocated  to 
the  Latham  renovation  to  $1,038,143  and  increasing  the  amount  of  money  allocated  to  the  Eagleson  renovation  to 
$9,242,957.  (3)  Cancels  the  renovation  of  the  King  Hall  Classroom  Building  at  UNC-Wilmington  and  transfers 
unused  funds  to  other  UNC-Wilmington  renovation  projects.  Reduces  the  allocation  for  the  King  Hall  renovation  to 
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$358,71 1 ,  and  increases  the  allocation  to  the  General  Classroom  Building  to  $1 3,326,778,  to  Academic  & 
Classroom  Facilities  to  $34,023,223;  to  Hinton  James  Hall  to  $2,806,561;  to  Kenan  Auditorium  to  $2,073,724;  and 
to  Friday  Hall  Laboratory  to  $8,862,830.  (4)  Cancels  the  West  Residence  Hall  renovation  at  UNC-Pembroke  and 
transfers  the  unused  funds  to  the  North  and  Belk  Residence  Hall  renovations,  and  cancels  the  Campuswide 
Infrastructure  Improvements  project  and  transfers  those  unused  funds  to  the  Biotechnology  Teaching  Labs  and 
Classroom  Building  project.  Reduces  the  allocation  to  the  West  Residence  Hall  renovation  to  $98,000  and  the 
allocation  to  the  infrastructure  improvement  project  to  $266,218,  adds  a  new  project  entitled  “North  and  Belk 
Residence  Hall  -  Fire  Safety  Improvements  and  Renovations  $879,300,"  and  adds  a  new  project  entitled 
“Biotechnology  Teaching  Labs  and  Classroom  Building  $1,730,382.” 

Amend  NC  School  of  Science  and  Math  tuition  grant.  Amends  GS  1 16-238. 1(f)  by  substituting  the  phrase 
“cost  of  attendance"  for  the  phrase  “cost  of  tuition.”  Also  provides  that  the  cost  of  attendance  shall  be  determined 
by  the  SEAA. 

UNC-Chapel  Hill  continue  to  operate  Horace  Williams  airport.  Directs  UNC-Chapel  Hill  to  continue  to 
operate  Horace  William  Airport  and  to  continue  air  transportation  support  for  Area  Health  Education  Centers  and 
the  public  until  AHEC  has  sufficient  access  to  RDU  to  serve  its  program  and  activity  needs. 

North  Carolina  Agricultural  and  Technical  State  University  Funds.  Directs  the  BOG  to  allocate  $1 ,088,941 
to  NC  Agricultural  and  Technical  State  University  for  agricultural  and  research  extension  programs.  Expresses 
intent  of  General  Assembly  to  fully  fund  those  programs  in  2006-07. 

Transfer  Prospective  Teacher  Scholarship  Loan  and  Teacher  Assistant  Scholarship  Loan  to  the  NC  State 
Education  Assistance  Authority.  (1)  Transfers  the  Scholarship  Loan  Fund  for  Prospective  Teachers  from  the  Dep’t 
of  Public  Instruction  to  the  SEAA  as  a  T ype  I  transfer.  (2)  Recodifies  GS  1 1 5C-468  as  GS  1 1 6-209.33.  (3) 

Repeals  GS  115C-469,  115C-470  and  115C-472.1.  (4)  Recodifies  GS  115C-471  as  GS  116-209.34.  (5)  Amends 
recodified  GS  1 16-209.33  to  reflect  the  transfer  to  the  SEAA  and  by  directing  the  SEAA  to  develop  criteria  for 
awarding  scholarship  loans  in  accordance  with  criteria  set  forth  in  the  act.  (6)  Amends  recodified  GS  116-209.34 
to  reflect  transfer  of  Loan  Fund  to  SEAA.  Adds  new  provisions  limiting  loan  amount  to  not  more  than  $4,000  per 
academic  year  for  a  maximum  of  four  years,  authorizing  SEAA  to  forgive  a  four-year  loan  if  the  recipient  teaches 
at  a  NC  public  school  for  four  years  within  the  seven-year  period  following  graduation,  and  to  forgive  loans  of 
fewer  than  four  years  on  a  pro-rata  basis,  authorizing  SEAA  to  forgive  or  reduce  any  loan  payment  where 
extenuating  circumstances  exist,  and  directing  SEAA  to  place  all  repayments  back  into  the  Fund.  Effective 
January  1 ,  2006. 

University  System  and  Community  College  System  joint  study  of  higher  education  strategy/amend 
reporting  requirement.  Amends  section  6.2  of  SL  2004-179  by  extending  the  date  by  which  the  preliminary  results 
of  the  Joint  Study  of  Higher  Education  Strategy  are  due  to  the  Education  Oversight  Committee  from  April  15,  2005 
to  June  1 5,  2005,  and  by  extending  the  date  by  which  the  final  report  is  due  from  December  1 , 2005,  to  December 
31, 2006. 

UNC  research  institutions  may  increase  tuition.  Enacts  new  GS  1 16.143.6  providing  that  notwithstanding 
statutory  provisions  requiring  that  tuition  consistent  with  General  Assembly  actions,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  a 
UNC  constituent  institution  designated  as  a  Doctoral/Research  University-Extensive  campus  may  set 
undergraduate  tuition  for  an  academic  year,  considering  the  NC  Constitution’s  requirements.  Provides  that 
additional  revenue  derived  from  tuition  increase  may  be  used  by  campus  and  are  in  addition  to  the  operating 
budget  approved  by  the  General  Assembly.  (3)  Directs  the  UNC  Board  of  Trustees  to  report  any  increase  in 
tuition  to  the  BOG,  the  office  of  State  Budget  and  Management,  and  Fiscal  Research. 

NC  Space  Grant  Consortium  Funds.  Limits  allocation  of  funds  appropriated  to  the  NC  Space  Grant 
Consortium  to  UNC  system  institutions  participating  in  the  Consortium. 

Distinguished  Professors  Endowment  Trust  Fund.  (1 )  Enacts  new  GS  1 1 6-41 .1 5(a)(3)  to  provide  that 
institutions  other  than  focused  growth  institutions  and  special  needs  institutions  may  pursue  one  challenge  grant 
of  up  to  $667,000  to  match  funds  raised  from  private  sources  in  twice  that  amount  and  clarifying  that  challenge 
grant  funds  shall  be  matched  by  funds  from  private  sources  on  the  basis  of  two  dollars  of  private  funds  for  every 
dollar  of  state  funds  and  new  GS  116-41 .15(b)(3)  providing  that  focused  growth  institutions  and  special  needs 
institutions  may  pursue  one  challenge  grant  of  up  to  $1  million  for  funds  raised  from  private  sources  in  the  same 
amount  and  clarifying  that  challenge  grant  funds  shall  be  matched  by  funds  from  private  sources  on  the  basis  of 
one  dollar  of  private  funds  for  every  dollar  of  state  funds.  (2)  Enacts  new  GS  1 16-41 .16(a)(3)  to  provide  that 
constituent  institutions  other  than  focused  growth  institutions  and  special  needs  institutions  may  also  be  eligible 
for  matching  if  there  is  a  commitment  from  a  private  source  to  make  a  donation  in  excess  of  $666,000  and  an 
initial  payment  of  one-sixth  of  the  committed  amount,  provided  that  the  other  provisions  of  subsection  (a)  are  also 
met,  and  new  subsection  GS  1 16-41 .16(b)(3)  to  provide  that  focused  growth  institutions  and  special  needs 
institutions  may  also  be  eligible  for  matching  if  there  is  a  commitment  from  a  private  source  to  make  a  donation  in 
excess  of  $500,000  and  an  initial  payment  of  one-sixth  of  the  committed  amount,  provided  that  the  other 
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provisions  of  subsection  (b)  are  also  met.  (3)  Amends  GS  1 16-41 .1 7  by  changing  the  name  of  the  Scholars' 
Endowment  Trust  Fund  to  the  Distinguished  Professors  Endowment  Trust  Fund  and  making  conforming  changes. 

UNC  may  encourage  the  establishment  of  private,  nonprofit  corporations  to  support  the  university  system 
and  assign  unc  employees  to  assist  with  those  corporations.  Enacts  new  GS  1 16.30.20  directing  the  BOG  to 
encourage  the  establishment  of  private,  nonprofit  corporations  to  support  the  constituent  institutions  of  the  UNC 
system  and  authorizing  the  President  of  UNC  and  the  chancellors  to  assign  employees  to  assist  with  the 
establishment  and  operations  of  a  nonprofit  corporation  and  make  available  to  the  corporation  office  space, 
equipment,  supplies  and  other  resources. 

Eliminate  reporting  requirement  for  school  administrator  training  programs.  Amends  GS  1 16-74.21  to 
delete  requirement  that  BOG  report  annually  by  December  1  on  act's  implementation. 

Continue  Academic  Common  Market  program.  Amends  section  31 .2  of  SL  2001-424  to  delete  all 
references  to  UNC’s  participation  in  the  Southern  Regional  Education  Board’s  Academic  Common  Market  as  a 
“pilot  program"  and  providing  for  continued  UNC  participation  in  the  program.  Extends  the  date  by  which  the  BOG 
must  provide  a  report  to  the  education  Oversight  Committee  to  September  2007,  with  further  reports  each 
biennium  thereafter. 

Tuition  waiver  program  expansion.  Enacts  new  GS  116-143.1(m)  to  provide  that  a  full-time  UNC 
employee  or  spouse  or  dependent  of  a  full-time  UNC  employee  who  is  a  legal  resident  of  NC  qualifies  as  a 
resident  for  tuition  purposes  without  having  maintained  that  legal  residence  for  at  least  12  months  immediately 
prior  to  his  or  her  classification  as  a  resident  for  tuition  purposes.  Directs  the  UNC  BOG  and  the  State  Board  of 
Community  Colleges  to  study  the  feasibility  of  a  tuition  waiver  exchange  program  whereby  full-time  employees  of 
UNC  institutions  could  take  a  specified  number  of  community  college  courses  tuition-free  and  full-time  community 
college  employees  could  take  a  specified  number  of  course  at  a  UNC  institution  tuition-free.  Boards  are  to  report 
the  results  to  the  Education  Oversight  Committee  by  April  1,  2006. 

Brody  School  of  Medicine  at  ECU/Medicare  Receipts/Family  Medicine  Center.  Amends  GS  1 16-36.6  by 
(1 )  replacing  references  to  the  “East  Carolina  University  School  of  Medicine"  with  the  name  “Brody  School  of 
Medicine  at  East  Carolina  University"  and  replacing  references  to  the  “School  of  Medicine"  with  references  to  the 
“Brody  School  of  Medicine."  (2)  Deletes  sections  (2)  and  (3)  and  replaces  them  with  new  section  (2a)  providing 
that  Medicare  reimbursement  funds  received  prior  to  July  1, 2005,  that  were  transferred  to  a  special  fund  account 
on  deposit  with  the  State  Treasurer  are  to  be  appropriated  to  the  Brody  School  of  Medicine  to  be  expended  for  the 
family  medicine  center  and  related  purposes.  (3)  Repeals  subsections  (b)  and  (c)  of  Sec.  87  of  Chapter  321  of  the 
1993  Session  Laws.  (4)  Provides  that  BOG  may  authorize  the  design  and  construction  of  a  family  medicine  center 
on  the  Health  Sciences  Campus  of  the  Brody  School  of  Medicine  at  ECU  to  replace  the  existing  family  medicine 
facility  and  the  financing  of  the  project  with  funds  available  to  the  Brody  School  of  Medicine  at  East  Carolina 
University  from  Medicare  reimbursements,  but  not  including  funds  appropriated  from  the  General  Fund  of  the 
State.  (5)  Effective  July  1 ,  2005,  no  longer  requires  the  Brody  School  of  Medicine  Medical  Faculty  Practice  Plan  to 
reimburse  the  General  Fund  for  use  of  outpatient  facilities  built  with  General  Fund  monies,  but  instead  requires 
the  Practice  Plan  to  pay  for  all  operating  costs  currently  paid  for  by  the  General  Fund. 

Scholarship  student.  Enacts  new  GS  116-143.6  providing  that  effective  for  students  accepting  admission 
on  or  after  July  1 , 2005,  any  student  receiving  a  full  scholarship  to  a  UNC  institution  and  who  attends  the 
institution  as  an  undergraduate  shall  be  considered  and  treated  as  a  resident  of  North  Carolina.  Defines  the  terms 
“full  scholarship  and  “full  cost."  Further  provides  that  no  state  funds  are  to  be  expended  to  offset  any  fiscal  impact 
of  this  new  section. 

Enhance  nutrition  in  university  and  community  college  food  programs.  Directs  the  UNC  BOG  and  the 
State  Board  of  Community  Colleges  to  adopt  policies  prohibiting  the  use  of  cooking  oils  containing  trans-fatty 
acids  and  the  sale  of  processed  foods  containing  trans-fatty  acids  in  any  food  programs  operated  by  their 
constituent  institutions. 

Grant-in-Aid/firetTruck  for  Cullowhee  Volunteer  Fire  Dept,  to  help  ensure  adequate  fire  protection 
services  to  Western  Carolina  University.  Directs  the  UNC  BOG  to  allocate  $715,000  of  the  funds  appropriated  to  it 
from  the  General  Fund  for  2005-06  to  WCU  as  a  grant-in-aid  for  the  Cullowhee  Volunteer  Fire  Dep't  to  purchase  a 
95-foot  platform  truck  and  other  equipment  needed  to  service  WCU. 

Waive  tuition  for  a  person  of  a  certain  age  who  is  or  was  a  ward  of  the  state  and  who  attends  classes  at 
any  constituent  institution  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  or  any  community  college.  Enacts  new  GS  1 1 5B-2(5) 
providing  that  any  child  between  17  and  23  years  of  age,  who  is  or  was  a  ward  of  the  state  at  the  time  the  child 
reached  age  18,  and  who  is  a  resident  of  the  state  will  also  be  eligible  for  a  tuition  waiver  at  any  UNC  institution  or 
community  college.  Enacts  new  GS  1 1 5B-5(c)  allowing  officials  of  a  UNC  institution  or  community  college  to 
require  proof  that  a  person  applying  for  a  tuition  waiver  as  a  ward  or  former  ward  of  the  state  is  entitled  to  such  a  • 
waiver. 

Aid  to  students  attending  private  colleges  procedures.  Deleted. 
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Enrollment  growth  funds.  Deleted. 

Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  (digested  in  yesterday’s  Bulletin) 

Department  of  Agriculture  and  Consumer  Services 

Pesticide  disposal  program.  Amends  GS  143-468(b)  to  allow  Dep’t  to  also  use  75%  of  the  Pesticide 
Environmental  Trust  Fund  for  the  costs  of  the  administration  and  salaries  associated  with  the  pesticide  disposal 
program. 

Timber  Sales  Receipts.  Transfers  $1,033,100  from  timber  sales  capital  improvement  account  for  certain 
listed  capital  improvements  projects  at  agricultural  research  stations  and  farms. 

Plant  Conservation  Program  Funds.  Transfers  $20,000  from  funds  received  from  sale  of  timber  to  Dep’t 
for  use  in  plant  conservation  program. 

Increase  Funds  for  North  Carolina  Grape  Growers  Council.  Amends  GS  105-1 13.81  A  by  raising  the  cap 
on  the  amount  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the  excise  tax  collected  on  unfortified  wine  bottled  in  North  Carolina  credited 
to  the  Dep’t  from  $350,000  to  $500,000. 

Department  of  Environment  And  Natural  Resources 

State  match  for  federal  safe  drinking  water  act  funds.  Identical. 

Expand  express  review  program  statewide.  Enacts  new  GS  143B-279.13,  to  direct  the  Dep’t  to  develop 
an  express  permit  and  certification  review  program  in  certain  listed  areas,  to  establish  maximum  fees  for  express 
review,  and  to  require  that  DENR  report  on  the  success  of  the  program  to  the  Environmental  Review  Comm’n  and 
Fiscal  Research.  Enacts  new  GS  143B-279.14,  creating  the  Express  Review  Fund  as  a  special  nonreverting  fund. 
Also  authorizes  the  Dep’t  to  use  funds  from  the  Express  Review  Fund  to  continue  and  expand  positions  to 
administer  the  statewide  express  review  program. 

Sedimentation  education  funds.  Specifies  the  purposes  for  which  sedimentation  education  funds  may  be 

used. 

Funds  to  Implement  fishing  license  requirements  legislation/contingent  repeal  of  saltwater  fishing  license 
requirement.  Authorizes  transfer  of  up  to  $1  million  from  Wildlife  Resources  Fund  to  implement  S1 126  or  HI  092  if 
either  becomes  law  and  an  equal  amount  from  the  Marine  Resources  Fund  to  the  Wildlife  Resources  Fund  on 
July  1 , 2010.  Repeals  section  1-4  and  section  6-12  of  SL  2004-187  and  section  12.16  of  SL  2004-124  unless 
S1 126  or  HI 092  is  enacted. 

Grassroots  science  program.  Directs  the  appropriation  of  $3,197,762  of  the  funds  appropriated  to  the 
Grassroots  Science  Program  as  grants-in-aid  to  specified  institutions. 

Moratorium  on  new  lease  purchase  contracts  for  forestry  equipment  for  division  of  forest  resources. 
Prohibits  the  Div’n  of  Forest  Resources  from  entering  into  any  new  lease  purchase  contracts  for  the  purchase  of 
forestry  equipment. 

Extend  and  expand  pilot  program  for  inspection  of  animal  waste  management  systems.  Amends  section 
15.4(a)  of  SL  1997-443,  as  amended  by  prior  session  laws  to  extend  the  termination  date  of  the  pilot  program  for 
the  inspection  of  animal  waste  management  systems  from  September  1,  2005,  to  September  1, 2007,  and  to  add 
Pender  County  to  the  pilot  program.  Also  amends  section  3.3  of  SL  1999-329,  as  amended  by  prior  session  laws, 
to  delete  provision  requiring  a  final  report  on  the  pilot  program  by  October  15,  2005,  and  to  add  the  General 
Assembly  Appropriations  Subcommittees  on  Natural  and  Economic  Resources  to  the  bodies  to  whom  semiannual 
interim  reports  on  the  pilot  program  are  to  be  made.  Requires  that  the  Dep’t  to  recommend  to  the  Environmental 
Review  Commission  and  the  General  Assembly  no  later  than  October  1 5,  2005,  whether  to  continue  or  expand 
the  program. 

Clean  Water  Management  Trust  Fund.  Deletes  appropriation  to  Clean  Water  Management  Trust  Fund. 
Department  of  Commerce 

Wanchese  seafood  Industrial  park/Oregon  Inlet  funds.  Provides  that  unexpended  or  unencumbered  funds 
appropriated  for  the  Wanchese  Seafood  Industrial  Park  shall  not  revert  to  the  General  Fund  but  shall  remain 
available  to  the  Dep’t  of  Commerce  for  use  in  connection  with  the  Park.  Also  provides  that  unexpended  or 
unencumbered  funds  appropriated  for  the  Oregon  Inlet  Project  shall  not  revert  to  the  General  Fund. 

Council  of  Government  funds.  Provides  that  $832,150  of  the  funds  allocated  to  the  Dep’t  for  the  2005-06 
fiscal  year  and  $832,150  of  the  funds  allocated  to  the  Dep’t  for  the  2006-07  fiscal  year  are  to  be  used  by  regional 
councils  of  government  for  specific  purposes.  Each  regional  council  of  government  is  to  receive  up  to  $48,950  in 
each  of  fiscal  years  2005-06  and  2006-07  for  these  purposes. 
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Tourism  promotion  grants.  Amends  the  needs-based  formula  to  be  used  in  allocating  appropriated  funds 
to  counties  based  on  need. 

Employment  security  commission.  Identical,  except  that  it  amends  previous  version  by  adding  an  effective 
date  of  July  1 , 2005. 

Trade  Jobs  for  Success  reporting.  Directs  the  Employment  Security  Commission,  Dep't  of  Commerce  , 
and  Community  College  System  Office  to  report  on  their  progress  in  implementing  the  Trade  Jobs  for  Success 
initiative  to  the  Governmental  Operations  Commission  and  to  the  Chairs  of  the  Appropriations  Committees  of  both 
chambers  by  August  1 ,  2005.  Also  amends  GS  143B-438.1 7  by  requiring  the  Dep't  of  Commerce  to  publish 
monthly,  quarterly,  and  comprehensive  annual  reports  on  the  initiative. 

Industrial  Development  Fund.  Amends  GS  143B-437.01  to  include  construction  of  or  improvements  to 
transportation  infrastructure  among  the  purposes  for  which  funds  from  the  Industrial  Development  Fund  and  the 
Industrial  Development  Fund  Utility  Account  for  enterprise  tier  one,  two  or  three  areas  may  be  used. 

One  North  Carolina  fund.  Identical. 

Regional  economic  development  commission  allocations.  Directs  how  funds  appropriated  for  regional 
economic  development  commissions  are  to  be  allocated. 

Regional  economic  development  commission  reports.  Requires  the  seven  regional  economic 
development  commissions  to  report  to  the  Governmental  Operations  Commission  and  Fiscal  Research  by 
February  15  of  each  fiscal  year  on  the  preceding  year’s  activities,  expenditures,  funding  and  other  issues 
specified  in  act.  Also  requires  each  commission  to  provide  to  Fiscal  Research  a  copy  of  their  annual  audited 
financial  statement  within  30  days  of  issuance,  and  for  the  commissions  to  receive  quarterly  allocations  of  funds 
appropriated  by  act  for  regional  commissions. 

Nonprofits  reporting  requirements.  Requires  specified  nonprofit  organizations  set  forth  in  the  act  to  make 
certain  specified  reports  to  the  Governmental  Operations  Commission  and  the  Fiscal  Research  Division  by 
January  15,  2006  and  January  16,  2006  respectively,  to  provide  to  the  Fiscal  Research  Division  a  copy  of  their 
annual  audited  financial  statement  within  30  days  of  issuance. 

Biotechnology  center.  Identical. 

Rural  Economic  Development  Center-1.  Directs  how  funds  appropriated  in  the  act  to  the  Rural  Economic 
Development  Center,  Inc.,  are  to  be  allocated  and  requires  the  Center  to  report  on  certain  matters  to  the  office  of 
State  Budget  and  Management  and  to  the  Governmental  Operations  Commission  and  Fiscal  Research.  Provides 
that  no  funds  shall  be  released  to  a  community  development  organization  if  there  are  outstanding  or  proposed 
assessments  or  collection  actions  for  any  state  or  federal  taxes. 

Rural  Economic  Development  Center-2.  Provides  that  $20  million  of  the  funds  appropriated  to  the  Rural 
Economic  Development  Center  for  2005-06  and  $20  million  for  2006-07  shall  be  allocated  to  continue  the  North 
Carolina  Infrastructure  Program  and  to  provide  grants  for  other  specified  economic  development  activities. 
Authorizes  the  Center  to  contract  with  various  state  agencies  to  assist  with  Program,  to  use  up  to  two  percent  of 
the  funds  to  cover  expenses  in  administering  the  Program,  and  to  require  that  Center  report  to  the  Governmental 
Operations  Commission  on  the  Program  by  January  1 5  of  each  year.  Directs  that  $500,000  of  the  funds  to  the 
Center  for  2005-06  and  2006-07  respectively  be  allocated  to  the  e-NC  Authority.  Authorizes  the  Center  to  contract 
with  various  state  agencies  to  assist  with  Authority  activities  and  programs,  to  use  up  to  five  percent  of  funds  for 
program  development  and  implementation,  and  to  require  that  Authority  report  to  the  2006  General  Assembly  on 
specified  matters. 

Opportunities  Industrialization  Center  Funds.  Provides  that  $361,000  of  the  funds  appropriated  in  the  act 
to  the  Rural  Economic  Development  Center  for  2005-06  and  2006-07  be  equally  distributed  among  the  certified 
Opportunities  Industrialization  Centers  for  ongoing  job  training  programs.  Requires  that  Center  report  to  the 
Governmental  Operations  Commission  and  Fiscal  Research  on  certain  specified  matters,  to  file  an  annual 
financial  statement  with  the  State  Auditor,  and  to  provide  to  Fiscal  Research  a  copy  of  each  Opportunities 
Development  Center’s  annual  audited  financial  statement  within  30  days  of  issuance. 

Film  incentive  funds  do  not  revert.  Deletes  provision  that  unexpended  and  unencumbered  funds  will  not 

revert. 

Motorsports  promotion.  Deletes  provision  transferring  $250,000  from  UNC-Charlotte,  NC  Motorsports 
Testing  and  Research  Complex  project  to  Division  of  Film,  Tourism,  and  Sports  for  promotion  of  motorsports  in 
NC. 

Administrative  Office  of  the  Courts  (digested  in  yesterday’s  bulletin) 

Department  of  Justice  (digested  in  yesterday’s  Bulletin) 

Department  of  Juvenile  Justice  and  Delinquency  Prevention  (digested  in  yesterday’s  Bulletin) 

Department  of  Correction  (digested  in  yesterday’s  Bulletin) 
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Department  of  Crime  Control  and  Public  Safety 

Annual  evaluation  of  Tarheel  challenge  program.  Directs  Department  to  report  on  effectiveness  of 
program  to  appropriations  committees  by  April  1  of  each  year  of  biennium.  Specific  items  to  be  included  in  report 
listed  in  bill. 

Victims  assistance  network  report.  Directs  Department  to  report  on  expenditures  of  funds  allocated  to 
cited  network,  and  on  network's  efforts  to  gather  data  on  crime  victims,  act  as  clearinghouse,  coordinate  training 
efforts  and  advocacy  efforts,  and  provide  automated  bulletin  board.  Report  to  be  made  by  December  1  of  each 
year  of  biennium  to  appropriations  committees. 

Transfer  the  Statewide  Floodplain  Mapping  Unit.  Transfers  cited  unit  to  Department  of  Environment  and 
Natural  Resources. 

Department  of  Administration 

Continuation  of  the  study  of  advocacy  programs  in  the  Dep’t  of  Administration.  Directs  Secretary  to 
continue  study  of  the  functions  of  the  advocacy  programs  housed  in  the  Dep't  to  determine  the  appropriate 
organizational  placement  of  the  programs  within  state  government  and  to  report  findings  and  recommendations  to 
the  Governmental  Operations  Commission  and  Appropriations  Committees  by  April  1,  2006. 

Veterans  scholarships  partially  funded  from  Escheat  Fund.  Amends  provision  by  raising  appropriation 
from  Escheat  Fund  to  Dep't  of  Administration  for  veterans  scholarships  for  2005-06  from  $2,806,438  to 
$4,297,544  and  from  $1,678,667  to  $4,358,046  for  2006-07. 

State  veterans  cemeteries.  Authorizes  use  of  funds  credited  to  the  Veterans  Burial  Fund  for  the  2005-07 
biennium  to  cover  costs  incurred  as  a  result  of  burials  on  Saturday  or  Sunday. 

Allocation  of  petroleum  violation  escrow  funds.  Appropriates  unallocated  balance  of  funds  received  from 
certain  specified  lawsuits  that  remain  in  the  Special  Reserve  for  Oil  Overcharge  Funds  to  the  Dep’t  for  State 
Energy  Policy  Council  projects. 

Increased  fuel  efficiency  of  state  motor  fleet.  Directs  Motor  Fleet  Management  to  develop  and  implement 
a  plan  to  improve  and  increase  the  overall  fuel  efficiency  of  the  State's  motor  fleet  by  twenty  percent  by  July  1, 

2005,  and  to  report  to  the  Governmental  Operations  Commission  on  the  plan  by  January  1.  2006. 

Nonpublic  education.  Deletes  provision. 

Fire  protection  grant  fund.  Deletes  provision. 

Office  of  the  Governor 

Housing  Finance  Agency  HOME  matching  funds.  Directs  Housing  Finance  Agency  to  use  matching  funds 
for  federal  HOME  program  in  following  priority:  (1)  For  projects  located  in  tier  one,  two  or  three  enterprise  counties 
under  tax  incentives  program;  (2)  For  projects  that  benefit  families  with  incomes  less  than  50%  of  the  median 
family  income.  Agency  must  report  to  Governmental  Operations  Commission  by  April  1  of  each  year  on  its 
activities.  Specifies  that  funds  do  not  revert  if  not  used. 

Housing  Finance  Agency  shall  continue  the  North  Carolina  home  protection  pilot  program  and  loan  fund. 
Directs  agency  to  continue  program  for  displaced  workers  in  Cabarrus,  Cleveland,  Cumberland,  Edgecombe, 
Forsyth,  Guilford,  Rowan,  and  Rutherford  counties,  and  report  on  its  progress  to  General  Assembly  by  May  1, 

2006. 

Department  of  Insurance 

Insurance  Regulatory  Fund  Transfer  to  General  Fund.  Substantially  identical. 

Strengthen  Requirements  for  Issuing  Building  Permits.  Directs  North  Carolina  Code  Officials  Qualification 
Board  to  enforce  the  requirements  of  GS  87-14. 

Department  of  Revenue 

Department  of  Revenue  debt  fee  for  taxpayer  locater  services  and  collection.  Amends  GS  105-243.1  to 
specify  that  use  of  collection  assistance  fees  must  be  accounted  for  using  accounting  methods  that  clearly 
distinguish  costs  allocable  to  collecting  overdue  tax  debts,  and  must  demonstrate  that  funds  generated  by  the  fee 
are  used  solely  for  that  purpose,  Allows  proceeds  to  be  used  for  postage,  operating  expenses  of  the  Taxpayer 
Assistance  Call  Center  and  Project  Collection  Tax,  and  to  pay  for  expenses  of  Examination  and  Collection 
Division  that  are  directly  related  to  collecting  overdue  debts.  Requires  annual  report  to  Revenue  Laws  Study 
Commission  and  Fiscal  Research  Division  on  use  of  the  funds. 

Change  Property  Tax  Commission  compensation.  Amends  GS  105-288(d)  to  raise  compensation  of  Chair 
of  Commission  to  $450  per  day  and  $400  per  day  for  other  commissioners  (was,  $200). 
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Positions  for  Revenue  tax  evasion  project.  Converts  10  time-limited  positions  in  project  to  permanent 
positions. 

Secretary  of  State 

Secretary  Of  State  to  reassign  vacant  position.  Directs  Secretary  to  transfer  position  described  in  bill  to 
General  Administration  Division  to  work  with  violations  of  trademark  laws  and  of  charitable  solicitation  licensing 
act.  Secretary  to  report  to  appropriations  committee  by  December  1 , 2005. 

Office  of  State  Budget  and  Management 

A/C  Humanities  Council.  Directs  Council  to  report  to  Governmental  Operations  Commission  and  Fiscal 
Research  Division  by  January  15,  2006,  and  2007  on  program  activities,  expenditures,  and  accomplishments  and 
on  current  plans  and  estimates  of  expenditures  and  fund  sources  for  the  current  fiscal  year.  Council  to  provide 
copy  of  annual  audit  to  Fiscal  Research  Division  within  30  days  of  its  issuance. 

Office  of  the  State  Controller 

Overpayments  audit.  Directs  Office  to  transfer  funds  generated  by  collections  of  overpayments  to 
vendors,  neglected  rebates,  and  similar  collections  to  a  special  reserve  account.  Authorizes  Office  to  use  up  to 
$200,000  in  each  year  of  2005-07  biennium  for  data  processing,  debt  collection,  and  e-commerce  costs.  Any 
remaining  money  to  be  transferred  to  General  Fund  on  July  1  in  each  year  of  biennium.  Requires  quarterly  reports 
to  Governmental  Operations  Commission  and  Fiscal  Research  Division. 

Office  of  State  Personnel 

Study  Career-Banding/fair  pay.  Authorizes  Office  to  use  $100,000  to  pay  for  cited  study  to  determine  if  it 
should  recommend  a  career-banding  personnel  system  for  all  state  employees.  Office  to  report  to  appropriations 
committees  by  April  1,  2006. 

Department  of  the  State  Treasurer 

Report  of  the  status  of  the  technology  infrastructure  enhancements.  Report  due  each  October  1  and  April 
1  until  enhancements  resulting  in  an  integrated  information  system  are  in  place. 

Staffing  analysis  follow-up.  Requires  Department  to  provide  staffing  analyses  semiannually  (October  and 
April)  to  ensure  that  staffing  levels  are  appropriate  as  technology  upgrades  are  implemented.  Department  to 
maintain  monthly  workload  statistics  and  productivity  data  and  report  those  to  Fiscal  Research  Division  and  State 
Budget  Office  each  quarter. 

Treasurer  report  on  State  Investment  Officer  Position  incentive  bonus.  Amends  GS  147-69.3  to  require 
Treasurer  to  report  amount  of  incentive  bonus  paid  to  Chief  Investment  Officer  to  Governmental  Operations 
Commission  on  October  1  of  each  year. 

Department  of  Transportation 

Remove  Gov  Ops  Consultation  on  Federal-Aid  Acts.  Amends  GS  136-44.2  to  delete  requirement  that 
Department  consult  with  Governmental  Operations  Commission  before  a  federally  eligible  construction  project 
may  be  funded  entirely  with  state  funds. 

Transportation  services  for  trade  shows.  Allows  Department  to  use  up  to  $1 .2  million  to  provide 
transportation  services  for  trade  shows  of  international  significance.  Department  must  report  to  Legislative 
Transportation  Oversight  Committee  by  March  1  on  each  year  of  the  biennium  on  its  use  of  these  funds. 

Cash-Flow  Highway  Fund  and  Highway  Trust  Fund  appropriations.  Authorizes  and  certifies  anticipated 
revenues  of  the  Highway  Fund  and  Highway  Trust  Fund  for  each  fiscal  year  from  2007-08  to  2010-1 1 .  Estimate 
for  Highway  Fund  in  2007-08  is  1,551  million  and  $1716  million  in  2010-11.  Comparable  figures  for  Trust  Fund 
are  $1,136  million  and  $1,283  million. 

Small  construction  and  Contingency  Funds.  Authorizes  Department  to  use  $21  million  in  each  fiscal  year 
for  small  construction  projects  and  $15  million  in  each  year  for  rural  and  small  urban  highway  improvements. 
Construction  projects  to  be  allocated  equally  to  each  of  14  highway  divisions,  and  improvement  projects  must  be 
approved  by  the  Transportation  Board  member  representing  the  area  served  by  the  improvement.  Department 
must  report  to  any  member  of  legislature  before  Board  of  Transportation  may  take  action  on  the  project.  Requires 
quarterly  reports  to  Legislative  Transportation  Oversight  Committee  and  Fiscal  Research  Division. 
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Use  of  excess  overweight/oversize  fees.  Enacts  new  GS  20-1 19.1  to  direct  that  funds  generated  by 
overweight  and  oversized  permit  fees  not  necessary  to  administer  the  program  must  be  used  for  highway  and 
bridge  maintenance  to  repair  damage  caused  by  oversized  vehicles. 

Funds  for  unsafe  or  obsolete  field  facilities.  Authorizes  Department  to  use  0.75%  of  its  maintenance  and 
construction  funds  to  repair  and  replace  field  facilities  that  fail  to  meet  safety  standards  or  are  obsolete. 
Department  must  submit  its  budget  for  these  projects  to  Legislative  Transportation  Oversight  Committee  and 
Fiscal  Research  Division  before  spending  funds. 

State  use  of  North  Carolina  Railroad  dividends.  Directs  that  stock  dividends  from  railroad  company  to  be 
used  for  track  and  signal  improvements. 

Analysis  and  approval  of  rules,  policies,  or  guidelines  affecting  Department  of  Transportation  projects. 
Enacts  new  GS  1 50B-21 .4  to  require  any  agency  that  adopts  rule  affecting  environmental  permitting  of 
transportation  projects  must  determine  if  the  rule  will  increase  costs  of  Department.  Gives  Department  notice  of 
proposed  rule  and  chance  to  comment,  as  well  as  right  to  object  to  rule  to  Rules  Review  Commission.  Enacts  new 
1 36-44. 7C  to  require  Department  to  make  similar  analysis  of  any  proposed  departmental  policy  or  guideline  and 
report  its  findings  to  the  Board  of  Transportation. 

Department  of  Transportation  productivity  pilot  programs.  Allows  Department  to  continue  pilot  projects  in 
road  oil  and  bridge  inspection  programs  and  to  establish  two  more  pilots  to  test  incentive  pay.  One  pilot  must  be 
in  the  Pavement  Markings  Unit.  Up  to  0.25%  of  program  budget  may  be  used  to  provide  incentive  payments. 
Department  must  report  on  any  pilot  program  to  Legislative  Transportation  Oversight  Commission  at  least  30 
days  before  implementation. 

Department  of  Transportation  performance-based  contracts.  Department  may  implement  two 
performance  based  contracts  in  areas  other  than  resurfacing,  using  a  best-value  procurement  process. 
Department  must  report  to  Transportation  Oversight  Commission  on  its  selection  criteria  before  advertising 
program. 

Department  of  Transportation  reorganization.  Transfers  Program  Development  Branch  to  Chief  Financial 
Officer;  eliminates  positions  vacant  as  of  April  15,  2005.  Transfers  Transportation  Planning  branch  and  Project 
Development  and  Environmental  Analysis  branch  to  State  Highway  Administrator.  Eliminates  deputy  secretary 
and  special  assistant  positions  for  Environmental,  Planning  and  Local  Governmental  Affairs. 

Continuing  aviation  appropriations.  Amends  GS  136-16.4  to  appropriate  $11.2  million  for  2005-06  and 
$12.9  million  for  2006-07  from  Highway  Fund  for  aviation  purposes. 

Transitional  training  for  motor  carrier  enforcement  officers.  Authorizes  Highway  Patrol  to  complete 
transitional  training  for  149  Motor  Carrier  Enforcement  Officers  so  they  may  become  State  Troopers.  These 
positions  must  still  be  devoted  to  motor  carrier  enforcement  duties.  No  other  enforcement  positions  may  be 
converted  to  State  Trooper  positions,  the  59  positions  vacant  on  April  28,  2005,  may  not  be  reclassified,  and  the 
lapsed  salary  funds  in  those  positions  may  not  be  spent. 

Department  of  Transportation  authority  to  provide  vray-fmding  signs  for  the  Roanoke  Voyages  Corridor 
Commission.  As  title  indicates. 

Revenue  Tax  Evasion  Project.  Allocates  $548,633  in  2005-06  and  $470,701  in  2006-07  from  Highway 
Trust  Fund  Administer  to  support  nine  positions  in  Revenue  Department  to  implement  Revenue  Tax  Evasion 
Project. 

Visitor  center  funds.  Amends  GS  20-79. 7(c)(2)  to  authorize  use  of  $100,000  per  year  to  operate  Visitor 
Center  on  Staton  Road  in  Transylvania  County. 

Modify  Global  TransPark  debt.  Amends  GS  147-69.2(b)(1 1)  to  extend  maximum  maturity  date  on 
investments  authorized  by  that  subdivision  to  October  1,  2007,  and  to  provide  that  if  Global  TransPark  property  is 
divested,  proceeds  to  be  used  to  fulfill  any  unmet  obligation  on  these  investments. 

Beaver  damage  control  program  funds.  Authorizes  Department  to  use  $900,000  in  maintenance  funds  for 
each  year  of  biennium  to  support  beaver  control  program,  if  federal  share  of  at  least  $25,000  is  available.

General  Capital  Appropriations/Provisions  (digested  in  yesterday’s  Bulletin) 

Lottery 

Provides  that  if  H  1023,  introduced  3/31/05,  becomes  law,  GS  Chapter  18C  (NC  State  Lottery)  is  amended 
as  follows; 

Lottery  Commission/Director.  (1)  Provides  that  NC  Lottery  Comm’n  will  be  located  in  the  Dep’t  of 
Administration  (was.  Commerce).  (2)  Increases  from  three  to  five  the  number  of  Comm'n  members  to  be 
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appointed  by  the  Governor,  reduces  from  three  to  two  number  of  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  and 
by  the  President  Pro  Tern.,  deletes  limitation  on  the  appointment  of  more  than  two  members  from  the  same 
political  party  as  the  appointing  official,  and  requires  that  appointing  official  consider  the  geographic 
representation  of  the  Comm’n.

(5)  Imposes  additional 
requirements  that  must  be  satisfied  by  the  Comm’n  before  it  awards  Lottery  contracts  for  services,  materials,  or 
equipment  of  $75,000  or  more.  (6)  Requires  that  Comm’n  obtain  periodic  updates  of  information  contractors  are 
required  to  disclose.  (7)  Lists  additional  information  that  must  be  disclosed  by  Lottery  vendors,  including  the 
identities  of  officers  and  directors  or  partners  of  a  corporation  or  partnership  and  the  jurisdictions  in  which  vendor 
does  business,  including  lottery  activities,  and  the  status  of  the  vendor's  permit  in  those  states. 

North  Carolina  State  Lottery  Fund.  (1 )  Requires  that  Comm’n  allocate  Lottery  revenues  as  follows;  at  least 
50%  to  be  allocated  for  Lottery  prizes  (same  as  House  bill);  at  least  35%  (was,  34%)  to  be  transferred  for 
educational  purposes  detailed  in  GS  18C-1 64(b);  no  more  than  8%  (was,  16%)  for  payment  of  Lottery  expenses; 
and  no  more  than  7%  for  compensation  paid  to  Lottery  retailers.  (2)  Requires  that  net  revenues  of  the  Fund  be 
transferred  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year  as  follows;  $70  million  for  2005-06  (was,  50%)  to  the  Public  School 
Building  Capital  and  Technology  Fund;  $150  million  annually  beginning  in  2006-07  to  a  special  revenue  fund  to  be 
known  at  the  County  Assistance  Fund,  to  be  used  to  pay  for  school  construction  projects  in  local  school  districts 
(was,  25%  to  the  State  Educational  Assistance  Authority  for  new  college  scholarships  program);  and,  beginning  in 
2005-06  and  annually  thereafter,  the  remainder  of  net  Fund  receipts  (was,  25%)  to  the  Education  Enhancement 
Fund,  to  be  used  to  support  class  size  reduction,  prekindergarten  programs  for  at-risk  four-year-olds,  and  other 
educational  priorities  identified  by  the  General  Assembly.  (3)  Clarifies  that  only  those  State  or  local  laws  and 
ordinances  that  specifically  apply  only  to  the  Lottery  are  preempted.  (4)  Requires  criminal  record  checks  on  lottery 
vendors  (was,  prospective  lottery  retailers  and  contractors).

Substantially  similar  to 
H  29,  introduced  2/2/05.

Provides  that  if  the  taxpayer  claiming  the 
credit  is  also  granted  a  federal  historic  preservation  credit,  the  state  credit  is  limited  to  35  percent  of  the  qualified 
rehabilitation  expenditures.  If  the  taxpayer  is  not  granted  the  federal  credit,  the  state  credit  is  45  percent.  The 
state  credit  may  be  claimed  against  the  taxpayer’s  franchise,  income,  or  gross  premiums  taxes.  The  credit  must

$1  million  a  year.  Department  of  Revenue  disburses  grants,  drawing  funds  from  state  sales  tax  collections. 

Establishes  the  Rural  Tourism  Development  Account  for  alternative  grant  program  to  be  administered  by  the 
Division  of  Tourism,  Film,  and  Sports  Development  and  provides  that  only  projects  with  total  development  costs  of 
less  than  $25  million  are  eligible  for  grants  and  that  grants  may  not  exceed  $100,000  per  project.

remediation  standards 

Background  standard.  Requires  background  standard  for  each  regulated  substance  to  be  met  Allows 
demonstration  of  compliance  through  statistical  samples  Requires  final  report  documenting  attainment  submitted 
to  DENR  to  include  among  other  things,  descriptions  of  procedures,  conclusions  of  site  investigations,  remova'  or 
decontamination  procedures,  summaries  of  sampling  methodologies,  and  demonstration  that  remediation  is 
attained  Provides  that  institutional  controls  (such  as  fencing  and  land-use  restrictions  on  the  site)  may  not  be 
used  to  attain  the  background  standard  Provides  that  DENR  must  review  final  report  demonstrating  attainment 
within  60  days  of  its  receipt  or  notify  of  report's  deficiencies  If  DENR  fails  to  respond  with  deficiencies  within  60 
days,  the  report  is  deemed  approved 

Statewide  health  standard  Directs  Secretary  to  adopt  statewide  health  standards  for  regulated  substances 
for  each  environmental  medium.  Requires  standards  for  groundwater  to  be  numerical  standards  adopted  by  the 
Environmental  Management  Comm'n,  Directs  Secretary  to  adopt  rules  for  “medium-specific’'  standards  for  soils 
and  to  include  along  with  ali  standards,  the  methods  used  to  calculate  the  standards.  Establishes  directions  for 
establishing  medium-specific  concentrations,  including  detailed  standards  for  residential  properties  with  respect  to 
soils  and  groundwater  Requires  concentrations,  exposure  pathway  assumptions,  and  exposure  factors  that  a^e 
no  more  stringent  than  the  standard  default  exposure  factors  established  by  the  US  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  (EPAt  If  a  statewide  health  standard  is  numerically  less  than  the  background  standard,  then  the 
background  standard  applies  Details  the  contents  of  the  final  report  documenting  attainment.  Prohibits  the  use  of 
institutional  controls  to  attain  the  statewide  health  standard  Provides  that  DENR  must  review  final  repoh 
demonstrating  attainment  within  60  days  of  its  receipt  or  notify  of  report's  deficiencies.  If  DENR  fails  to  respond 
with  deficiencies  within  60  days,  the  report  is  deemed  approved. 

Site-specific  standard  Establishes  limits  on  excess  upper-bound  lifetime  risk  standards  and  standards  for 
cumulative  excess  risk  to  exposed  populations.  Sets  hazard  index  limits  for  systemic  toxicants.  Sets  other  specific 
standards  for  groundwater,  soils,  air,  and  surface  waters.  In  setting  soil  and  groundwater  cleanup  standards, 
allow's  appropriate  standard  exposure  factors  to  take  into  account  current  and  planned  future  land  use  of  the  site 
If  a  site-specific  standard  is  numerically  less  than  the  background  standard,  then  the  background  standard 
applies  Allows  standards  to  be  attained  through  various  remediation  activities  including  treatment,  removal, 
engineering,  or  institutional  controls  and  innovative  or  other  demonstrated  measures.  Authorizes  DENR  to 
disapprove  a  site-specific  remediation  plan  consisting  solely  of  fences,  warning  signs,  or  land-use  restrictions 
unless  the  site-specific  standard  is  developed  on  the  basis  of  exposure  factors  that  are  no  less  stringent  than 
those  that  would  apply  to  the  site  at  the  time  the  contamination  is  discovered.  Requires  the  final  remediation  plan 
to  include  remediation  alternatives  and  a  final  remedy.  Lists  reports  and  evaluations  that  must  be  submitted  to 
DENR  for  review  and  approval.  Provides  for  the  publication  of  a  notice  of  intent  to  remediate  the  site  in  a 
newspaper  serving  the  area  in  which  the  site  is  located  and  offers  a  30-day  public  comment  period.  Requires 
clean-up  plan  to  include  responses  to  public  comments.  Provides  that  DENR  must  review  clean-up  plan  within  60 
days  of  its  receipt  or  notify  of  plan  deficiencies.  If  DENR  fails  to  respond  with  deficiencies  within  60  days,  the  plan 
IS  deemed  approved  Provides  that  final  report  must  be  submitted  upon  completion  of  the  cleanup.  Provides  that 
DENR  must  review  final  report  within  90  days  of  its  receipt  or  notify  of  report’s  deficiencies.  If  DENR  fails  to 
respond  with  deficiencies  within  90  days,  the  report  is  deemed  approved.  Provides  that  rules  adopted  under  this 
authority  apply  to  a  senes  of  federal  and  state  environmental  statutes  including  those  affecting  inactive  hazardous 
sites,  the  hazardous  waste  management  program,  solid  waste  management,  the  Superfund  Program  as 
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administered  by  the  State,  the  groundwater  protection  corrective  action  program,  and  the  oil  and  pollution  and 
hazardous  substances  control  program.  Requires  anyone  undertaking  remediation  of  environmental 
contamination  under  a  site-specific  cleanup  standard  to  pay  a  fee  to  the  Risk-Based  Remediation  Fund  equal  to 
$3,000  for  each  acre  of  contamination,  but  not  to  exceed  $75,000.  Provides  that  any  assumption  about  the  future 
use  of  the  contaminated  area  on  which  levels  of  risk  are  assessed  must  be  reflected  in  appropriate  restrictions  on 
the  future  use  of  the  property  and  must  be  recorded. 

Other.  Provides  that  the  Secretary  may  not  allow  risk-based  remediation  for  contamination  that  occurs  after 
the  effective  date  of  the  act  unless  certain  findings  are  made,  and  the  petitioner  pays  a  fee  of  $5,000  to  the 
Groundwater  Remediation  Fund.  Directs  DENR  to  adopt  temporary  rules  on  or  before  October  1, 2006.  Directs 
the  Secretary  to  use  all  reasonable  efforts  to  obtain  a  written  agreement  from  EPA  that  this  legislation  and  related 
rules  are  consistent  with  federal  environmental  response  and  Superfund  legislation. 

Groundwater  Remediation  Fund.  Enacts  new  GS  1436-279,14  to  establish  fund  in  DENR  as  a  nonreverting 
fund  consisting  of  fees  paid  under  remediation  legislation,  appropriations,  investment  interest,  and  other  monies 
Allows  funds  to  be  used  for  environmental  remediation,  for  establishing  alternative  drinking  water  supplies  for  third 
parties  affected  by  contamination,  and  for  establishing  a  geographic  information  system  that  maps  the  land  and 
water  resources  that  are  remedied  under  risk-based  remediation. 

Reports  Directs  DENR  to  report  to  the  Environmental  Review  Comm’n  about  the  implementation  of  the  act 
by  October  1 ,  2008  Directs  DENR  to  undertake  an  examination  of  the  risk-based  cleanup  procedures  currently  in

H  1779.  PROPERTY  TAX  PAID  WITH  VEHICLE  REGISTRATION.  TO  CREATE  A  COMBINED  MOTOR 
VEHICLE  REGISTRATION  RENEWAL  AND  PROPERTY  TAX  COLLECTION  SYSTEM  Under  the  current 
system  for  coliecting  property  taxes  on  motor  vehicles,  property  taxes  are  due  four  months  after  the  vehicle  has 
been  registered  or  its  registration  renewed.

Committee  substitute  deletes  nonprofit  status  requirement.  Further  modifies  GS  14-426(7)  to  delete  definition  of 
“nominal  consideration”  and  to  modify  the  restriction  on  the  purchase  of  goods  and  services  from  entities  affiliated 
with  the  organization  providing  debt  management  services.  Deletes  amendment  to  GS  14-424.  Makes  technical 
and  conforming  changes.

Deletes  appropriation  to  One  North  Carolina  Fund  and 
amends  GS  143B-437.62  to  extend  the  sunset  on  new  grants  under  the  Job  Development  Investment  Grant 
Program  from  January  1 ,  2006,  to  January  1 , 2008. 

Senate  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Modifies  proposed  GS  1 4-269. 4(b)(4b)  to  remove  requirement  that  a 
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judge  conceal  handgun  but  to  require  that  a  judge  who  openly  displays  a  handgun  take  reasonable  precautions  to 
prevent  other  persons  from  obtaining  the  handgun.  Makes  technical  changes. 

S  1032.  STUDY  INHERENTLY  DANGEROUS  ANIMALS  (NEW).  Intro.  3/24/05.  Senate  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Completely  rewrites  bill  as  AN  ACT  DIRECTING  THE  DEPARTMENT 
OF  ENVIRONMENT  AND  NATURAL  RESOURCES  TO  DETERMINE  THE  BEST  MEANS  OF  PROTECTING 
THE  PUBLIC  AGAINST  THE  HEALTH  AND  SAFETY  RISKS  POSED  BY  INHERENTLY  DANGEROUS 
ANIMALS.  As  title  indicates,  requires  that  the  Dep’t  conduct  study  in  consultation  with  the  NC  Zoological  Park,  the 
Wildlife  Resources  Comm’n,  and  other  groups  specified  in  act,  and  report  its  findings  no  later  than  the  convening 
of  the  2005  General  Assembly’s  2006  Regular  Session.  Specifies  information  to  be  included  in  report. 

S  1074.  FACILITY  QUALITY  &  SAFETY  IMPROVEMENT.  Intro.  3/24/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Changes  effective  date  for  amendments  to  GS  131D-2  concerning  training 
requirements  for  county  department  of  social  services’  adult  home  specialists  and  their  supervisors  to  January  1 , 
2006  (was,  when  becomes  law).  Deletes  requirement  in  GS  131D-2  that  the  Division  of  Facility  Services  conduct 
monthly  reviews  of  inspections  of  adult  care  homes  done  by  county  departments,  so  that  only  annual  reviews  are 
required,  and  modifies  various  deadlines  in  GS  131D-2.

NATIONAL  WILD  TURKEY  FEDERATION,  NORTH  CAROLINA  AQUARIUM,  NORTH  CAROLINA  MUSEUM  OF 
NATURAL  SCIENCES,  OPERATION  ENDURING  FREEDOM,  OPERATION  IRAQI  FREEDOM.  SCUBA.  SHARE 
THE  ROAD,  AND  TARHEEL  CLASSIC  THUNDERBIRD  CLUB.  Amends  GS  20-79.4(b)  as  title  indicates.  With  the 
exception  of  the  Air  Medal  Recipient  plate,  requires  receipt  of  at  least  300  applications  prior  to  the  issuance  of 
each  plate  and  exempts  the  Surfing  Foundation,  Battleground  Company,  Wild  Turkey  Federation,  and  Aquarium 
Society  plates  from  the  “First  in  Flight”  graphic  requirement.  In  addition  to  the  regular  motor  vehicle  registration 
fee  set  forth  in  GS  20-87  or  20-88,  imposes  an  additional  fee  for  each  plate  ranging  from  $10  to  $30  and,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Air  Medal  Recipient,  Cold  War  Veteran,  Corvette  Club,  Operation  Iraqi  Freedom,  and  Tarheel 
Classic  Thunderbird  Club  plates,  requires  that  a  portion  of  that  fee  be  used  to  support  activities  of  the 
organizations  listed.

Modifies  proposed  GS  1-267.1 0(b)  to  delete  requirement  that  court  order 
defendant  to  pay  interest  on  unpaid  residue  and  to  require  that  sum  of  unpaid  residue  be  paid  to  the  Class  Action 
Residual  Reserve  Fund  (was.  required  that  funds  be  paid  to  the  Indigent  Persons’  Attorney  Fee  Fund).  Enacts 
new  GS  143-16.6  establishing  Class  Action  Residual  Reserve  Fund.  The  first  35  million  in  the  Fund  each  year  is 
divided  equally  between  the  Indigent  Persons’  Attorney  Fee  Fund  and  the  NC  State  Bar  for  civil  legal  services  for 
indigents.  The  remainder  is  to  be  spent  pursuant  to  appropriations.  Makes  technical  changes. 

S  912.  TEACH  FINANCIAL  LITERACY  IN  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS.  Intro.  3/24/05.  Senate  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Replaces  blank  bill.  Enacts  new  GS  1 15C-81(i)  to  require  both  the 
standard  course  of  study  and  the  Basic  Education  Program  to  include  the  requirement  that  public  schools  provide 
instruction  in  personal  financial  literacy  for  all  students  during  high  school.  Allows  the  State  Board  of  Education  up 
to  two  years  to  develop  and  integrate  the  curriculum  into  the  standard  course  of  study.  Board  must  report  to  the 
Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Committee  on  the  proposed  curriculum  before  implementation.  Identical  to 
the  2nd  edition  of  H  16  except  that  H  16  allows  five  years  to  integrate  the  curriculum  into  the  standard  course  of 
study. 

S  961.  CHILD  NUTRITION  STANDARDS.  Intro.  3/24/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  1st  edition.  Replaces  blank  bill  with  AN  ACT  TO  ESTABLISH  A  STATEWIDE  STANDARD  FOR 
VENDING  PRODUCTS  SOLD  DURING  THE  SCHOOL  DAY,  AS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  STUDY 
COMMITTEE  FOR  CHILDHOOD  OVERWEIGHT/OBESITY  OF  THE  HEALTH  AND  WELLNESS  TRUST  FUND. 
Amends  GS  1 1 50-264  to  change  references  from  public  school  food  programs  to  nutrition  programs  and  from 
food  service  to  child  nutrition.  Transfers  provision  authorizing  schools  to  sell  soft  drinks  to  students  under  certain 
circumstances  to  new  GS  1 150-264.2,  which  places  the  following  additional  restrictions  on  the  sale  of  beverages 
in  vending  machines  during  the  school  day:  (1)  prohibits  soft  drink  sales  during  breakfast  and  lunch  periods  (was, 
lunch  only):  (2)  prohibits  sugared  carbonated  soft  drink  sales  in  middle  schools;  (3)  requires  that  no  more  than 
50%  of  beverages  available  for  purchase  in  high  schools  are  sugared  carbonated  drinks;  (4)  provides  that  diet 
carbonated  drinks  are  not  considered  sugared  carbonated  drinks;  and  (5)  requires  that  bottled  water  products  be 
made  available  in  every  school  with  beverage  vending.  States  that  section  does  not  prevent  schools  from 
adopting  stricter  beverage  vending  policies  and  that  GS  143-64  (separate  bids  for  juice  and  water  sales)  does  not 
apply  to  subsection.  Requires  that  snack  vending  in  all  schools  meet  the  Proficient  Level  of  the  NC  Eat  Smart 
Nutrition  Standards  by  the  2006-07  school  year  so  that  no  snack  vending  is  available  in  elementary  schools  and 
that  75%  of  snack  vending  products  available  to  middle  and  high  school  students  have  no  more  than  200  calories 
per  package.  Makes  technical  changes.  Applies  to  contracts  for  vending  services  executed  or  renewed  on  or  after 
August  1,  2005. 

S  1067.  DEFENSE  TECHNOLOGY  INNOVATION  CENTER.  Intro.  3/24/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes 
the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Deletes  appropriation  to  the  Partnership  for  Defense  Innovation  for 
development  of  Center. 

S  1130.  NO  SMOKING  IN  PRISONS.  Intro.  3/24/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to 
1st  edition.  Deletes  reference  in  title  to  effective  date  of  smoking  ban.  Clarifies  that  inmates  are  prohibited  from 
using  tobacco  products  inside  a  State  correctional  facility  rather  than  banned  from  using  or  possessing  the 
products  at  any  time  Specifies  that  visitors  who  violate  ban  may  lose  visitation  privileges  as  well  as  be  removed 
from  the  facility  Defines  a  State  correctional  facility  as  all  buildings  of  a  State  correctional  institution  operated  by 
the  Department  of  Correction.  Amends  GS  143-599  to  clarify  that  smoking  in  state  correctional  facilities  is 
governed  by  this  act  rather  than  the  provisions  of  GS  Chapter  143,  Article  64  (regulating  smoking  in  public

places).  Requires  that,  before  the  ban  takes  effect  in  2006,  the  Department  of  Correction  conduct  pilot  programs 
banning  smoking  both  inside  buildings  and  on  the  grounds  of  correctional  facilities  and  administering  smoking 
cessation  programs  for  staff  and  inmates.  Cost  of  the  pilots  to  be  paid  from  existing  funds  available  to  the 
Department  of  Correction.  Department  must  report  to  Joint  Legislative  Corrections,  Crime  Control,  and  Juvenile 
Justice  Oversight  Committee  on  or  before  April  1.  2006,  on  progress  of  pilots.  Joint  Legislative  Committee 
required  to  study  and  make  recommendations  on  the  feasibility  and  implementation  of  a  two-year  phase-in 
program  banning  all  smoking  in  all  buildings  and  on  all  grounds  of  correctional  facilities.

Senate  amendment  makes  the  following 
changes  to  2nd  edition.  Adds  an  additional  member  to  the  Legislative  Commission  on  Global  Climate  Change;  the 
Director  of  the  Carolina  Environmental  Program  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill.  Changes 
quorum  for  the  Commission  from  15  to  16. 

HOUSE  BILLS 

H  657.  BROKER  COMP.  TRANSPARENCY.  Intro.  3/16/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  1st  edition.  Reorganizes  proposed  GS  58-33-86,  specifies  that  it  applies  to  brokers  and  their  affiliates 
rather  than  to  insurance  producers  and  their  affiliates,  and  provides  exceptions  relating  to  specified  underwriting 
associations  and  to  excess  or  surplus  lines  insurance.  Deletes  proposed  GS  58-33-19  regarding  fiduciary  duty  of 
broker.  Makes  technical  and  conforming  changes. 

H  661.  SUBSTANTIATION  APPEAL  PROCESS/JUV.  ABUSE/NEG.  Intro.  3/16/05.  House  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  To  clarify  purpose  of  act,  changes  title  to  AN  ACT  AUTHORIZING 
THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  HEALTH  AND  HUMAN  SERVICES  TO  ESTABLISH  A  LIST  OF  INDIVIDUALS 
RESPONSIBLE  FOR  ABUSE  OR  NEGLECT  OF  A  JUVENILE  UNDER  THE  LAWS  REGULATING  JUVENILE 
ABUSE.  NEGLECT,  AND  DEPENDENCY  AND  ESTABLISHING  A  PROCESS  FOR  EXPUNCTION  FROM  THAT 
LIST.  Makes  several  technical  changes.  Specifies  that,  before  a  person’s  name  is  added  to  the  responsible 
person’s  list,  written  notice  of  the  determination  of  abuse  or  neglect  must  be  personally  served  upon  the 
responsible  person  by  the  sheriff.  Certified  mail  can  be  used  only  if  the  sheriff  is  unable  to  serve,  and  publication 
is  allowed  only  when  both  other  methods  fail  to  deliver  the  notice.  Clarifies  that  the  Social  Services  Commission 
may  adopt  rules  determining  persons  authorized  to  receive  information  from  the  responsible  individuals  list. 
Extends  the  time  for  a  responsible  individual  to  request  expunction  of  name  from  list  from  15  to  30  days  after 
receipt  of  notice.  If  social  services  director  denies  request  for  expunction,  allows  responsible  person  30  days  (was 
15  days)  to  seek  judicial  review  of  the  denial.  Original  bill  required  the  filing  of  a  juvenile  petition  when  a 
responsible  person  requests  judicial  review  of  the  denial  of  a  request  to  remove  his  or  her  name  from  the  list. 
Amended  bill  creates  a  district  court  juvenile  proceeding  to  review  the  expunction  request.  Provides  that  the 
responsible  person  file  a  petition  for  expunction  to  be  served  upon  the  director  who  determined  that  petitioner's 
name  should  be  on  the  list.  At  the  hearing,  the  director  has  the  burden  of  proving  the  correctness  of  the  director’s 
determination  of  abuse  or  neglect  and  identification  of  petitioner  as  the  responsible  person.  Provides  that 
responsible  person  loses  right  to  seek  expunction  if  (1)  the  person  is  criminally  convicted  as  a  result  of  the  same 
incident,  (2)  the  individual  is  a  respondent  in  a  juvenile  proceeding  resulting  from  the  same  incident,  (3)  the 
individual  fails  to  make  a  timely  request  for  expunction  or  for  review  of  a  denial  of  a  request  for  expunction,  or  (4) 
the  individual  fails  to  keep  the  department  of  social  services  informed  of  his  or  her  current  address  throughout  the 
investigative  and  review  process.  Provides  that  the  court  must  stay  an  expunction  proceeding  if  the  responsible 
individual  becomes  a  respondent  in  a  juvenile  proceeding  involving  the  same  incident.  Also  specifies  that  the 
person’s  name  must  be  removed  from  the  list  if  a  juvenile  proceeding  results  in  a  finding  that  the  abuse  did  not 
occur  or  that  the  named  person  was  not  responsible,  or  rf  the  juvenile  petition  is  dismissed.  Specifies  that  the  act 
applies  to  abuse  and  neglect  reports  received  by  county  departments  of  social  services  on  or  after  October  1 , 
2005. 

H  869.  PUBLIC  HOSPITAL  AMENDMENTS/DOWNTOWN  FACILITY  (NEW).  Intro.  3/23/05.  Senate  committee 
substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Amends  Section  3(a)  of  SL  2004-2  to  extend  deadlines  for 
“specially  impacted  adult  housing  facilities"  to  comply  with  requirements  for  exemption  from  general  prohibition  on 
the  creation  of  new  beds  in  an  adult  care  home.  The  specially  impacted  facilities  are  those  located  in  a  downtown 
area  that  are  being  relocated  due  to  an  economic  development  project.  Amends  title  accordingly. 
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H  892.  REGULATE  SALE  OF  MALT  BEVERAGE  KEGS.  Intro.  3/24/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Renumbers  proposed  GS  18B-1010  as  new  GS  18B-310.  Modifies  proposed  GS 
18B-310(b)  to  require  that  every  keg  resold  by  a  retail  seller  (was,  kegs  supplied  for  sale  by  a  wholesaler  to  a 
permittee  other  than  a  hotel,  restaurant,  or  private  club)  be  marked  with  a  coded  tag  or  adhesive  label.  Deletes 
requirement  that  keg  be  marked  with  a  permanent  identification  number  and  that  tag  be  removed  from  keg  upon 
keg’s  return,  maintained  with  sales  records,  and  returned  to  the  Alcohol  Law  Enforcement  Div’n  (ALE) 
semiannually  for  destruction.  Sets  forth  additional  forms  of  identification  that  may  be  provided  to  verify 
purchaser’s  date  of  birth,  but  requires  that  identification  include  a  physical  description  of  purchaser.  Deletes 
provisions  that  required  the  retail  seller  to  collect  a  deposit  of  $50  from  the  retail  buyer  and  report  certain  buyer 
acts  to  the  ALE  and  instead  authorizes  ABC  Comm’n  to  charge  fees  to  the  retailer  for  costs  listed.  Also  deletes 
specific  references  to  imprisonment  and  permit  revocation  as  punishment  for  a  violation  of  act  and  provision  that 
made  compliance  with  act  a  defense  to  any  criminal  prosecution  or  civil  proceeding  under  act.  Makes  technical 
and  conforming  changes. 

H  1176.  PROPERTY  EXEMPT  FROM  ENFORCEMENT  ACTIONS.  Intro.  4/12/05.  House  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Amends  GS  1C-1601  to  delete  debtor’s  aggregate  interest  of  up  to 
$4,000  in  wedding  and  engagement  rings  and  jewelry  that  is  a  family  heirloom  from  list  of  items  debtor  is  entitled 
to  retain  free  of  enforcement  of  claims  of  creditors.  Also  deletes  GS  1C-1601(a1)  providing  for  the  periodic 
adjustment  of  exemption  amounts  and  amendments  to  GS  1-362,  which  deleted  prohibition  against  applying  the 
wages  of  a  judgment  debtor  towards  the  satisfaction  of  a  judgment  where  the  wages  are  necessary  for  family 
support  and  instead  provided  that  a  wage  garnishment  must  be  statutorily  authorized.  Makes  technical  and 
conforming  changes. 

H  1209.  SEXUAL  BATTERY/SEX  OFFENDER  REGISTRY/DNA  (NEW).  Intro.  4/13/05.  House  committee 
substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  (1)  Completely  rewrites  1st  edition  as  an  act  TO  AMEND 
THE  SEX  OFFENDER  REGISTRATION  PROGRAM  TO  INCLUDE  SEXUAL  BATTERY  AS  A  REPORTABLE 
OFFENSE.  AND  ADD  SEXUAL  BATTERY  TO  THE  OFFENSES  REOUIRING  A  DNA  SAMPLE.  (2)  Amends  GS 
14-208.6(5)  to  add  sexual  battery  under  GS  14-27.5A  to  the  list  of  offenses  that  qualify  as  sexually  violent  such 
that  they  must  be  reported  under  the  sex  offender  registration  program.  (3)  Amends  GS  15A-266.4(b)  to  add  GS 
14-27.5A  to  the  list  of  offenses  for  which  a  convicted  offender  must  provide  a  DNA  sample.  (4)  Makes  act 
effective  December  1,  2005,  applicable  to  offenses  committed  on  or  after  that  date,  but  deletes  provision 
providing  that  prosecutions  for  offenses  committed  before  the  act’s  effective  date  are  not  abated  or  affected. 

H  1221.  PARENTING  COORDINATOR  ESTABLISHED.  Intro.  4/14/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Modifies  proposed  GS  50-91  to  clarify  that  the  court  may  appoint  a  parenting 
coordinator  at  any  time  during  the  proceedings  upon  its  motion  or  by  motion  or  agreement  of  the  parties  as  long 
as  a  party  does  not  object,  but  that  upon  the  entry  of  a  custody  order  or  parenting  agreement,  the  court  may 
appoint  a  parenting  coordinator  without  the  consent  of  the  parties.  Makes  technical  changes. 

H  1236.  INSURANCE  BD.  OF  GOVERNORS  MEMBERSHIP.  Intro.  4/18/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes 
the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Deletes  requirement  that  the  National  Association  of  Mutual  Insurance 
Companies  be  represented  on  the  board.  Replaces  it  with  requirement  that  the  board  include  one  insurer  from  the 
industry  at  large  selected  by  the  insurer  company  members  of  the  board.  Changes  title  accordingly.  Changes  all 
terms  of  board  members  to  three  years  (was  initial  term  of  two  years  with  subsequent  terms  being  three  years). 

H  1240.  VACATION  RENTAL  ACT  AMENDMENTS.  Intro.  4/18/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Amends  GS  42A-19(a)  to  specify  that  in  lieu  of  providing  a  grantee  a  copy  of  all 
rental  agreements  relating  to  the  transferred  property,  a  landlord  who  uses  a  standard  form  rental  agreement  can 
provide  a  copy  of  the  standard  form  along  with  the  part  of  the  agreement  specifying  details  unique  to  a  particular 
rental,  the  amount  to  be  paid,  and  the  signature  of  the  tenant.  No  agreements  need  to  be  provided  to  the  grantee 
if  the  grantee  has  engaged  the  landlord’s  rental  agent  to  continue  to  manage  the  property  after  the  transfer. 

Allows  the  grantee  20  days  rather  than  10  to  notify  vacation  tenants  of  the  transfer.  Makes  other  technical 
changes.  Specifies  act  is  effective  October  1,  2005,  and  applies  to  rental  agreements  entered  into  on  or  after  that 
date 

H  1327.  CRIM.  RECORD  CHECKS/PSYCHOLOGY  PRACTICE  ACT.  Intro.  4/20/05.  House  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Modifies  proposed  GS  90-270.22  to  (1)  provide  that  criminal  history 
record  check  provisions  apply  to  those  who  have  allegedly  violated  the  provisions  of  the  act  (was,  violated);  (2) 
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delete  requirement  that  the  Board  ensure  that  the  State  and  national  criminal  history  of  an  applicant  or  licensee  is 
checked;  (3)  delete  provisions  allowing  Board  to  deny  licensure  or  reinstatement  even  though  criminal  history 
record  check  reveals  one  or  more  convictions;  and  (4)  delete  provisions  defining  those  crimes  the  conviction  for 
which  makes  up  one's  “criminal  history.” 

H  1394.  TESTAMENTARY  RECOMMENDATION  OF  GUARDIAN.  Intro.  4/21/05.  House  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Makes  technical  changes  only. 

H  1401.  CONCEALED  CARRY  BY  LAW  ENFORCEMENT  OFFICERS.  Intro.  4/21/05.  House  committee 
substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  To  clarify  purpose  of  bill,  changes  title  to  AN  ACT  TO 
AMEND  THE  CIRCUMSTANCES  UNDER  WHICH  FEDERAL  LAW  ENFORCEMENT  OFFICERS  AND  SWORN 
LAW  ENFORCEMENT  OFFICERS  MAY  CARRY  CONCEALED  WEAPONS.  Also  clarifies  that  sworn  law 
enforcement  officers  may  not  carry  concealed  weapons  when  off  duty  while  they  are  consuming  alcohol  or  an 
unlawful  controlled  substance  or  while  alcohol  or  an  unlawful  controlled  substance  remains  in  the  officer's  body 
and  provides  that  written  regulations  authorizing  off-duty  concealed  weapons  are  not  necessary. 

H  1539.  UNC/AMEND  UMSTEAD  ACT.  Intro.  4/21/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following  changes 
to  1st  edition.  Transfers  new  GS  66-58(i),  which  authorizes  the  University  of  North  Carolina  to  engage  in  certain 
listed  activities  notwithstanding  the  prohibition  on  sales  and  services  set  forth  in  subsection  (a),  to  new  GS  66- 
58(b)(8)l.  through  o.  Clarifies  that  the  University  may  provide  University-related  services  or  market  University- 
related  merchandise  to  alumni.

Further  amends  section  to  permit  manufacturers  and 
distributors  to  require  that  a  dealer  grant  a  power  of  attorney  for  the  following  additional  purposes:  in  order  to 
correct  an  error  in  the  customer’s  finance  application  or  title  processing  document,  for  the  purpose  of  processing 
regular  titling  of  the  vehicle,  or  to  purchase  an  inventory  of  motor  vehicles  pursuant  to  an  agreement  between  the 
dealer  and  the  captive  finance  source.  Removes  prohibition  against  requiring  that  a  dealer  indemnify  a  captive 
finance  source  against  any  claims  or  that  dealer  repurchase  or  pay  off  motor  vehicle  sales  contracts  in  those 
cases  in  which  it  has  been  proven  that  a  material  breach  of  the  agreement  with  the  captive  finance  source  has 
occurred.  Defines  “material  breach.”  Specifically  permits  a  dealer  to  indemnify  a  captive  finance  source  for  certain 
environmental  risks.  Creates  exceptions  to  prohibition  against  requiring  a  dealer  to  contribute  to  any  reserve  of 
contingency  account  or  to  repossess  a  vehicle. 

Modifies  proposed  new  GS  20-305.7  concerning  equipment  leases  and  computer  services  contracts  with 
motor  vehicle  dealers  by  prohibiting  contracts  that  are  unreasonable  (was,  “unreasonable  or  onerous”)  and 
providing  that  unreasonableness  is  to  be  determined  by  the  Comm’r  of  Motor  Vehicles  or  a  court.  Provides  that 
prohibition  against  the  extension  of  contractual  terms  over  three  years  beyond  the  initial  term  of  the  agreement 
does  not  prohibit  month-to-month  continuation  of  agreement.  Requires  that  written  consent  for  computer  vendor 
to  obtain  access  to  customer  or  dealership  information  obtained  from  dealer  must  not  be  effective  for  a  period 
over  180  days  and  must  include  the  statement  set  forth  in  act.  Provides  that  section  does  not  prohibit  the 
disclosure  of  information  necessary  to  comply  with  federal  or  State  safety  requirements  or  to  implement 
manufacturer  recalls.  Amends  GS  20-308.2  to  make  Article’s  provisions  applicable  to  written  agreements  only 
(was,  oral  and  written)  and  to  delete  requirement  that  any  entity  owned  by  manufacturer  comply  with  Article.  In  list 
of  agreements  to  which  Article  applies,  deletes  reference  to  letter  of  intent,  sales  and  service  agreements, 
performance  agreements,  and  side  agreements.  Amends  GS  20-286(1 0)a.  to  define  “new  motor  vehicle"  as  a 
vehicle  that  has  never  been  the  subject  of  a  completed,  successful,  or  conditional  sale  that  was  subsequently 
approved  (was,  sale).  Makes  technical  changes. 

H  1541.  HOMEOWNER  ASSOCIATION  AMENDMENTS.  Intro.  4/21/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Amends  GS  Chapter  47F  (homeowners’  associations)  and  GS  Chapter  47C 
(condominium  unit  owners’  associations)  as  follows:  (1 )  allows  association  to  impose  charges  for  late  payment  of 
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assessments,  not  to  exceed  greater  of  $25  (was,  $15)  or  10%  of  the  amount  of  the  unpaid  assessment;  (2) 
requires  that  association  publish  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  officers  and  board  members  of  the  association 
within  30  days  after  their  election;  (3)  provides  that  hearings  for  imposing  fines  or  suspending  privileges  may  be 
held  before  the  executive  board  or  an  adjudicatory  panel  appointed  by  the  board  (was,  panel  only);  (4)  allows  a 
$100/day  fine  for  violations  that  continue  more  than  5  days  (was,  10  days)  after  the  determination  of  violation,  and 
deletes  maximum  fine;  (5)  establishes  procedure  for  appeal  of  panel’s  decision;  (6)  deletes  provision  requiring 
that  meetings  of  the  executive  board  be  open  to  members  or  their  designated  representatives  and  instead 
requires  that  executive  board  provide  lot  owners  with  an  opportunity  to  attend  a  portion  of  a  board  meeting  at 
regular  intervals  and  speak  on  their  concerns;  (7)  authorizes  association  to  enforce  assessment  liens  by  judicial 
foreclosure;  (8)  prohibits  association  from  levying,  charging,  or  attempting  to  collect  a  service,  collection, 
consulting,  or  administration  fee  from  a  lot  owner  unless  the  fee  is  expressly  allowed  in  the  declaration  and 
provides  that  a  lien  securing  a  debt  consisting  solely  of  those  fees  may  be  enforced  only  by  judicial  foreclosure; 

(9)  deletes  provision  giving  lot  owner  180  days  after  written  notice  to  redeem  property  from  any  purchaser  at  a 
foreclosure  sale  and  amendment  making  award  of  attorney’s  fees  optional  and  sets  forth  circumstances  under 
which  attorney’s  fees  will  be  awarded,  up  to  a  maximum  of  $1,200;  (10)  authorizes  the  association  to  agree  to 
payment  of  an  outstanding  balance  in  installments,  including  administrative  fees  for  processing  installments;  (11) 
deletes  proposed  GS  47F-3-1 16.1  and  47C-3-1 16.1  regarding  collections  for  delinquent  assessments  and 
proposed  GS  47F-3-117  and  47C-3-116.2  regarding  financial  reporting;  (12)  specifies  record  keeping  and 
accounting  requirements;  (13)  limits  the  ability  of  covenants  to  regulate  display  of  the  US  and  the  North  Carolina 
flag  (was,  US  flag  only)  and  political  signs,  but  permits  association  to  regulate  the  size  of  political  signs  and  the 
time  period  during  which  those  signs  are  displayed;  and  (14)  enacts  new  GS  47C-3-1 18(b)  to  require  that 
condominium  owners’  association  provide  a  unit  owner  a  statement  setting  forth  unpaid  assessments  within  ten 
business  days  after  the  request.  Changes  act’s  effective  date  to  January  1,  2006.

EXEMPTED  UNDER  FEDERAL  LAW.  Deletes  appropriation  provisions  in  original  bill.  Amends  GS  20-279.33 
(self-insurers)  as  new  title  indicates.  Allows  any  organized  group  that  has  been  in  existence  since  January  1 , 

1970,  to  qualify  as  a  self-insurer  if  conditions  set  forth  in  act  are  met.  Conditions  include  that  the  group  operate 
five  or  more  registered  vehicles,  the  group  members  believe  in  helping  other  members  of  the  group  meet  their 
financial  obligations,  group  is  financially  solvent  and  has  met  all  insurance  obligations  for  past  five  years,  group 
has  no  unsatisfied  judgments  arising  from  operation  or  use  of  a  motor  vehicle,  and  each  member  has  waived 
federal  social  security  rights  and  benefits.

Enacts  new  GS  1 1 4-1 5(b1 )  to  authorize  the  State  Bureau  of  Investigation  to 
investigate  certain  crimes  committed  by  use  of  a  computer.  Conforms  title  of  bill. 

S  512.  ELECTRIC  SERVICE  CONFLICTS.  Intro.  3/15/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  1  st  edition.  Replaces  blank  bill  with  AN  ACT  TO  PROHIBIT  THE  PRACTICE  OF  CONDITIONING 
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THE  PROVISION  OF  WATER  OR  SEWER  SERVICES  UPON  AGREEING  TO  BE  SUPPLIED  WITH 
ELECTRICITY,  TO  PRESERVE  THE  CORRIDOR  SERVICE  RIGHTS  OF  ELECTRIC  SUPPLIERS  OUTSIDE 
CITIES  FROM  BEING  LOST  OR  DILUTED  DUE  TO  EXTRATERRITORIAL  SERVICES  BY  CITIES,  AND  TO 
ADDRESS  OTHER  ELECTRIC  TERRITORY  ISSUES.  Enacts  new  GS  75-39  to  prohibit  a  municipality  or  other 
provider  of  water  or  sewer  services  from  conditioning  the  provision  of  water  or  sewer  services  on  a  person’s 
agreement  to  receive  electric  service  from  the  municipality  or  another  electric  supplier.  Amends  GS  160A-331 
definitions  of  “line"  and  “secondary  supplier.”  Enacts  new  GS  160A-331 .1,  160A-331 .2,  and  11 7-1 0.3  to  provide 
that  during  the  period  beginning  June  1 , 2005,  and  ending  May  31 , 2007,  a  city  must  obtain  the  written  consent  of 
an  electric  membership  corporation  before  extending  an  electric  distribution  line  outside  of  a  city's  corporate  limits 
and  into  territory  assigned  to  that  corporation,  and  that  a  corporation  must  obtain  the  consent  of  a  city  whose 
corporate  limits  are  within  three  miles  of  any  part  of  a  line  or  extension  before  undertaking  construction  or 
extension  of  corporation's  line.

Also  requires  that  during  that  same  period  corporations  and  cities  that  own 
electric  lines  undertake  good  faith  negotiations  regarding  the  provision  of  electric  service  in  areas  outside  a  city's 
corporate  limits  and  submit  those  agreements  to  the  NC  Utilities  Comm'n.  Requires  that  any  dispute  concerning 
the  failure  of  a  party  to  grant  consent  or  the  failure  of  a  corporation  or  a  city  to  enter  into  agreement  concerning 
electric  service  outside  a  city’s  corporate  limits  be  resolved  under  the  provisions  of  new  GS  7A-38.3B  which  sets 
forth  the  procedures  for  prelitigation  mediation  of  territorial  disputes. 

Enacts  new  GS  160A-332(a)(6b)  to  require  that  any  electric  supplier  who  supplies  electric  services  in  an 
area  where  the  consumer  has  a  right  to  choose  its  suppliers  to  notify  the  consumer  of  that  choice  and  to  provide 
that  a  supplier’s  failure  to  provide  this  notice  will  forfeit  supplier’s  right  to  service  customer.  Enacts  new  GS  160A-

the  reference  in  GS  7A-775  (dealing  with  the  Sentencing  Services  Board)  to  GS  143-6.1,  now  repealed,  by 
replacing  it  with  reference  to  GS  143-6.2.  Effective  July  1, 2005. 

S  629.  MANUFACTURING  REDEVELOPMENT  DISTRICTS  (NEW).  Intro.  3/17/05.  Senate  committee  substitute 
deletes  all  provisions  of  1st  edition  and  replaces  it  with  AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  REDEVELOPMENT  OF 
CERTAIN  MANUFACTURING  DISTRICTS.  Now  provides  that  a  manufacturing  redevelopment  district  may  be 
established  in  economically  distressed  counties  where  (1)  all  of  the  real  property  comprising  the  district  is  a 
privately  owned  in-holding  of  50  acres  or  more  within  a  State  forest  of  10,000  acres  or  more;  (2)  the  district 
contains  a  manufacturing  facility  that  has  been  out  of  production  for  two  years  or  more;  (3)  failure  to  restart  the 
facility  would  result  in  a  permanent  lost  opportunity  to  create  50  or  more  jobs;  (4)  the  facility  has  a  total  square 
footage  of  500  square  feet  or  more;  (5)  the  new  operator  of  the  facility  intends  to  employ  more  than  50 
employees;  (6)  the  new  operator  of  the  manufacturing  facility  has  accepted  responsibility  for  assessment  and 
remediation  of  known  and  unknown  environmental  conditions  and  has  prefunded  an  assessment  and  remediation 
program  in  an  amount  of  at  least  $5  million;  and  (7)  the  owner  donates  the  real  property  comprising  the 
manufacturing  redevelopment  district  to  the  State.

Makes 
conforming  change  to  GS  135-40. 4(a). 
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S  756.  REVISE  BUILDING  COMMISSION  MEMBERSHIP.  Intro.  3/22/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.  (1)  Amends  GS  143-1 35.25(c)  to  increase  membership  of  State  Building 
Commission  to  13  (was,  9;  original  bill,  12)  and  to  provide  that  the  additional  member  will  be  either  a  licensed 
architect  with  primary  practice  in  the  design  of  buildings  or  a  registered  engineer  with  primary  practice  in  the 
design  of  engineering  systems  of  buildings,  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  a  term  expiring  June  30,  2009.

REPORT  TO  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY.  Now  provides  that  the  NC  Human  Relations  Commission  is  to  study 
whether  the  State  Fair  Housing  Act  should  be  amended  to  make  it  an  unlawful  discriminatory  housing  practice  to 
refuse  to  enter  into  a  residential  real  estate  transaction  with  a  person  based  upon  the  fact  that  the  person  receives 
public  assistance  due  to  age  or  physical  or  mental  disability. 

S  797.  BAIL  BONDS/FORFEITURES  &  REMITTANCES.  Intro.  3/23/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Amends  GS  15A-544.5(6)  to  provide  that  if  defendant  was  incarcerated, 
arrested,  sentenced,  or  confined  in  a  unit  of  the  Department  of  Correction,  a  detention  facility,  or  a  unit  of  the 
Federal  Bureau  of  Prisons,  the  forfeiture  of  a  bail  bond  may  be  set  aside  (original  bill  provided  for  set  aside  if 
defendant  was  incarcerated  anywhere).

Enacts  new  GS  160A-375(b)  and  153A-334(b)  to  provide  that  section  is  not 
violated  by  presale  or  prelease  contracts  entered  into  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  development  financing  where

Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  1st  edition.  Deletes  amendments  to  GS  44A-1  and  44A-2(d)  authorizing  liens  on  a  motor  vehicle’s 
cargo  for  reasonable  charges  for  repairs.  Makes  technical  corrections. 

S  856.  ACCESS  TO  PUBLIC  TRIAL  PREPARATION  MATERIAL.  Intro.  3/23/05.  Senate  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  1  st  edition.  Modifies  proposed  GS  1 32-1 .9  to  clarify  that  a  party  to  a  pending  legal 
proceeding  may  seek  access  to  trial  preparation  materials  by  motion  made  in  the  pending  legal  proceeding  and 
may  not  commence  a  separate  proceeding  seeking  release  of  those  records  under  GS  132-9  (establishing 
procedure  to  compel  access  to  public  records)  and  that  as  used  in  section,  “legal  proceeding”  refers  to  civil,  not 
criminal,  proceedings.

Adds  amendments  to  GS  93A-3,  creating  the  real  Estate  Commission, 
to  (1)  provide  that  Commission  members  can  receive  a  per  diem  in  an  amount  set  by  Commission  rule,  (2)  specify 
that  members  and  Commission  employees  must  receive  mileage  reimbursement  for  travel  at  the  business 
standard  rate  set  by  the  IRS,  and  (3)  provide  that  the  Commission  may  deposit  moneys  in  accounts  with  banks, 
savings  and  loans,  or  trust  companies,  and  may  invest  in  certain  securities. 
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S  1121.  BROWNFIELDS  PROPERTY  REUSE  ACT  AMENDMENTS  (NEW).  Intro.  3/24/05.  Senate  committee 
substitute  deletes  all  provisions  of  the  1st  edition  and  replaces  it  with  AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  BROWNFIELDS 
PROPERTY  REUSE  ACT  OF  1997.  Amends  GS  1 30A-31 0.31  (b)  to  exclude  from  the  definition  of  a  “brownfields 
site”  a  site  listed  on  the  National  Priorities  List  and  to  modify  definitions  of  “unrestricted  use  standards"  and 
“prospective  developer.”  Amends  GS  130A-310.34  to  reduce  public  comment  period  for  a  Notice  of  Intent  to 
Redevelop  a  Brownfields  Property  from  60  to  30  days  and  the  period  within  which  a  person  must  submit  a  written 
request  for  a  public  meeting  from  30  to  21  days.  Also  requires  that  notice  of  hearing  be  given  15  (was,  30)  days  in 
advance  of  hearing.  Amends  GS  130A-31 0.37(c)  to  prohibit  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  from  entering 
into  a  brownfields  agreement  for  a  site  listed  on  the  National  Priorities  List  (was,  a  federal  Superfund  site). 
Effective  January  1, 2006.  Committee  substitute  is  identical  to  house  committee  substitute  H  1099,  adopted 
5/26/05. 

S  1143.  PROTECT  BUILDING  INSPECTORS  (NEW).  Intro.  3/24/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Deletes  proposed  GS  160A-200  and  153A-144,  which  would  have  provided 
immunity  for  city  and  county  public  safety  officers  and  employees.  Amends  title  accordingly.  Also  amends 
immunity  for  building  inspectors  to  provide  immunity  unless  the  acts  or  omissions  at  issue  were  material  to  the 
value  of  the  structure  and  demonstrated  by  clear  and  convincing  evidence  (was  unless  acts  or  omissions 
amounted  to  gross  negligence  or  intentional  wrongdoing). 


HOUSE  BILLS 

H  76.  REDUCE  SMOKING  IN  RESTAURANTS  (NEW).  Intro.  2/7/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Replaces  ban  on  smoking  in  restaurants  with  requirement  that,  effective  January 
1,  2006,  every  restaurant  have  a  designated  “No  Smoking”  area  and  prohibits  smoking  in  these  areas.  The 
designated  no  smoking  area  must  include  at  least  50%  of  the  seating  capacity  inside  the  restaurant.  Requires  that 
a  person  smoking  in  a  no  smoking  area  be  asked  to  leave  the  premises  if  the  person  does  not  extinguish  tobacco 
products  when  asked  to  do  so  by  restaurant  employees.  Specifies  that  persons  asked  to  extinguish  tobacco 
products  have  no  civil  cause  of  action  against  restaurant  owners  or  operators.  Provisions  of  bill  apply  to 
designated  bar  or  lounge  areas  attached  to  a  restaurant  where  alcoholic  beverages  are  sold  beginning  January  1 , 
2007.  By  January  1 , 2007,  the  smoking  area  of  a  restaurant  must  be  in  a  room  separate  and  apart  from  the  main 
dining  area.  Effective  January  1,  2008,  minors  who  work  in  restaurants  with  smoking  areas  must  have  written 
permission  from  parents  before  working  in  smoking  areas.  That  provision  will  not  apply  to  children  of  employers. 
Beginning  January  1 , 2010,  any  restaurant  that  allows  smoking  must  post  at  least  one  notice  near  the  sanitation 
grade  or  on  the  front  door  that  smoking  is  allowed  in  the  facility.  Specifies  that  nothing  in  the  bill  prohibits  a  county 
health  department  from  maintaining  an  Internet  listing  of  local  restaurants  considered  smoke  free. 

H  126.  SCHS  BEVERAGE/SNACK  VENDING  (NEW).  Intro.  2/9/05.  House  committee  substitute  deletes  all 
provisions  of  1st  edition  and  replaces  it  with  AN  ACT  TO  ESTABLISH  A  STATEWIDE  STANDARD  FOR 
VENDING  PRODUCTS  SOLD  DURING  THE  SCHOOL  DAY,  AS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  STUDY 
COMMITTEE  FOR  CHILDHOOD  OVERWEIGHT/OBESITY  OF  THE  HEALTH  AND  WELLNESS  TRUST  FUND. 
Amends  GS  115C-264  to  delete  provision  in  subsection  (b)  allowing  schools  to  sell  soft  drinks  to  students  under 
certain  conditions.  Enacts  new  GS  1 15C-264.2  providing  conditions  under  which  beverages,  including  soft  drinks, 
may  be  sold  in  elementary,  middle,  and  high  schools,  and  providing  that  effective  by  the  2006-2007  school  year, 
at  least  75%  of  snack  vending  products  must  have  no  more  than  200  calories  per  portion  or  package.  Also  makes 
technical  changes  to  GS  1 1 5C-264.  Effective  for  contracts  executed  or  renewed  on  and  after  August  1 ,  2005. 

H  253.  NC  TURNPIKE  AUTHORITY  CHANGES.  Intro.  2/16/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  1st  edition.  Amends  GS  136-44.50  to  allow  the  Turnpike  Authority  to  adopt  transportation  corridor 
official  maps.  Amends  GS  136-89.172  to  extend  the  authority  of  the  Dep’t  of  Transportation  to  issue  a  private  pilot 
toll  project  license  until  2009  (was  2003).  Also  increases  the  number  of  projects  the  authority  may  undertake  from 
three  to  nine  (six  in  original  bill).  Changes  title  to  reflect  new  provisions.  Provides  that  one  of  the  additional 
projects  must  be  a  bridge  from  the  mainland  to  a  peninsula  bordering  the  State  of  Virginia. 

H  288.  MV  MOVE-OVER  LAW  CHANGES.  Intro.  2/17/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  1st  edition.  Amends  GS  20-1 57(f)  to  define  “public  service  vehicle”  and  to  require  drivers  passing 
emergency  vehicles  to  reduce  the  vehicle’s  speed  by  at  least  20  miles  per  hour  under  a  posted  speed  limit  of  25 
miles  per  hour  or  greater,  or  to  five  miles  per  hour  when  posted  speed  limit  is  20  miles  per  hour  or  less. 
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Establishes  the  following  penalties  for  violations  of  the  statute:  (1 )  violating  the  statute  and  causing  serious  injury 
to  or  the  death  of  a  police  officer  or  any  other  emergency  response  person  in  the  vicinity  of  the  emergency 
vehicle — Class  I  felony  and  revocation  of  drivers  license  for  up  to  six  months  with  possibility  of  limited  driving 
privileges;  (2)  violating  the  statute  and  causing  damage  to  property  in  excess  of  $500  or  injury  to  a  police  officer 
or  other  emergency  response  person  in  the  vicinity  of  the  emergency  vehicle — Class  1  misdemeanor;  (3)  all  other 
violations— infraction  punishable  by  a  fine  of  $250.  Changes  effective  date  from  December  1 , 2005  to  July  1 , 

2006. 

H  327.  2005  TECHNICAL  CORRECTIONS  ACT.  Intro.  2/22/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  1st  edition.  Amends  GS  14-309.1 5(a)  to  make  it  lawful  for  any  governmental  entity  within  the  state  to 
conduct  a  raffle  in  accordance  with  that  section.  Amends  GS  20-1 58(b)(2)  to  limit  right  turns  at  red  lights  to  red 
lights  emitting  by  a  steady-beam  traffic  signal  (previously  a  steady  or  strobe  beam  stoplight).

AUTHORITY  OF  THE  COUNTY  OF  DURHAM  TO  ENTER  INTO  PUBLIC-PRIVATE  PROJECTS.  Amends  SL 
1987-789  (section  2)  and  SL  1986-908  (section  1)  to  remove  references  to  “urban”  projects  and  allow  location  of 
projects  anywhere  within  Durham  County;  to  allow  the  county  to  enter  a  covered  contract  after  acquisition  of  real 
property  necessary  to  the  project;  to  allow  leases  of  county  property  in  public-private  projects  for  periods  of  ten 
years  or  more  without  treating  the  leases  as  sales;  and  to  allow  the  county  and  private  developer  to  use  the  same 
contractors.

Senate  amendment  makes  the  following  changes 
to  2nd  edition.  Amends  GS  90-1 13.40  to  provide  that  Certified  Clinical  Supervisors  must  meet  the  requirement  in 
subsection  (a)(5a)  (requiring  a  complete  criminal  history  record  check).  Deletes  duplicate  requirement  in 
subsection  (b)(5a). 

S  751.  STATE  HEALTH  PLAN/OPTIONS.  Intro.  4/11/05.  Senate  amendment  makes  the  following  change  to  2nd 
edition.  Removes  requirement  that  optional  hospital  and  medical  benefits  program  for  state  health  plan  be 
“prepaid.” 

S  756.  REVISE  BUILDING  COMMISSION  MEMBERSHIP.  Intro.  3/22/05.  Senate  amendment  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Increases  number  of  members  on  the  State  Building  Comm’n  from  13  to  15, 
adding  a  public  member  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  President  Pro  Tern, 
of  the  Senate  and  a  public  member  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Speaker 
of  the  House.  Modifies  initial  terms  for  some  Comm’n  members. 

S  797.  BAIL  BONDS/FORFEITURES  &  REMITTANCES.  Intro.  3/23/05.  Senate  amendment  makes  the  following 
changes  to  2nd  edition.  Clarifies  that  failure  to  appear  due  to  incarceration  or  imprisonment  is  only  for 
confinement  at  the  time  of  failure  to  appear  and  includes  confinement  in  facilities  located  in  other  states.  Removes 
provisions  relieving  surety  of  liability  for  appearance  bond  or  transportation  costs  under  certain  circumstances.

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S  981.  DRINKING  WATER  SUPPLY  RESERVOIR  PROTECTION  (NEW).  Intro  3/24/05  Senate  committee 
substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Substantially  rewrites  provisions  of  original  as  follows. 
Section  1  includes  legislative  findings.  Section  2  requires  the  Environmental  Management  Comm’n  to  study  water 
quality  in  State  drinking  water  supply  reservoirs  to  determine  whether  the  reservoirs  meet  current  water  quality 
standards  and  report  its  findings  and  recommendations.  Requires  the  Comm'n  to  identify  nutrient  control  criteria. 
Directs  Comm  n  action  when  criteria  are  not  achieved  and  requires  reporting.  Section  3  amends  the  criteria 
defining  the  reservoirs  to  which  the  section  applies,  provides  for  a  temporary  limitation  on  certain  new  or 
increased  nutrient  loading  allocations,  amends  provision  requiring  the  Comm'n  to  develop  a  nutrient  management 
strategy,  provides  for  Comm'n  rulemaking,  and  requires  reporting.

Clarifies  that  temporary  restriction  on  increased  nutrient  loading  in  water  supply 
reservoirs  deemed  not  likely  to  meet  water  quality  standards  does  not  prohibit  a  currently  permitted  wastewater 
discharger  into  that  reservoir  from  purchasing  nutrient  loading  allocations  from  other  dischargers  with  permits  for 
the  same  reservoir.  Further  clarifies  that  wastewater  plants  owned  by  state  agencies  may  apply  for  subsidized 
wastewater  funding  if  the  operator  is  a  local  government  unit  that  eventually  plans  to  own  the  plant. 

S  1057.  EDUCATION  IMPROVEMENT  ACT  OF  2005.  Intro.  3/24/05.  Senate  amendment  makes  the  following 
changes  to  2nd  edition.  Adds  new  GS  1 1 5C-288.1  requiring  local  superintendents  or  their  designees  to  evaluate 
all  principals  and  assistant  principals  at  least  annually.  Directs  State  Board  of  Education  to  ensure  that 
evaluations  include  accountability  measures  of  teacher  retention,  teacher  support,  and  school  climate.  Permits 
local  variation  of  state  performance  and  evaluation  standards  under  certain  circumstances. 

S  1059.  PERFUSIONISTS  LICENSURE.  Intro.  3/24/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  2nd  edition.

Senate  committee  substitute 
replaces  1st  edition  with  AN  ACT  AUTHORIZING  THE  TOWN  OF  AHOSKIE  TO  GIVE  ANNUAL  NOTICE  TO 
CHRONIC  VIOLATORS  OF  THE  TOWN'S  OVERGROWN  VEGETATION  ORDINANCE.  Current  SL  1999-58,  as 
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amended,  authorizes  certain  municipalities  to  issue  annual  notices  to  property  owners  who  are  chronic  violators  of 
the  municipality’s  overgrown  vegetation  ordinance.  The  annual  notice  informs  the  property  owner  that  the 
municipality  may  take  immediate  action  to  remedy  a  violation  of  the  ordinance  without  additional  notice.  Any 
expenses  incurred  by  the  municipality  become  a  lien  on  the  property.  Committee  substitute  amends  current  law  to 
add  the  Town  of  Ahoskie  to  the  list  of  municipalities  that  may  exercise  this  authority.

PERCENT  UPPER  INDIVIDUAL  INCOME  TAX  BRACKET  AS  ENACTED  IN  2001  FOR  THE  2006  AND  2007 
TAXABLE  YEARS;  EXTENDING  THE  ESTATE  TAX  UNTIL  JANUARY  1.  2010;  EXTENDING  THE  ADDITIONAL 
ONE-HALF  CENT  STATE  SALES  AND  USE  TAX  UNTIL  JULY  1,  2007;  MAKING  SALES  TAX  CHANGES 
REQUIRED  BY  THE  STREAMLINED  SALES  TAX  AGREEMENT;  RETAINING  THE  USE  TAX  LINE  ON  THE

CONTINUING  BUDGET  AUTHORITY 

Makes  the  following  changes  effective  June  30,  2005,  and  expiring  30  days  after  they  become  law.  (1) 
Authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Budget  to  continue  to  allot  funds  at  a  level  not  to  exceed  the  level  of  recurring 
expenditures  authorized  in  SL  2004-124  until  the  Current  Operations  and  Capital  Improvements  Appropriations 
Act  of  2005  (“2005  Act")  becomes  law,  at  which  time  the  Director  must  adjust  allotments  to  make  the  2005  Act 
effective  from  July  1,  2005.  Provides  that  Director  must  not  allocate  funds  for  purposes  set  out  in  budget 
reductions  contained  in  S  622,  4th  edition,  and  S  622,  as  it  passes  the  House  of  Representatives,  that  are  not  in 
controversy.  Freezes  hiring  for  vacant  positions  subject  to  proposed  reductions.  (2)  Authorizes  continued 
appropriation  and  allocation  of  federal  block  grants.  (3)  Suspends  certain  automatic  statutory  salary  increases 
until  authorized  by  General  Assembly.  (4)  Maintains  State's  employer  contribution  rates  for  retirement  and  related 
benefits,  for  2005-06,  at  June  30,  2005  levels,  unless  modified  by  the  2005  Act.  (5)  Provides  that,  if  either  S  622, 
4th  edition,  or  S  622,  as  it  passes  the  House  of  Representatives,  or  both,  direct  that  funds  not  revert,  the  funds  do 
not  revert  on  June  30,  2005,  and  that  unless  those  funds  are  encumbered  on  or  before  June  30,  2005,  they  must 
not  be  expended  after  June  30,  2005,  except  pursuant  to  a  law  enacted  after  that  date.  (6)  Provides  that,  for 
2004-05,  funds  will  not  be  reserved  to  the  Repairs  and  Renovations  Reserve  or  Savings  Reserve  Account  and 
that  the  State  Controller  must  not  transfer  funds  from  the  unreserved  credit  balance  to  those  accounts  on  June 
30,  2005. 
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Amends  GS  1 47-69. 2(b)(1 1 )  to  extend  the  maximum  maturity  date  for  certain  debt  of  the  Global 
T ransPark  Authority  from  July  1 ,  2005,  until  July  31 , 2005. 

INCOME  TAX  CHANGES 

Like  the  Senate  budget,  S  622,  4th  edition,  the  act  (1 )  conforms  the  definition  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code  to  federal  changes  made  from  May  1, 2004,  to  January  1,  2005,  except  it  does  not  conform  to  the  qualified 
production  activities  deduction;  (2)  conforms  to  the  federal  provision  allowing  a  2004  deduction  for  certain 
charitable  contributions  made  in  January  1, 2005;  (3)  does  not  conform  to  the  federal  tonnage  tax  in  lieu  of 
income  tax  on  qualified  shipping  activities  or  to  the  federal  deduction  for  state  sales  taxes  in  lieu  of  state  income 
taxes;  (4)  delays  until  January  1,  2005,  conformity  to  any  federal  changes  that  would  increase  NC  taxable  income 
for  the  2004  tax  year. 

Delays  the  sunset  of  the  8.25%  individual  upper  income  tax  bracket  for  two  years,  from  January  1,  2006, 
to  January  1,  2008. 

ESTATE  TAX  CHANGES 

Like  the  Senate  budget,  S  622,  4th  edition,  repeals  the  July  1 , 2005,  sunset  on  the  NC  estate  tax,  so  that 
the  amount  of  the  NC  estate  tax  remains  as  the  amount  of  the  federal  state  death  tax  credit  that  was  allowed 
under  the  Code  in  2001 .  The  NC  estate  tax  is  then  automatically  repealed  in  2010,  when  the  federal  estate  tax  is 
repealed. 

SALES  TAX  CHANGES 

Extends  until  July  1 , 2007,  the  current  July  1 , 2005,  sunset  on  the  additional  half-cent  state  sales  tax.

(2)  Taxes 
telecommunications  service  at  the  combined  general  rate  of  7%  (was,  6%),  effective  September  1,  2005.  (3) 
Taxes  satellite  television  at  the  combined  general  rate  of  7%  (was,  5%),  effective  September  1, 2005.  (4)  Taxes 
spirituous  liquor  at  the  combined  general  rate  of  7%  (was,  6%),  effective  September  1, 2005.  (5)  Exempts  items 
sold  to  farmers  for  use  by  the  farmer;  central  office  equipment  sold  to  telephone  companies;  broadcasting 
equipment  sold  to  radio  or  television  stations;  sales  of  fuel  and  machinery  sold  to  commercial  laundries;  and 
certain  sales  to  an  interstate  air  courier  for  use  at  its  hub,  effective  January  1,  2006.  (6)  Taxes  railway  cars  and 
locomotives  (but  allows  refunds),  effective  September  1,  2005.  (7)  Imposes  a  privilege  tax  of  1%  on 
manufacturing  fuel  and  recycling  equipment,  effective  September  1, 2005,  in  lieu  of  differential  sales  tax  rate.  (8) 
Exempts  funeral  services  and  taxes  tangible  personal  property,  effective  September  1,  2005.  (8)  Provides  an 
amnesty  provision,  as  required  by  the  Streamlined  Agreement,  for  sellers  who  register  with  the  State  within  1 2 
months  after  the  State  becomes  a  member  of  the  Agreement,  effective  September  1 , 2005.  (9)  Retains  the  use 
tax  line  item  on  the  individual  income  tax  return  for  an  additional  five  years,  until  2010. 

Similar  to  the  Senate  budget,  S  622,  4th  edition,  provides  that  cable  service  and  satellite  digital  audio 
radio  service  are  taxed  the  same  as  direct  to  home  satellite  service,  at  the  combined  general  rate  of  7%,  effective 
September  1 , 2005.

House  committee 
substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Changes  title  to  AN  ACT  TO  ALLOW  STATE-OWNED 
PROPERTY  TO  BE  MOVED  FROM  ONE  COUNTY  WA  TER  AND  SEWER  DISTRICT  TO  ANOTHER  AND  TO 
INCREASE  THE  MAXIMUM  ANNUAL  PER  DIEM  OF  MEMBERS  OF  WATER  AND  SEWER  AUTHORITIES. 
Amends  GS  162A-5(c)  to  increase  the  maximum  annual  per  diem  that  a  county  water  and  sewer  authority 
member  may  receive  from  $2,000  to  $4,000.

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H  892.  REGULATE  SALE  OF  MALT  BEVERAGE  KEGS.  Intro.  3/24/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Modifies  proposed  GS  18B-310(b)  to  require  that  form  to  be  signed  by  retail 
purchaser  of  keg  include  the  date  the  keg  is  to  be  returned.  Deletes  requirement  that  form  include  the  specific 
address  where,  and  dates  when,  malt  beverage  in  keg  will  be  consumed.  Requires  retail  sellers  to  retain  a  copy  of 
form  for  one  year  from  date  of  purchase  (was,  three  years).  Makes  technical  changes. 

H  1048.  GOVERNOR’S  DWI  TASK  FORCE  RECOMMENDATIONS.  Intro.  3/31/05  House  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition. 

Permit  for  malt  beverage  keg.  Makes  technical  changes  to  provisions  regulating  purchases  of  beer  kegs. 
Amends  GS  18B-403  to  allow  a  retailer  of  a  keg  of  malt  beverage  for  off-premises  consumption  to  issue  a 
purchase-transportation  permit  and  requires  retailers  to  retain  records  of  all  permits  issued  for  at  least  one  year. 

Pretrial  civil  revocation.  Deletes  proposed  amendments  regarding  pretrial  civil  revocation. 

Seizure  of  registration  plate/interlock.  Deletes  proposed  amendments  regarding  seizure  of  registration  plates 
for  certain  people  charged  with  impaired  driving  offenses  and  regarding  interlock. 

Checking  stations  and  roadblocks.  Revises  proposed  amendments  to  GS  20-1 6. 3A  (checking  stations  and 
roadblocks)  as  follows:  (1)  Requires  pattern  used  by  officers  to  determine  which  drivers  are  to  be  stopped  to  be 
either  in  writing  or  pursuant  to  a  written  policy  of  one  of  the  law  enforcement  agencies  conducting  the  checkpoint; 
(2)  Requires  Attorney  General  to  develop  model  policy:  (3)  Prohibits  law  enforcement  agencies  from  repeatedly 
conducting  checks  in  same  location  if  the  location  is  near  a  business  licensed  to  sell  alcohol  for  on-premises 
consumption;  (4)  Deletes  proposed  amendment  prohibiting  judges  from  suppressing  evidence  without  making  a 
written  finding  that  there  was  a  substantial  and  willful  violation  of  statute,  not  done  in  good  faith,  that  also 
constituted  a  constitutional  violation. 

Implied  consent  case  procedures.  Rewrites  proposed  new  GS  20-38.5,  which  establishes  procedures 
applicable  in  district  court  prosecutions  for  implied  consent  offenses;  (1)  to  provide  that  defendant  may  move  to 
suppress  evidence  or  dismiss  charges  (except  based  on  insufficient  evidence,  which  may  be  made  after  the  trial) 
only  before  trial,  unless  new  evidence  is  discovered  during  trial;  (2)  to  provide  that  the  state  is  entitled  to  a 
reasonable  time  to  prepare  response  to  these  motions;  (3)  to  allow  judge  to  summarily  deny  the  motion  if  the 
defendant  failed  to  make  motion  before  trial  (unless  covered  by  exceptions);  (4)  to  require  the  judge  to  make 
written  findings  of  fact  and  conclusions  of  law  on  motions  and  to  preliminarily  indicate  whether  motion  should  be 
granted  or  denied,  but  if  judge  indicates  motion  should  be  granted,  judge  may  not  enter  a  final  judgment  on  the 
motion  until  after  case  is  either  appealed  by  the  state  or  the  state  decides  not  to  appeal.  Deletes  proposed  GS 
20-38.7  which  would  have  specified  standard  of  review  of  motions.  Adds  provision  to  GS  20-16.2  to  require 
officers  testing  a  defendant  to  report  alcohol  concentration  results  of  0.16  or  more  to  DMV  by  affidavit;  retains 
current  provisions  dealing  with  limited  driving  privileges  and  with  prearrest  tests  under  that  section.  Modifies  the 
effective  date  of  the  requirement  that  the  AOC  electronically  record  explanation  of  dismissal  forms. 

Clarifying  per  se/impaired  driving  offenses.  Retains  current  legal  descriptions  of  per  se  offenses  (crimes  that 
are  committed  when  a  person  drives  a  vehicle  with  a  certain  amount  of  alcohol  in  his  or  her  body),  in  addition  to 
language  added  by  the  bill  (that  the  person,  properly  charged  with  an  offense,  submitted  to  a  chemical  analysis 
and  the  result  was  equal  to  or  greater  than  the  specified  limits,  which  are  0.08  for  most  drivers,  0.04  for  drivers  of 
commercial  vehicles,  and  0.00  for  certain  other  drivers).  Provides  that  it  is  a  defense  to  a  charge  of  impaired 
driving  committed  by  having  certain  illegal  drugs  in  the  body  if  those  drugs  were  lawfully  obtained  and  taken  in 
therapeutically  appropriate  amounts.  Deletes  proposed  amendment  to  GS  20-1 38.3  (d)  which  eliminated  a  judge’s 
authority  to  issue  limited  driving  privileges  in  some  convictions  under  that  section. 

Admissibility  of  chemical  test  results.  Revises  proposed  amendment  to  GS  20-139. 1(b3),  which  establishes 
the  requirements  for  admitting  multiple  breath  tests  into  evidence,  to  retain  the  allowed  amount  of  deviation 
between  the  two  tests  at  0.02.  Adds  amendment  to  GS  20-139.1  specifying  that  lab  tests  done  pursuant  to  that 
section  must  be  done  in  accordance  with  procedures  adopted  by  SBI  or  certified  crime  lab,  and  deletes  proposed 
amendment  prohibiting  judges  from  suppressing  chemical  analyses  for  violating  statutory  testing  requirements. 

Driving  while  license  revoked.  Rewrites  provisions  of  proposed  amendment  to  GS  20-28  (which  punishes 
driving  with  a  revoked  license  and  would  create  a  new  offense  of  driving  with  a  license  revoked  for  an  impaired 
driving  offense)  to  specify  when  drivers  may  reapply  for  licenses  revoked  under  that  section.  Requires  drivers 
revoked  under  GS  20-1 6.5  who  are  convicted  of  driving  during  that  revocation  to  obtain  substance  abuse 
assessment  and  show  proof  of  financial  responsibility  in  order  to  be  relicensed,  and  specifies  that  a  licensee 
revoked  for  a  conviction  of  the  new  offense  may  not  reapply  for  a  license  for  at  least  one  year,  even  if  it  is  a  first 
offense  under  that  section.  Adds  new  subsections  (c3)  and  (c4)  to  limit  the  conditional  restorations  of  licenses  of 
people  convicted  of  any  driving  while  license  revoked  offenses  to  those  people  convicted  of  the  new  offense 
created  by  this  act;  to  require  those  drivers  to  obtain  substance  abuse  assessments  and  show  proof  of  financial 
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responsibility;  and,  if  the  assessment  shows  the  person  abuses  alcohol,  to  require  the  person  to  obtain  an  ignition 
interlock.  Specifies  grounds  for  revoking  conditionally  restored  license. 

Sentencing.  Adds  detailed  provisions  to  GS  20-1 79  spelling  out  how  jury  will  make  decisions  about  the 
presence  of  aggravating  factors.  Requires  new  sentencing  hearing  in  district  court  if  there  is  an  appeal  of  a 
conviction  in  district  court  followed  by  the  case’s  being  remanded  back  to  that  court,  and  while  the  case  was  on 
appeal,  the  defendant  received  additional  convictions.  Deletes  requirement  that  jail  maintain  log  of  actual  hours 
served  by  impaired  driving  defendants. 

Fees  and  fines.  Deletes  proposed  amendments  regarding  fees  and  fines. 

Parole.  Amends  GS  15A-1374  to  require  that  convicted  impaired  drivers  who  are  paroled  after  completing 
treatment  in  prison  or  jail  must  be  paroled  to  a  residential  treatment  program,  be  placed  on  community  service 
parole,  or  be  subject  to  electronic  house  arrest.  Deletes  proposed  amendments  to  GS  15A-1 371(h)  and  (i),  which 
would  have  allowed  Parole  Commission  to  release  person  to  House  Arrest  Program  as  alternative  to  parole. 

H  1116.  STUDY  TEACHER  ASSISTANT  SALARY  SCHEDULE.  Intro.  4/5/05.  House  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  change  to  1st  edition.  Adds  “level  of  education  required”  as  a  basis  for  movement  on  the  15- 
step  salary  schedule  the  study  is  to  consider. 

H  1340.  REESTABLISH  BOXING  COMMISSION.  Intro.  4/21/2005.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Reestablishes  Boxing  Comm’n  within  the  Dep’t  of  Crime  Control  and  Public 
Safety  (was,  Dep’t  of  Commerce,  Division  of  Tourism,  Film,  and  Sports  Development).  Makes  conforming 
changes.  Provides  that  Comm’n  consists  of  five  voting  and  two  nonvoting  advisory  members  (was,  seven 
members,  without  nonvoting  members).  Directs  nonvoting  advisory  members  to  advise  Comm’n  on  matters 
concerning  health  and  physical  condition  of  boxers  and  health  issues  related  to  conduct  of  exhibitions  and  boxing 
matches  and  authorizes  nonvoting  members  to  propose  rules,  for  approval  by  Comm’n,  to  safeguard  physical 
welfare  of  participants  engaged  in  boxing.  Provides  that  President  Pro  Tern,  and  Speaker  will  each  appoint  one 
nonvoting  member,  each  appointment  to  be  from  nominations  by  the  North  Carolina  Medical  Society  of  two 
licensed  physicians.  Provides  that  voting  members  will  include  three  appointed  by  Governor,  one  appointed  by 
General  Assembly  as  recommended  by  President  Pro  Tern.,  and  one  appointed  by  General  Assembly  as 
recommended  by  Speaker.  Amends  proposed  terms  of  voting  members  and  establishes  terms  for  nonvoting 
members.  Restores  prohibition  against  ultimate  warrior  matches  deleted  by  1st  edition. 

H  1614.  ENDORSING  TRADE  AGREEMENT  REPORT  (NEW).  Intro.  5/9/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes 
the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Rewrites  title  and  proposed  resolution  to  endorse  (rather  than  urge  General 
Assembly  to  endorse)  the  report.  Adds  provision  directing  Principal  Clerk  to  transmit  copies  of  the  resolution  to 
specified  persons.

Expand  express  review  program  statewide.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Judicial  Department 

Increase  charges  for  Appellate  Division  reports  to  actual  cost.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Salaries  and  Employee  Benefits 

Increase  benefit/Sheriffs'  Supplemental  Pension  Fund.  Same  as  4th  edition,  except  deletes  increase  in  cap  on 
retired  sheriffs'  pensions. 

Tobacco  Tax  Rate  Changes 

Tobacco  tax  rate  changes.  Amends  GS  105-113.5  to  increase  cigarette  tax  from  5  cents  to  30  cents  a  pack 
(4th  edition,  increased  to  40  cents).  Amends  GS  105-1 13.35(a)  to  increase  tax  on  other  tobacco  products  from 
2%  to  6%,  except  retains  2%  rate  on  cigars  (4th  edition,  increased  from  2%  to  4%  for  tobacco  products  including 
cigars).

Newborn  screening  fee.  Identical  to  4th  edition.

Same  as  4th  edition,  except  adds  new 
provisions  to  GS  143-6.2  providing  that  vendors  of  goods  or  services  that  receive  payment  from  State  agencies  or 
departments  are  not  required  to  file  a  conflict  of  interest  policy.  Requires  Director  of  the  Budget  to  report  facts 
pertaining  to  any  alleged  fraud  by  vendor.  Makes  technical  changes. 

Non-state  entities  shall  not  have  outstanding  tax  assessments/applicability  of  reporting  requirements. 
Substantively  identical  to  4th  edition. 

Information  Technology  Fund  availability  statement.  Identifies  source  of  funds  used  to  support  appropriations 
made  in  act. 

Information  technology  appropriations.  Substantively  identical  to  4th  edition.  Appropriates  $34,375,000  for 
2005-06  and  $13,025,000  for  2006-07  from  Information  Technology  Fund  for  specified  purposes. 

Monitor  and  evaluate  lease  purchase  activity.  Requires  Office  of  State  Budget  and  Management,  in 
consultation  with  Office  of  State  Treasurer,  Office  of  State  Controller,  and  Department  of  Administration,  to 
develop  and  implement  management  process  for  purposes  identified  in  title  and  to  submit  annual  report 
summarizing,  by  State  agency,  all  lease  purchase  expenditures  for  current  year  and  all  planned  lease  purchase 
expenditures  for  upcoming  year.

Collaboration  among  Departments  of  Administration,  Health  and  Human  Services,  Juvenile  Justice  and 
Delinquency  Prevention,  and  Public  Instruction  on  school-based  child  and  family  team  Initiative.  Establishes 
School-Based  Child  and  Family  Team  Initiative  (Initiative)  to  identify  and  coordinate  community  services  for 
children  at  risk  of  school  failure  or  out-of-home  placement.  Specifies  principles  on  which  Initiative  is  based. 
Establishes  NC  Child  and  Family  Leadership  Council  (Council)  within  Department  of  Administration  to  review  and 
advise  Governor  in  development  of  Initiative  and  to  ensure  participation  in  Initiative  by  all  State  agencies  and  local 
counterparts.

Same  as  4th  edition,  except  adds  provisions  for  consideration  of  school 
psychologists  salary  schedule,  of  personal  leave  and  other  fringe  benefits,  and  of  pay  scales  for  teacher 
assistants  and  noncertified  personnel. 

Zero-based  budget  review  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction.  Creates  ten-member  Legislative  Study 
Commission  on  the  Budget  of  the  Dep't  of  Public  Instruction  with  five  members  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  and  five  members  appointed  by  the  President  Pro  Tern,  of  the  Senate.  Provides 
directions  fOr  the  Study  Comm’n’s  zero-based  budget  review  of  the  Dep't,  including  review  of  statutory  goals, 
implications  of  the  Leandro  decision.

Education  Assistance  Authority.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

University  System  and  Community  College  System  joint  study  of  higher  education  strategy/amend  reporting 
requirement.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Distinguished  Professors  Endowment  Trust  Fund.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

UNC  may  encourage  the  establishment  of  private,  nonprofit  corporations  to  support  the  university  system  and 
assign  UNC  employees  to  assist  with  those  corporations.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Eliminate  reporting  requirement  for  school  administrator  training  programs.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Continue  Academic  Common  Market  program.  Completely  rewrites  4th  edition,  enacting  new  GS  1 16-43.10 
authorizing  the  UNC  Board  of  Governors  to  continue  participation  in  the  Southern  Regional  Education  Board's 
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Academic  Common  Market  program  at  the  graduate  level,  with  certain  requirements.  Specifies  when  out-of-state 
tuition  waivers  apply  and  when  in-state  rates  apply  for  participating  students.  Requires  reporting. 

Brody  School  of  Medicine  at  ECU/Medicare  Receipts/Family  Medicine  Center.  Same  as  4th  edition  except 
deletes  sec.  9.26(e). 

Enhance  nutrition  in  University  and  Community  College  food  programs.  Same  as  4th  edition  except  adds  new 
section  providing  that  the  required  policies  must  be  implemented  by  August  1 , 2007. 

Scholarship  loan  for  prospective  coaches.  Enacts  new  GS  11 6-209.36  establishing  Coaching  and  Assistant 
Coaching  Scholarship  Fund  to  provide  scholarship  loans  to  students  who  pursue  college  degrees  to  become 
public  schoolteachers  and  coaches.  Provides  for  development  of  criteria  for  awarding  the  scholarship  loans.  The 
State  Education  Assistance  Authority  must  prepare  information  about  the  fund  and  provide  it  to  school  counselors 
and  shall  administer  the  Fund,  ensuring  that  the  loan  amount  is  limited  to  $4,000  per  recipient  per  year.  Provides 
for  loan  cancellations  and  repayment  schedules.  Requires  rules  and  reporting. 

Limit  ouhof  state  enrollment  in  the  North  Carolina  School  of  the  Arts.  Amends  GS  116-64,  adding  a 
subsection  providing  that  in  the  Fall  of  2007,  the  NC  School  of  the  Arts  shall  limit  the  proportion  of  nonresident 
students  in  the  entering  freshman  class  to  40%.

Amends  GS  116-21 .2,  adding 
a  new  subsection  granting  to  each  NC  student  enrolled  as  a  part-time  undergraduate  in  a  course  of  study  for 
nursing  or  teaching  at  an  approved  institution,  a  pro  rata  share  of  the  tuition  grant  provided  for  in  GS  116-21 .2(a). 
Makes  conforming  changes. 

Center  for  Craft,  Creativity,  and  Design.  Provides  that  of  the  funds  appropriated  to  the  UNC  Board  of 
Governors  for  the  Center  for  Craft,  Creativity,  and  Design  at  UNC-Asheville,  $200,000  in  recurring  funds  for  fiscal 
year  2005-06  shall  be  held  in  reserve  for  the  Center  at  UNC-Asheville.  Provides  for  fund  disbursement.

Information  technology.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Provider  tracking  database.  Requires  that  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  (DHHS)  develop 
and  implement  a  provider  tracking  database  to  monitor  the  performance  of  all  provider  facilities  serving  vulnerable 
populations.  Requires  that  DHHS  submit  a  final  report  on  the  project’s  status  to  the  House  and  Senate 
Appropriations  Committees  on  Health  and  Human  Services  and  to  Fiscal  Research  by  June  1, 2006. 

Office  of  Policy  and  Planning.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Senior  Cares  Program  administration.  Substantively  identical  to  4th  edition. 

Non-Medicaid  reimbursement  changes.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Physician  Services.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Liability  insurance.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

DHHS  payroll  deduction  for  child  care  services.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Community  Health  Centers  Funds.  Same  as  4th  edition,  except  deletes  provision  directing  that  funds  be  used 
for  federally  qualified  health  centers  and  those  health  centers  that  meet  the  criteria  for  federally  qualified  health 
centers  and  makes  a  conforming  change. 

Provider  reimbursement  rates.  Substantively  identical  to  4th  edition. 

Division  of  Medical  Assistance 

Medicaid.  Same  as  4th  edition,  except  makes  the  following  changes.  (1 )  Requires  that  reimbursement  be 
available  for  up  to  five  brand-name  prescription  drugs  per  recipient  per  month,  including  refills,  and  for  an 
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unlimited  number  of  generic  prescription  drugs  per  recipient,  per  month  (was,  required  reimbursement  for  up  to 
six  prescriptions  per  recipient  per  month  and  an  additional  two  prescriptions  upon  DHHS  approval)  and  defines 
“brand  name.”  (2)  Deletes  provision  limiting  coverage  of  other  mental  health  services  to  those  approved  by  the 
Centers  for  Medicare  and  Medicaid  Services  (CMS).  (3)  Deletes  provision  setting  co-payment  for  inpatient 
hospitalization  services  at  $50.  (4)  Deletes  expiration  date  of  December  31,  2005,  for  Medicaid  coverage  to 
elderly,  blind,  and  disabled  people  at  certain  income  level.  (5)  Deletes  provision  requiring  that  most  prescriptions 
for  trade  or  brand  name  drugs  be  considered  as  a  prescription  for  a  generic  drug.  (6)  Deletes  provision  prohibiting 
DHHS  from  placing  restrictions,  in  addition  to  prior  authorization  requirements  authorized,  on  medications 
prescribed  for  the  treatment  of  mental  illness  or  HIV/AIDS.  (7)  Requires  that  DHHS  provide  Medicaid  coverage  for 
family  planning  services  to  individuals  at  certain  income  levels  under  the  family  planning  demonstration  waiver 
approved  by  the  federal  government  and  that  implementation  be  made  by  October  1,  2005  (was,  DHHS  may 
provide  coverage  upon  federal  approval  of  waiver).  Authorizes  Dep’t  to  use  up  to  $675,000  of  the  Women’s 
Health  Services  Fund  to  provide  State  matching  funds  for  waiver  and  requires  that  the  remainder  of  Fund  be  used 
only  for  community-based  organizations  that  are  currently  receiving  these  funds.

County  Medicaid  cost-share.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Medicaid  cost  containment  activities.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Medicaid  reserve  fund  transfer.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Expand  Community  Care  of  NC  Management  to  additional  Medicaid  recipients.  Same  as  4th  edition,  except 
requires  that  Community  Care  of  NC,  Inc.,  also  review  the  prescribing  of  diagnostic  testing  by  physicians  and 
makes  a  technical  correction. 

Ticket  to  Work/Medicaid  eligibility  study.  Deletes  proposed  GS  108A-54.1  and  appropriation,  and  instead 
requires  that  DHHS  study  and  develop  an  implementation  plan  for  the  Ticket  to  Work  Program  and  report  to  the 
House  and  Senate  Appropriations  Committees  on  Health  and  Human  Services  and  Fiscal  Research  by  May  1, 
2006. 

Medicaid  personal  care  services  limitations.  Same  as  4th  edition,  except  makes  the  following  changes. 

Deletes  requirement  that  Div’n  of  Medical  Assistance  apply  listed  minimum  criteria  for  personal  care  service 
eligibility.  Requires  that  Div’n  reduce  the  cost  of  providing  personal  care  services  under  the  Medicaid  program  by 
$6  million  for  2005-06  and  $8  million  for  2006-07  by  implementing  a  utilization  management  system  for  those 
services. 

DDA  group  home  funding.  Authorizes  DHHS  to  develop  a  plan  to  use  State  funds  to  support  group  homes  for 
persons  with  developmental  disabilities  to  expand  the  funding  available  under  the  CAP-MR/DD  waiver  and  to  use 
the  waiver  funds  to  pay  for  group  home  services.

Community  Alternative  Programs  reimbursement  system.  Requires  that  Div’n  study  developing  a  new  system 
for  reimbursing  programs  and  report  to  the  House  and  Senate  Appropriations  Committees  on  Health  and  Human 
Services  and  Fiscal  Research  by  May  1,  2006.  Requires  full  implementation  of  system  by  January  1,  2007. 

DMA  access  to  health  insurance  information  to  ensure  recoupment  of  Medicaid  funds  spent  on  medical  care 
covered  by  insurance.  Substantively  identical  to  4th  edition. 

Verification  of  State  residency  for  medical  assistance.  Enacts  new  GS  108A-55.3  to  require  that  applicants  for 
medical  assistance  provide  proof  of  NC  residency  before  receiving  medical  assistance.  Sets  forth  forms  of 
identification  required.  Amends  GS  108A-24(6)  to  provide  that  a  person  who  is  declared  ineligible  for  medical 
assistance  is  not  considered  to  be  a  resident  of  State. 

Medicaid  transfer  of  assets  policy  applicable  to  transfer  of  life  estates.  Authorizes  DHHS  to  apply  federal 
transfer  of  assets  policies  to  certain  life  estates  and  other  listed  real  property  for  the  purposes  of  determining 
eligibility  for  Medical  Assistance.  Requires  that  federal  transfer  of  assets  policies  to  “income  producing”  real 
property  under  the  Social  Security  Act  become  effective  no  earlier  than  October  1 , 2001 ;  November  1 ,  2002,  for 
other  real  property  listed;  and  October  1,  2005,  for  life  estates. 

Medicaid  estate  recovery  to  include  liens  on  real  property.  Amends  GS  108A-70.5  to  authorize  DHHS  to 
impose  liens  against  real  property,  including  the  home,  of  a  recipient  of  medical  assistance.  Amends  definition  of

Requires  that  DHHS  report  on  the  waiver’s  status  by  April  1,  2006,  to  the  House  and  Senate 
Appropriations  Committees  on  Health  and  Human  Services  and  to  Fiscal  Research. 

NC  Health  Choice  appropriations/claims  processing.  Deletes  all  provisions  of  the  4th  edition  and  requires  that 
the  total  amount  of  State  funds  expended  for  the  Health  Insurance  Program  for  Children  in  the  2005-06  fiscal  year 
and  the  2006-07  fiscal  year  not  exceed  the  amount  of  State  funds  appropriated  to  match  federal  funds  for  the 
Program  for  2003-04  and  2004-05.  Also  requires  that  DHHS  amend  an  existing  contract  or  issue  a  Request  for 
Proposal  to  contract  for  administration  and  claims  processing  of  Program  and  sets  forth  requirements  for  contract. 
Repeals  GS  1 08A-70.22,  1 08A-70.24,  and  Part  5  of  Article  3  of  GS  Chapter  1 35.  Amends  GS  1 08A-70.21  (b)  to 
require  that  dental  care  providers  providing  services  to  Program  enrollees  accept  the  maximum  allowable  charges 
under  the  Teachers’  and  State  Employees’  Comprehensive  Major  Medical  Plan  for  payment,  less  co-payments, 
and  makes  technical  changes. 

Division  of  Mental  Health 

Long-term  plan  for  meeting  mental  health,  developmental  disabilities,  and  substance  abuse  services  needs. 
Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Comprehensive  Treatment  Services  Program.  Same  as  4th  edition  except  deletes  expiration  date. 

Child  and  family  teams/integrated  Services  Program  for  Children  and  Families.  Establishes  Program  as  title 
indicates.  Purpose  of  Program  is  to  identify  and  coordinate  appropriate  community  services  and  supports  for 
children  “at  risk”  and  their  families.  Sets  forth  Program  principals  and  establishes  NC  Child  and  Family  Leadership 
Council  to  develop  policies  and  programs  applicable  to  children.  Establishes  local  level  responsibilities  and 
requires  that  a  Local  Child  and  Family  Team  Advisory  Committee  develop  a  plan  for  integrating  children’s 
services  and  report  annually  to  Council.  Requires  that  Council  submit  final  report  by  January  1 ,  2007,  to  the 
House  and  Senate  Appropriations  Committees  on  Health  and  Human  Services,  the  House  Appropriations 
Subcommittee  on  Justice  and  Public  Safety,  the  Joint  Legislative  Oversight  Committee,  and  Fiscal  Research. 

Services  to  multiply  diagnosed  adults.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Extend  mental  health  consumer  advocacy  program  contingent  upon  funds  appropriated  by  the  2007  General 
Assembly.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Transition  planning  for  state  psychiatric  hospitals.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Mental  retardation  center  downsizing.  Same  as  4th  edition,  except  requires  that  DHHS  ensure  that 
downsizing  of  regional  mental  retardation  facilities  is  continuously  based  upon  residents’  needs  and  the 
availability  of  community-based  services  with  a  targeted  goal  of  4%  each  year.  Provides  that  notwithstanding  GS 
122C-1 81(c),  the  Secretary  of  DHHS  must  close  one  mental  retardation  center  effective  July  1,  2006. 

Private  agency  uniform  cost  finding  requirement.  Same  as  4th  edition,  except  incorporates  provisions  into 
newGS  122C-147.2(b)  and  amends  GS  122C-147.2(a)(1 )  to  delete  reference  to  GS  122C-134.2(a). 

DHHS  policies  and  procedures  in  delivering  community  mental  health,  developmental  disabilities,  and 
substance  abuse  services.  Same  as  4th  edition,  except  deletes  provision  directing  transfer  of  excess  funds  to  the 
Trust  Fund  for  Mental  Health,  Developmental  Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse  Services  and  Bridge  Funding 
Needs  and  makes  a  technical  change. 

Rules  pertaining  to  conflict  of  interest  in  referrals  to  provider  agencies.  Same  as  4th  edition,  except  modifies 
proposed  GS  122C-26(5)e.  to  prohibit  facility  personnel  with  a  pecuniary  interest  in  any  agency  that  provides 
services  to  facility  clients  from  referring  facility  clients  to  provider  agencies  (was,  required  personnel  to  disclose 
pecuniary  interest). 

Legislative  Oversight  Committee  on  Mental  Health,  Developmental  Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse 
Services  to  study  oversight  and  monitoring  by  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  of  services  to  mental 
health  consumers.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Appeals  process  for  clients  of  Mental  Health,  Developmental  Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse  Services 
programs.  Same  as  4th  edition,  except  adds  new  GS  1 22C-1 51 .2(b2)  to  require  that  by  January  1 ,  2006,  DHHS 
consult  with  the  State  Consumers  and  Families  Advisory  Council  to  develop  and  implement  a  standardized 
appeals  process  to  be  followed  by  each  local  management  entity. 

DHHS  study  of  accreditation  of  residential  treatment  facilities.  Requires  that  DHHS  study  the  feasibility  of 
establishing  accreditation  requirements  for  residential  treatment  facilities  and  consider  issues  set  forth  in  section. 
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Requires  that  DHHS  report  its  findings  to  the  House  and  Senate  Appropriations  Committees  on  Health  and 
Human  Services  and  to  Fiscal  Research  by  March  1, 2006. 

Division  of  Aging 

Senior  center  outreach.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

State/County  Special  Assistance.  Same  as  4th  edition,  except  increases  the  maximum  monthly  rate  for 
residents  in  adult  care  home  facilities  to  $1 ,1 24  (was,  $1 ,084)  and  makes  increase  effective  October  1 ,  2005 
(was,  July  1 ,  2005).  Deletes  provision  establishing  minimum  standard  of  need  level  for  coverage  eligibility  for 
individuals  not  enrolled  or  recipients  of  the  program  on  September  30,  2003.  Requires  that  the  Div’n  of  Medical 
Assistance  apply  income  disregards  for  current  recipients  so  that  cost  and  rate  adjustments  made  under 
subsection  do  not  make  otherwise  eligible  recipients  ineligible  for  services.  Authorizes  DHHS  to  implement  less 
restrictive  income  methodology  subject  to  the  approval  of  CMS.  Sets  forth  additional  requirements  for  an  income 
disregard.  Makes  conforming  change. 

Special  assistance  in-home.  Same  as  4th  edition,  except  increases  standard  monthly  payment  from  50%  to 
75%  of  the  monthly  payment  individual  would  receive  if  individual  resided  in  an  adult  care  home  and  qualified  for 
Special  Assistance. 

Licensure  of  residential  treatment  facilities.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Regulatory  changes  to  improve  quality  and  safety  in  home  care  services,  mental  health  facilities,  adult  care 
homes,  and  certain  hospital  facilities.  Amends  GS  131E-140(b)  to  require  that  DHHS  conduct  an  inspection  of 
home  care  agencies  at  least  every  three  years,  GS  122C-23(e)  to  provide  that  licenses  of  mental  health  facilities 
that  have  not  served  clients  during  the  previous  12  months  are  ineligible  for  renewal,  GS  122C-25  to  require  that 
residential  mental  health  facilities  be  inspected  at  least  annually,  and  GS  122C-21  to  require  that  DHHS  ensure 
that  licensable  facilities  for  the  mentally  ill  are  inspected  every  two  years  to  determine  compliance  with  physical 
plant  and  life-safety  requirements.  Enacts  new  GS  122C-25(d)  and  GS  131D-2(j)  to  require  that  mental  health 
facilities  and  adult  care  homes  ensure  that  the  DHHS  Care  Line  number  is  posted  conspicuously  in  a  public  place 
in  the  facility.  Amends  GS  131D-2(b)(1a)  to  require  that  the  Div’n  of  Facility  Services  inspect  all  adult  care  homes 
and  adult  care  units  in  nursing  homes  annually  and  inspect  adult  care  homes  every  two  years  to  determine 
compliance  with  physical  plant  and  life-safety  requirements.  Amends  GS  131E-140  to  require  that  the  NC  Medical 
Care  Comm’n  adopt  rules  defining  geographic  services  areas  for  in-home  aide  services  and  staffing  qualifications 
for  home  care  agencies,  prohibiting  licensed  home  care  agencies  from  hiring  individuals  listed  on  the  Health  Care 
Personnel  Registry,  and  requiring  applicants  for  home  care  licensure  to  receive  training  on  licensure  requirements 
and  rules  relating  to  operation  of  a  home  care  agency.  Makes  conforming  changes  to  GS  131E-136.  Enacts  new 
Part  3A  of  Article  6  of  GS  Chapter  131 E  setting  forth  Home  Care  Clients’  Bill  of  Rights,  which  is  similar  to  the 
second  edition  of  H  175,  adopted  3/16/05,  except  deletes  appropriation  and  requires  that  no  later  than  March  1, 
2006,  DHHS  report  to  the  House  and  Senate  Appropriations  Committees  on  Health  and  Human  Services  and  to 
Fiscal  Research  on  the  number  of  calls  received  by  the  DHHS  Care  Line  that  had  to  be  referred  to  the  Div’n  of 
Facility  Services  complaint  hotline. 

Validate  certain  certificates  of  need.  Validates  certificates  of  need  issued  by  DHHS  for  the  development  of  a 
health  care  facility  that  has  been  completed  and  licensed  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  act  (July  1 , 2005). 

Use  of  unlicensed  health  care  personnel  to  perform  technical  aspects  of  medication  administration  in  nursing 
homes.  Enacts  new  GS  131E-114.2  to  authorize  licensed  facilities  to  use  unlicensed  health  care  personnel  to 
perform  the  technical  aspects  of  medication  administration  and  to  require  that  Comm’n  adopt  rules  to  implement 
section  that  include  provisions  listed.  Enacts  new  GS  90-171 .56  to  require  that  the  Board  of  Nursing  establish 
standards  for  faculty  requirements  for  medication  aide  training  and  provide  ongoing  review  of  those  requirements 
and  new  GS  131E-270(a)  to  require  that  DHHS  establish  and  maintain  a  Medication  Aide  Registry  containing  the 
names  of  all  health  care  personnel  who  have  completed  a  medication  aide  training  program.  Effective  October  1 , 
2005,  requires  that  the  NC  Board  of  Nursing  and  DHHS  report  on  the  implementation  of  act  to  the  House  and 
Senate  Appropriations  Committees  on  Health  and  Human  Services  and  to  Fiscal  Research  by  March  1,  2006,  and 
annually  thereafter.

Identical  to  4th 
edition. 

Conversion  of  contracted  medical  positions.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Limit  use  of  operational  funds.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Federal  grant  matching  funds.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Computer/data  processing  services  funds.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Medium  custody  road  crew  compensation/community  work  crews.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Inmate  custody  and  classification  system.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Extend  limits  of  confinement/terminally  ill  and  permanently  and  totally  disabled  inmates.  Same  as  4th  edition 
except  modifies  definitions  of  “terminally  ill"  and  “permanently  and  totally  disabled"  in  GS  148-4(8).

Same  as  4th  edition  except  requires  the  Joint  Legislative  Corrections, 
Crime  Control,  and  Juvenile  Justice  Oversight  Committee  to  study  the  use  of  global  positioning  monitoring 
devices  for  released  felons  convicted  to  crimes  of  “sexual  predation.” 

Report  on  probation  and  parole  caseloads.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Community  Service  Work  Program.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Reports  on  nonprofit  programs.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Criminal  justice  partnership  program.  Same  as  4th  edition  except  changes  reporting  requirements  in  sec. 
17.23(d).  Deletes  amendment  to  GS  143B-273.4  (Eligible  population).  Amends  GS  143B-273. 14(c)  to  provide  that 
no  county  may  use  more  than  25%  of  its  funds  to  serve  offenders  released  from  jail  prior  to  trial.  Modifies 
provision  in  sec.  17.23(g)  pertaining  to  formula  allocations. 

Report  on  inmates  eligible  for  parole.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Provide  that  the  terms  of  members  of  the  Post-Release  Supervision  and  Parole  Commission  serving  on  June 
30,  2005,  expire  on  that  date  and  restructure  the  Commission  to  consist  of  one  full-time  member  and  two  half-time 
members.

Veterans  scholarships  partially  funded  from  Escheat  Fund.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

State  veterans  cemeteries.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Allocation  of  petroleum  violation  escrow  funds.  Same  as  4th  edition,  except  appropriates  $1 .5  million  of 
unallocated  balance  (was,  entire  unallocated  balance)  to  Dep’t. 

Office  of  the  Governor 

Housing  Finance  Agency  HOME  matching  funds.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Information  Technology 

Multiyear  maintenance  contracts.  Permits  State  Controller  to  authorize  Office  of  Information  Technology 
Services  (ITS),  notwithstanding  cash  management  provisions  of  GS  147-86.1 1 ,  to  purchase  up  to  four 
infrastructure  maintenance  agreements,  for  periods  not  exceeding  three  years,  that  require  payment  of  full 
purchase  price  at  beginning  of  maintenance  period.  Specifies  conditions  for  Controller’s  grant  of  authority, 
including  (1)  agreement  must  be  entered  between  June  30,  2005,  and  July  1,  2007;  (2)  Controller  must  receive 
conclusive  evidence  that  agreement  would  be  more  cost-effective  than  any  similar  agreement  that  complied  with 
GS  147-86.1 1;  (3)  Office  of  State  Budget  and  Management  (OSBM)  must  verify  that  savings  will  be  passed  on  in 
form  of  lower  rates  for  ITS  Internal  Service  Fund  services  (and  reduce  the  appropriate  State  agency  budgets  by 
the  amount  of  the  projected  rate  reductions);  (4)  purchase  must  comply  in  other  respects  with  applicable  statutes 
and  rules;  and  (5)  ITS  must  make  adjustments  of  excess  revenue,  based  on  rates  approved  by  OSBM,  over 
allowable  costs.

Secretary  of  State  to  reassign  vacant  position.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Office  of  State  Budget  and  Management 

NC  Humanities  Council.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Office  of  the  State  Controller 

Overpayments  audit.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Department  of  the  State  Treasurer 

Report  of  the  status  of  the  technology  infrastructure  enhancements.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Staffing  analysis  follow-up.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Treasurer  report  on  state  investment  officer  position  incentive  bonus.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

State  Treasurer/reallocation  of  existing  portfolio  manager  position.  Directs  State  Treasurer  to  reallocate  25% 
of  time  and  effort  of  one  existing  Portfolio  Manager  position  to  oversee  investment  performance  of  third-party 
administration  for  401  (k)  Supplemental  Retirement  Plan. 

Department  of  Transportation 

Remove  Gov  Ops  Consultation  on  Federal-Aid  Acts.  Same  as  4th  edition  except  adds  back  and  slightly 
modifies  provision  pertaining  to  funding  federally  eligible  projects  with  State  funds.  New  provision  provides  that  no 
federally  eligible  construction  project  may  be  funded  entirely  with  State  funds  unless  the  Dep’t  of  Transportation 
has  first  reported  to  the  Joint  Legislative  Comm’n  on  Governmental  Operations. 

Transportation  services  for  trade  shows,  identical  to  4th  edition. 

Cash-Flow  Highway  Fund  and  Highway  Trust  Fund  appropriations.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Small  construction  and  contingency  funds.  Identical  to  4th  edition.

Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Department  of  Transportation  productivity  pilot  programs.  Substantially  the  same  as  the  4th  edition  except 
provides  that  the  Dep’t  of  Transportation  may  expend  up  to  0.5%  of  the  budget  allocation  for  the  pilot  programs 
for  employee  incentive  payments. 

Department  of  Transportation  performance-based  contracts.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Department  of  Transportation  reorganization.  Same  as  4th  edition  except  that  transfers  of  the  Program 
Development  Branch,  Transportation  Planning  Branch,  and  Project  Development  and  Environmental  Analysis 
Branch  are  as  they  existed  on  May  1,  2005. 

Continuing  aviation  appropriations.  Rewrites  4th  edition.  New  provision  repeals  GS  136-16.4  and  136-16.5, 
which  provide  aviation  appropriations. 

Department  of  Transportation  authority  to  provide  way-finding  signs  for  the  Roanoke  Voyages  Corridor 
Commission  and  the  Blue  Ridge  National  Heritage  Area  Partnership.  Substantially  identical  to  4th  edition  as  to 
provision  regarding  Roanoke  Voyages  Corridor  Comm’n.  Adds  provision  providing  that  the  Dep’t  may 
manufacture  and  install  similar  signs  for  the  Blue  Ridge  National  Heritage  Area. 

Revenue  Tax  Evasion  Project.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Modify  Global  TransPark  debt.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Report  on  stormwater  pilot  project.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Establishing  tollways  on  federally  funded  highways  designated  as  interstates.  Requires  the  Dep’t  of 
Transportation  to  apply  to  the  US  Dep’t  of  Transportation  for  a  permit  to  allow  tolling  on  established  interstate 
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highways  in  NC.  Enacts  new  GS  136-89.198  providing  that  the  Authority  may  collect  tolls  on  any  existing 
interstate  highway  for  which  the  US  Dep't  of  T ransportation  has  granted  permission  to  do  so.  Revenue  generated 
will  be  used  to  repair  and  maintain  the  relevant  interstate  and  may  not  be  used  to  repair,  maintain,  or  upgrade  any 
State  primary  or  secondary  road  adjacent  to  or  connected  with  the  interstate  highways.

Comm’n — $122,298;  Members,  Utilities  Comm’n — $109,814;  Executive  Director,  Agency  for  Public 
Telecommunications — $82,323;  Director,  Museum  of  Art — $100,062;  Executive  Director,  NCAFA — $95,050;  and 
Chief  Information  Officer — $136,581 .  As  with  4th  edition,  deletes  salary  increases  for  General  Manager,  Ports 
Railway  Comm’n,  and  Executive  Director,  NCHFA. 

Judicial  branch  officials/salary  increase.  Chief  Justice,  Supreme  Court — $124,426;  Assoc.  Justice — 
$121,174;  Chief  Judge,  Court  of  Appeals — $118,145;  Appeals  Court  Judge — $116,125;  Judge,  Sr.  Regular 
Resident  Superior  Court — $1 12,970;  Superior  Court  Judge — $109,814;  Chief  Judge,  District  Court — $99,717; 
District  Court  Judge — $96,562;  Administrative  Officer  of  the  Courts — $1 1 2,970;  and  Asst.  Administrative  Officer  of 
the  Courts — $103,188.  Establishes  minimum  salary  of  asst,  district  attorney  or  public  defender,  at  $32,836 
effective  July  1, 2005,  and  provides  that  average  salaries  of  those  positions  shall  not  exceed  $63,238  in  each 
district.  Provides  that  effective  July  1 , 2005,  the  annual  salaries  of  other  permanent  employees  of  the  Judicial 
Dep’t  will  be  increased  by  the  greater  of  $500  (prorated  for  permanent,  part-time  employees)  or  2.5%. 

Clerk  of  superior  court  salary  increases.  Amends  GS  7A-101(a)  to  establish  annual  salary  of  clerk  of 
superior  court  in  each  county,  based  upon  population  of  county,  as  follows:  less  than  100,000;  $73,450;  100,000 
to  149,999;  $82,423;  150,000  to  249,999:  $91,398;  250,000  and  above:  $100,373. 

Assistant  and  deputy  clerks  of  court/salary  increases/eliminate  deputy  clerk  hiring  rate.  Amends  GS 
7A-1 02(c1 )  to  establish  salary  range  of  Asst.  Clerk  and  Head  Bookkeeper  from  $28,203  to  $48,81 7,  and  of 
Deputy  Clerks  from  $24,154  to  $37,857. 

Magistrates'  salary  increases.  Amends  GS  7A-1 71  (a)  to  establish  salary  range  for  full-time  magistrate 
judges  of  $28,586  to  $49,237  and  a  prorated  amount  for  part-time  magistrates.  Further  amends  GS  7A-171.1(a1) 
to  establish  ranges  for  magistrates  who  were  credited  with  less  than  five  years  of  service  as  of  June  30,  1994. 

General  Assembly  principal  clerks.  Amends  GS  120-37(c)  to  establish  salary  of  principal  clerks  at 
$92,777. 

Sergeant-at-arms  and  reading  clerks.  Amends  GS  120-37(b)  to  set  salary  of  sergeant-at-arms  and 
reading  clerk  at  $321  per  week. 

Legislative  employees.  Provides  that  salaries  of  nonelected  General  Assembly  employees  shall  be 
increased  by  the  greater  of  $500  or  2.5%  effective  July  1,  2005. 

Community  colleges  personnel/salary  increases.  Requires  that  the  Director  of  the  Budget  transfer  funds 
necessary  to  provide  a  salary  increase  of  the  greater  of  $500  or  2.5%  effective  July  1,  2005,  for  all  community 
college  employees  supported  by  state  funds. 

University  of  North  Carolina  System/EPA  salary  increases.  Requires  that  the  Director  of  the  Budget 
transfer  to  the  Board  of  Governors  funds  necessary  to  provide  a  salary  increase  of  the  greater  of  $500  or  2.5%  for 
University  employees  and  EPA  nonteaching  employees  of  the  NC  School  of  Science  and  Mathematics  and  for  a 
salary  increase  of  2.5%  for  all  EPA  teaching  employees  of  School  of  Science  and  Mathematics. 

Most  State  employees/salary  increases.  Provides  for  a  pay  increase  of  the  greater  of  $500  (prorated  for 
part-time  employees)  or  2.5%  for  all  permanent  state  employees. 

All  State-Supported  personnel/salary  increases.  Same  as  4th  edition,  except  deletes  provision  specifically 
requiring  that  permanent  full-time  employees  who  work  nine  to  twelve  months  per  year  receive  a  salary  increase 
of  the  greater  of  $500  or  2%. 

Salary  adjustment  fund.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 
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State  agency  teachers'  compensation.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

State  government  employment  fair  minimum  wage.  Same  as  4th  edition,  except  deletes  allocation  from 
the  General  Fund  to  the  Reserve  for  Compensation  Increases  to  provide  fair  minimum  wage.  Authorizes  the 
Director  of  the  Budget  to  transfer  funds  required  to  support  salary  adjustments  authorized  by  section  from  the 
Reserve  for  Compensation  Increases,  except  requires  that  the  University  of  North  Carolina  use  available  funds  to 
make  salary  adjustments.  Deletes  provision  authorizing  state  agencies  to  make  adjustments  to  supervisor 
salaries  to  correct  salary  compression  and  pay  equity  determinations  and  requirement  that  the  Office  of  State 
Budget  and  Management  use  up  to  $750,000  for  2005-06  and  $750,000  for  2006-07  from  the  Reserve  for  this 
purpose. 

Salary  supplements  for  personnel  employed  in  certain  state  agencies.  Same  as  4th  edition,  except 
requires  that  supplement  be  no  more  than  the  lesser  of  10%  or  the  percentage  supplement  they  would  receive  if 
employed  in  the  LEA  where  the  job  site  is  located  (was,  maximum  equal  to  percentage  supplement). 

Industrial  Commission  salaiies  in-range  salary  adjustments.  Same  as  4th  edition,  except  authorizes  the 
Industrial  Comm’n  to  use  up  to  $465,000  (was,  $1 71 ,900)  of  the  revenue  generated  by  implementing  a  fee  for  the 
required  review  of  Form  21  and  26  Agreements  (was.  Form  21  Agreements  only)  for  2005-07  biennium  to  provide 
in-range  salary  adjustments  for  Comm’n  staff.  Amends  GS  97-78(b1)  to  set  the  executive  secretary’s  salary  at 
90%  (4th  edition  set  at  85%)  of  the  salary  of  a  comm’r.  Enacts  new  GS  97-78(b2)  -  (b5)  to  provide  for  the 
appointment  of  a  chief  deputy  comm’r,  and  to  establish  guidelines  for  the  salaries  of  the  chief  and  senior  deputy 
comm’r  and  agency  legal  specialist. 

ESC  Chair  prospective  salary  change.  Requires  that  the  salary  of  the  Employment  Security  Comm’n 
Chair  be  the  same  as  the  salary  established  for  the  Secretary  of  Commerce. 

NCSU  Agricultural  Program  employees.  Deletes  appropriation  for  salary  increases  and  instead  requires 
that  Board  of  Governors  use  up  to  $3.75  million  from  tuition  receipts  to  support  additional  salary  increases. 

Longevity  service  definition.  Same  as  4th  edition,  except  amends  provision  to  provide  that  judges  will 
receive  longevity  pay  of  24%  of  their  annual  salary  after  25  years  of  service. 

Resource  prosecutor  longevity.  Amends  GS  7A-65(d)  to  provide  that  “service"  for  purposes  of  calculating 
assistant  district  attorney  longevity  pay  includes  service  as  a  resource  prosecutor,  defined  as  a  former  district 
attorney  who  has  left  the  employment  of  the  district  attorney’s  office  to  serve  with  the  Conference  of  District 
Attorneys  in  a  specific,  time-limited  position. 

Salary-related  contributions/employer.  Same  as  4th  edition  except  sets  contribution  rates  for  retirement 
and  related  benefits  as  follows;  Teachers  and  State  Employees — 6.82%  (was,  6.83%)  and  State  Law 
Enforcement  Officers — 1 1 .82%  (was,1 1 .83%).  Provides  that  the  maximum  annual  employer  contribution  payable 
to  the  Teachers’  and  State  Employees’  Comprehensive  Major  Medical  Plan  for  Medicare  eligible  employees  is 
$2,922  (was,  $2,892)  for  2005-06  and  $3,024  for  2006-07;  and  for  non-Medicare  eligible  employees  $3,838  (was 
$3,800)  for  2005-06  and  $3,974  (was,  $3,922)  for  2006-07. 

Provide  cost-of-living  increases  for  retirees  of  the  teachers'  and  state  employees'  retirement  system,  the 
judicial  retirement  system,  and  the  legislative  retirement  system.  Same  as  4th  edition  except  provides  that 
retirement  allowance  for  individuals  retiring  under  the  NC  Local  Government  Employees’  Retirement  System  on 
or  after  July  1, 2004  shall  be  increased  by  2.5%  (was,  2%).  Deletes  provision  stating  General  Assembly’s  intent  to 
provide  a  cost-of-living  increase  to  certain  retirees  effective  July  1, 2006. 

Increase  the  monthly  pension  for  members  of  the  firemen's  and  rescue  squad  workers'  pension  fund. 
Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Increase  the  maximum  monthly  pension  benefits  for  retired  members  of  the  North  Carolina  National 
Guard.  Identical  to  4th  edition. 

Conform  retiree  return  to  teaching  benefit  to  IRS  guidelines/clarify  definition  of  retirement.  Same  as  4th 
edition,  except  provides  that  postretirement  earnings  do  not  include  earnings  while  beneficiary  is  employed  to 
teach  on  a  permanent,  full-time  (was,  permanent)  basis. 

Increase  benefit/sheriff's  supplemental  pension  fund.  Same  as  5th  edition,  except  deletes  amendment  to 
GS  143-166. 85(a)  that  would  have  increased  the  maximum  monthly  pension  from  $1,200  to  $1,500. 

Longevity  service  definition  for  members  of  the  Utilities  Commission/Utilities  Commission  Members  in 
Consolidated  Judicial  Retirement  System/transfer  of  contributions  to  Consolidated  Judicial  Retirement 
System/retirement  allowance  limitation  for  members  of  the  Legislative  Retirement  System.

Modifies 
proposed  GS  18B-1 107(a)(1)a.  to  state  that  the  primary  American  source  of  supply  may  be  verified  by  the 
wholesaler  in  addition  to  the  NC  Alcoholic  Beverage  Comm’n.  Enacts  new  GS  186-1 107(a)(1)  c.  and  d.  to 
authorize  holders  of  wine  wholesaler  permits  to  receive  and  transport  wine  received  from  another  wine 
wholesaler;  (1)  from  whom  the  wholesaler  is  purchasing  a  business  or  the  brand  or  distribution  rights  for  the  wine 
being  received;  or  (2)  who  also  has  distribution  rights  for  the  wine  being  received  and  from  whom  the  wholesaler 
is  acquiring  the  wine  to  address  a  temporary  inventory  shortage.

school  districts  pay  to  the  Teachers’  and  State  Employees’  Retirement  System  a  Reemployed  Teacher 
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Contribution  Rate  of  1 1.7%  of  the  percentage  that  retired  teachers  are  being  paid;  and  (5),  except  for  members 
who  retired  before  July  1,  2005,  or  for  UNC  phased  retirement  participants  through  June  30,  2007,  amends  GS 
1 35-1  (20)  to  provide  that  retirement  is  not  effective  if  the  member  renders  any  type  of  service  during  the  six 
months  following  the  effective  date  of  retirement.

S  32.  FIRE  SERVICE  DISTRICT  TAX  RATE  (NEW).  Intro.  2/2/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Replaces  local  bill  with  a  public  bill  TO  ALLOW  COUNTIES  IN  CERTAIN 
DEFINED  CIRCUMSTANCES  TO  REMOVE  TERRITORY  FROM  AN  EXISTING  FIRE  PROTECTION  TAX 
DISTRICT  AND  ESTABLISH  A  NEW  DISTRICT  FOR  SUCH  PROPERTY  WITH  AN  AD  VALOREM  TAX 
CEILING.  Enacts  new  GS  153A-309.3  authorizing  a  county  to  remove  an  area  from  a  fire  protection  service 
district  and  simultaneously  create  a  new  district  for  the  area  if  the  area  meets  the  following  conditions  (1 )  is  an 
industrial  facility  and  appurtenant  land;  (2)  is  current  in  its  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  to  a  municipality  under  a 
contract  not  to  annex;  and  (3)  is  served  by  a  qualified  industrial  fire  brigade.  Sets  out  notice  and  hearing 
requirements  before  a  county  may  create  or  abolish  a  new  district,  sets  a  July  1  effective  date  for  creating  or 
abolishing  a  new  district,  and  limits  property  taxes  for  fire  protection  within  a  new  district  to  3.5  cents  per  $100  of 
property  value. 

S  185.  WINDSHIELD  REPLACERS— STICKERS  W/0  FEE.  Intro.  2/23/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes 
the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Deletes  amendments  to  GS  20-183.6  (establishing  procedure  for  registered 
windshield  replacement  businesses  to  obtain  replacement  inspection  stickers  without  paying  inspection  sticker 
fee)  and  instead  amends  GS  20-1 83.7(a)  (inspection  fees)  to  exempt  those  businesses  from  fee  for  replacement 
inspection  stickers. 

S  1059.  PERFUSIONISTS  LICENSURE.  Intro.  3/24/05.  Conference  report  recommends  the  following  changes  to 
4th  edition  to  reconcile  matters  in  controversy.  Provides  that  all  actions  by  the  committee,  other  than  internal 
committee  matters,  must  be  reported  to  and  approved  by  the  NC  Medical  Board  in  order  to  become  effective. 
Provides  that  NC  Medical  Board  receives  and  controls  fees.  Combines  application  and  initial  license  fee  into  a 
single  application  fee,  increases  the  provisional  license  fee  from  $35  to  $175,  and  makes  technical  changes.

H  1004.  EXTEND  JDIG  AND  BILL  LEE  ACT.  Intro.  3/31/05.  Conference  report  recommends  the  following 
changes  to  4th  edition  to  reconcile  matters  in  controversy.  Amends  GS  105-1 29.3(e)(1)  to  provide  that  all  counties 
with  populations  of  less  than  12,000  are  “tier  one"  areas  (deleting  current  requirement  related  to  a  county’s 
poverty  rate).  Enacts  new  GS  Chapter  120,  Article  120,  creating  a  permanent  twelve-member  Joint  Legislative 
Economic  Development  Oversight  Committee  appointed  by  the  House  Speaker  and  Senate  President  Pro  Tern, 
to  study  economic  growth  and  development  issues  on  a  continuing  basis.  The  committee  is  directed  to  study  the 
Bill  Lee  Act  and  the  Job  Development  Investment  Grant  (JDIG)  Program  and  to  report  the  findings  and 
recommendations  of  this  study  to  the  General  Assembly  before  the  beginning  of  the  2006  regular  legislative 
session.  States  General  Assembly’s  intent  to  revamp  the  JDIG  program  and  replace  the  Bill  Lee  Act  based  on  the 
committee’s  recommendations  beginning  with  the  2007  taxable  year 

H  1515.  MED  SCHOOLS/CRIM  BACKGROUND  CHECK.  Intro.  4/21/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Deletes  requirement  that  criminal  background  check  be  both  national  and  state. 
Allows  Dep’t  of  Justice  to  provide  results  of  criminal  background  check  directly  to  private  institutions  rather  than  to 
NC  Medical  Board.  Makes  conforming  and  technical  changes. 

H  1775.  UNC  NONAPPROPRIATED  CAPITAL  PROJECTS.  Intro.  5/12/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes 
the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Provides  that  act  is  also  intended  to  authorize  the  financing  of  listed  capital 
improvements  projects  with  funds  available  from  Medicare  reimbursements  for  education  costs.  Adds  to  list  of 
authorized  capital  improvements  projects  a  Family  Medicine  Center  at  the  ECU  Brody  School  of  Medicine  in  the 
amount  of  $30  million  and  increases  from  $1  million  to  $4  million  the  authorized  supplement  to  the  UNC-CH 
Daniels  Building  Renovations.  Authorizes  universities  to  also  accept  grants  or  use  available  cash  for  costs 
associated  with  the  completion  of  the  ECU  Geriatrics  Center  and  Student  Recreation  Complex  and  the  UNC- 
Charlotte  Applied  Optics  and  Physics  Building  Improvement.

SENATE  BILLS 

S  189.  ALL-TERRAIN  VEHICLE  REGULATION.  Intro.  2/23/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  4th  edition.  Revises  proposed  Part  IOC  of  Article  3  of  GS  Chapter  20  to  (1 )  rewrite  age  restrictions  to 
prohibit  parent  or  guardian  from  knowingly  permitting  an  underage  person  to  operate  an  all-terrain  vehicle  (ATV) 
(was,  prohibited  underage  person  from  operating  ATV);  (2)  delete  exceptions  for  hunting  and  farming;  and  (3) 
provide  that  all  violations  are  an  infraction  (was,  made  underage  use  violations,  seller  violations,  and  operating 
ATV  on  public  roads  and  highways  a  Class  2  misdemeanor).  Makes  title  more  specific.  Changes  effective  date 
from  October  1,  2005,  to  offenses  committed  on  or  after  December  1,  2005. 

S  408.  STUDY  WAYS  TO  REDUCE  DROPOUT  RATE.  Intro.  3/7/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Makes  the  bill’s  study  applicable  to  ways  to  reduce  the  number  of  suspended 
students  as  well  as  to  ways  to  reduce  the  dropout  rate. 

S  486.  RACHEL’S  LAW.  Intro.  3/15/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following  char.ges  to  2nd  edition. 
Makes  violation  of  new  GS  14-34. 1(b)  (discharge  of  firearm  into  occupied  dwelling,  occupied  vehicle,  airspace, 
etc.)  a  class  D  felony  (was,  class  C)  unless  violation  results  in  serious  bodily  injury.  Makes  violation  of 
GS  14-34.1  (a)  or  (b)  a  class  C  felony  (was,  class  B2)  if  violation  results  in  serious  bodily  injury  (was,  serious 
injury). 

S  612.  AMEND  LOBBYING  LAWS.  Intro.  3/17/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to 
4th  edition.  Unless  otherwise  noted,  modifies  the  following  provisions  contained  in  both  Article  9A  of  GS  Chapter 
120  (Legislative  Branch  Lobbying)  and  proposed  Article  4C  of  GS  Chapter  147  (Executive  Branch  Lobbying), 
Definitions.  Narrows  definition  of  “executive  branch  officers”  in  GS  147-54.31  to  include  the  Governor, 
members  of  the  Council  of  State,  department  heads  listed  in  GS  143-6,  and  the  Board  of  Governors  and  the 
presidents  of  the  constituent  institutions  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  (deletes  from  definition  members  of 
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State  boards  and  commissions,  State  employees,  and  persons  elected  to  Council  of  State  before  taking  office). 
Defines  “expenditure"  to  include  contributions,  deletes  references  to  compensation,  and  provides  that 
expenditures  include  things  valued  at  greater  than  $10  or  contracts  made  for  the  benefit  of  or  at  the  request  of  a 
member  of  the  General  Assembly,  legislative  employee,  executive  branch  officer,  or  that  person’s  immediate 
family  member.  Defines  “immediate  family  member"  to  include  a  person’s  spouse,  descendants,  or  ascendants 
(was,  spouse,  unemancipated  children,  or  dependants  claimed  for  tax  purposes).  Defines  “lobbying"  to  include 
attempts  to  influence  legislative  or  executive  action  through  communications  and  activities  (was,  communications 
only)  and  to  also  include  efforts  to  influence  the  family  member  of  a  legislator  or  a  legislative  employee.  Also 
includes  efforts  to  develop  goodwill  within  definition  of  “lobbying,"  including  those  directed  at  a  member  of  the 
General  Assembly,  legislative  employee,  executive  branch  officer,  or  person’s  immediate  family  member  (was. 
General  Assembly  member,  legislative  employee,  or  a  executive  branch  officer  or  employee).  In  addition  to 
business  and  commercial  activities  not  connected  to  legislative  action,  excludes  from  “lobbying"  communications 
and  activities  involving  civic,  religious,  and  fraternal  relationships.  Clarifies  that  if  a  lobbyist  is  employed  by  a  law 
firm  or  consulting  firm,  the  “principal"  is  the  person  whose  interests  the  lobbyist  represents. 

Lobbyist  registration  and  reporting.  Provides  that  it  is  unlawful  for  non-exempt  persons  to  lobby  without 
registering.  Provides  that  an  executive  lobbyist’s  failure  to  file  an  expense  report  will  result  in  registration 
revocation.  Authorizes  Secretary  of  State  to  provide  required  lists  of  registered  legislative  and  executive  lobbyists 
electronically.  Decreases  registration  fee  for  legislative  lobbyists  from  $200  to  $100  except  that  an  executive 
lobbyist  pays  a  $75  fee  to  also  register  as  a  legislative  lobbyist.  Deletes  proposed  GS  147-54.33  establishing 
executive  lobbyist  registration  fee.  Requires  that  all  legislative  lobbyist  registration  fees  paid  be  used  to  pay  costs 
incurred  in  administering  and  enforcing  Article  9A  (was,  required  that  funds  be  deposited  in  General  Fund). 
Provides  that  Secretary  of  State  may  permit,  but  not  require,  electronic  payment  of  fees.  Deletes  provisions 
prohibiting  legislative  and  executive  lobbyists  from  making  expenditures  of  more  than  $100  per  calendar  year  per 
covered  person.  Specifies  that  lobbying  expenditures  to  be  reported  include;  (1)  expenditures  benefiting  or  made 
on  behalf  of  covered  individuals  or  family  members  in  the  regular  course  of  their  nonlegislative  or  nonexecutive 
employment;  (2)  contractual  arrangements  or  direct  business  relationships  between  a  covered  individual  and  a 
lobbyist  in  effect  during  the  reporting  period  or  the  previous  12  months;  and  (3)  amounts  reimbursed  by  a  principal 
to  a  lobbyist.  Exempts  from  reporting  requirements  gifts  from  certain  listed  family  members  and  lawful  campaign 
contributions.  If  more  than  15  covered  persons  benefit  from  an  expenditure,  provides  that  the  names  of  those 
individuals  need  not  be  reported  as  long  as  report  states  the  basis  for  the  selection  of  the  individuals.  Authorizes 
the  Secretary  of  State  to  adopt  rules  to  facilitate  disclosure  of  expenditures  and  to  protect  payee  addresses  under 
protective  orders.  Requires  that  legislative  lobbyists  file  monthly  (was,  semiannual)  expenditure  reports  and  that 
executive  lobbyists  file  quarterly  reports  within  10  business  days  after  the  end  of  the  reporting  period  (was,  45 
days  after  period  ended).  Also  requires  that  lobbyist  report  group  expenditures  in  listed  categories  and  provides 
that  for  the  purposes  of  reporting  compensation  paid  to  lobbyist,  amounts  reimbursed  will  be  considered 
compensation  if  a  significant  part  of  the  person’s  duties  include  lobbying.  Deletes  provision  specifically  requiring 
that  the  oath  required  by  section  attest  to  the  truthfulness  and  completeness  of  the  report.  Provides  that  the 
Governor,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  legislative  employees  are  also  exempt  from  the  requirements  of  Article 
9A  (was.  General  Assembly  members  only). 

Enforcement  and  prohibitions.  Authorizes  the  Secretary  of  State  to  petition  the  Superior  Court  of  Wake 
County  (was,  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction)  for  subpoenas  needed  to  conduct  investigations.  Deletes  provision 
requiring  that  records  become  public  only  after  it  is  determined  that  no  criminal  charges  will  be  filed.  Prohibits  a 
member  or  former  member  of  the  General  Assembly  from  being  employed  as  a  lobbyist  within  one  year  after  the 
expiration  of  member’s  term.  Also  prohibits  the  employment  of  the  Governor,  a  member  of  the  Council  of  State,  or 
a  head  of  a  principal  State  department  listed  in  GS  143B-6  as  a  lobbyist  within  one  year  after  person’s  separation 
from  employment  or  leaving  office,  whichever  is  later.  Fourth  edition  prohibited  legislators.  Governor,  or  members 
of  the  Council  of  State  from  being  employed  as  a  lobbyist  during  any  biennial  legislative  session  in  which  the 
person  held  office.  Provides  that  effective  for  appointments  made  on  or  after  January  1 ,  2007,  a  lobbyist  will  not 
be  eligible  for  appointment  to  a  board,  authority,  or  commission  that  regulates  activities  of  a  person  represented 
by  the  lobbyist  within  one  year  after  the  expiration  of  the  lobbyist’s  registration.  Also  prohibits  lobbyist  from 
allowing  a  covered  individual  to  use  the  cash  or  credit  of  the  lobbyist  unless  the  lobbyist  is  present  when  the 
expenditure  is  made. 

Reporting  by  exempt  persons.  Enacts  new  GS  1 20-47. 8A  and  147-54.41  to  require  that  a  person  who  is 
otherwise  exempt  from  registration  and  reporting  requirements  report  any  expenditures  made  to  an  executive 
branch  office,  legislator,  or  legislative  employee  of  over  $200  in  value  (including  scholarships)  and  that  if  the 
expenditure  is  made  from  a  person  outside  NC,  the  person  accepting  it  must  file  report.  Exempts  lawful  campaign 
contributions,  gifts  from  family  members,  gifts  from  citizens  of  other  countries  or  states  given  during  ceremonial 
presentations,  or  a  thing  of  value  paid  for  by  the  State.

Enacts  new  Article  5D  of  GS  Chapter  90  entitled  the  “Methamphetamine  Lab  Prevention  Act  of  2005"  which 
includes  the  following  provisions. 

Pseudoephedrine  sales  restrictions.  Act  places  the  following  restrictions  on  sales  of  products  containing 
pseudoephedrine.  (1 )  A  product  whose  sole  active  ingredient  is  30  mg  of  pseudoephedrine  or  more  per  tablet 
may  be  offered  for  sale  only  in  blister  packages.  (2)  All  products  containing  a  detectable  quantity  of 
pseudoephedrine  or  ephedrine  base,  their  salts  or  isomers,  or  salts  of  their  isomers  may  be  offered  for  retail  sale 
only  as  follows:  (a)  stored  and  sold  behind  a  pharmacy  counter;  or  (b)  in  stores  without  a  pharmacy,  stored  behind 
a  single  counter  or  in  a  single  locked  container  that  is  accessible  only  by  a  trained  store  employee  and  sold  at  a 
single  designated  register.  (3)  Requires  that  stores  without  a  pharmacy  also  maintain  continuous  recorded  video 
surveillance  of  the  area  where  pseudoephedrine  products  are  sold.  Establishes  specific  requirements  for  the 
positioning  and  recording  of  cameras  and  the  preservation  of  videos.  Authorizes  Comm’n  for  Mental  Health, 
Developmental  Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse  Services  to  exempt  retailers  from  surveillance  requirement 
upon  proof  that  compliance  with  the  requirements  would  be  a  substantial  economic  hardship  and  would  be 
physically  impracticable,  and  that  retailer  has  implemented  other  acceptable  security  measures.  (4)  Permits  non¬ 
prescription  sales  of  pseudoephedrine  products  only  to  persons  who  are  at  least  18  years  old  and  requires  that 
retailer  require  purchaser  to  furnish  photo  identification  that  includes  person’s  date  of  birth.  (5)  Requires  that 
retailer  maintain  a  record  of  all  pseudoephedrine  products  purchased  for  two  years  and  requires  that  purchasers 
sign  a  form  that  includes  purchase  information  and  statement  specified  in  act  that  summarizes  NC  restrictions  on 
pseudoephedrine  sales.  (6)  For  non-prescription  purchases,  limits  each  purchase  of  any  pseudoephedrine 
product  to  two  packages  containing  a  combined  total  of  six  grams  and  prohibits  the  purchase  of  more  than  nine 
grams  of  pseudoephedrine  products  in  any  30-day  period.  (7)  Requires  that  retailers  post  signs  summarizing 
sales  restrictions  and  that  employees  participate  in  a  training  program  sponsored  by  the  NC  Methamphetamine 
Abuse  Task  Force. 

Penalties.  Establishes  the  following  penalties  for  a  retailer’s  willful  and  knowing  violation  of  the 
pseudoephedrine  product  sales  restrictions:  first  offense  -  Class  A1  misdemeanor;  second  offense  and 
subsequent  offenses  -  Class  I  felony.  Also  provides  that  a  retailer  convicted  of  a  third  offense  will  be  permanently 
prohibited  from  engaging  in  pseudoephedrine  product  sales.  Establishes  the  following  penalties  for  a  purchaser  or 
employee  who  willfully  and  knowingly  violates  age  and  quantity  restrictions  on  pseudoephedrine  product  sales: 
first  offense  -  Class  1  misdemeanor;  second  offense  -  Class  A1  misdemeanor;  third  and  subsequent  offenses  - 
Class  I  felony.  Also  provides  that  a  retailer  who  violates  training  requirements  will  be  fined  up  to  $500  for  a  first 
violation,  $750  for  a  second  violation,  and  $1,000  for  a  third  or  subsequent  violation. 

Immunity/product  exemption/preemption.  Except  for  willful  misconduct,  provides  that  any  person  who  reports 
alleged  criminal  activity  connected  with  pseudoephedrine  product  sales  or  refuses  to  sell  products  to  a  customer 
who  person  reasonably  believes  is  ineligible  for  product  purchase  is  immune  from  civil  liability  for  those  acts. 
Effective  September  1, 2005,  authorizes  the  Comm’n  to  exempt  certain  products  from  Article’s  requirements  if  it  is 
proven  that  either  the  product  has  been  formulated  to  deter  its  conversion  to  methamphetamine  or  the  product's 
conversion  is  so  costly  it  is  unlikely  that  it  would  be  used  in  the  production  of  methamphetamine.  Lists  factors  that 
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the  Comm'n  must  consider  in  deciding  whether  an  exemption  should  be  granted.  Article  preempts  all  local  acts 
governing  pseudoephedrine  product  sales. 

NC  Methamphetamine  Abuse  Task  Force.  Establishes  20-member  Task  Force  effective  when  act  becomes 
law.  Requires  that  Task  Force  study  the  abuse  of  methamphetamine  and  the  feasibility  of  developing  electronic 
tracking  of  pseudoephedrine  product  sales,  and  develop  training  and  education  programs  for  retail  employees 
and  citizens.  Requires  that  Task  Force  submit  its  first  report  on  December  1 , 2005. 

Amends  GS  106-145.2(9)  to  include  pseudoephedrine  products  in  the  definition  of  prescription  drugs  for 
purposes  of  Article  requiring  licensure  of  prescription  drug  wholesalers.  Enacts  the  following  new  provisions:  (1 ) 
GS  106-145.13  to  require  that  wholesale  distributors  of  pseudoephedrine  products  submit  a  report  to  the  State 
Bureau  of  Investigation  every  30  days  listing  all  pseudoephedrine  product  transactions  with  NC  persons  or 
businesses  within  the  preceding  month;  (2)  GS  14-72(b)(6)  to  make  the  theft  of  any  product  containing 
pseudoephedrine  a  Class  H  felony,  except  thefts  by  the  store’s  employees;  (3)  GS  66-254.1  prohibiting  certain 
itinerant  merchants  and  specialty  market  vendors  from  selling  pseudoephedrine  products  and  drugs  listed  in  GS 
106-121(6)  and  making  violation  of  section  a  Class  1  misdemeanor  for  the  first  offense,  a  ClassAI  misdemeanor 
for  the  second  offense,  and  a  Class  I  felony  for  a  third  or  subsequent  offense;  and  (4)  GS  15A-736.1  to  provide 
that  evidence  of  a  person's  arrest  for  the  manufacture  of  methamphetamine  or  the  possession  of  a  precursor  and 
the  person’s  dependence  upon  or  regular  use  of  methamphetamine  establish  a  rebuttable  presumption  that  no 
conditions  of  release  on  bond  would  assure  community  safety.

SENATE  BILLS 

S  223.  PUBLIC  CONFIDENCE  IN  ELECTIONS.  Intro.  2/28/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  1st  edition. 

Requirements  for  voting  systems/request  for  proposal.  Deletes  proposed  GS  163-1 65. 9B.  Amends  GS 
163-165.7  as  follows.  Requires  that  each  voting  system  certified  by  State  Board  of  Elections  comply  with  request 
for  proposal  (RFP)  requirements,  generate  a  paper  record  or  ballot  of  each  individual  vote  cast  so  that  voters  may 
verify  their  votes,  and  provide  a  back-up  means  of  counting  the  vote.  Specifically  authorizes  the  State  Board  to 
certify  voting  systems  that  include  optical  scan  and  direct  record  electronic  (DRE)  voting  systems. 

Revises  RFP  requirements  to:  (1)  replace  requirement  that  State  Board  require  uniform  features  for  each 
type  of  voting  system  with  requirement  that  RFP  include  minimum  specifications  for  voting  systems  and 
mandatory  contract  terms;  (2)  require  that  vendor  post  a  bond  or  letter  of  credit  for  damages  in  addition  to  those 
resulting  from  the  costs  of  a  new  election;  (3)  require  that  the  paper  record  general  by  DRE  voting  systems  be 
viewable  by  the  voter  and  allow  the  voter  to  correct  any  discrepancies  before  the  vote  is  cast;  (4)  require  that  all 
electronic  voting  systems  generate  a  paper  record  and  that  the  paper  record  be  secured;  and  (5)  require  that 
vendor  provide  access  to  all  information  escrowed  pursuant  to  GS  163-165.9A  (was,  source  code  information 
only),  and  that  vendor  agree  to  turn  over  its  source  code  when  vendor  fails  to  repair  or  update  software  as 
required  by  agreement  or  if  vendor  files  for  ban<ruptcy.  Requires  that  counties  using  systems  acquired  or  updated 
before  August  1 , 2005,  in  the  2006  election  ana  thereafter  first  verify  that  system  complies  with  RFP 
requirements. 

Clarifies  that  a  county  has  30  days  from  the  time  it  receives  notice  of  the  State  Board’s  decision  (was,  from 
date  of  decision)  to  decertify  a  system  to  appeal  that  decision.  Completely  rewrites  proposed  GS  163-1 65.7(c)  to 
require  that  Board  certify  only  those  voting  systems  compliant  with  state  and  federal  law  and  that  State  Board 
apply  specific  criteria  listed  in  reviewing  the  vendor’s  source  code,  and  to  provide  that  any  portion  of  the  Board 
report  containing  information  related  to  trade  secrets  is  confidential  and  may  be  accessed  only  as  provided  in  act. 
Amends  GS  163-1 65.7(d)  to  add  the  following  additional  requirements  for  State  Board  voting  system  procedures: 
(1 )  enacts  new  (d)(9)  to  limit  the  review  of  vendor  information  placed  in  escrow  to  the  governmental  entities  listed 
and  to  prohibit  review  of  that  information  by  the  vendor’s  business  competitor;  and  (2)  enacts  new  (d)(10)  to 
require  that  Board  adopt  rules  to  maintain  the  integrity  of  electronic  vote  counts  and  the  paper  record.  Modifies 
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proposed  GS  163-1 65.7(e)  to  require  that  Board  facilitate  training  and  support  of  county  voting  systems  (was, 
required  that  Board  provide  training  and  support).  Specifies  that  changes  apply  to  all  voting  systems  used  during 
any  election  in  2006  and  thereafter. 

Additional  vendor  obligations.  Modifies  proposed  GS  163-1 65. 9A  to  require  that  in  addition  to  the  source 
code,  vendor  must  place  in  escrow  all  software  relevant  to  the  system's  operation,  a  list  of  programmers  that 
created  the  software,  an  affidavit  confirming  that  the  source  code  includes  all  relevant  program  statements,  and 
any  other  items  required  by  the  State  Board  of  Elections.  Also  adds  requirement  that  vendors  notify  the  State 
Board  of  Elections  of  any  defect  found  in  similar  voting  systems.  Increases  penalty  for  willful  (was,  willful  and 
fraudulent)  violation  of  section  from  a  Class  I  to  a  Class  G  felony  and  establishes  a  civil  penalty  of  up  to  $100,000 
per  violation. 

Ballot  sampling.  Modifies  proposed  GS  163-1 82.1  (b)(1)  (ballot  sampling  for  electronic  voting  systems)  to 
require  that  in  those  elections  where  there  is  no  statewide  ballot  item,  the  State  Board  of  Elections  establish  a 
process  for  selecting  district  or  local  ballot  items  to  adequately  sample  the  electorate.  Further  revises  GS 
163-1 82.1  (b)(1)  and  enacts  new  163-182.2(6)  (ballot  counting)  to  provides  that  the  hand-to-eye  count  will  control 
if  there  is  a  material  discrepancy  between  the  electronic  or  mechanical  count  and  the  hand-to-«ye  count  (was,  if 
there  is  any  discrepancy  between  counts),  except  where  paper  ballots  have  been  lost  or  there  is  another 
reasonable  basis  to  conclude  that  the  hand-to-eye  count  is  not  the  true  count. 

County  obligations.  Amends  GS  163-1 32. 5G  to  require  that  precinct  returns  also  include  votes  cast  by 
provisional  ballot,  to  delete  proposed  amendment  that  would  have  required  that  data  be  reported  by  precinct  no 
later  than  the  2008  election,  and  to  delete  provision  providing  for  exemptions  from  deadline  for  data  reporting  by 
precinct  for  financial  hardship  and  if  county’s  election  system  cannot  be  programmed  to  provide  that  information. 
Requires  that  voting  data  be  reported  by  precinct  by  March  1 , 2007,  for  the  2006  general  elections  and  by  May  1 , 
2007,  for  the  2006  primary  elections.  Provides  that  voting  system  testing  requirements  under  GS  163-1 65.9(a)(3) 
do  not  apply  to  a  system  acquired  before  January  1,  2008,  as  long  as  system  is  demonstrated  in  a  public  forum  in 
county.  Enacts  new  GS  163-1 65.9(b)  to  specifically  require  that  the  county  board  of  elections  comply  with  State 
Board  requirements  regarding  training  and  support  of  voting  systems. 

Miscellaneous.  Amends  GS  163-1 66.7(c)  to  require  that  State  Board  adopt  rules  to  prohibit  the  removal  from 
the  voting  enclosure  of  paper  records  or  copies  of  an  individually  voted  ballot  or  other  items  that  could 
compromise  the  integrity  of  the  machine  count  or  the  paper  record.  Modifies  proposed  GS  163-1 82. 7A  to  delete 
requirement  that  mail-in  absentee  ballots  be  considered  a  precinct.  Effective  July  1,  2005,  appropriates  from  the 
General  Fund  to  the  State  Board  of  Elections  the  recurring  sum  of  $600,000  for  20£ft-06  and  2006-07  and  the 
nonrecurring  sum  of  $20  million  for  2005-06  to  implement  act  and  deletes  provisions  indicating  that  funds  will  be 
appropriated  for  reimbursement  of  counties  for  post-election  verification  or  any  other  hand-eye  counting  or 
recounting.  Makes  technical  and  conforming  changes. 

S  1032.  STUDY  INHERENTLY  DANGEROUS  ANIMALS.  Intro.  3/24/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Requires  that  the  Dep't  of  Environment  and  Natural  Resources  also  consult  with 
the  Division  of  Public  Health  of  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  in  connection  with  study.  Makes  technical 
changes. 

S  1048.  IDENTITY  THEFT  PROTECTION  ACT  OF  2005.  Intro.  3/24/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition. 

Makes  the  following  changes  to  the  proposed  “Identity  Theft  Protection  Act."  (1)  Defines  “encryption"  and 
“redaction”  and  modifies  definition  of  “security  breach"  to  include  acquisition  of  unencrypted  and  unredacted 
personal  information  used  or  likely  to  be  used  illegally  or  that  creates  a  material  risk  of  harm  to  a  consumer,  and 
any  unauthorized  acquisition  of  encrypted  personal  information.  (2)  Modifies  proposed  GS  75-62  (social  security 
number  protection)  and  132-1.8  (limiting  use  of  social  security  numbers  by  State  and  local  government  agencies) 
to  prohibit  use  of  only  a  person’s  entire  social  security  number  (was,  six  digits  or  more  of  number).  (3)  Deletes 
provisions  in  GS  75-63  (security  freeze  procedures)  and  132-1 .8(f)  (removal  of  certain  identifying  information  from 
official  records)  which  authorized  a  person’s  attorney-in-fact  or  legal  guardian  to  make  requests  on  person’s 
behalf.  (4)  Further  modifies  security  freeze  requirements  to  delete  requirement  that  consumer  reporting  agency 
notify  consumer  five  business  days  prior  to  the  removal  of  freeze  due  to  consumer’s  material  misrepresentation. 
(5)  Modifies  GS  75-62  to  prohibit  the  disclosure  of  social  security  number  to  a  third  party  without  consumer’s 
consent  if  person  disclosing  information  knows  or  upon  the  exercise  of  reasonable  diligence  would  tiave  reason  to 
believe  (was,  knows  or  has  reasonable  grounds  to  believe)  that  third  party  lacks  a  legitimate  purpose  for  obtaining 
number.  Provides  that  social  security  number  protections  also  apply  to  applications  to  amend  or  terminate 
accounts.  Also  provides  that  prohibitions  against  social  security  number  disclosure  do  not  apply  when  used  for  a 
purpose  authorized  under  provisions  of  the  Gramm-Leach-Bliley  Act  or  to  locate  a  missing  person  or  one  who  is 
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due  a  benefit.  (6)  Enacts  new  GS  75-63(l)(1 1 )  to  also  exempt  from  security  freeze  protections  the  use  of  a 
consumer  credit  report  by  any  property  and  casualty  insurer  for  certain  listed  purposes.  (7)  Modifies  GS  75-64 
(requirements  for  destruction  of  personal  records)  to  exempt  health  care  facilities  that  are  subject  to  federal  health 
information  protections  and  to  provide  that  violation  is  an  illegal  trade  practice.  (8)  Revises  proposed  GS  75-65 
I  (protection  from  security  breaches)  to  require  that  any  business  that  owns  or  licenses  personal  information  notify 
-  consumer  of  security  breaches  without  unreasonable  delay  and  to  require  that  any  business  that  maintains  or 
f  possesses  that  information  notify  consumer  following  the  breach's  discovery.  Further  modifies  section  to  authorize 
•  business  to  delay  notification  of  consumer  if  business  receives  written  notice  that  notice  would  impede  a  criminal 
■  investigation  or  jeopardize  homeland  security  or  if  business  documents  an  oral  request  by  law  enforcement.  Also 
authorizes  business  to  provide  notice  to  consumer  by  direct  telephone  contact.  Provides  that  no  private  right  of 
action  may  be  brought  for  violation  of  section  unless  a  person  can  demonstrate  injury  and  prohibits  assignment  of 
causes  of  action  arising  under  Article.  (9)  Revises  GS  132-1 .8  to  make  section  inapplicable  to  redacted  social 
security  numbers,  to  delete  proposed  sub-section  (d)  regarding  access  to  information  by  the  news  media,  and  to 
clarify  that  an  instrument's  validity  is  not  affected  by  the  inclusion  of  personal  information  and  that  the  register  of 
deeds  may  not  reject  an  instrument  because  it  includes  personal  information.  Also  limits  public  access  to  a 
request  to  redact  information,  provides  that  the  clerk  has  no  duty  to  remove  a  redaction,  and  imposes  a  fine  of 
$500  for  requesting  a  redaction  without  proper  authority.  Revises  proposed  GS  132.1.8(b)(9)  to  provide  that  even 
where  a  social  security  number  may  be  included  in  a  mailing,  the  number  or  any  portion  of  the  number  may  not  be 
printed  on  the  outside  of  the  mailing.  Makes  technical  changes. 

HOUSE  BILLS 

H  688.  CERTIFY  ON-SITE  WASTEWATER  CONTRACTORS.  Intro.  3/17/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes 
the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Limits  inspector  certification  to  inspections  conducted  after  a  permit  is  issued 
by  the  local  health  department.  Exempts  from  the  certification  requirement  (1)  persons  employed  by  or 
performing  labor  for  a  certified  contractor  or  inspector  and  acting  under  direct  and  personal  supervision  of  the 
certified  contractor  or  inspector;  and  (2)  license  plumbing  contractors  as  long  as  not  performing  plumbing  work 
that  includes  installation  or  repair  of  a  septic  tank  or  similar  depository  or  lines  or  appurtenances  downstream 
from  where  lines  from  the  building  meet  the  septic  tank  or  similar  depository.  Provides  that  service  on  On-Site 
Wastewater  Contractors  and  Inspectors  Certification  Board  is  additional  to  any  other  office  held  by  board 
members.  Permits  suspension  or  revocation  of  certificate  for  failure  to  satisfactorily  complete  continuing 
education  requirements.  Modifies  terms  for  initial  members  of  board.  Deletes  provision  permitting  new 
certification  board  to  adopt  temporary  rules.  Deletes  provision  allowing  issuance  of  certificates  to  entities. 

H  1466.  EXPLOITATION/ELDERLY  OR  DISABLED  ADULT.  Intro.  4/21/05.  Senate  amendment  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Modifies  proposed  GS  14-1 12.2(c)  to  provide  that  prohibition  against  use  of 
elder  or  disabled  adult's  assets  without  consent  does  not  apply  to  adult's  agent  acting  within  the  scope  of  agent's 
authority. 

H  1779.  PROPERTY  TAX  PAID  WITH  VEHICLE  REGISTRATION.  Intro.  5/12/05.  House  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Effective  January  1,  2006,  amends  GS  105-330. 4(b)  to  increase  from 
2%  to  5%  the  interest  on  unpaid  motor  vehicle  property  taxes  for  the  first  month  they  are  delinquent.  Enacts  new 
GS  105-330.10  directing  that  60%  of  the  interest  be  used  by  the  Division  of  Motor  Vehicles  (DMV)  to  develop  and 
implement  an  integrated  computer  system  for  combined  administration  of  taxes  and  registration  fees  on  motor 
vehicles.  Beginning  July  1,  2009,  or  earlier  if  the  computer  system  is  in  operation,  the  interest  rate  for  unpaid 
motor  vehicle  property  taxes  is  extended  to  unpaid  vehicle  registration  foes  and  the  entire  amount  of  interest 
collected  each  month  is  transferred  to  the  Highway  Fund  for  technology  improvements  for  DMV.  Changes  the 
effective  date  for  DMV  to  begin  collection  of  property  taxes  on  motor  vehicles  from  July  1,  2007,  to  July  1,  2009, 
or  when  the  computer  system  is  in  operation,  whichever  is  earlier,  and  makes  the  following  additional  changes 
effective  at  the  same  time;  (1)  modifies  proposed  GS  105-330(4)  to  remove  the  county  tax  collector  as  a  party  to 
whom  motor  vehicle  property  taxes  and  registration  fees  can  be  paid;  (2)  amends  GS  105-330. 4(a)  to  change  the 
due  date  for  property  taxes  on  registered  motor  vehicles  to  the  15th  day  of  the  month  after  the  registration  sticker 
expires;  (3)  amends  GS  105-330. 5(a)(4)  to  notify  taxpayer  that  the  period  for  appealing  the  appraised  value  of  a 
motor  vehicle  is  any  time  before  the  taxes  and  fees  become  delinquent;  (4)  amends  GS  105-330. 5(b)  to  authorize 
the  Department  of  Revenue  (DOR)  to  use  a  contractor  to  print  and  mail  the  notices  and  authorize  DOR  to  receive 
a  fee  equal  to  the  costs  of  printing  and  mailing;  (5)  amends  GS  105-330. 5(b)  to  change  from  monthly  to  weekly 
the  financial  accounting  required  from  DMV  concerning  taxes  collected;  (6)  repeals  GS  105-330.7  and  20-50.3 
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regarding  DMV  blocking  registration  renewal  for  motor  vehicles  on  which  taxes  are  not  paid  and  substitutes  a 
requirement  that  DMV  refuse  to  register  a  vehicle  on  which  the  taxes  are  not  paid.  Directs  DOR  and  DMV  to 
develop  plan  for  the  new  computer  system  and  report  by  April  30,  2006.  Makes  technical  and  conforming 
changes.

Adds  reference  to  new  offense  of  serious  injury  by  vehicle  to  GS  20-4.01  (listing 
impaired  driving  offenses),  GS  20-19(c3)(3)  (requiring  that  upon  restoration  of  a  driver’s  license,  Division  of  Motor 
Vehicles  restrict  persons  convicted  of  certain  listed  offenses  from  operating  a  motor  vehicle  with  an  alcohol 
concentration  of  greater  than  0.00),  and  GS  20-1 68(b)  (listing  provisions  of  Motor  Vehicle  Act  from  which 
operators  of  State  vehicles  are  not  exempted  by  section).

House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Modifies  proposed  GS  53-96.1  to  specify  that  the  Office  of  the  Comm’r  of  Banks 
and  its  employees  will  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  GS  126-7.1  (job  posting,  priority  consideration,  and 
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reduction-in-force  rights).  Requires  that  the  Comm’r  develop  organizational  classification  and  compensation 
innovations  (was,  compensation  only)  and  implement  human  resource  programs  and  an  organizational  structure 
that  include  job  descriptions,  time  off  policies,  and  uniform  performance  assessments.

Amends  GS  53-243.02  to  also  prohibit  a  loan  officer  from  being  employed  by  more  than 
one  affiliated  mortgage  banker  at  one  time  and  to  authorize  the  NC  Comm’r  of  Banks  to  deny  a  mortgage  broker 
or  mortgage  banker  (was,  mortgage  broker  or  mortgage  lender)  the  right  to  employ  a  loan  officer  under  certain 
circumstances.  Also  modifies  proposed  GS  53-243.05A  to  limit  to  60  days  the  length  of  time  an  applicant  for  a 
limited  loan  officer  license  may  act  provisionally.  Amends  GS  53-243.08  to  allow  an  affiliated  mortgage  banker  to 
designate  a  branch  manager  who  does  not  meet  the  experience  requirements  of  GS  53-243.05(c)(1)  as  long  as 
the  banker  certifies  that  the  person  has  been  employed  by  that  banker  for  at  least  one  year  as  a  loan  officer  or 
limited  loan  officer  or  in  a  comparable  position  in  another  state.

INC.,  FOR  PERMANENT  FACILITY  CONSTRUCTION  AND  CENTRAL  CAROLINA  COMMUNITY  COLLEGE 
FOR  EQUIPMENT  AND  CAPITAL  NEEDS.  As  title  indicates,  appropriates  from  General  Fund  for  2005-06 
$175,000  to  Hertford  Farmer’s  Market  and  $1  million  to  Central  Carolina  Community  College,  Chatham  County 
Campus.  Effective  July  1, 2005. 

H  1283.  IMPROVE  ENVIRONMENTAL  ENFORCEMENT.  Intro.  4/19/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1  st  edition.  (1 )  Amends  GS  1 1 3A-64(a)(1 )  to  require  the  existence  of  one  of  the  following 
factors  before  a  $10,000  penalty  for  the  first  day  of  a  violation  is  assessed:  that  violation  was  knowing  and  willful, 
that  off-site  sedimentation  has  eliminated  or  severely  degraded  a  use  in  a  lake  or  natural  watercourse  or  has 
caused  severe  damage  to  adjacent  land,  or  that  the  land-disturbing  activity  is  being  conducted  without  an 
approved  plan.  (2)  Enacts  new  GS  1 1 3A-64(c)  to  provide  that  a  single  violation  may  be  subject  to  an  enforcement 
action  under  either  Article  13  of  GS  Chapter  1 13A  (sedimentation  control)  or  Article  21  of  GS  Chapter  143  (water 
and  air  resources),  but  not  both,  and  that  separate  violations  at  the  same  site  may  be  enforced  under  either 
Article.  (3)  Revises  proposed  amendments  to  GS  130A-22(a)  to  increase  proposed  maximum  daily  penalty  for 
violations  involving  hazardous  waste  from  $27,500  to  $32,500.  (4)  Enacts  new  GS  130A-22(j)  to  authorize  the 
Secretary  of  Environment  and  Natural  Resources  to  collect  the  reasonable  costs  of  any  investigation,  inspection, 
or  monitoring  that  resulted  in  the  assessment  of  a  civil  penalty.  (5)  Modifies  proposed  GS  143-21 5. 6F  to  limit  to 
four  hours  the  amount  of  time  the  Secretary  may  require  that  a  person  either  attend  an  environmental  education 
course  or  perform  community  service  and  to  provide  that  Secretary  may  require  publication  of  a  notice  of  a 
violation  only  once.  Further  modifies  proposed  section  to  limit  Secretary’s  authority  to  delegate  power  and  duties 
under  section.  Makes  technical  and  conforming  changes. 

H  1638.  ALLOWABLE  91 1  EXPENDITURES/CAP  CHARGE/STUDY  (NEW).  Intro.  5/11/05.  House  committee 
substitute  deletes  all  provisions  of  1st  edition  and  replaces  it  with  AN  ACT  TO  CLARIFY  THE  AUTHORIZED 
EXPENDITURES  FROM  THE  EMERGENCY  TELEPHONE  SYSTEM  FUND.  TO  CAP  91 1  SERVICE  CHARGES, 
AND  TO  STUDY  ISSUES  RELATED  TO  ARTICLE  1  OF  CHAPTER  62A  OF  THE  GENERAL  STATUTES. 
Repeals  GS  62A-8(b)  (establishing  requirements  for  adoption  of  local  ordinances  imposing  a  911  charge). 
Provides  that  effective  July  1,  2005,  the  maximum  911  charge  imposed  by  a  local  government  may  not  exceed 
the  amount  charged  as  of  that  date.  Requires  that  the  Joint  Legislative  Utility  Review  Committee  study  the 
collection  and  spending  of  91 1  charges  by  local  governments,  the  need  to  adopt  a  statewide  91 1  charge,  whether 
to  create  a  State  Emergency  Telephone  Fund,  and  whether  to  designate  the  Community  College  System  as  the 
preferred  provider  of  training  for  public  safety  answering  point  staff  and  report  its  findings  to  the  General 
Assembly  upon  the  convening  of  the  2006  Regular  Session  and  the  convening  of  the  2007  General  Assembly. 

H  1723.  ALT.  METHOD/DISPOSAL  OF  STATE  SURPLUS  R.P.  Intro.  5/12/05.  House  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Modifies  amendments  to  Article  19  of  GS  Chapter  146  as  follows.  (1)

(4)  Amends  GS  146-88  to  require  that  Comm’n  notify  Dep’t  of 
Administration  within  three  business  days  of  its  receipt  of  a  proposal  for  State-owned  real  property  (was,  within 
three  business  days  following  first  meeting  at  which  Comm’n  considered  proposal)  and  require  that  in  certain 
cases  Dep’t  provide  an  advisory  response  to  the  Comm’n  within  30  days  after  receiving  proposal  (1st  edition 
required  that  response  be  provided  within  15  days  after  receipt  of  proposal).  Provides  that  phrase  “already 
engaged  in  disposing  of  the  same  property"  means  that  the  Dep’t  has  begun  negotiations  with  sales  agents  and 
brokers.  Further  amends  section  to  require  that  after  receipt  of  Department's  response,  Comm’n  determine 
whether  to  proceed  with  transaction  and  if  an  agreement  of  sale  is  reached,  submit  transaction  to  the  Governor 
and  Council  of  State  for  their  approval  (was,  required  that  Comm’n  obtain  approval  by  Governor  and  Council  of 
State  before  completion  of  transaction).  Requires  that  land  conveyances  under  section  comply  with  GS  146-74 
through  146-78. 

Deletes  amendments  to  GS  146-2,  146-4,  and  146-15.  Amends  GS  146-30(a1)  to  provide  that  subsection  (a) 
of  section  will  not  (was,  will)  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  disposition  of  any  State  lands  by  exchange  for  other 
lands.  Makes  conforming  changes  to  GS  143-341(4)  (Dep’t  powers  over  real  property  control).  Makes  technical 
changes.

S  1029.  CLARIFY/ENHANCE  DOMESTIC  VIO.  &  TENANCY  LAWS.  Intro.  3/24/05.  House  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  (1)  Deletes  amendment  to  GS  50B-3(a)  which  would  have  authorized 
the  entry  of  a  protective  order  with  the  consent  of  the  parties.  Also  amends  section  to  authorize  the  sheriff,  if  a 
defendant  is  ordered  to  stay  away  from  a  child’s  school,  to  deliver  order  to  the  school’s  principal  or  to  the 
assistant  principal  or  principal’s  designee  in  principal’s  absence.  (2)  Amends  GS  50B-3.1(e)  and  (f)  to  provide  for 
the  return  of  weapons  surrendered  under  an  emergency  or  ex  parte  protective  order  upon  final  disposition  of  any 
pending  criminal  charges  “committed  against  the  person  that  is  the  subject  of  the  protective  order.”  Deletes 
amendments  to  GS  50B-3.1(g).  (3)  Revises  proposed  GS  42-42.1  to  prohibit  landlord  from  terminating  a  tenancy 
or  failing  to  rent  a  dwelling  if  landlord’s  decision  is  based  substantially  on  (was,  on)  the  fact  that  the  tenant  was  a 
victim  of  domestic  violence,  sexual  assault,  or  stalking.  (4)  Modifies  proposed  GS  42.42.2,  which  sets  forth 
landlord’s  obligation  to  change  a  dwelling’s  locks  or  allow  locks  to  be  changed  by  a  victim  of  domestic  violence,  to 
require  that  landlord  change  locks  or  grant  victim  permission  to  do  so  within  72  hours  if  perpetrator  is  a  cotenant 
(was,  48  hours).  Further  revises  section  to  delete  requirement  that  tenant  serve  cotenant  with  court  order  before 
locks  are  changed  and  to  provide  that  landlord  is  not  liable  to  cotenant  for  civil  damages  for  the  loss  of  use  of  the 
dwelling  unit  or  damage  to  personal  property.  Requires  that  victim  bear  the  expense  of  changing  dwelling's  locks. 
(5)  Modifies  proposed  GS  42-45.1  (a)  to  provide  that  order  of  protection  accompanying  notice  of  lease  termination 
be  issued  by  a  court  pursuant  to  GS  Chapter  50B  or  50C,  other  than  an  ex  parte  order  (was,  permanent  order  of 
protection  under  GS  50B-3)  and  to  require  that  safety  plan  submitted  with  notice  substantially  comply  with 
requirements  of  50B-9  (was,  comply).  (6)  Amends  GS  42-30  (judgment  in  summary  ejectment  proceedings)  to 
require  entry  of  judgment  if  the  defendant  fails  to  appear,  the  plaintiff  requests  judgment  in  open  court,  the 
pleadings  allege  failure  to  pay  rent,  and  the  defendant  has  not  filed  a  responsive  pleading  and  to  also  authorize 
an  award  of  rent  or  damages  if  supported  by  a  preponderance  of  evidence.  (7)  Amends  GS  42-34(b)  to  require 
that  the  magistrate’s  determination  of  the  amount  of  rent  in  arrears  under  a  judgment  for  possession  entered  due 
to  the  defendant’s  failure  to  appear  must  be  based  on  certain  listed  factors.  Requires  that  the  clerk  or  the  court 
hold  a  hearing  within  10  days  of  the  filing  of  a  motion  by  either  party  to  modify  an  order  requiring  payment  of  rent 
in  arrears.  Makes  technical  changes.  Provides  that  amendments  to  GS  50B-3  are  effective  for  orders  entered  on 
or  after  October  1,  2005,  and  that  proposed  GS  42-40,  42-42.1, 42-42.2,  and  42-45.1  are  effective  for  leases 
entered  into  or  renewed  on  or  after  October  1 , 2005.  Remainder  of  act  is  effective  October  1 ,  2005.

Forest  City  Employees  in  State  Health  Plan.  Adopts  Senate  provision.  Section  29.32  of  4th  edition. 

State  Health  Plan/Optional  programs.  Adopts  new  provision  amending  GS  1 35-39. 5B  to  allow  adoption  of 
optional  hospital  and  medical  benefits  program  that  may  be  one  purchased  or  underwritten  by  the  State  and  may 
be  a  PPO  program.  Makes  other  conforming  statutory  changes.  Authorizes  negotiation  of  extension  of  current 
claims  processing  contract  of  up  to  three  years  beyond  June  30,  2007. 

State  Health  Plan/exempt  positions.  Adopts  new  provision  allowing  Executive  Administrator  to  designate 
managerial,  professional,  or  policy-making  positions  as  exempt  from  the  State  Personnel  Act  and  allows 
establishment  and  filling  of  up  to  three  additional  such  positions.

Lottery.  Adopts  Senate  provision,  Section  31.1  of  4th  edition,  except: 

Provides  that  if  H  1023,  introduced  3/31/05,  becomes  law,  the  title  is  revised  to  read,  “AN  ACT  TO 
ESTABLISH  A  STATE  LOTTERY  TO  GENERATE  FUNDS  TO  FURTHER  THE  GOAL  OF  PROVIDING 
ENHANCED  EDUCATIONAL  OPPORTUNITIES  SO  THAT  ALL  STUDENTS  IN  THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  CAN 
ACHIEVE  THEIR  FULL  POTENTIAL.  TO  SUPPORT  SCHOOL  CONSTRUCTION,  TO  FUND  COLLEGE  AND 
UNIVERSITY  SCHOLARSHIPS  AND  TO  MAKE  CONFORMING  CHANGES  TO  THE  GENERAL  STATUTES." 
Makes  additional  amendments  to  H  1023,  if  it  becomes  law,  as  set  forth  below. 

Amends  proposed  GS  18C-102  to  delete  provision  specifying  that  lottery  funds  shall  supplement  and  not 
supplant  moneys  previously  allocated  for  the  public  purposes  described  in  the  chapter. 

Lottery  Commission/Director.  Deletes  change  to  proposed  GS  18C-1 10  that  would  have  located  Lottery 
Commission  in  the  Dep’t  of  Administration  rather  than  Dep’t  of  Commerce.  Provides  in  GS  1 8C-1 1 1  that  Governor 
appoints  chair  of  Comm’n  (was.  Governor  appoints  initial  chair  to  serve  for  one  year,  thereafter  selected  by 
Comm’n  from  its  membership).  Deletes  provision  in  GS  18C-112  that  General  Assembly  appointee  recommended 
by  Speaker  of  the  House  have  at  least  five  years  experience  in  specified  field.  Amends  proposed  GS  1 8C-1 1 4  to 
require  limitations  on  lottery  advertising,  including  that  all  advertising  include  sources  of  information  for 
responsible  gaming  information,  no  advertising  may  intentionally  target  specific  groups  or  economic  classes,  no 
advertising  may  be  misleading  or  present  the  lottery  as  a  means  of  relieving  any  person's  financial  or  personal 
difficulties,  and  no  advertising  may  have  as  its  primary  purpose  inducing  people  to  play  the  lottery.  Adds 
provisions  that  statutory  provisions  of  Article  3D  of  GS  Chapter  143  (relating  to  information  technology  services) 
do  not  apply  to  the  Comm’n. 

Lottery  Games/Tickets/Prizes.  Amends  proposed  GS  18C-130  to  allow  lottery  tickets  to  depict  cartoon 
characters  whose  primary  appeal  is  not  to  minors  and  to  require  that  all  advertising  be  tasteful.  Amends  proposed 
GS  18C-132  to  provide  that  if  valid  claim  for  prize  is  not  made  within  applicable  period,  the  unclaimed  prize 
money  must  be  handled  in  accordance  with  provisions  establishing  college  scholarships.  Revises  proposed  GS 
18C-134  to  provide  for  setoff  of  debts  against  lottery  prizes.  Requires  Comm’n  to  establish  debt  set-off  program 
for  debts  of  at  least  $50  owed  or  collected  by  state  and  local  claimant  agencies.  Requires  Comm’n  to  match 
information  submitted  by  claimant  agencies  with  winning  prizes  of  $600  or  more.  Establishes  procedures  for 
notification  of  debt,  making  set-offs  and  imposition  of  collection  assistance  fees;  provides  that  confidentiality 
statutes  do  not  preclude  exchange  of  information  among  Comm’n,  claimant  agencies,  the  organization  submitting 
claims,  and  the  debtor. 

Lottery  Retailers/Contractors.  Amends  proposed  GS  18C-151  to  provide  that  Article  8  of  GS  Chapter  143, 
including  minority  participation  goals,  apply  to  contracts  entered  into  by  the  Comm’n  unless  otherwise  specifically 
provided.

(was,  expenditure  of  $75,000  in  public  money).

Amends  proposed  GS  18C-164  to  provide  for  periodic 
transfer  of  net  revenues  of  the  State  Lottery  Fund  to  the  Education  Lottery  Fund.  Directs  Comm’n  to  transfer  5% 
of  the  net  revenue  of  the  prior  year  to  the  Education  Lottery  Reserve  Fund,  which  is  capped  at  $50,000,000. 
Provides  that  if  actual  net  revenues  in  a  given  year  are  less  than  the  appropriation  to  the  Education  Lottery  Fund 
for  that  year,  the  Reserve  Fund  is  to  be  used  to  make  up  the  shortfall;  also  sets  priority  for  allocation  of  funds  if 
the  Reserve  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  shortfall.  Provides  that  remaining  net  revenue  of  the  Education  Lottery 
Fund  is  to  be  allocated  as  follows;  (1)  50%  to  support  class  size  reduction  in  early  grades  and  to  support 
academic  pre-kindergarten  programs  for  at-risk  four-year  olds;  (2)  40%  to  the  Public  School  Building  Capital 
Fund;  and  (3)  10%  to  the  State  Educational  Assistance  Authority  to  fund  college  and  university  scholarships.  If 
actual  net  revenues  exceed  the  appropriated  amount  in  a  fiscal  year,  50%  of  the  excess  net  revenues  are  to  be 
transferred  to  the  Public  School  Building  Capital  Fund  and  50%  to  the  State  Educational  Assistance  Authority. 
Restores  provision  of  proposed  H  1023  establishing  Article  35A  of  GS  Chapter  115C  regarding  College 
Scholarships.  Adds  provisions  that  minimum  scholarship  to  be  awarded  is  $100,  that  the  State  Educational 
Assistance  Authority  may  use  up  to  1 .5%  of  the  lottery  funds  it  receives  for  administrative  purposes,  and  that  any 
unexpended  scholarship  funds  will  remain  available  for  future  scholarships. 

Miscellaneous.  Adds  provision  to  GS  150B-1(c)  exempting  State  Lottery  from  state  Administrative  Procedure 
Act.  Provides  that  funds  are  not  to  be  transferred  to  Education  Lottery  Reserve  Fund  in  2005-06.  Adds  provision

used  for  school  construction  and  for  indebtedness  incurred  on  or  after  January  1,  2003,  and  may  not  be  used  for 
school  technology  needs.  Provides  that  unclaimed  prize  money  is  transferred  to  the  Escheat  Fund  in  an  amount 
equal  to  the  principal  transferred  from  the  Escheat  Fund  for  scholarships  in  fiscal  years  2003-04  through  2006-07 
until  the  Escheat  Fund  is  repaid  those  amounts  transferred.

(3)  Include  voice  mail  within  the  definition 
of  telecommunications  for  sales  tax  purposes,  effective  October  1,  2005.  (4)  Repeal  special  sales  tax  rates  and 
caps  effective  January  1,  2006,  subjecting  manufacturing  fuel  and  recycling  equipment  to  an  equivalent  excise 
tax,  subjecting  railway  cars  to  the  general  rate  of  tax  (refundable  in  proportion  to  operations  outside  of  the  state), 
and  exempting  other  items  formerly  taxed  at  special  rates.  (5)  Exempt  from  sales  tax  potting  soil  sold  to  farmers, 
effective  January  1 , 2006.  (6)  Remove  funeral  services  from  the  sales  tax  and  delete  the  $1 ,500  exemption  that 
applied  to  funeral  services  and  goods  combined,  effective  October  1, 2005.  (7)  Remove  candy  from  the  category 
of  food  that  is  not  subject  to  State  sales  tax,  effective  October  1,  2005.  (8)  Add  to  the  sales  tax  holiday  effective 
October  1 ,  2005,  computer  supplies  with  a  sales  price  of  up  to  $250.  (9)  Extend  until  2010  the  line  on  the 
individual  income  tax  for  paying  use  tax.  (10)  Reenact  and  limit  to  Dare  County  2004  legislation  authorizing  local 
sales  tax  for  beach  nourishment.  (11)  Make  numerous  definition  and  administrative  changes  related  to  the 
Streamlined  Sales  Tax  Agreement,  effective  October  1, 2005. 

Tobacco  Tax  Rate  Changes.

No 
change-  House  and  Senate  provisions  identical.  See  digests  in  the  May  3,  2005,  and  June  15,  2005,  Bulletins 
Authorization  to  establish  receipt-supported  positions.  No  change  -  House  and  Senate  provisions  identical. 
See  digests  in  the  March  17  and  May  3,  2005,  Bulletins 

Overhead  cost  recovery.  Adopts  Senate  provision.  Section  6.6  of  4th  edition,  digested  in  the  May  3,  2005, 
Daily  Bulletin,  except;  directs  the  Office  of  State  Budget  and  Management  to  (1)  determine  a  methodology 
appropriate  for  the  calculation  and  allocation  of  overhead  receipts;(2)  ensure  that  future  overhead  cost 
reimbursements  for  programs,  with  overhead  costs  borne  by  the  General  Fund,  revert  to  the  General  Fund;  (3) 
establish  an  indirect  cost  allocation  methodology,  for  programs  not  recovering  costs  from  other  funding  sources, 
to  reimburse  the  General  Fund;  and  (4)  estimate  the  anticipated  reimbursement  to  the  General  Fund.

Consultation  not  required  prior  to  establishing  or  increasing  fees  in  accordance  with  Budget  Act  and 
clarification  of  the  law  providing  legislative  oversight  of  agency  fees  and  charges.  Adopts  Senate  provision. 
Section  6.8  of  4th  edition,  digested  in  the  May  3,  2005,  Daily  Bulletin.  Also  adds  new  provision  amending  GS  12- 
3.1  to  provide  that  an  agency  rule  adopted  to  establish  or  increase  a  fee  or  charge  may  not  take  effect  until  the 
agency  has  consulted  with  the  Joint  Legislative  Comm’n  on  Governmental  Operations.  Requires  the  agency  to 
submit  a  request  for  consultation  to  all  members  of  the  Comm’n,  the  Comm’n  Assistant,  and  the  Fiscal  Research 
Division  of  the  General  Assembly  on  the  same  date  that  the  notice  of  the  text  of  the  rule  is  published.  Provides 
that  if  the  Comm’n  fails  to  hold  a  meeting  to  hear  the  consultation  within  90  days  after  the  request  has  been 
made,  the  consultation  requirement  will  be  deemed  to  have  been  satisfied.  Makes  other  technical  changes. 
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State  grant  recipients/conflict  of  interest  policy/no  overdue  tax  debts/other  technical  and  clarifying  changes. 
Adopts  compromise  provision  that  also  covers  Senate  provision  in  Section  6.10  of  4th  edition.  Provides  that  every 
non-state  entity  that  receives,  uses  or  expends  state  funds  (including  federal  funds  that  flow  through  the  state) 
may  use  those  funds  only  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  appropriated.  Directs  grantees  to  file  a  copy  of  a 
conflicts  of  interest  policy  with  the  state  agency  or  department  disbursing  the  funds.  Requires  that  the  policy 
address  situations  in  which  individuals  may  directly  or  indirectly  benefit,  except  as  employees  or  members  of  the 
governing  body,  from  the  funds.  Also  requires  that  the  policy  address  the  actions  the  grantee  will  take  to  both 
avoid  conflicts  of  interest  and  the  appearance  of  impropriety.  Further  requires  that  grantees  file,  with  the  state 
agency  or  department  disbursing  the  funds,  a  written  statement  verifying  that  the  grantee  does  not  have  any 
overdue  federal,  state  or  local  tax  debts.

$T20.5  million  for  2005-06  and  $125.5  million  for  2006-07.  Appropriates  $18  million  from  Fund  to  School 
Technology  Fund  for  each  year  of  the  biennium  and  remainder  of  Fund  to  State  Public  School  Fund.  Funds  will  be 
allotted  to  local  school  administrative  units  on  a  per-pupil  basis.  Provides  that  GS  105-164.44D  does  not  apply  in 
the  2005-06  or  2006-07  fiscal  years.

Penalty  and  Forfeiture  Fund  to  Public  School  Fund  and  allocation  of  funds  to  local  school  administrative  units. 
Amends  other  statutes  to  require  that  clear  proceeds  of  civil  penalties  be  remitted  to  Civil  Penalty  and  Forfeiture 
Fund.  Makes  conforming  changes  to  other  statutes.  Effective  July  1,  2006,  amends  GS  115C-457.2  to  define 
“clear  proceeds"  as  the  full  amount  of  all  civil  penalties,  etc.,  minus  the  actual  cost  of  collection,  not  to  exceed 
20%  of  the  amount  collected.  Requires  Office  of  State  Budget  and  Management  to  develop  a  methodology  for 
computing  the  actual  costs  of  collecting  civil  penalties  by  state  departments  and  agencies.  New  methodology  will 
apply  to  all  state  agencies  and  departments  effective  July  1,  2006.

Adopts  compromise  provision  using  Senate  position  on  salary  ranges  for  2005-2006 
(see  Section  7.3  of  the  4th  edition,  digested  in  March  17,  2005,  Daily  Bulletin)  but  does  not  include  salaries  for 
2006-2007.  Includes  salary  increase  for  all  full-time  personnel  who  work  a  9-,  10-,  1 1-,  or  12-month  work  year  of

Senate  committee  substitute  makes 
the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Deletes  proposed  statutory  provisions  further  defining  occupational  therapy 
and  its  practice.  Deletes  fee  increases  except  for  limited  permits. 

S  223.  PUBLIC  CONFIDENCE  IN  ELECTIONS.  Intro.  2/28/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  3rd  edition.  Amends  GS  163-1 65.7(a)  to  require  that  the  State  Board  of  Elections  certify  optical  scan 
voting  systems,  optical  scan  with  ballot  markers  voting  systems,  and  direct  record  electronic  voting  systems  if  any 
of  those  systems  meet  all  applicable  requirements  of  federal  and  State  law.

Repeals  Article  1 A  (estate  tax)  and  Article  6  (gift  tax)  of  GS  Chapter  105 
effective  July  1,  2007.  Reduces  the  corporate  tax  rate  in  GS  105-130.3  to  6.75%  for  the  2006  tax  year  and  to 
6.5%  thereafter.

Adds  exception  to  certificate  of  need  required  for 
cardiac  catheterization  services  when  the  services  are  provided  under  an  existing  certificate  of  need  issued  for 
mobile  cardiac  catheterization  equipment  or  pursuant  to  a  settlement  agreement  executed  with  the  Dep’t  of  Health 
and  Human  Services.  Conforms  title. 

S  774.  SEAT  BELT  USE  ENHANCEMENTS.  Intro.  3/22/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  2nd  edition.  Excepts  from  the  mandatory  seat  belt  law  those  children  required  to  be  in  child  restraints 
pursuant  to  GS  20-137.1.  Deletes  language  that  would  have  increased  the  court  costs  associated  with  violations 
of  the  seat  belt  law  from  $50  to  $75.  Deletes  language  that  would  have  assessed  a  one-point  penalty  against 
those  drivers  who  violate  the  seat  belt  law 

S  1087.  LIMITED  DRIVING  PRIVILEGES — DWLR.  Intro.  3/24/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Changes  title  to  AN  ACT  TO  ALLOW  PERSONS  WHO  ARE  CONVICTED  OF 
CERTAIN  DRIVING  WHILE  LICENSE  REVOKED  OFFENSES  TO  OBTAIN  A  LIMITED  DRIVING  PRIVILEGE. 
Deletes  substance  of  bill  and  substitutes  the  following  provisions.  Enacts  new  GS  20-20.1  permitting  a  court  for 
good  cause  to  grant  limited  driving  privileges  to  eligible  persons  whose  drivers  licenses  have  been  revoked. 
Eligible  persons  are  those  who:  (1)  have  no  other  current  drivers  license  revocation;  (2)  have  complied  with  the 
one-year  revocation  for  at  least  90  days;  (3)  have  no  other  unresolved  or  outstanding  motor  vehicle  offenses  or 
unpaid  motor  vehicle  fines  in  NC  or  other  states;  and  (4)  have  not  held  a  limited  driving  privilege  under  GS  20- 
20.1  within  previous  three  years.  Designates  the  following  persons  ineligible  for  limited  driving  privileges  under 
GS  20-20.1:  (1)  a  person  eligible  for  limited  driving  privileges  under  another  law;  (2)  a  person  whose  license  is 
revoked  for  impaired  driving  at  the  time  charged  for  driving  while  license  revoked;  (3)  a  person  whose  license  is 
revoked  due  to  mental  incompetence,  alcoholism,  or  drug  addiction;  (4)  a  person  whose  license  is  revoked  in 
another  state;  (5)  a  person  to  whom  DMV  has  refused  to  issue  a  license  based  upon  disability,  disease,  or 
inability  to  understand  warnings  or  direction  signs;  and  (6)  a  person  whose  license  has  been  revoked  for  a  two- 
year  or  permanent  basis  for  driving  while  their  license  has  been  revoked.  Restricts  limited  privileges  to  driving 
necessary  for  employment,  household  maintenance,  and  emergency  medical  care  and  specifies  conditions  and 
hours  for  each  circumstance.  Requires  proof  of  financial  responsibility  from  applicants  for  limited  privilege,  except 
for  those  who  do  not  own  registered  vehicles  or  operate  a  nonfleet  private  passenger  motor  vehicle  that  is  own 
owned  by  others  that  are  not  insured  under  commercial  insurance  policies.  Permits  limited  privilege  for  term  of 
revocation  under  GS  20-28(a)  or  GS  20-28.1 .  Application  for  a  license  under  a  limited  driving  privilege  may  be 
made  90  days  after  the  limited  privilege  is  issued.  Enacts  GS  7A-305(a3)  to  assess  an  additional  court  cost  for 
limited  driving  privilege  action  of  $100,  to  be  assessed  against  the  applicant.  Requires  the  clerk  to  remit  costs  to 
State  Treasurer,  who  must  credit  $50  to  the  Highway  Fund  and  $50  to  the  Court  Information  Technology  Fund. 
Effective  December  1,  2005. 

HOUSE  BILLS 

H  20.  HEALTH  INSURANCE  CREDIT/MINIMUM  WAGE.  Intro.  1/31/05.  House  amendments  make  the  following 
changes  to  2nd  edition.  Amendment  #1  deletes  provision  prohibiting  taxpayers  from  claiming  a  credit  for  small 
business  employee  health  benefits  for  which  it  also  claimed  a  deduction.  Amendment  #2  increases  the  maximum 
tax  credit  allowed  per  employee  covered  from  $400  to  $800. 

H  105.  MOTOR  FUEL  TAX  CHGS  &  REV  LAWS  TECHNICAL  CHGS  (NEW).  Intro.  2/8/05.  Senate  committee 
substitute  adopted  8/9/05  makes  the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Designates  existing  provisions  of  bill  as 
Part  I,  incorporates  as  Part  II  the  provisions  of  S  159,  Revenue  Laws  Technical  Changes,  introduced  2/16/05, 
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along  with  additional  changes,  and  adds  a  Part  III  enacting  two  new  sales  tax  refunds.  The  provisions  of  Part  I 
modify  the  original  bill  as  follows:  (1 )  Changes  the  effective  date  of  the  proposed  penalty  defense  in  proposed  GS 
105-449. 11 5(g)  from  January  1 ,  2006,  to  when  it  becomes  law  and  applicable  to  penalties  imposed  on  or  after 
January  1,  2005.  (2)  Modifies  the  proposed  new  penalty  in  GS  105-449. 123(a)  by  limiting  it  to  intentional 
violations.  (3)  Makes  technical  and  conforming  changes. 

Revenue  laws  technical  changes.  Part  II  includes  the  provisions  of  S  159,  Revenue  Laws  Technical 
Changes,  with  the  following  changes:  (1)  Modifies  property  tax  exemptions  in  GS  105-278.3  (property  owned  by 
religious  organizations)  and  GS  105-278.7  (property  used  for  educational,  scientific,  literary,  or  charitable 
purposes)  to  modernize  the  definition  of  literature  to  include  literature  of  the  screen  and  performance  and 
exhibition  of  works  based  on  literature.  Further  amends  GS  105-278.7  to  exempt  property  used  for  cultural 
purposes.  (2)  Amends  GS  105-1 64.1 4(j)(3)  to  extend  to  air  couriers  services  the  sales  tax  refund  for  certain 
building  materials,  effective  for  sales  made  on  or  after  August  1 ,  2005.  (3)  Conditioned  on  enactment  of  S  622, 
the  budget,  amends  GS  105-1 87.51(b)  (excise  tax  on  mill  machinery)  to  clarify  that  electricity  is  not  an  accessory 
for  purposes  of  the  tax  and  makes  technical  and  conforming  changes  to  the  tax  changes  proposed  in  S  622.  (4) 
Conforms  GS  105-32.8  to  refer  to  gross  estate  tax  in  lieu  of  reference  to  expired  state  death  tax  credit.  (5) 

Modifies  definition  of  wholesaler  or  importer  in  GS  1 05-1 1 3.68(a)(1 3)  to  reduce  the  resident  brewery  cap  from 
31 0,000  to  25,000  barrels  of  malt  beverage  a  year.  (6)  Amends  GS  1 05-1 1 3. 1 1 2  to  clarify  when  exceptions  to  the 
confidentiality  rules  for  controlled  substances  tax  information  apply.  (7)  Amends  GS  105-164.13(39)  to  clarify  the 
requirements  for  qualifying  for  the  sales  tax  exemption  for  free  periodicals.  (8)  Amends  GS  105-164. 14(f)  to 
extend  to  cities  the  same  ability  that  counties  have  to  receive  information  regarding  local  sales  tax  refunds.  (9) 
Amends  105-469(a)  to  modify  the  reporting  of  local  sales  tax  revenues.  (11)  Amends  GS  59-35.2  to  increase  fees 
for  obtaining  from  the  Secretary  of  State  certain  certificates  relating  to  partnerships.  (12)  Amends  Section  43.4  of 
SL  2003-284  to  delete  language  that  would  have  conditioned  repeal  of  special  gross  premiums  tax  rate  on  the 
occurrence  of  an  event  that  is  no  longer  expected  to  occur.  (13  )  Makes  technical  and  conforming  changes. 

Refund  of  sales  and  use  taxes  on  fuel  sold  to  interstate  passenger  air  carriers.  Part  III  enacts  new  GS  105- 
164.14(a1)  and  (a2)  effective  retroactively  to  January  1, 2005,  and  expiring  January  1,  2007.  Subsection  (a1) 
allows  an  annual  sales  tax  refund  to  interstate  passenger  air  carriers  that  increase  their  operations  in  NC.  The 
refund  is  for  all  state  and  local  sales  taxes  paid  on  the  increased  amount  of  fuel  used  other  than  taxes  refunded 
under  subsection  (a2).  Subsection  (a2)  allows  an  annual  sales  tax  refund  to  any  interstate  passenger  air  carrier. 
The  refund  is  for  all  state  and  local  sales  taxes  paid  on  fuel  during  the  year  over  a  threshold  of  $2.5  million,  but 
not  including  taxes  refunded  under  subsection  (a1).  The  two  refunds  are  not  alternatives  but  can  both  be  taken  by 
a  single  taxpayer. 

H  105.  MOTOR  FUEL  TAX  CHGS  &  REV  LAWS  TECHNICAL  CHGS.  Intro.  2/8/05.  Senate  amendment  makes 
the  following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Modifies  proposed  GS  105-449.1 15(g)  to  decrease  from  ten  to  seven  days 
the  period  within  which  a  person  must  notify  the  Secretary  of  Revenue  of  a  fuel  diversion  in  order  to  be  eligible  for 
a  penalty  waiver.

Revises  new  GS 
90-85.47  to  provide  that  the  records  and  information  considered  by  the  quality  assurance  program  are  not  public 
records.  Information  that  is  otherwise  public  record  does  not  lose  its  status  as  public  record  simply  because  it  is 
considered  in  the  quality  assurance  program.  Revises  the  language  that  exempts  this  information  from  discovery 
in  civil  actions,  administrative  proceedings,  and  board  investigations.  Information  that  is  otherwise  subject  to 
discovery  is  not  immune  simply  because  it  is  considered  in  the  quality  assurance  program.  Adds  language 
preserving  the  right  of  the  Board  to  obtain  information  for  an  investigation  resulting  from  a  complaint  to  the  Board. 
Makes  technical  changes. 

H  1500.  WINE-TASTING/WINERIES  WHOLESALE  LIC.  CHANGES.  Intro.  4/21/05.  Conference  report 
recommends  the  following  changes  to  5th  edition  to  reconcile  matters  in  controversy.  Enacts  new  GS  18B- 
1001(16)  to  establish  a  new  category  of  ABC  permits  for  wine  shops.  Enacts  new  GS  18B-902(d)(37)  to  establish 
a  $100  permit  fee  for  a  wine  shop  permit  and  amends  GS  18B-903(b)  to  provide  that  the  renewal  fee  for  wine 
shop  permits  is  $500.  Amends  the  beer  franchise  law  in  GS  18B-1 302(b)  to  provide  that  a  franchise  agreement 
may  exist  when  a  supplier  acquires  certain  rights,  rather  than  purchasing  such  rights.  Amends  GS  18B-302,  which 
prohibits  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  to  persons  under  age  21,  to  provide  that  it  is  a  defense  to  a  violation  of 
the  law  if  the  seller  shows  that  the  purchaser  utilized  a  biometric  identification  system  that  demonstrated  the 
purchaser  was  of  legal  age  and  had  previously  registered  an  identification  card  with  the  seller.  Amends  GS  14- 
313,  which  prohibits  the  sale  of  tobacco  products  to  minors,  to  reorganize  statute  and  ac'd  a  third  defense,  that  the 
seller  relied  upon  a  biometric  identification  system  as  described  above.  Makes  technical  changes. 

H  1517.  CLARIFY  DEFINITION  OF  CHILD  CARE.  Intro.  4/21/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Previous  version  required  certain  employer-based  drop-in  or  short-term  child 
care  to  register  with  the  Division  of  Child  Development.  Committee  substitute  retains  the  registration  requirement 
but  moves  it  from  GS  110-86  to  GS  110-99(b).  Makes  technical  changes. 

H  1539.  UNC/AMEND  UMSTEAD  ACT.  Intro.  4/21/05.  Senate  amendment  makes  the  following  changes  to  3rd 
edition.  Amends  new  exemptions  from  the  Umstead  Act  to  exempt  activities  that  serve  family  members  and 
guests  of  University  of  North  Carolina  students  or  employees,  and  activities  that  provide  University-related 
services  or  market  merchandise  to  family  members  of  alumni.  Previous  version  included  a  new  exemption  for 
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activities  that  enable  the  community  to  utilize  the  University’s  facilities,  equipment,  or  expertise.  New  language 
requires  the  University  to  provide  notice  to  persons  requesting  it  if  the  University  proposes  to  engage  in  a  new 
activity  that  allows  the  community  to  utilize  University  resources. 

Previous  version  requires  the  Board  of  Governors  to  establish  a  panel  to  evaluate  whether  certain  University 
activities  are  exempt  from  the  requirements  of  the  Umstead  Act.  New  language  provides  that  the  University  will  be 
bound  by  a  decision  of  the  panel  regarding  the  applicability  of  any  exemption  to  University  activities.  Makes 
technical  changes. 

H  1779.  PROPERTY  TAX  PAID  WITH  VEHICLE  REGISTRATION.  Intro.  5/12/05.  Senate  committee  substitute 
adopted  8/9/05  makes  the  following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Amends  GS  105-330. 2(b)  to  change  the  deadline  for 
appealing  the  appraisal  of  a  vehicle  from  30  days  after  the  date  of  the  tax  notice  to  any  time  before  the  taxes 
become  delinquent.  Adds  the  NC  Independent  Automobile  Dealers  Association  to  the  list  of  organizations  to  be 
consulted  by  the  Property  Tax  Division  and  the  Division  of  Motor  Vehicles  in  conducting  their  joint  study.  Makes 
technical  change.

S  223.  PUBLIC  CONFIDENCE  IN  ELECTIONS.  Intro.  2/28/05.  House  amendment  makes  the  following  changes 
to  4th  edition.  Provides  that  counties  shall  (was,  may)  receive  listed  grants  from  the  Election  Fund. 

S  339.  OMINBUS  OCCUPANCY  TAXES-III.  Intro.  3/3/05.  House  amendment  makes  the  following  changes  to  4th 
edition.  Applies  the  uniform  administrative  provisions  of  GS  153A-1 55(g)  to  Caswell  County  and  of  GS 
160A-215(g)  to  Yanceyville,  and  authorizes  them  to  levy  room  occupancy  taxes  of  up  to  3%. 
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S  344.  2005  ECONOMIC  GROWTH  AND  TAX  RELIEF  ACT.  Intro.  3/3/05.  Senate  amendment  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Delays  by  two  years  the  effective  dates  of  the  corporate  and  individual  income 
tax  changes,  which  would  have  become  effective  beginning  in  2006  and  2007. 

S  393.  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT — PUBLIC  RECORDS.  Intro.  3/7/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Previous  version  amended  the  exception  to  the  public  records  law  for  records 
related  to  proposed  expansions  or  locations  of  businesses.  New  language  modifies  the  exception  further  to 
provide  that  State  or  local  government  is  required  to  make  public  any  records  related  to  the  economic 
development  activity  that  are  not  otherwise  confidential  as  soon  as  practicable  (not  to  exceed  25  days,  rather  than 
15  days)  after  the  business  announces  its  decision  (either  to  locate/expand  in  the  state  or  not).  Disclosure  is  not 
required  until  the  business  has  identified  a  specific  location  within  the  state.  Enacts  new  GS  132-1 .8  requiring  any 
cost-benefit  analysis  or  similar  assessment  related  to  economic  development  to  describe  in  detail  the 
assumptions  and  methodologies  used  in  completing  the  analysis.  Also  requires  an  agency  receiving  an 
application  for  economic  development  incentives  to  notify  the  applicant  that  information  received  is  subject  to  the 
public  records  law  and  to  fully  describe  the  exceptions  to  the  public  records  law.  Enacts  new  GS  143B-437.07 
requiring  the  Dep’t  of  Commerce  to  publish  annual  reports,  itemizing  by  recipient,  detailed  information  about 
departmental  grant  programs  awarding  money  to  businesses.  Adds  new  provisions  to  GS  143B-437. 55(c) 
requiring  the  annual  report  compiled  regarding  the  Job  Development  Investment  Grant  Program  to  include 
information  related  to  the  employment  levels  for  businesses  receiving  grants  and  information  about  the  total 
amount  transferred  to  the  Utility  Account  of  the  Industrial  Development  Fund.  Amends  GS  105-129.26  and  GS 
105-129.54  to  require  that  Dep’t  of  Revenue  reports  related  to  credits  taken  by  recycling  facilities  and  for  research 
and  development  now  be  itemized  by  taxpayer.  Adds  new  GS  105-129.38  to  require  annual  reports  related  to 
historic  rehabilitation  tax  credits.  Adds  new  provisions  requiring  annual  reports  itemized  by  taxpayer  for  the 
following  tax  credit  and  refunds;  (1)  major  computer  manufacturing  facilities  (GS  105-1 29. 65A);  (2)  State  Ports 
Authority  wharfing,  handling,  and  throughput  charges  (GS  105-130.41  and  105-151.22);  (3)  manufacturing 
cigarettes  for  export  (GS  105-130.45);  and  (4)  interstate  carriers  (GS  105-164.14).  Adds  new  section  requiring  the 
Economic  Development  Oversight  Committee  to  study  the  issue  of  public  disclosure  as  it  relates  to  economic 
development  efforts  and  make  a  final  report  to  the  2007  General  Assembly.  Changes  to  reporting  requirements 
become  effective  January  1,  2007,  and  the  remainder  is  effective  when  it  becomes  law.  Makes  technical  changes. 

S  428.  NO  LASERS  POINTED  AT  PLANES.  Intro.  3/9/05.  Conference  report  recommends  the  following  changes 
to  3rd  edition  to  reconcile  matters  in  controversy.  Provides  that  GS  14-280.2,  which  prohibits  the  pointing  of  a 
laser  device  at  an  aircraft,  does  not  apply  where  laser  use  has  been  approved  by  a  state  or  federal  agency. 

S  612.  AMEND  LOBBYING  LAWS.  Intro.  3/17/05.  House  amendments  make  the  following  changes  to  7th 
edition.  Amendment  #1  amends  both  Article  9A  of  GS  Chapter  120  (legislative  lobbying)  and  Article  4C  of  GS 
Chapter  147  (executive  branch  lobbying)  to  provide  that  if  principal  has  annual  revenue  of  $300,000  or  less  and 
has  no  more  than  two  registered  lobbyists,  the  Secretary  of  State  may  reduce  the  registration  fee  to  not  less  than 
$25  (was,  may  reduced  or  waive  fee).  Retains  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  waive  the  fee  in  cases  of 
hardship.  A  reduced  or  waived  fee  covers  both  articles.  Amendment  #2  makes  technical  changes.  Amendment  #3 
amends  both  articles  to  clarify  that  venue  is  with  the  Superior  Court  of  Wake  County  for  a  nonresident  who  makes 
a  reportable  expenditure  and  personal  jurisdiction  may  be  asserted  under  GS  1-75.4.  Amendment  #4  amends 
both  articles  to  delete  the  phase  “as  defined  in  GS  8-53.1 1”  following  the  phrase  “the  news  medium."  Amendment 
#5  includes  within  the  definition  of  “executive  branch  officer”  deputy  secretaries  of  heads  of  the  principal 
departments  in  the  executive  branch.  Amendment  #7  provides  that  the  cooling  off  period  before  a  former 
legislator  can  lobby  starts  at  the  end  of  the  person’s  legislative  service  (was,  expiration  of  the  person’s  term)  and 
that  the  cooling  off  period  before  an  executive  branch  official  can  lobby  starts  at  separation  from  employment  or 
leaving  office  (was,  whichever  is  later).  Amendment  #8  reduces  from  one  year  to  60  days  the  cooling  off  periods 
(1 )  before  a  former  legislator  can  lobby,  (2)  before  a  former  legislator  can  lobby,  and  (3)  before  a  lobbyist  can  be 
appointed  to  a  state  government  body  that  regulates  the  activity  of  a  person  the  lobbyist  represented. 

S  705.  AMEND  SUBSTANCE  ABUSE  LAWS  (NEW).  Intro.  3/21/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  4th  edition.  Deletes  provisions  that  would  have  regulated  smoking  in  public  restaurants  and 
would  have  required  unemancipated  minors  to  obtain  written  authorization  from  a  parent  to  work  in  a  restaurant's 
smoking  areas. 
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S  757.  ESC  OMNIBUS  ACT.  Intro.  3/22/05.  House  amendment  makes  the  following  changes  to  4th  edition. 
Changes  from  July  1,  2005,  to  October  1,  2005,  the  effective  date  of  amendments  to  the  conditions  triggering  an 
adjustment  of  the  contribution  rate. 

S  779.  SCHOLARSHIP  LOANS/PARAMEDIC-TO-BSN  PROGRAM  (NEW).  Intro.  3/22/05.  Senate  committee 
substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Deletes  provisions  that  would  have  classified  all  students  in 
two  specific  paramedic-to-BSN  programs  as  in-state  students  for  tuition  purposes.  Enacts  new  GS  1 16-209.34  to 
establish  a  scholarship  loan  fund  for  out-of-state  students  enrolled  in  those  two  programs.

Alcoholic  Beverage  Control  Comm'n  issue  a  special  occasion  permit  to  a  sports  facility  occupied  by  a  major 
league  professional  sports  team  to  allow  patrons  to  serve  alcoholic  beverages  in  suites  available  for  sale  or  lease 
at  that  facility  under  certain  circumstances.  Conforms  title. 

S  1085.  RENEWABLE  ENERGY  PORTFOLIO  STANDARD  (NEW).  Intro.  3/24/05.  Senate  committee  substitute 
deletes  all  provisions  of  1  st  edition  and  replaces  it  with  AN  ACT  TO  PROMOTE  THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF 
RENEWABLE  ENERGY  DERIVED  FROM  CERTAIN  FORMS  OF  BIOMASS  IN  ORDER  TO  MAKE  THE 
ENVIRONMENTALLY  SUPERIOR  DISPOSAL  OF  ANIMAL  WASTE  ECONOMICALLY  FEASIBLE  AND  IN

THE  WOOD  PULPING  PROCESS.  TO  EXTEND  CERTAIN  TAX  CREDITS  FOR  INVESTING  IN  RENEWABLE 
ENERGY.  TO  REQUIRE  THAT  CERTAIN  ENTITIES  THAT  RECEIVE  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT 
INCENTIVES  PARTICIPATE  IN  THE  NC  GREENPOWER  PROGRAM.  TO  REQUIRE  THE  UTILITIES 
COMMISSION  TO  REPORT  ANNUALLY  ON  INTERCONNECTIVITY.  AND  TO  APPROPRIATE  FUNDS  TO 
PROMOTE  THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  BIOMASS  ENERGY.  Includes  new  definitions  of  “biomass"  and  “biomass 
energy"  applicable  to  the  bill  only.  Amends  GS  105-1 29.1 6A,  effective  beginning  with  the  2006  tax  year,  to 
increase  the  ceiling  on  the  credit  for  investing  in  renewable  energy  nonresidential  property  from  $250,000  to  $2.5 
million  and  to  include  pool  heating  in  the  residential  property  ceiling  for  solar  energy  equipment.  Delays  sunset 
until  January  1 , 201 1 .  Effective  beginning  with  the  2006  tax  year,  provides  that  in  order  to  be  eligible  for  the 
following  tax  credits,  a  taxpayer  must  make  a  qualifying  contribution  to  NC  GreenPower  Corporation  in  the  year 
the  taxpayer  engages  in  the  activity  for  which  the  taxpayer  claims  a  credit  and  in  each  year  the  taxpayer  claims  an 
installment  or  carryforward  of  a  credit;  Bill  Lee  credi's,  recycling  facility,  research  and  development,  computer 
manufacturing  facility,  and  cigarette  manufacturing  for  export.  Also  provides  that  in  order  to  qualify  for  a  job 
development  investment  grant,  business  must  make  qualifying  contribution  to  GreenPower,  effective  when  bill 
becomes  law.  Defines  “qualifying  contribution." 

Requires  that  by  November  1  of  each  year  the  NC  Utilities  Comm'n  submit  a  report  to  the  Joint  Legislative 
Review  Committee  that  outlines  technical  considerations  governing  the  interconnection  of  small  independent 
power  producers  to  the  electric  power  grid.  Appropriates  from  the  General  Fund  to  the  State  Energy  Office  $1 
million  for  2005-06  and  $1  million  for  2006-07  and  requires  that  those  funds  be  allocated  to  NC  GreenPower  to  be 
used  to  supplement  the  amount  required  to  be  paid  by  an  electric  utility  as  avoided  cost  under  GS  62-1 56(b)  to 
purchase  up  to  100  megawatt-hours  of  biomass  energy  per  fiscal  year.  Sets  forth  additional  conditions  for  NC 
GreenPower's  receipt  of  funds.  Also  recuires  that  State  Energy  Office  and  NC  GreenPower  spend  funds  in  a 
manner  that  provides  generators  of  bicmass  a  means  to  manage  and  dispose  of  biomass  without  adding  to  any 
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profit  derived  by  biomass  generators  from  the  underlying  activities  that  generate  the  biomass.  Makes  technical 
and  conforming  changes. 

S  1149.  ENERGY  CREDIT  BANKING/SELLING  PROGRAM/FUND.  Intro.  3/24/05.  Senate  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Defines  “B20”  and  “E85"  fuels  in  definition  section,  GS  143-58. 4(a). 
Revises  GS  143-58. 5(c)  to  provide  that  Alternative  Fuel  Revolving  Fund  may  be  used  for  projects  approved  by 
Energy  Policy  Council.  Requires  Dept,  of  Administration  to  report  on  Fund  expenditures  to  Joint  Legislative 
Commission  on  Governmental  Operations  and  Fiscal  Research  Division  (was,  General  Assembly)  by  October  1  of 
each  year  (was,  January  31).  Makes  other  technical  and  clarifying  changes.

Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to 
4th  edition.  Adds  following  provisions  and  makes  conforming  amendment  to  title.  Validates  elections  and  actions 
of  Pamlico  County  Board  of  Election  and  clarifies  terms  of  office  for  that  board.  Changes  office  of  tax  collector  in 
Henderson  County  from  elective  to  appointive  office.  Reconfirms  and  validates  nonpartisan  election  of  the 
Elizabeth  City-Pasquotank  Board  of  Education  and  validates  that  board’s  actions.  Authorizes  annual  notice  of 
public  nuisance  ordinance  violations  in  the  Town  of  Bladenboro.  Provides  that  docks,  buildings,  and  land  under 
the  control  of  the  State  Ports  Authority  in  Southport  are  subject  to  municipal  development  regulations.  Provides 
that  Morehead  City  may  order  repair  rather  than  vacation  of  dilapidated  housing  and  may  require  repair  or 
demolition  of  dilapidated  houses  after  a  period  of  six  months.  Makes  other  technical  amendments.

H  576.  PROCUREMENT  OF  PROFESSIONAL  SERVICES.  Intro.  3/10/05.  Senate  amendment  makes  the 
following  changes  to  4th  edition.  Modifies  proposed  GS  1 43-64.31  (c)  to  permit  a  public  entity  to  use  a  reverse 
auction  for  construction  projects  and  repair  services  subject  to  GS  143-131  (authorizing  informal  bids  by  local 
governments). 

H  607.  ENHANCED  VOLUNTARY  AGRICULTURAL  DISTRICTS.  Intro.  3/14/05.  Senate  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Changes  title  to  AN  ACT  TO  RENAME  THE  FARMLAND 
PRESERVATION  ENABLING  ACT  AND  FARMLAND  PRESERVATION  TRUST  FUND  AS  THE  AGRICULTURAL 
DEVELOPMENT  AND  FARMLAND  PRESERVATION  ENABLING  ACT  AND  THE  AGRICULTURAL 
DEVELOPMENT  AND  FARMLAND  PRESERVATION  TRUST  FUND  AND  TO  AMEND  THE  ACT  TO 
ESTABLISH  A  CATEGORY  OF  ENHANCED  VOLUNTARY  AGRICULTURAL  DISTRICTS  THAT  OFFERS 
ADDITIONAL  BENEFITS  FOR  FARMLAND  WHEN  THE  OWNER  OF  THE  FARMLAND  IS  WILLING  TO  ENTER 
INTO  AN  IRREVOCABLE  CONSERVA  TION  AGREEMENT  FOR  A  T  LEAST  TEN  YEARS  AND  TO  CREA  TE  AN 
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AGRICULTURAL  DEVELOPMENT  AND  FARMLAND  PRESERVATION  TRUST  FUND  ADVISORY 
COMMITTEE.  Makes  following  revisions  to  bill: 

GS  Chapter  106,  Article  61,  is  renamed  “Agricultural  Development  and  Preservation  of  Farmland”  (was, 
“Preservation  of  Farmland"). 

In  proposed  Part  3  of  GS  Chapter  106,  Article  61,  entitled  “Enhanced  Voluntary  Agricultural  Districts" 

(EVAD),  the  criteria  for  an  EVAD  (in  new  GS  106-743.1)  and  for  receiving  benefits  (in  new  GS  106-743.4)  are 
modified.  New  GS  106-743.2  is  revised  to  provide  that  a  conservation  agreement  for  an  EVAD  automatically 
renews  for  three  years  after  the  initial  ten-year  period  unless  written  notice  of  termination  is  given  by  either  party. 
The  changes  to  new  GS  106-743.3  regarding  the  applicability  of  other  sections,  and  to  new  GS  106-743.5 
regarding  waiver  of  utility  assessments,  are  technical.  Conforming  changes  are  made  to  GS  Chapters  143,  153A, 
and  160A  to  implement  the  EVAD  program. 

GS  106-736  is  revised  to  provide  that  counties  and  cities  may  develop  programs  to  promote  growth  and 
sustainability  of  farming  and  to  assist  farmers.  GS  106-737  and  106-738  are  revised  to  amend  the  definition  of 
qualifying  farmland  and  the  criteria  for  a  voluntary  agricultural  district  (VAD).  GS  106-744  is  revised  in  the 
following  respects;  to  clarify  that  counties  may  purchase  agricultural  conservation  easements  on  property  outside 
a  VAD;  to  allow  an  agricultural  consen/ation  easement  to  permit  agricultural  uses  as  necessary  to  promote 
agricultural  development  associated  with  family  farms;  to  expand  the  purposes  for  which  the  Agricultural 
Development  and  Farmland  Preservation  Trust  Fund  (was.  Farmland  Preservation  Trust  Fund)  may  be  used;  to 
establish  19-member  Agricultural  Development  and  Farmland  Preservation  Trust  Fund  Advisory  Committee  to 
advise  the  Agriculture  Commissioner  on  use  of  Trust  Fund.  Advisory  Committee  must  meet  quarterly  and  must 
submit  annual  report  to  specified  legislative  bodies  by  May  1  each  year,  beginning  May  1, 2006. 

Definition  of  agriculture  is  also  expanded  in  GS  106-581 .1  to  include  a  broader  range  of  activities,  such  as 
improvement,  conservation,  and  maintenance  of  farm  buildings,  and  marketing  of  agricultural  products, 
agritourism,  and  similar  activities  incident  to  operation  of  farm. 

H  630.  MANUFACTURED  HOMES  ESCROW  ACCOUNTS.  Intro.  3/15/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes 
the  following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Rewrites  bill  and  changes  title  to  AN  ACT  TO  REQUIRE  MANUFACTURED 
HOME  DEALERS  TO  ESTABLISH  AND  MAINTAIN  ESCROW  OR  TRUST  ACCOUNTS  FOR  BUYER 
DEPOSITS;  TO  CLARIFY  THE  CONTRACT  NEGOTIATION  PROCESS  AND  EXTEND  THE  CANCELLATION 
PERIOD;  TO  CHANGE  THE  MEMBERSHIP  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  MANUFACTURED  HOUSING 
BOARD;  AND  TO  PROVIDE  BUYERS  WITH  INFORMATION  REGARDING  THE  PRICE  OF  MANUFACTURED 
HOMES.  Designates  GS  143-143.8  through  143-143.25  as  Part  1  of  GS  Chapter  143,  Article  9A,  entitled  “Duties, 
Warranties,  Purchase  Transaction,”  and  makes  following  changes  to  that  part.  Expands  definitions  in  GS 
143-143.9  to  cover  additional  terms  in  Part  1  and  new  Part  2  of  GS  Chapter  143,  Article  9A.  Adds  following  two 
member  positions  (in  GS  143-143.10)  to  NC  Manufactured  Housing  Board:  person  employed  with  HUD-approved 
counseling  agency  in  NC,  to  be  appointed  by  Speaker  of  House;  and  an  accountant,  to  be  appointed  by  President 
Pro  Tern,  of  Senate.  Authorizes  Board  (in  GS  143-143.10)  to  conduct  random  audits  of  dealer  escrow  and  trust 
accounts  and  (in  GS  143-143.13)  to  deny,  suspend,  or  revoke  dealer  licenses  for  failing  to  comply  with  escrow 
and  trust  account  provisions  in  new  Part  2.  Revises  GS  143-143.21  A  as  follows;  bars  dealer  from  commencing 
set-up  procedures  until  after  expiration  of  three-day  right  to  cancel  period;  requires  dealer  to  return  payment 
toward  purchase  price  within  seven  (was,  fifteen)  business  days  of  receipt  of  notice  of  cancellation;  gives  buyer 
additional  three-day  cancellation  period  with  each  new  set  of  financing  terms  (was,  financing  terms  that  are  less 
favorable  to  buyer);  and  deletes  current  provision  on  deposits. 

Creates  new  Part  2  of  GS  Chapter  143,  Article  9A,  entitled  “Buyer  Deposit,  Escrow  or  Trust  Accounts,” 
containing  following  provisions.  Requires  dealers  to  maintain  buyers'  deposits  iri  escrow  or  trust  account  with 
bank  and  establishes  basic  requirements  for  these  accounts  (in  new  GS  143-143.50),  restrictions  on  use  of 
account  funds  (in  new  GS  143-143.51),  and  record-keeping,  accounting,  and  audit  procedures  (in  new  GS 
143-143.52  through  143-143.54). 

Part  1,  except  the  changes  to  GS  143-143. 21  A,  becomes  effective  April  1,  2006,  and  Part  2  and  the  changes 
to  GS  1 43-1 43.21  A  become  effective  July  1 ,  2006.  Appointment  of  new  members  to  the  Board  becomes  effective 
October  1,  2005. 

H  636.  ANATOMIC  PATHOLOGY  SERVICES/PROVIDER  BILLING.  Intro  3/15/05.  Senate  amendment  makes 
the  following  changes  to  4th  edition.  Makes  technical  changes  only. 

H  646.  INSURANCE  COMPANY  FEE  CONSOLIDATION  .  Intro.  3/16/05.  Senate  amendment  makes  the 
following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Deletes  provision  that  would  require  domestic  insurance  companies  to  maintain 
liability  coverage  for  claims  against  the  company’s  officers  and  directors.  Makes  technical  changes. 
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H  665.  AMEND  HOUSE  MOVER  LAWS.  Intro.  3/16/05.  Senate  amendment  makes  the  following  changes  to  1st 
edition.  Changes  the  effective  date  from  July  1,  2005,  to  October  1, 2005. 

H  670.  CDL/FEDERAL  COMPLIANCE.  Intro.  3/16/05.  Senate  amendment  makes  the  following  changes  to  3rd 
edition.  Makes  technical  changes  only. 

H  671.  REGULATION  OF  GENETICALLY  ALTERED  PLANTS  (NEW).  Intro.  3/16/05.  Senate  committee 
substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Modifies  proposed  GS  106-423.10  to  give  the  Board  of 
Agriculture  the  sole  authority  to  regulate  genetically  engineered  or  modified  plants  other  than  aquatic  weeds. 
Amends  GS  106-2  to  increase  Board’s  membership  from  10  to  12  members  to  include  a  practicing  organic 
farmer,  and  a  member  of  a  consumer  advocacy  group  to  represent  the  interests  of  consumers  of  foods  grown  or 
produced  in  NC.  Provides  for  staggered  terms  of  members.  Also  creates  the  sixteen-member  Legislative  Comm’n 
on  Genetically  Modified  and  Genetically  Engineered  Organisms  to  study  a  variety  of  problems  relating  to  the  use 
of  those  organisms.  Makes  technical  changes. 

H  723.  UNC/CRIMINAL  RECORD  CHECKS/FEE.  Intro.  3/17/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Modifies  proposed  GS  114-19.2A  to  authorize  University  of  North  Carolina 
system  law  enforcement  personnel  who  are  certified  DCI  operators  to  conduct  criminal  record  checks  and  to 
require  that  the  NC  Dep’t  of  Justice  charge  a  reasonable  fee  if  it  conducts  a  record  check  for  UNC.  Also  modifies 
proposed  GS  1 16-40.5A  to  provide  that  UNC  system  universities  and  their  employees  are  not  liable  for 
negligence  in  performing  functions  authorized  by  that  section  but  that  immunity  does  not  apply  to  gross 
negligence,  wanton  conduct,  or  intentional  wrongdoing  that  is  actionable.  Provides  that  immunity  will  be 
considered  to  be  waived  to  the  extent  of  indemnification  under  Article  31 A  of  GS  Chapter  143  and  to  the  extent  of 
the  NC  Tort  Claims  Act  waiver  of  sovereign  immunity.  Makes  technical  changes. 

H  735.  ACCIDENT  &  HEALTH  INSUR./RATE  STABILIZATION.  Intro.  3/17/05.  Senate  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Modifies  proposed  GS  58-91 -95(g)  to  provide  that  GS  58-91-95  does 
not  apply  to  disability  income  insurance.  Modifies  proposed  GS  58-3-275,  dealing  with  closure  of  a  block  of 
insurance  business,  to  (1)  require  that  all  notices  set  out  in  subsection  (a)  be  provided  within  at  least  60  days 
before  closure  date  (was,  required  notices  to  different  parties  within  varying  numbers  of  days  after  determination 
to  close  was  made),  (2)  require  notice  to  affected  policyholders  only  if  the  expected  impact  on  future  annual 
premiums  exceeds  5%  a  year,  and  (3)  add  definitions  of  “closure  date”  and  “policyholders." 

H  747.  DEFINING  STATE  ROADS.  Intro.  3/17/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to 
2nd  edition.  If  H  253  becomes  law,  amends  GS  1 36-89.1 83B  to  require  that  Dep’t  of  Transportation  expedite 
completion  of  environmental  reviews  required  by  the  National  Environmental  Policy  Act.  Further  requires  that, 
within  ninety  days  of  receiving  an  approved  Record  of  Decision  from  the  Federal  Highway  Administration,  the 
Dep’t  contract  with  a  private  firm  to  design  and  build  a  replacement  bridge  for  the  Herbert  C.  Bonner  Bridge. 
Deletes  requirement  that  Dep’t  submit  request  for  proposals  to  the  Joint  Legislative  Transportation  Oversight 
Committee  within  90  days  of  act's  effective  date.  Changes  effective  date  from  July  1,  2005,  to  the  date  act 
becomes  law. 

H  768.  2005  OMNIBUS  LABOR  LAW  CHANGES.  Intro.  3/17/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Reorganizes  and  modifies  amendments  to  GS  95-25.8  so  the  section  is  now 
amended  as  follows.  Amends  the  list  of  elements  that  must  be  included  in  an  employee’s  written  authorization  for 
deductions.  Requires  advance  notice  to  an  employee  before  a  deduction  is  made  when  the  employee  has 
authorized  a  deduction  without  having  known  the  amount  of  the  deduction  in  advance.  Limits  the  ability  of 
employers  to  reduce  overtime  wages  and  allows  employers  to  reduce  nonovertime  wages  to  the  minimum  wage 
level.  Allows  an  employer  to  withhold  wages  for  cash  or  inventory  shortages  or  property  damage  or  loss  if  seven 
days’  notice  is  provided  to  the  employee.  This  notice  is  not  required  if  the  employee  has  separated.  If  the 
employee  has  been  charged  with  a  crime  related  to  a  shortage  or  property  damage,  the  employer  may  withhold 
wages  without  the  employee’s  authorization  but  must  reimburse  the  employee  if  the  employee  is  found  not  guilty. 
Provides  that  deductions  for  certain  purposes  (overpayment  of  wages,  wage  advances,  and  payment  on  loan 
principal)  do  not  require  employee  authorization  but  that  deductions  for  interest  on  loans  do  require  employee 
authorization.  Allows  authorizations  and  notices  addressed  in  this  section  to  be  in  electronic  form.  Preserves  the 
employer’s  right  to  institute  a  civil  action  to  collect  amounts  due  from  an  employee. 
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H  787.  VARIOUS  LOCAL  ACTS.  Intro.  3/17/05.  Senate  amendment  makes  the  following  changes  to  6th  edition. 
Deletes  Buncombe  county  from  coverage  of  new  GS  1 53A-1 57(c)  regarding  issuance  of  building  permit  to  person 
who  owes  delinquent  property  taxes. 

H  891.  MASTER  KEYS/LOCK-PICKING  DEVICES  REGULATED.  Intro.  3/24/05.  Senate  amendment  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Makes  technical  changes  only. 

H  1029.  LOCAL  GOVT  STREAM  CLEARING/CLARIFY  LIABILITY.  Intro.  3/31/05.  Senate  amendment  makes 
the  following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Expands  title  by  adding  “AND  TO  ALLOW  THE  VILLAGE  OF  CLEMMONS 
AND  THE  TOWN  OF  KERNERSVILLE  TO  COLLECT  DEUNOUENT  STORMWATER  UTILITY  FEES  IN  THE 
SAME  MANNER  AS  IT  MAY  COLLECT  DELINQUENT  PERSONAL  AND  REAL  PROPERTY  TAXES".  Applies 
GS  160A-314(a1 )  to  Clemmons  and  Kernersville,  as  title  indicates. 

H  1034.  ROCKINGHAM  CO.  SCHOOL  ELECTIONS.  Intro.  3/31/05.  Senate  amendment  makes  the  following 
changes  to  3rd  edition.  Provides  that  if  vacancy  occurs  on  Rockingham  County  Consolidated  Board  of  Education 
before  December  2008  election,  Rockingham  County  Board  of  Education  will  nominate  one  or  more  people  for 
each  vacancy,  and  Rockingham  County  Board  of  Commissioners  may  not  appoint  someone  not  nominated  by 
Board  of  Education. 

H  1085.  CARE  OF  DOGS  ILLEGALLY  USED  FOR  FIGHTING.  Intro.  4/4/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes 
the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  New  GS  19A-70  would  require  persons  charged  with  dog  fighting  or  baiting 
to  post  a  deposit  in  some  circumstances  in  order  to  provide  for  the  care  and  feeding  of  any  dogs  seized  by  animal 
control.  Committee  substitute  adds  language  to  require  a  full  refund  of  any  such  deposit  if  the  person  is  found  not 
guilty  of  the  charge. 

H  1096.  AMEND  ENVIRONMENTAL  LAWS  2005  (NEW).  Intro.  4/4/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Designates  existing  provisions  of  bill  as  Part  I.  Adds  new  Part  II,  which 
substantially  is  identical  to  S  1123,  introduced  on  3/24/05;  new  Part  III,  which  is  identical  to  S  1122,  introduced  on 
3/24/05;  and  new  Parts  IV  through  VI,  which  are  substantially  identical  to  S  1132,  introduced  on  3/24/05.  Adds 
new  Part  VII  to  amend  GS  113A-54.1,  effective  January  1,  2006,  to  require  a  draft  erosion  and  sedimentation 
cortrol  plan  and  to  provide  that  if  the  applicant  is  not  the  owner  of  the  land  to  be  disturbed,  the  plan  must  include 
the  written  consent  of  the  owner.  Part  VII  also  amends  GS  1 1 3A-57(4)  to  provide  that  a  plan  may  be  filed  less 
than  30  days  prior  to  initiation  of  a  land-disturbing  activity  if  it  is  submitted  under  an  approved  express  permit 
program  and  amends  GS  1 13A-65.1  (stop-work  orders  applicable  to  land  disturbing  activities)  to  require  that 
Attorney  General  file  an  abatement  action  within  two  business  days  (was,  two  days)  of  the  service  of  the  stop- 
work  order.  Adds  new  Part  VIII  to  amend  various  provisions  to  rename  the  Air  Quality  Compliance  Advisory  Panel 
as  the  Small  Business  Environmental  Advisory  Panel.  Adds  new  Part  IX  to  amend  GS  87-98.4  to  prohibit  a 
person  who  is  not  a  certified  well  contractor  or  employed  by  a  contractor  from  performing  well  contractor  activity 
unless  person  subcontracts  with  certified  contractor  and  provides  landowner  with  information  about  that 
contractor.  Also  adds  exemptions  to  well  contractor  certification  requirements.  Makes  technical  changes. 

H  1121.  HOSPITAL  AUTHORITY  (NEW).  Intro.  4/6/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  replaces  1st  edition  with  a 
new  act  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  MERGER  OF  A  HOSPITAL  AUTHORITY  CREATED  BY  A  CITY  AND  A 
CHARITABLE  OR  RELIGIOUS  CORPORATION  OR  A  HOSPITAL  AUTHORITY  IN  THE  COUNTY  IN  WHICH 
THE  CITY  IS  LOCATED  AND  RELATING  TO  PUBLIC  HOSPITAL  INVESTMENTS.  Adds  new  GS  55A-1 1-10  to 
authorize  a  hospital  authority  created  by  a  city  to  merge  into  (1)  a  charitable  or  religious  corporation  located  in  the 
same  county  or  (2)  a  hospital  authority  created  by  the  county.  Requires  a  merger  with  a  county  hospital  authority 
to  have  a  plan  of  merger  approved  by  the  city,  the  county,  and  the  boards  of  both  authorities.  Specifies  the  terms 
that  must  be  included  in  the  plan  of  merger.  Requires  the  organization  that  survives  after  such  a  merger  to  deliver 
certain  documents  to  the  Secretary  of  State  and  to  register  as  required  by  GS  47-18.1.  If  a  merger  takes  place, 
the  following  six  events  occur;  (1)  the  separate  city  hospital  authority  ceases  to  exist;  (2)  title  to  real  and  other 
property  is  transferred;  (3)  the  liabilities  and  obligations  are  transferred;  (4)  allows  proceedings  pending  against 
any  of  the  entities  to  continue;  (5)  articles  or  certificate  of  incorporation  and  bylaws  of  the  surviving  entity  are 
amended;  and  (6)  bequests,  donations,  and  other  gifts  are  transferred  unless  the  donating  instrument  specifically 
provides  otherwise.  Provides  that  any  merger  under  the  section  does  not  constitute  a  sale  or  conveyance  of  a 
hospital  under  state  law.  Includes  language  that  limits  the  applicability  of  the  act  to  the  merger  of  a  city  hospital 
authority  in  a  county  with  a  population  less  than  150,000;  with  (1)  a  corporation  in  existence  and  located  in  the 
county  on  or  before  the  effective  date;  or  (2)  a  county  hospital  authority  formed  after  the  effective  date. 
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H  1176.  PROPERTY  EXEMPT  FROM  ENFORCEMENT  ACTIONS.  Intro.  4/12/05.  Senate  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  4th  edition.  Removes  language  in  GS  1C-1 601(c)  that  allows  a  person  to  waive 
the  exemptions  of  property  from  enforcement  actions  that  are  provided  for  in  Sections  1  and  2  of  Article  X  of  the 
NC  Constitution  (related  to  personal  property  and  homesteads).  Such  language  was  found  unconstitutional  by  the 
NC  Court  of  Appeals.  Makes  technical  changes. 

H  1227.  MOTOR  VEHICLE  REPAIR  AND  FRANCHISE  CHANGES  (NEW).  Intro.  4/14/05.  Senate  committee 
substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Changes  title  to  AN  ACT  TO  CLARIFY  THE  MOTOR 
VEHICLE  REPAIR  ACT  AND  TO  AMEND  MOTOR  VEHICLE  FRANCHISE  LAWS.  Revises  definition  of  “motor 
vehicle  repair"  under  GS  20-354.2  to  include  hazardous  material  disposal  fees  if  incident  to  repair.  Revises  GS 
20-305  to  except  from  notice  and  hearing  provisions  the  relocation  of  an  existing  new  automobile  dealership 
within  4.5  miles  of  the  existing  site  if  the  line  make  has  been  operating  on  a  regular  basis  from  the  existing  site  for 
at  least  50  years  and  the  relocation  site  is  not  within  4  miles  of  another  licensed  automobile  dealership  for  same 
line  make. 

H  1261.  911/WIRELESS  SERVICEA/VIRE  EXPENSES  &  CHARGES.  Intro.  4/18/05.  Senate  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Provides  that  the  maximum  911  charge  imposed  by  a  local 
government  under  GS  62A-4  may  not  exceed  the  greater  of  the  amount  charged  by  the  local  government  on  July 
1,  2005,  or  the  amount  charged  pursuant  to  a  resolution  adopted  on  or  before  August  15,  2005,  and  that  becomes 
effective  on  or  before  December  15,  2005. 

H  1295.  NEW  MOTOR  VEHICLES  WARRANTIES.  Intro.  4/19/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Amends  GS  20-351 .3(c)  to  require  that  the  reasonable  allowance  for  use  of  the 
vehicle  be  calculated  as  follows:  the  number  of  miles  used  by  consumer  up  to  the  date  of  the  third  attempt  to 
repair  nonconformity  or  the  20th  cumulative  business  day  when  vehicle  is  out  of  service,  multiplied  by  the 
purchase  or  actual  lease  price  of  the  vehicle,  and  divided  by  120,000.  Makes  technical  changes. 

H  1323.  ESTABLISH  NC  INNOCENCE  INQUIRY  COMMISSION.  Intro.  4/20/05.  House  amendment  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Staggers  terms  of  Commissioners  by  making  initial  appointments  for  one,  two, 
and  three  years.  Requires  appointment  of  initial  members  of  Commission  by  October  1,  2005,  and  provides  that 
no  claims  of  actual  innocence  may  be  filed  with  Commission  until  November  1,  2005.  Requires  Commission  to 
consult  with  SBI  and  Conference  of  District  Attorneys  and  Attorney  General  in  making  recommendations 
regarding  funding  needed  by  SBI  and  district  attorneys  under  act.  Requires  State  Judicial  Council  to  report  to 
General  Assembly  on  implementation  of  act  by  December  31  of  every  third  year  and  directs  House  and  Senate  to 
refer  report  to  Joint  Legislative  Corrections,  Crime  Control, and  Juvenile  Justice  Oversight  Committee  and  any 
other  committees  the  Speaker  and  President  Pro  Tern,  consider  appropriate.  Makes  other  technical  changes. 

H  1385.  UNDERGROUND  STORAGE  TANK  AMENDMENTS.  Intro.  4/21/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes 
the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Adds  new  language  to  GS  143-21 4. 94E(e5)(2)  providing  that  preapproval  by 
the  Dep’t  of  Environment  and  Natural  Resources  of  a  task  related  to  underground  storage  tank  cleanup  does  not 
guarantee  payment  for  the  amount  estimated  for  the  cost  of  the  task.  Provides  that  a  payment  may  not  be  made 
under  circumstances  prohibited  by  GS  143-21 5. 94B(d)  (commercial  tanks)  or  GS  143-94D(d)  (noncommercial 
tanks).  Adds  new  language  requiring  persons  requesting  payments  for  reimbursable  cleanup  tasks  completed 
prior  to  January  1 ,  2006,  to  submit  their  requests  for  payment  by  January  1 ,  2007.  Makes  technical  changes. 

H  1404.  SEIZURE  OF  DOCUMENTS  AND  PLATES.  Intro.  4/21/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Revises  new  GS  20-45  to  provide  that  law  enforcement  officer  is  authorized 
(was,  required)  to  seize  a  revoked  certificate  of  title,  registration  card,  permit,  license,  or  registration  plate  (was, 
registration  plate  only).  Provides  that  officer  may  seize  these  items  based  on  probable  cause  of  their  revocation 
and  may  rely  on  written,  electronic,  or  other  notice  of  revocation  from  the  Division  of  Motor  Vehicle  (was,  based 
on  process  or  order  issued  by  DMV).  Requires  law  enforcement  officer  to  report  to  DMV  within  48  hours  any 
seizure  of  a  registration  plate.  Provides  that  DMV  may  direct  person  to  surrender  certificate  of  title,  registration 
card,  permit,  license,  or  registration  plate  (was,  registration  plate  only)  and  that  failure  to  surrender  any  of  these 
items  is  Class  2  misdemeanor.  Makes  conforming  change  to  title  of  act. 

H  1413.  ENHANCE  LOCAL  GOVT.  ADM.  OF  ENV.  PRGMS.  Intro.  4/21/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes 
the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Revises  GS  1 13A-54.1(e)  to  provide  that  landowner,  financially  responsible 
party,  or  agent  must  perform  inspection  under  approved  erosion  and  sedimentation  plan;  also  includes  additional 
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detail  that  must  be  included  in  record  of  inspection.  Amends  GS  113A-60(d)  to  provide  that  fee  to  be  paid  by 
person  who  submits  erosion  and  sedimentation  control  plan  to  local  government  is  80%  of  amount  established 
under  GS  1 13A-54.2(a),  plus  amount  to  cover  local  government  inspection  and  administration  costs;  also  requires 
local  government  that  administers  erosion  and  sedimentation  control  program  to  transmit  plan  to  NC 
Sedimentation  Control  Commission  for  review.  Adds  GS  113A-60(e)  to  establish  procedure  for  referring  matter  to 
Commission  when  local  government  learns  that  person  has  engaged  in  unlawful  land-disturbing  activity.  Revises 
GS  143-21 5(f)  to  apply  to  areas  served  by  reclaimed  water  utilization  systems  as  well  as  sewer  systems. 

H  1468.  TELECOMMUNICATION  SERVICE  PROVIDERS.  Intro.  4/21/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes 
the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Amends  new  GS  62-110(f4)  to  clarify  that  a  local  exchange  company  must 
provide  written  notice  to  the  appropriate  State  agency  if  it  is  no  longer  the  universal  service  provider  for  an  area 
and  deletes  language  requiring  notification  to  the  Federal  Communications  Commission.  Amends  new  GS 
62-1 1 0(f5)  to  add  language  authorizing  review  by  the  NC  Utilities  Commission  of  certain  rate  changes  by  a  local 
exchange  company  that  is  subject  to  price  regulation.  Adds  language  governing  the  ability  of  local  exchange 
companies  not  subject  to  price  regulation  to  recover  costs  for  extending  service  into  an  area  without  having  to  file 
a  general  rate  case  proceeding.  Adds  language  clarifying  how  the  state  will  certify  to  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission  the  status  of  eligible  telecommunications  carriers  during  the  transition  from  a  telecommunications 
provider  to  a  local  exchange  company  as  the  universal  service  provider.  Adds  a  new  subsection  (f6)  that  includes 
definitions  for  the  terms  “appropriate  state  agency,"  “local  exchange  company,”  and  to“telecommunications 
service  provider."  Revises  the  effective  date  to  provide  that  the  new  subsections  GS  62-1 10(f4),  (f5)  and  {f6) 
apply  to  agreements  entered  into  before  ,on,  or  after  the  date  that  the  act  becomes  law.  Makes  technical 
changes. 

H  1491.  INSURANCE  FOR  SCHOOL  SOCIAL  WORKERS.  Intro.  4/21/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes 
the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Revises  new  GS  1 15C-47(25a)  to  provide  that  unless  local  education  board 
provides  for  liability  insurance,  board  may  require  school  social  worker  who  transports  students  to  increase 
liability  limits  or  add  business-use  rider  on  social  worker’s  personal  automobile  insurance  policy.  Provides  further 
that  board  may  require  this  increase  only  if  it  reimburses  worker  for  additional  premium  up  to  maximum  additional 
amount  that  would  be  charged  to  person  with  two  points  under  Safe  Driver  Incentive  Plan.  Changes  effective  date 
from  July  1,  2005,  to  October  1, 2005. 

H  1493.  PHARMACY  QUALITY  ASSURANCE  PROTECTION  ACT.  Intro.  4/21/05.  Senate  amendment  makes 
ne  following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Adds  new  language  to  provide  that  the  provisions  of  the  act  creating  the 
Pharmacy  Quality  Assurance  Protection  Act  supersede  administrative  rules  regulating  the  maintenance  of  alleged 
medication  error  or  incident  records  in  effect  when  the  act  becomes  law  (January  1 , 2006). 

H  1517.  CLARIFY  DEFINITION  OF  CHILD  CARE.  Intro.  4/21/05.  Senate  amendments  make  the  following 
changes  to  3rd  edition.  Amendment  #  1  makes  technical  changes.  Amendment  #  2,  effective  for  offenses 
committed  on  or  after  December  1 ,  2005,  adds  new  GS  14-321 .1  making  it  a  Class  1  misdemeanor  for  a  first 
offense  and  Class  H  felony  for  any  subsequent  offense  for  a  registered  sex  offender  to  provide  or  offer  baby 
sitting  services. 

H  1518.  ABC  LICENSEES  TO  RECYCLE  BEVERAGE  CONTAINERS.  Intro.  4/21/05.  Senate  committee 
substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Changes  effective  date  of  act  from  January  1,  2007,  to 
January  1 , 2008. 

H  1541.  HOMEOWNER  ASSOCIATION  AMENDMENTS.  Intro.  4/21/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Amends  both  Article  3  of  GS  Chapter  47F  (management  of  planned  community) 
and  Article  3  of  GS  Chapter  47C  (management  of  the  condominium)  as  follows:  (1)  Specifies  that  the  maximum 
charges  for  late  payment  of  assessments  are  calculated,  per  assessment  due.  (2)  Deletes  requirement  that  owner 
be  given  an  additional  notice  by  hand-delivery  or  certified  mail  of  the  association’s  intent  to  seek  payment  of 
attorneys’  fees  and  court  costs  in  connection  with  an  unpaid  assessment.  (3)  Requires  that  association  prepare 
an  extensive  compilation,  review,  or  audit  of  the  association’s  books  and  records  if  approved  by  a  majority  (was, 
two-thirds)  of  the  lot  owners  present  and  voting.  (4)  Clarifies  that  the  prohibition  against  financial  payments  to 
members  of  the  executive  board  is  in  addition  to  the  limitations  imposed  by  Article  8  of  GS  Chapter  55A  (Nonprofit 
Corporation  Act)  and  is  inapplicable  to  payments  expressly  permitted  in  the  bylaws  of  the  association.  (5)  Makes 
technical  changes. 
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Further  amends  Article  3  of  GS  Chapter  47C  as  follows:  (1 )  Amends  GS  47C-3-102(a)(1 1 )  to  also  authorize 
a  condominium  homeowner’s  association  to  penalize  an  owner  for  nonpayment  of  an  assessment  by  suspending 
owner’s  privileges  or  services.  (2)  Amends  GS  47C-3-102(a)(14)  to  allow  assignment  of  future  income  even  if  the 
declaration  does  not  expressly  so  provide.  (3)  Enacts  new  GS  47C-3-116(g)  to  require  that  a  condominium  claim 
of  lien  include  the  association’s  name  and  address  and  other  information  concerning  the  lien  and  the  lot  against 
which  the  lien  is  filed. 

H  1723.  ALT.  METHOD/DISPOSAL  OF  STATE  SURPLUS  R.P.  Intro.  5/12/05.  House  amendments  makes  the 
following  change  to  2nd  edition,  as  amended.  Amendment  #  2  enacts  new  GS  146-30(d)(5)  to  require  that  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  any  psychiatric  hospital,  intermediate  care  facility  for  the  mentally  retarded,  or  other  facility 
providing  mental  health  services  that  is  owned  by  or  under  the  supervision  of  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human 
Services  be  paid  into  the  Trust  Fund  for  Mental  Health,  Developmental  Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse 
Services  and  Bridge  Funding  Needs  to  be  used  to  provide  additional  noncapital  or  nonrecurring  funds  for 
community-based  projects.  Amendment  #  3  changes  effective  date  of  act  to  June  30,  2005  (was,  when  act 
becomes  law),  except  for  appropriation.  Amendment  #  4  amends  GS  146-86(g)  to  establish  detailed  conflict  of 
interest  standards  applicable  to  the  Comm’n  on  State  Property,  provides  that  GS  14-234  (prohibiting  public 
employees  from  benefiting  from  public  contracts)  and  Executive  Order  #  1  apply  to  Comm’n  members,  and  makes 
conforming  changes  to  GS  146-86.  Amendment  #  5  enacts  new  GS  39-60,  effective  October  1 , 2005,  to  provide 
that  property  taxes  on  real  property  being  sold  shall  be  prorated  between  the  seller  and  buyer  on  a  calendar-year 
basis  unless  otherwise  provided  by  contract.

Repeals  provisions  related  to  home  county  and  natural  bait  exemption.  (7)  Requires  county  dep’t  of  social 
services  to  issue  a  Resident  Subsistence  Unified  Inland/CRFL  to  specified  recipients  of  public  assistance  (was, 

$1  fee  for  license  issued  by  license  agent  upon  certification  by  county  social  services  department).  (8)  Provides 
that  Wildlife  Resources  Comm’n  and  Marine  Fisheries  Comm’n  (was.  Marine  Fisheries  Comm’n  only)  must 
authorize  disbursement  of  funds  from  Marine  Resources  Fund  and  Marine  Resources  Endowment  Fund,  that 
funding  proposals  be  made  by  and  through  Fisheries  Director,  and  that  no  funds  may  be  used  to  establish 
positions  without  specific  authorization  by  General  Assembly.

S  1149.  ENERGY  CREDIT  BANKING/SELLING  PROGRAM/FUND.  Intro.  3/24/05.  Senate  amendment  makes 
the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Effective  beginning  with  the  2006  tax  year,  (1)  amends  GS  105-129. 16A 
(credit  for  investing  in  renewable  energy  property)  to  increase  the  ceiling  on  the  credit  for  nonresidential  property 
from  $250,000  to  $2.5  million  and  to  include  pool  heating  in  the  residential  property  ceiling  for  solar  energy 
equipment  and  (2)  expands  definition  of  renewable  energy  property  in  GS  105-129.15  to  include  any  biomass 
equipment  that  uses  renewable  biomass  resources  for  commercial  thermal  or  electrical  generation  (was,  for 
commercial  thermal  or  electrical  generation  from  renewable  energy  crops  or  wood  waste  materials).  Extends 
sunset  on  credit  from  January  1 , 2006,  to  January  1 , 201 1 ,  and  reorganizes  other  sunset  provisions  of  Article  3B 
of  GS  Chapter  105.  Makes  technical  and  conforming  changes.

Senate  committee  substitute  and  amendment 
delete  all  provisions  of  1st  edition  and  replace  it  with  AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  WORKERS’  COMPENSATION 
ACT  AND  TO  CREATE  THE  STUDY  COMMITTEE  ON  WORKERS’  COMPENSATION  BENEFITS.  As  title 
indicates,  establishes  12-member  Committee,  six  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  and  six  by  the 
President  Pro  Tern.  Requires  that  Committee  study  disability  benefits  available  under  the  Workers’  Compensation 
Act,  including  coverage  and  benefit  levels,  how  workers’  compensation  benefits  interact  with  social  security  and 
private  disability  benefits,  compensation  for  asbestosis  or  silica  exposure,  and  the  manner  and  duration  of 
medical  benefits.  Requires  that  Committee  make  its  final  report  to  the  2007  General  Assembly  upon  its  convening 
and  then  terminate. 

In  addition,  makes  the  following  changes  to  NC  Workers’  Compensation  Act.  (1)  Amends  GS  97-12,  effective 
October  1, 2005,  to  provide  that,  for  the  purpose  of  denying  compensation  on  the  grounds  that  employee’s  injury 
or  death  was  due  to  employee’s  intoxication  or  being  under  the  influence  of  a  controlled  substance,  “intoxication” 
or  “under  the  influence”  means  that  the  employee’s  consumption  of  those  substances  caused  an  appreciable 
impairment  of  employee’s  bodily  or  mental  faculties.  Creates  a  rebuttable  presumption  of  impairment  if  a  blood  or 
other  medical  test  generally  accepted  by  the  scientific  community  concludes  that  employee  was  intoxicated  or 
under  the  influence.  (2)  Amends  GS  97-1 7(b)  to  waive  the  requirement  that  settlement  agreement  include  a  list  of 
employee’s  medical  expenses  if  employer  agrees  to  pay  those  expenses  in  the  settlement  agreement.  (3) 

Amends  GS  97-18,  effective  October  1, 2005,  to  authorize  the  NC  Industrial  Comm’n  to  extend  the  deadline 
within  which  an  employer  or  its  workers’  compensation  insurer  must  notify  Comm’n  of  the  denial  of  an  employee’s 
request  for  benefits.  Further  amends  section  to  authorize  an  employer  or  insurer  to  respond  to  employee’s 
benefits  claim  and  to  authorize  the  Comm’n  to  also  assess  a  civil  penalty  against  the  insurer  who  submits  an 
untimely  response  to  employee’s  claim.  (4)  Enacts  new  GS  97-18(j)  to  authorize  Comm’n  to  impose  sanctions 
against  an  employer  or  insurer  who  fails  to  take  one  of  the  following  actions  in  response  to  an  employee’s  benefits 
claim  within  thirty  days  of  employer’s  receipt  of  notice  of  claim  or  by  another  deadline  set  by  Comm’n:  (a)  notify 
the  Comm’n  and  the  employee  that  it  admits  or  denies  employee’s  claim  or  (b)  initiate  payments  without  prejudice 
and  without  liability  under  subsection  (d).  (5)  Enacts  new  GS  97-26(i)  to  authorize  an  employee  or  health  care 
provider  to  request  that  the  Comm’n  resolve  a  dispute  over  the  payment  of  medical  compensation  charges.  (6) 
Enacts  new  GS  97-25.6  to  authorize  an  employer  or  insurer  to  obtain  medical  records  from  a  provider  to  which 
the  employer  or  insurer  is  making  medical  compensation  payments  under  Article  without  employee’s  authorization 
and  to  obtain  evaluation  or  treatment  records  of  an  injury  or  condition  for  which  the  employee  is  claiming 
compensation  upon  notice  to  employee.

Unless  otherwise  noted, 
changes  apply  to  claims  pending  and  filed  on  or  after  date  of  act’s  ratification. 

Provides  that  it  is  the  intent  of  the  General  Assembly  to  fund  new  positions  to  assist  Comm’n  in  administering 
Worker’s  Compensation  Act. 

H  105.  MOTOR  FUEL  TAX  CHGS  &  REV  LAWS  TECHNICAL  CHGS.  Intro.  2/8/05.  Senate  amendments  make 
the  following  changes  to  3rd  edition,  as  amended.  Effective  for  taxable  years  beginning  on  or  after  January  1 , 
2006,  amendment  #1  amends  GS  105-1 14. 1(a4)  to  provide  that  the  tax  under  GS  105-122  applies  only  to  the 
extent  that  it  exceeds  the  taxes  levied  under  other  sections  of  the  franchise  tax  law  on  the  corporation  or  on  a 
limited  liability  company  whose  assets  must  be  included  in  the  corporation’s  tax  base.  Amendment  #2  enacts  GS 
105-164. 14(k)  to  allow  motor  sports  racing  teams  and  motor  sports  sanctioning  bodies  a  refund  of  sales  tax  paid 
on  aviation  fuel  used  to  travel  to  and  from  motorsports  events,  effective  retroactively  to  January  1,  2005. 

H  128.  ELECTION  CHANGES  (NEW).  Intro.  2/9/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to 
1st  edition.  Amends  GS  163-82.1 5(a)  to  delete  requirement  to  report  date  of  move  within  county.  Amends  GS 
163-57(1)  to  provide  that  if  a  person  does  not  have  a  traditional  residence,  then  person’s  usual  sleeping  area  will 
determine  person’s  residence.  Makes  following  changes  to  Article  8  of  GS  Chapter  163  (Election  Challenges), 
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effective  January  1, 2006;  (1)  deletes  requirement  in  GS  163-84  that  registration  records  be  open  to  inspection  by 
public;  (2)  provides  that  the  fact  that  a  person  does  not  live  in  a  precinct  is  not  a  basis  for  challenging  person's 
eligibility  to  vote,  but  that  fact  that  person  does  not  live  at  the  address  given  is;  (3)  transfers  the  initial  authority  to 
decide  election  day  challenges  from  the  precinct  judges  to  the  county  board  of  elections;  (4)  requires  that,  in  a 
situation  in  which  a  voter  was  eligible  to  vote  a  portion  of  a  challenged  ballot,  a  county  elections  board  must  count 
the  portion  of  the  ballot  that  the  voter  was  eligible  to  vote.

Willful  violation  of  section  is  a  class  H  felony  if  the  passenger  knows  or  reasonably  should  know  that  the  accident 
has  resulted  in  injury  or  death  and  a  class  1  misdemeanor  if  the  accident  resulted  only  in  property  damage  or  the 
passenger  doesn’t  know  or  doesn’t  have  reason  to  know  that  the  accident  resulted  in  injury  or  death.  Makes  it  a 
class  1  misdemeanor  for  a  passenger  to  fail  to  render  reasonable  assistance  or  give  specified  information 
regarding  the  passenger  to  person  struck  or  to  the  driver  or  occupants  of  the  vehicle  that  was  hit. 

H  320.  BUDGET  TECHNICAL  CORRECTIONS.  Intro.  2/21/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  1st  edition.  Replaces  act  prohibiting  sale  of  Dorothea  Dix  property  with  AN  ACT  TO  MAKE 
TECHNICAL  AND  CLARIFYING  AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CURRENT  OPERATIONS  AND  CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENTS  APPROPRIATIONS  ACT  OF  2005.  Amends  S622  if  it  becomes  law,  as  follows;  (1)  Increases 
appropriation  to  Univ.  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  Health  Affairs  by  $1  million  for  each  year  of  the  biennium 
and  decreases  by  $1  million  the  2005-06  appropriation  to  UNC  Hospitals  at  Chapel  Hill.

Defines  “term  of  court”  as  one  week  for  superior  court  and  one  day  for 
district  court  unless  otherwise  clearly  indicated  by  the  circumstances.  Makes  act  effective  October  1, 2005.  Make 
additional  technical  and  conforming  changes. 

H  1277.  CLARIFY  HUNTER  SAFETY.  Intro.  4/19/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following  changes 
to  4th  edition.  Provides  that  disabled  hunter  who  qualifies  for  totally  disabled  resident  combination  hunting-fishing 
license  need  not  complete  hunter  safety  course  if  the  disabled  hunter  is  accompanied  by  a  licensed  adult  hunter 
while  hunting  (current  law  requires  that  licensed  adult  hunter  be  at  least  21  years  old)  and  licensed  adult  hunter 
maintains  proximity  to  disabled  hunter  sufficient  to  enable  adult  hunter  to  monitor  activities  of  and  communicate

Senate  amendment  makes  the  following 
changes  to  3rd  edition.  Rewrites  proposed  GS  20-45(c)  to  allow  any  sworn  law  enforcement  officer  with 
jurisdiction  to  seize  certificate  of  title,  etc.,  if  officer  has  electronic  or  other  notification  from  Div’n  of  Motor  Vehicles 
that  item  has  been  revoked  or  cancelled  or  otherwise  has  probable  cause  to  believe  that  item  has  been  revoked 
or  cancelled  under  any  law.

Deletes  proposed  GS  15A-534.6  and  transfers  provisions  to  new  GS  15A-539(b),  retaining 
effective  date  of  December  1 , 2005.  Revises  subsection  to;  (1 )  authorize  a  district  or  superior  court  judge  (was, 
“judicial  official”)  to  conduct  a  hearing  on  the  source  of  the  money  or  property  posted;  (2)  delete  provision  that 
authorized  court  to  also  consider  the  source  of  money  or  property  after  the  defendant  has  been  released;  (3) 
authorize  court  to  reject  money  or  property  offered  as  security  for  bond  if  its  source  will  not  reasonably  assure  the 
appearance  of  the  person  (was,  authorized  court  to  reject  money  or  property  on  the  grounds  that  it  was  not  from  a 
lawful  source  or  would  not  reasonably  assure  the  appearance  of  the  person  required);  and  (4)  provide  that  the 
state  has  the  burden  of  proving  the  facts  supporting  the  court’s  decision  to  reject  security  offered  by  a 
preponderance  of  the  evidence.

H  128.  ELECTION  CHANGES.  Intro.  2/9/05.  Senate  amendment  makes  the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition. 
Changes  title  to  AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  COUNTY  BOARDS  OF  ELECTIONS  TO  TAKE  STEPS  EARLIER  TO 
COUNT  MAILED  ABSENTEE  VOTES;  TO  CLARIFY  HOW  A  VOTER  SHALL  REPORTA  MOVE;  TO  CLARIFY 
THE  RESIDENCE  FOR  VOTING  PURPOSES  OF  CERTAIN  PERSONS;  TO  AMEND  THE  STATUTES 
RELATING  TO  CHALLENGES;  TO  SPECIFY  HOW  FINANCIAL  INSTITUTIONS  MAY  MAKE  LOANS  WITHOUT

(1)  Modifies  mercury  minimization  plan  requirements;  (a)  to  delete  requirements  that  manufacturer  report 
the  current  and  anticipated  future  production  models  that  may  contain  mercury  switches  and  that  plan  include  a 
procedure  for  the  transfer  of  information  among  entities  subject  to  the  mercury  minimization  plan;  and  (b)  to  add 
requirements  that  the  plan  include  a  description  of  all  safe  and  environmentally  sound  methods  for  the  removal  of 
mercury  switches  and  to  incorporate  a  presumption  that  a  switch  does  contain  mercury  if  the  manufacturer  does 
not  know  or  is  uncertain  about  the  switch's  mercury  content.

House  amendments  make  the  following  changes  to  2nd 
edition.  Amendment  #1  appropriates  $150,000  to  the  Dep’t  of  Justice  (was,  to  the  State  Bureau  of  Investigation) 
to  purchase  software  to  be  used  to  create  a  criminal  street  gang  member  database  and  reduces  the  amount 
appropriated  to  the  Governor's  Crime  Comm’n  for  street  gang  violence  prevention  and  intervention  program 
grants  for  2005-06  to  $2  million  (was,  $20  million).  Amendment  #2  reduces  from  a  Class  E  to  a  Class  H  felony  a 
violation  of  subsections  (a)  and  (b)  of  proposed  GS  14-50.18  and  reduces  from  a  Class  G  to  a  Class  H  felony  a 
violation  of  subsections  (d),  (e),  and  (f).  Amendment  #2  also  adds  new  GS  14-50.25  stating  that  the  article  does 
not  apply  to  juveniles  under  the  age  of  twelve  and  makes  other  technical  changes.

6A  to  request  that  the 
Secretary  enter  into  such  an  order  (called  an  administrative  consent  order),  and  makes  the  decision  to  enter  into 
the  order  voluntary  on  the  part  of  the  person  subject  to  the  penalty.  Provides  for  civil  penalties  for  a  person  who 
enters  but  then  fails  to  comply  with  an  administrative  consent  order.  Deletes  provision  requiring  the  Department  to 
develop  a  pilot  program  in  consultation  with  the  NC  School  Boards  Association  to  determine  the  amount  and 
retain  the  actual  costs  of  collecting  civil  penalties,  fines,  and  forfeitures  assessed  by  the  Department. 

H  1283.  IMPROVE  ENVIRONMENTAL  ENFORCEMENT.  Intro.  4/19/05.  House  amendment  makes  the  following 
changes  to  3rd  edition.  Makes  technical  change  only. 

H  1415.  REPORT  DENIAL  OF  SOME  PISTOL  PERMITS.  Intro.  4/21/05.  House  amendments  make  the  following 
changes  to  2nd  edition.  Amendment  #3  adds  new  subsection  (a1 )  to  new  GS  14.404.1 ,  requiring  a  sheriff  to  notify 
the  State  Bureau  of  Investigation  when  the  sheriff  obtains  firearms,  ammunition,  and  permits  to  purchase  or  carry 
firearms  pursuant  to  a  surrender  under  GS  50B-3.1,  so  that  certain  information  can  be  entered  into  a  state 
database.

SENATE  BILLS 

S  148.  DEATH  BENEFIT  FOR  PART-TIME  LAW  ENFORCEMENT.  Intro.  2/16/05.  House  amendment  makes  the 
following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Adds  provision  appropriating  from  General  Fund  to  Dept,  of  State  Treasurer 
$200,000  for  each  year  of  2005-07  biennium  to  implement  provisions  of  act. 

S  289.  CHATHAM  SCHOOL  ELECTIONS  (NEW).  Intro.  3/2/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  2nd  edition.  Replaces  original  bill  with  AN  ACT  TO  CHANGE  THE  ELECTION  OF  THE  CHATHAM 
COUNTY  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION  FROM  THE  PRIMARY  TO  THE  GENERAL  ELECTION.  As  title  indicates. 
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S  319.  WORKERS'  COMP.  SELF-INSURANCE  SECURITY.  Intro.  3/3/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  3rd  edition. 

(1 )  In  GS  97-133,  specifies  that  the  NC  Self-Insurance  Security  Fund  is  to  receive  the  assets  of  the  NC  Self- 
Insurance  Guaranty  Fund  and  that  the  NC  Self-Insurance  Security  Association  is  to  invest  Fund  assets  pursuant 
to  an  investment  policy  adopted  by  the  Association  board  and  reviewed  and  approved  annually  by  the  State 
Treasurer. 

(2)  In  GS  97-133(a)(2a),  adds  specifications  regarding  financial  elements  of  the  required  written  plan  for  the 
Association  Aggregate  Security  System,  provides  that  the  Commissioner  must  act  to  disapprove  the  initial  plan 
within  90  (was,  60)  days  or  it  is  deemed  approved,  and  specifies  that  group  self-insurers  are  not  to  participate  in 
the  Security  System.  In  GS  97-133(a)(3a),  provides  that  group  self-insurers  are  to  pay  an  initial  assessment  to  the 
Association  in  an  amount  to  be  determined  by  the  board. 

(3)  In  GS  97-1 33(b)(1),  specifies  that  employees  of  the  Association  may  include  adjustors,  brokers, 
accountants,  attorneys,  financial  advisors,  investment  bankers,  placement  agents,  and  consultants. 

(4)  In  GS  97-1 33(b)(6),  provides  that  the  Association  may  reimburse  the  Department  of  Insurance  up  to 
$20,000  for  consultants  retained  by  the  Department  to  review  the  initial  plan.  In  GS  97-133(c1)  specifies  that  the 
plan  is  to  provide  that  the  functions  of  administration  and  adjusting  claims  are  not  to  be  performed  by  the  same 
entity  that  provides  legal  representation  to  the  Association  for  claims. 

(5)  in  GS  97-135,  specifies  that  a  self-insurer  that  is  a  member  of  the  Security  System  is  deemed  to  be 
insolvent,  bankrupt,  or  in  default  as  defined  by  the  terms  of  any  security  instrument  created  pursuant  to  the 
System. 

(6)  In  GS  97-136,  adds  as  a  duty  of  the  Commissioner  the  responsibility  to  approve  or  disapprove  the  plan 
for  the  Security  System. 

(7)  In  Article  5  (“Individual  Employers”)  of  GS  Chapter  97,  adds  numerous  definitional  provisions,  including 
definitions  of  “affiliate,"  “control,”  “under  common  control  with,”  “guarantor,”  “holding  company,”  and  “subsidiary',” 
and  in  GS  97-170  expands  the  elements  to  be  included  in  an  application  by  an  individual  employer  for  a  self- 
insurer  license  to  include  information  regarding  controlling  entities,  subsidiaries,  and  affiliates.  Adds  new  GS  97- 
177  authorizing  the  Commission  to  issue  a  license  to  an  individual  employer  or  a  subsidiary  if  the  employer  or  a 
guarantor  executes  a  guaranty  agreement  for  the  payment  of  all  workers’  compensation  liabilities.  Includes 
special  requirements  If  the  guarantor  is  a  corporate  entity.  If  a  controlling  relationship  or  guaranty  agreement 
terminates,  the  self-insurer  retains  all  liabilities  incurred  during  the  period  of  self-insurance.  Termination  of  a 
guaranty  agreement  does  not  affect  the  guarantor’s  liability  for  payment  of  liabilities  arising  prior  to  the 
termination. 

(8)  In  GS  97-180,  requires  yearly  submission  of  financial  statements  of  the  guarantor  and  prompt  reporting  of 
any  change  in  financial  condition  of  guarantor  or  affiliate  or  change  in  the  business  organizational  structure. 
Amends  GS  97-180  to  remove  requirement  that  the  actuary  whose  report  a  self-insurer  must  submit  must  also 
submit  a  report,  within  90  days  of  the  close  of  the  self-insurer’s  fiscal  year,  to  the  self-insurer  itself. 

(9)  In  GS  97-185,  specifies  that  all  individual  self-insurers  are  to  participate  in  the  System,  unless  excluded 
by  the  Board.  Specifies  grounds  for  exclusion.  Deletes  GS  97-185(b1 ),  which  called  for  a  deposit  of  a  certain 
proportion  of  actuary-certified  outstanding  claim  liability  and  adds  GS  97-185(b2)  calling  for  deposit  by  excluded 
self-insurers  and  GS  97-185(b3)  concerning  any  period  of  time  in  which  the  System  is  not  in  effect. 

(10)  Amends  GS  97-1 85(h)  to  specify  that  any  self-insurer  that  ceases  to  self-insure,  whether  by  voluntary 
termination  or  by  revocation  of  license,  must  continue  to  secure  and  be  liable  for  its  obligations  under  the  Act. 

(1 1 )  Amends  GS  97-1 95  to  restate  the  grounds  for  revocation,  suspension,  or  restriction  of  a  self-insurance 
license. 

(12)  Adds  new  GS  97-196  regarding  civil  penalties,  authorizing  the  Commissioner  to  suspend  or  '  evoke  a 
license  after  notice  and  a  hearing  and  to  impose  monetary  penalties. 

S  386.  CABARRUS  FIRE  DISTRICTS  (NEW).  Intro.  3/7/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  3rd  edition.  Completely  rewrites  bill  so  it  is  now  entitled  ALLOWING  CABARRUS  COUNTY  TO 
CHANGE  THE  BOUNDARIES  OF  FIRE  DISTRICTS.  As  title  indicates.  Requires  public  hearing  on  ordinance 
changing  boundaries. 

S  393.  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT— PUBLIC  RECORDS.  Intro.  3/7/05.  Conference  report  recommends  the 
following  changes  to  3rd  edition  to  reconcile  matters  in  controversy.  Accepts  the  House  Committee  Substitute 
adopted  8/11/05  with  one  change.  The  House  Committee  Substitute  provided  in  GS  132-6(d)  that  public  records 
previously  withheld  must  be  disclosed  within  25  days  after  the  time  that  the  economic  development  exception  to 
the  public  records  law  no  longer  applied.  The  conference  report  changes  that  requirement  to  “25  business  days.” 
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S  443.  PUBLIC  HOSPITAL  INVESTMENTS.  Intro.  3/9/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  2nd  edition.  Enacts  new  GS  116-37.2  to  regulate  the  funds  of  UNC  Hospitals  at  Chapel  Hill.  Provides 
that  funds  are  managed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  UNC  Health  Care  System  and  are  to  be  deposited  with 
the  State  Treasurer.  Amends  GS  147-69.2  to  allow  the  State  Treasurer  to  invest  UNC  hospitals’  funds  except 
appropriated  funds  as  it  does  public  hospital  funds,  subject  to  limitations  in  the  act.  Specifies  that  all  funds 
deposited  with  the  State  Treasurer  remain  funds  of  UNC  Hospitals  and  are  prorated  to  the  hospitals  on  the  basis 
of  amounts  contributed. 

S  518.  CITY/COUNTY  PLANNING  CLARIFICATION.  Intro.  3/15/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Amends  proposed  GS  160A-384(c)  and  GS  153A- 343(c)  (posting  of  public 
notices  of  proposed  amendments  to  city  and  county  zoning  regulations)  to  provide  that  the  public  hearing  notice 
may  also  be  posted  on  an  adjacent  public  street  or  highway  right-of-way.  Amends  GS  160A-385(a)(2)  to  provide 
that  a  street-right-of-way  will  not  be  considered  in  computing  buffer  area  if  right-of-way  is  100  feet  wide  or  less 
and  to  clarify  that  property  ownership  will  be  determined  by  the  tax  listing  unless  there  is  evidence  of  ownership  to 
the  contrary.  Amends  GS  160A-386  to  delete  clause  that  provided  that  a  person  could  be  prohibited  from  deleting 
person’s  name  from  protest  petition  by  ordinance.  Amends  GS  160A-387  and  153A-344  to  delete  provisions 
requiring  that  city  and  county  planning  boards  advise  and  comment  on  zoning  amendments.  Makes  technical 
changes. 

S  523.  JUDICIAL  APPOINTMENTA/OTER  CONFIRMATION/CJ  (NEW).  Intro.  3/15/05.  House  committee 
substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Completely  rewrites  bill  so  it  now  is  entitled  AN  ACT  TO 
AMEND  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  CONSTITUTION  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  GUBERNATORIAL  APPOINTMENT  OF 
APPELLATE  JUSTICES  AND  JUDGES  AND  CONFIRMATION  BY  VOTE  OF  THE  PEOPLE,  TO  PROVIDE  FOR 
THE  SELECTION  OF  THE  CHIEF  JUSTICE  OF  THE  SUPREME  COURT  FROM  AMONG  THE  JUSTICES,  TO 
MAKE  STATUTORY  CONFORMING  CHANGES  TO  IMPLEMENT  THE  CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS, 
AND  TO  ALLOW  JUSTICES  AND  JUDGES  IN  THE  GENERAL  COURT  OF  JUSTICE  WHO  REACH  THE  AGE 
LIMIT  FOR  SERVICE  TO  CONTINUE  IN  OFFICE  UNTIL  THE  END  OF  THE  CALENDAR  YEAR.  Rewrites 
Section  16,  Article  IV,  of  NC  Constitution.  Amendment  would  be  submitted  to  voters  at  general  election  to  be  held 
in  November,  2005,  to  become  effective  upon  certification  of  voter  approval. 

Selection  of  appellate  justices  and  Judges.  Amendment  provides  that  on  and  after  January  1 ,  2006,  when  a 
vacancy  occurs  on  the  Supreme  Court  or  Court  of  Appeals  or  a  new  appellate  judgeship  is  created,  the  Governor 
is  to  appoint  a  person  to  fill  the  position.  The  appointed  person’s  term  extends  through  February  after  the  next 
statewide  election  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly  held  more  than  24  months  after  the  appointment.  A 
person  desiring  to  retain  office  beyond  that  time  is  subject  to  retention  election  (in  which  ballot  asks  whether  that 
judge  should  be  retained  in  office),  and  would  be  retained  in  office  for  eight-year  term  if  simple  majority  vote  for 
retention.  If  the  voters  fail  to  retain  person,  the  office  becomes  vacant  at  the  end  of  the  term  and  is  to  be  filled  by 
the  nomination  and  appointment  provisions.  Provides  for  election  of  superior  court  judges  by  district.  Includes 
transition  provisions  for  justices  and  judges  elected  or  appointed  prior  to  January  1 ,  2006.  Enacts  new  Article  1 A 
of  GS  Chapter  7 A  to  eliminate  elections  for  Supreme  Court  and  Court  of  Appeals  in  2006  and  thereafter  and  to 
provide  for  retention  elections.  Makes  other  conforming  amendments.  Statutes  are  effective  only  if  constitutional 
amendment  passes. 

Selection  of  chief  Justice.  Amends  GS  7A-10  to  provide  for  seven  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  (rather  than 
current  six  associate  justices  and  one  chief  justice).  Directs  the  Governor  to  designate  one  of  the  seven  as  chief. 
Justice  may  resign  the  designation  of  chief  without  resigning  as  a  justice. 

Age  limit  of  Justice  or  Judge.  Amends  GS  7A-4.20  to  provide  that  a  justice  or  judge  who  reaches  age  72  may 
continue  in  office  until  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  in  which  he  reaches  72  (now,  the  end  of  the  month  in  which  he 
reaches  72). 

S  528.  TAX  INCREMENT  FINANCING  CHANGES.  Intro.  3/15/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Limits  application  of  bill  to  projects  in  districts  located  in  an  enterprise  tier  one 
area  and  changes  title  accordingly. 

S  590.  CONSUMER  CREDIT  COUNSELING/DEBT  MANAGEMENT.  Intro.  3/16/05.  House  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  4th  edition.  Changes  effective  date  for  amendments  to  definition  of  “debt 
adjusting”  from  date  act  becomes  law  to  December  31 , 2005. 
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S  590.  CONSUMER  CREDIT  COUNSELING/DEBT  MANAGEMENT.  Intro.  3/16/05.  House  amendment  makes 
the  following  changes  to  4th  edition.  Amends  definition  of  attorneys  who  are  not  deemed  to  be  in  the  practice  of 
debt  adjustment  to  include  those  attorneys  who  engage  in  the  business  of  debt  adjusting  for  nominal 
consideration  only. 

S  606.  AMEND  EASTERN  REGION  BOARD.  Intro.  3/16/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  3rd  edition.  Revises  bill’s  amendments  to  GS  158-35  concerning  the  membership  of  the  governing 
board  of  the  Region,  so  that  the  board  is  to  be  composed  of  (1 )  one  member  appointed  by  the  board  of 
commissioners  of  each  county,  after  the  commissioners  have  consulted  with  the  county’s  business  community, 
and  (2)  two  members  each  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  President  Pro  Tern.,  and  Governor.  Of  this  group  of  six,  no 
two  may  be  residents  of  the  same  county,  none  may  be  chair  or  vice  chair,  and  all  serve  initial  two-year  terms. 

The  Governor,  Speaker,  and  President  Pro  Tern,  are  to  consult  to  assist  in  achieving  geographic  diversity  in  these 
six.  Of  the  members  appointed  by  the  commissioners  of  the  counties,  three  (chosen  by  lot)  are  to  serve  initial  two- 
year  terms  and  the  remainder  are  to  serve  four-year  terms.  Terms  of  existing  members  of  the  Global  TransPark 
Development  Commission  are  to  terminate  September  30,  2005,  and  the  terms  of  the  new  board  members  begin 
October  1 . 

S  665.  PUBLIC  HLTH  AUTHORITIES/CO.  MEDICAID  BILLING.  Intro.  3/17/05.  House  amendment  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Amends  proposed  GS  130A-45.13  to  require  that  Medicaid  billing  systems 
authorized  under  section  interface  with  related  statewide  public  health  data  systems  in  order  to  meet  State  cost 
containment  and  service  reporting  needs. 

S  671.  REAL  PROP.  ELECTRONIC  RECORDING/NOTARY  ACT  (NEW).  Intro.  3/17/05.  House  committee 
substitute  adopted  8/22/05  makes  the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Makes  technical  changes  to  Uniform  Real 
Property  Electronic  Recording  Act  as  set  forth  in  original  bill.  In  addition,  committee  substitute  adds  new  section  to 
repeal  Chapter  10A  of  the  General  Statutes  and  replace  it  with  new  Chapter  10B.  Changes  title  accordingly.  New 
sections  in  bill  dealing  with  notaries  are  substantially  similar  to  S  934. 

Replaces  GS  Chapter  10A  (Notary  Public  Act)  with  a  new  GS  Chapter  10B,  Article  1  (Notary  Act)  and  Article 
2  (Electronic  Notary  Act),  and  Article  3  (Notary  Public  Special  Fund).  All  Articles  effective  December  1 , 2005. 

Revisions  to  Notary  Act.  New  GS  Chapter  10B,  Article  1  adds  to  purposes  of  original  Act:  (1 )  fostering  ethical 
conduct  among  notaries,  (2)  enhancing  cross-border  recognition  of  notary  acts,  and  (3)  integrating  traditional 
paper  and  electronic  notarial  acts.  Also  adds  new  definitions,  including  “attestation”,  “jurat,”  “notarial  act”,  “notarial 
certificate,”  “revocation”,  “signature,"  “subscribing  witness”,  and  “suspension.”  Adds  new  requirements  for 
becoming  a  notary,  including  being  a  US  resident;  speaking,  reading,  and  writing  English;  and  possessing  a  high 
school  diploma  or  its  equivalent.  Adds  to  grounds  under  which  a  notary  commission  may  be  denied  submission  of 
incomplete  application  or  an  application  containing  a  material  misstatement  or  omission  of  fact,  and  a  finding  or 
admission  of  liability  against  an  applicant  in  a  civil  lawsuit  based  on  the  applicant’s  deceit.  Expands  educational 
requirements  for  commission  of  non-attorneys  to  include  6  hours  (now,  between  3  and  6  hours)  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  and  taken  within  the  3  months  preceding  the  application,  adds  minimum  passing  grade  of  80% 
on  written  exam,  and  requires  that  non-attorney  notaries  seeking  recommissioning  pass  a  written  exam.  Licensed 
members  of  the  NC  Bar  have  no  additional  educational  requirements  and  do  not  have  to  take  exam.  Changes 
time  period  in  which  an  appointee  must  appear  before  the  register  of  deeds  to  take  an  oath  from  90  days  to  45 
days.  Requires  that  registers  of  deeds  and  clerks  of  superior  court  send  the  pages  and  documents  contained  in 
their  “Records  of  Notaries  Public"  created  prior  to  1991  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  permanent  storage  as  soon 
as  practical  or  within  24  months  of  effective  date  of  bill. 

Adds  execution  of  jurats  to  list  of  permitted  notarial  acts  [GS  1 0B-1 4(a)].  Adds  conditions  that  disqualify  a 
notary  from  performing  a  notarial  act  [GS  1 0B-1 4(c)],  including  absence  and  inadequate  identification  of  principal, 
a  principal’s  demeanor  that  causes  the  notary  to  have  compelling  doubt  about  whether  the  principal  knows  the 
consequences  of  the  transaction,  and  appearance  that  the  principal  is  not  acting  with  free  will.  Provides  procedure 
for  acknowledging  an  instrument  for  a  person  who  is  unable  to  sign  or  make  a  mark  [GS  1 0B-1 4(e)].  Adds  new 
sections  to  prohibit  certain  kinds  of  execution  and  notarization,  including  executing  documents  that  contain 
information  known  by  the  notary  to  be  false,  that  are  not  in  the  English  language,  notarizing  blank  signature  lines, 
and  notarizing  or  authenticating  photographs.  Requires  that  notary  cross  out  or  mark  through  all  blank  lines  or 
spaces  in  the  certificate,  except  as  provided  in  new  section  10B-14(o).  Increases  maximum  fee  for  notarial  act 
from  $3  to  $5.  Expands  description  and  requirements  for  official  seal  used  by  notaries  [GS  1 0B-23  and  1 0B-24]. 
Provides  form  requirements  for  certain  acknowledgements,  including  general  acknowledgment,  verification  or 
proof  of  acknowledgement,  and  affirmation  of  a  subscribing  witness  of  an  absent  signer.  Expands  statutes  that 
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outline  process  for  a  notary’s  change  of  status  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  including  resignation  and  change  of 
name,  address,  or  county.  Generally,  time-frame  requirements  are  increased  from  30  days  to  45  days. 

Authorization  of  Eiectronic  Notarization.  New  GS  Chapter  10B,  Article  2,  authorizes  and  creates  standards 
for  electronic  notary  (e-notary)  acts.  Outlines  qualifications  for  a  person  to  be  an  electronic  notary,  which  include 
the  basic  requirements  for  being  a  notary,  plus  taking  a  course  of  at  least  3  hours  of  instruction  in  electronic 
notarial  acts.  Establishes  registration  process  for  e-notaries  and  sets  fees,  including  a  maximum  fee  that  an  e- 
notary  can  charge  of  $10  per  signature.  Also  outlines  requirements  for  electronic  document  components,  e-notary 
electronic  signature,  and  e-notary  seal.  Enacts  new  GS  10B-50(d)-(f)  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  State  to  adopt 
rules  to  ensure  the  authenticity  of  electronic  notarizations,  to  require  that  an  electronic  notary  maintain  a  record  of 
each  electronic  notorial  act,  and  to  provide  that  an  electronic  notary’s  failure  to  produce  required  records  within  10 
days  of  Department’s  request  will  result  in  the  suspension  of  the  notary’s  power  to  act  as  a  notary.  Provides 
process  for  issuing  certificate  of  authority  for  an  e-notarial  act.  Makes  it  a  Class  G  felony  to  wrongfully 
manufacture  or  distribute  hardware  that  permits  a  person  to  act  as  an  e-notary  without  being  commissioned  and 
registered.  Makes  it  a  Class  I  felony  to  wrongfully  obtain,  conceal,  damage,  or  destroy  hardware,  media,  or 
software  that  enables  an  e-notary  to  affix  an  official  e-signature.  Allows  the  Secretary  of  State  to  utilize  the 
Department  of  the  Secretary  of  State’s  Information  Technology  staff  and  to  expend  up  to  $200,000  from  the 
Secretary’s  State  E-Commerce  Transaction  Fund  to  implement  this  section  of  the  bill. 

Notary  Pubiic  Speciai  Fund.  Article  3  of  GS  Chapter  10B  establishes  a  fund  within  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  to  be  used  for  the  administration  of  Chapter  10B.  All  monies  collected  from  persons  taking  the  notary 
exam  are  to  be  deposited  into  the  Special  Fund. 

Other  Changes.  Provides  that  bill  applies  to  notarial  acts  and  applications  for  notary  commissions  made  on 
or  after  effective  date  of  December  1 ,  2005,  and  that  any  notary  commission  issued  prior  to  that  date  will  remain 
valid  (unless  otherwise  revoked  or  suspended  by  the  Secretary).  Criminal  penalties  imposed  by  bill  apply  to 
offenses  committed  on  or  after  December  1,  2005,  regardless  of  whether  commission  was  issued  under  new  GS 
Chapter  10B  or  GS  Chapter  10A  (original  notary  act).  Makes  technical  and  conforming  changes. 

S  768.  2005  OMNIBUS  LABOR  LAW  CHANGES.  Intro.  3/17/05.  Senate  reconsidered  and  withdrew  amendment 
#1,  adopted  8/12/05.  Amendment  #2  makes  a  technical  change  to  the  4th  edition. 

S  814.  MODERNIZE  CITY/COUNTY  PLANNING.  Intro.  3/23/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  3rd  edition.  Makes  many  technical  changes.  With  regard  to  changes  in  zoning  regulations,  specifies 
that  any  person  aggrieved  by  an  imposition  of  a  moratorium  on  development  approvals  may  apply  to  the  court  for 
an  order  enjoining  the  moratorium.  These  proceedings  must  be  given  priority  by  the  trial  and  appellate  courts. 

Also  specifies  that  prior  to  adopting  or  rejecting  any  zoning  amendment,  the  planning  board  must  advise  and 
comment  on  whether  the  proposed  amendment  is  consistent  with  all  adopted  plans. 

Enacts  new  GS  153A-451  dealing  with  county  reimbursement  agreements  and  GS  153A-280  dealing  with 
county  public  enterprise  improvements.  Enacts  new  Part  3A  in  Article  18  of  GS  Chapter  153A  to  regulate 
developmental  agreements  of  counties  that  is  substantially  the  same  as  proposed  Part  3D,  Article  19  of  GS 
Chapter  160A,  regulating  developmental  agreements  of  cities.  Changes  effective  date  of  authorization  of 
temporary  moratoria  on  development  to  September  1,  2005  (was  January  1,  2006).  Provides  that  any  renewal  or 
extension  on  or  after  September  1,  2005,  of  a  moratorium  on  development  approvals  that  is  in  effect  prior  to  or  on 
that  date,  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

S  868.  BILL  LEE— MULTI-JURISDICTION  INDUS.  PARK.  Intro.  3/23/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Allows  an  eligible  industrial  park  located  in  four  or  more  contiguous  counties  to 
have  the  lowest  enterprise  tier  designation  of  the  designations  of  the  counties  in  which  it  is  located  only  if  at  least 
16.8%  (was  16%)  of  the  population  in  each  county  in  which  the  park  is  located  was  Medicaid  eligible  for  the  2003- 
04  fiscal  year  based  on  2003  population  estimates. 

S  911.  CLASS  ACTIONS  AND  UNPAID  RESIDUALS.  Intro.  3/24/05.  House  amendments  #1  and  #2  make  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Revise  proposed  GS  1-267.10  to  require  that  the  court,  unless  it  orders 
otherwise  in  accordance  with  Rule  23  of  the  NC  Rules  of  Civil  Procedure,  direct  that  the  defendant  pay  the  sum  of 
the  unpaid  residue  to  the  Indigent  Person’s  Attorney  Fund  and  the  NC  State  Bar,  in  equal  amounts,  to  provide 
civil  legal  services  to  indigents  (was,  required  that  court  direct  the  defendant  to  pay  the  unpaid  residue  to  the 
Class  Action  Residual  Reserve  Fund).  Delete  proposed  GS  143-16.6,  which  created  the  Class  Action  Residual 
Reserve  Fund. 
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S  1130.  NO  TOBACCO  USE  IN  PRISONS.  Intro.  3/24/05.  Conference  report  recommends  the  following  changes 
to  4th  edition  to  reconcile  matters  in  controversy.  Reinstates  provisions  to  ban  the  use  of  tobacco  products  inside 
a  State  correctional  facility  by  any  person  (House  amendments  applied  ban  to  inmates  only)  and  to  make 
employees  who  violate  ban  subject  to  disciplinary  action  and  visitors  subject  to  removal  from  facility.  Also  requires 
that  the  pilot  program  conducted  by  the  Dep’t  of  Correction  ban  smoking  by  anyone  (was,  tobacco  use  by 
inmates)  inside  buildings  and  on  the  grounds  of  State  correctional  facilities  and  make  smoking  cessations 
programs  (was,  tobacco  use  cessation  programs)  available  to  inmates  and  staff. 

S  1171.  HONORING  WILLIAM  HOLLAND  THOMAS.  Intro.  4/28/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Makes  technical  changes  only.

H  88.  ELECTORAL  FAIRNESS  ACT.  Intro.  2/7/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to 
2nd  edition.  Amends  the  proposed  filing  fee  provisions  in  GS  163-98  with  respect  to  new  party  candidates  and  in 
GS  163-122  with  respect  to  unaffiliated  candidates  to  conform  those  provisions  with  the  general  filing  fee 
provisions  in  GS  163-107  and  163-107.1. 

H  88.  ELECTORAL  FAIRNESS  ACT.  Intro.  2/7/05.  House  amendment  makes  the  following  changes  to  3rd 
edition.  Amends  section  defining  “political  party”  to  mean  any  group  of  voters  which,  at  the  last  general  election, 
polled  for  its  candidate  for  Governor,  or  for  presidential  electors,  at  least  7%  (was,  2%)  of  the  vote  cast  in  the 
entire  state,  or  any  group  of  voters  that  has  filed  petitions  requesting  a  new  political  party  that  have  been  signed 
by  registered  voters  equal  in  number  to  2%  (was,  0.5%)  of  voters  who  voted  in  last  general  election  for  Governor. 
Amends  GS  163-97  to  provide  that  a  political  party  ceases  to  be  recognized  when  it  fails  to  poll  for  its  candidate 
for  Governor  or  for  presidential  electors  at  least  7%  (was,  2%)  of  the  entire  vote  cast  in  the  state  for  Governor  or 
for  presidential  electors  at  the  general  election.  Amends  GS  163-122(a)(1)  to  require  that  a  person  wanting  to 
appear  on  a  ballot  as  an  unaffiliated  candidate  must  have  petitions  signed  by  at  least  2%  (was  0.5%)  of  the  total 
number  of  voters  who  voted  in  the  most  recent  election  for  Governor. 

H  327.  2005  TECHNICAL  CORRECTIONS  ACT.  Intro.  2/22/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  2nd  edition.  In  addition  to  technical  and  conforming  changes,  makes  the  following  changes.  (1) 
Amends  GS  14-404(a)(1)  (requiring  permit  for  pistol  or  crossbow  sales)  and  GS  14-41 5.1 3(b)  (requiring  permit  to 
carry  concealed  handgun)  to  require  that  criminal  and  background  history  check  be  conducted  through  the 
National  Instant  Criminal  Background  Check  System.  (2)  Amends  GS  15A-1 371(b)  to  require  that  when 
considering  parole  of  a  prisoner  serving  a  life  sentence,  Post-Release  Supervision  and  Parole  Comm'n  notify  the 
head  of  the  law  enforcement  agency  that  arrested  prisoner  (was,  required  notification  only  upon  written  request) 
and  the  sheriff  of  the  county  where  crime  occurred.  (3)  Amends  GS  18B-500(a)  to  provide  that  reserve  alcohol 
law-enforcement  agents  are  considered  employees  of  the  Div’n  of  Alcohol  Law  Enforcement  for  purposes  of 
Workers’  Compensation  while  performing  duties  assigned  or  approved  by  the  Director  of  Div’n.  (4)  Amends  GS 
20-1 14.2  and  20-1 14.3  to  clarify  that  law  enforcement  officers  in  Mint  Hill  and  Kings  Mountain  may  operate 
unregistered  motorized  all-terrain  vehicles  and  to  also  authorize  Surry  County  law  enforcement  officers  to  operate 
those  vehicles.

(7)  Amends  GS  51-1  to  allow  State  superior  and  district  court  judges  to  perform  marriages  and  GS  51-1.1 
to  validate  marriages  performed  by  Universal  Life  Church  ministers.  (8)  Amends  GS  58-40-50  and  58-36-4,  as 
amended  by  SL  2005-210,  effective  October  1 , 2005,  to  provide  that  a  statistical  organization  is  considered  an 
insurance  company  for  the  purpose  of  insurance  company  licensing  requirements  in  GS  58-6-7.  (9)  Amends  GS 
58-36-65(e)  to  provide  that  the  NC  Rate  Bureau  may  (was,  shall)  obtain  annual  records  of  convictions  for  moving 
traffic  violations  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  automobile  liability  rates. 

(10)  Amends  GS  90-1 71  (d)(3)  to  delete  provision  prohibiting  public  member  of  the  Board  of  Nursing  from 
holding  a  vested  interest  in  the  provision  of  health  services.  (11)  Amends  GS  95-1 38(a),  as  amended  by  SL  2005- 
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133,  to  require  that  Comm’r  of  Labor,  upon  recommendation,  impose  a  civil  penalty  of  up  to  $7,000  for  serious 
violations  of  the  NC  Occupational  Safety  and  Health  Act  and  to  authorize  Comm’r  to  impose  penalty  of  up  to 
$7,000  for  violations  that  are  not  serious.  (12)  Enacts  GS  113A-57(5)  to  require  that  land-disturbing  activities  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  approved  erosion  and  sedimentation  plan.  (13)  Amends  GS  1 15C-81  (School 
Health  Education  Programs),  effective  beginning  with  the  2006-07  school  year,  to  change  references  to  “Acquired 
Immune  Deficiency  Syndrome  (AIDS)”  to  “HIV/AIDS,"  and  to  require  that  the  State  Board  of  Education  teach  how 
alcohol  and  drug  use  lowers  inhibitions,  which  may  lead  to  risky  sexual  behavior.

(22)  Amends  GS  143B-21 6.67(b)  to  increase  the 
membership  of  the  Governor's  Comm’n  on  Early  Childhood  Vision  Care  from  six  to  seven  members,  adding  a 
pediatrician  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor.  (23)  Amends  various  provisions  of  Part  2  of  Article  1 0  of  GS

Health  and  Human  Services.  (33)  Amends  Section  4  of  SL  2005-16  to  make  changes  to  Pasquotank  County  and 
Elizabeth  City  occupancy  tax  effective  July  1, 2005  (was,  April  26,  2005).  (34)  Amends  Section  1  of  SL  2005-256 
(authorizing  Orange  County  to  conduct  one-stop  voting  pilot  program  on  election  day),  to  authorize  county  board 
of  elections  to  provide  that  if  satellite  voting  place  is  designated  as  a  voting  center,  only  voters  assigned  to  the 
satellite  voting  place  may  vote  at  that  voting  center  and  not  at  any  other  voting  center  on  election  day. 

Makes  the  following  changes  to  SL  2005-276  (the  2005  Budget  Act).  (35)  Requires  that  the  NC  Board  of 
Science  and  Technology  prepare  a  biennial  report  on  trends  that  reflect  the  impact  of  education  on  economic 
growth  for  the  21st  century  and  report  to  the  2007  Regular  Session  on  or  before  April  1,  2007,  and  biennially 
thereafter.

(38)  Provides  that  for  the  purposes 
of  determining  eligibility  for  Medical  Assistance,  DHHS  may  exclude  from  countable  resources  only  a  life  estate 
that  meets  the  definition  of  homesite  and  is  measured  by  the  recipient’s  life.  (39)  Effective  September  1,  2005 
(was,  June  30,  2005),  provides  that  the  terms  of  members  of  the  Post-Release  Supervision  and  Parole  Comm’n 
serving  on  August  31,  2005  (was,  June  30,  2005),  will  expire  on  that  date  and  restructures  Comm’n  so  that  it 
consists  of  one  full-time  and  two  half-time  members  effective  September  1,  2005  (was,  August  1,  2005).  States 
that  the  half-time  Comm’n  members  will  not  be  subject  to  GS  135-3(8)(c)  regarding  the  suspension  of  retirement 
allowance  under  certain  circumstances.  (40)  Requires  that  the  Dep’t  of  Correction  adjust  the  current  contract  for 
100  female  residential  substance  abuse  treatment  beds  to  guarantee  a  100%  occupancy  rate  (was,  authorized 
Dep’t  to  adjust  contract).  (41)  With  respect  to  authorized  performance-based  contracts  for  routine  maintenance 
and  operations,  authorizes  Dep’t  of  Transportation  to  require  that  bonds  be  provided  on  a  periodic  basis.

(44)  Amends  Section  10.40B  to  authorize  a  licensed  health  care  facility  in  operation  on  July  1 , 2005,  and 
developed  under  a  certificate  of  need  issued  by  DHHS  prior  to  that  date,  to  remain  in  operation  until  the  final 
disposition  of  any  appeals,  including  remanded  proceedings,  of  DHHS’s  decision  awarding  the  certificate  of  need. 
Provides  that  if  decision  to  award  certificate  of  need  is  reversed,  facility  may  remain  in  operation  for  the  time 
necessary  to  apply  for  a  new  certificate  of  need  and  during  the  pendency  of  that  application  and  any  appeals  that 
follow.  Expires  30  days  from  the  date  of  DHHS  decision  on  new  certificate  application  or  adjournment  sine  die  of 
the  2005  General  Assembly,  whichever  occurs  later.

SENATE  BILLS 

S  148.  DEATH  BENEFIT  FOR  PART-TIME  LAW  ENFORCEMENT,  intro.  2/16/05.  Conference  report 
recommends  the  following  changes  to  4th  edition  to  reconcile  matters  in  controversy.  Changes  the  appropriation 
to  the  Dep’t  of  the  State  Treasurer  to  $100,000  for  2005-06  (was  $200,000  in  2005-06  and  $200,000  in  2006-07). 

S  590.  CONSUMER  CREDIT  COUNSELING/DEBT  MANAGEMENT.  Intro.  3/16/15.  Conference  Report 
recommends  the  following  changes  to  6th  edition  to  reconcile  matters  in  controversy.  6th  edition  amended  GS 
14-426(6)  to  provide  that  a  licensed  attorney  who  engaged  in  the  business  of  debt  adjustment  for  nominal 
consideration  only  was  exempt  from  the  criminal  penalties  that  applied  to  the  practice  of  debt  adjustment. 
Conference  report  replaces  that  provision  with  an  exemption  for  licensed  attorneys  who  are  not  employed  as  debt 
adjusters. 

S  612.  AMEND  LOBBYING  LAWS.  Intro.  3/17/05.  Conference  report  recommends  the  following  changes  to  8th 
edition  to  reconcile  matters  in  controversy.  Unless  otherwise  noted,  modifies  the  following  provisions  contained  in 
both  Article  9A  of  GS  Chapter  120  (Legislative  Branch  Lobbying)  and  proposed  Article  4C  of  GS  Chapter  147 
(Executive  Branch  Lobbying).  (1)  Adds  definition  for  “news  medium.”  (2)  Transfers  proposed  GS  120-47. 3(d)  to 
GS  120-47.4  and  further  amends  GS  120-47.4  to  require  that  Secretary  of  State  develop  a  form  authorizing  a 
lobbyist  to  represent  a  principal  and  prescribes  content  of  that  form.  Requires  that  an  amended  authorization  be 
filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State  no  later  than  10  days  after  a  change  in  the  information  initially  provided.  Provides 
for  a  reduced  fee  if  a  lobbyist  is  registered  as  an  executive  and  legislative  lobbyist  at  the  same  time.  Provides  for 
reduction  or  waiver  of  fees  in  cases  of  hardship  (3)  Modifies  proposed  GS  1 20-47. 5A  (listing  exemptions  and 
inclusions  to  reporting  requirements)  to  delete  exclusion  of  gifts  from  a  parent,  grandparent,  or  grandchild  of  a 
covered  person,  legislative  employee,  or  executive  branch  officer,  to  add  an  exclusion  for  household  members, 
and  to  also  exclude:  (a)  lawful  campaign  contributions;  (b)  commercial  loans  and  contractual  arrangements  that 
include  the  same  terms  as  are  available  to  the  public  and  are  not  made  for  lobbying  purposes;  (c)  lodging  and 
food  and  beverages  consumed  at  civic,  charitable,  community,  or  diplomatic  events  of  under  three  hours  in 
duration;  and  (d)  academic  scholarships  made  on  terms  that  are  not  more  favorable  than  those  available  to  the 
public.  (4)  Amends  GS  120-74.6  (requiring  a  statement  of  lobbying  expenditures)  to  prohibit  Secretary  from 
imposing  any  penalties  or  late  filing  fees  upon  a  lobbyist  for  a  repeated  failure  to  comply  with  section  (except 
lobbyist’s  failure  to  file  a  timely  report)  unless  lobbyist  was  notified  by  Secretary  of  initial  violation.  (5)  Modifies 
proposed  GS  1 20-47. 7C  to  prohibit  a  member  or  former  member  of  the  General  Assembly  from  becoming  an 
executive  or  legislative  lobbyist  within  six  months  (was,  60  days)  of  member’s  service  in  the  General  Assembly. 
Also  provides  that  lobbyist  is  ineligible  for  appointment  to  any  body  with  regulatory  authority  over  a  person  that  the 
lobbyist  currently  represents  or  represented  (was,  represented)  within  60  days  after  the  expiration  of  lobbyist’s 
registration  to  represent  that  person.  (6)  Revises  proposed  GS  1 20-47. 8A(b)  to  require  a  covered  person, 
legislative  employee,  or  executive  branch  officer  who  is  outside  NC  to  file  a  report  on  any  expenditure  accepted 
from  a  person  who  is  also  outside  NC.  (7)  Enacts  new  GS  120-47.1 1(b)  to  require  that  the  Secretary  of  State 
adopt  rules  to  protect  confidential  information  concerning  economic  development  initiatives  or  industrial  or 
business  recruitment  activities  from  disclosure  under  GS  Chapter  132.  (8)  Clarifies  that  legislative  liaison 
personnel  will  not  be  required  to  pay  fees  established  by  act. 

(9)  Deletes  deputy  secretaries  and  presidents  of  UNC  System  constituent  universities  from  GS  147-54.31 
definition  of  “executive  branch  officers.”  (10)  Exempts  from  executive  branch  lobbying  registration  and  reporting 
requirements  an  employee  who  represents  an  employer’s  interests  for  no  more  than  nine  (was,  six)  hours  during 
a  six-month  reporting  period  and  a  person  appearing  on  behalf  of  another  person  or  entity  in  connection  with  an 
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application  for  a  grant,  loan,  determination  or  eligibility,  or  certification.  (11)  Exempts  from  executive  branch 
lobbying  expenditure  reporting  requirements  gifts  accepted  by  an  executive  branch  officer  in  the  name  of  or  on 
behalf  of  the  State.  Makes  technical  and  conforming  changes. 

S  671.  REAL  PROP.  ELECTRONIC  RECORDING/NOTARY  ACT.  Intro.  3/17/05.  House  Finance  committee 
substitute  adopted  8/23/05  makes  the  following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  (1)  GS  10B-4(b),  which  sets  the 
requirements  a  person  must  meet  to  be  qualified  for  a  notarial  commission,  provides  that,  among  other 
requirements,  the  person  must  obtain  the  recommendation  of  a  publicly  elected  official;  committee  substitute 
amends  the  statute  to  provide  an  exception  to  this  requirement  for  applicants  who  seek  to  receive  the  oath  of 
office  from  the  register  of  deeds  of  a  county  where  more  than  15,000  active  notaries  are  on  record.  (2)  Committee 
substitute  adds  a  provision  specifying  that  the  act  does  not  affect  any  civil  or  criminal  litigation  pending  on  the 
effective  date  of  the  act.  (3)  Committee  substitute  adds  a  provision  specifying  that  notary  instructor  certifications 
previously  issued  remain  valid  until  the  date  the  certificate  expires. 

S  671.  REAL  PROP.  ELECTRONIC  RECORDING/NOTARY  ACT.  Intro.  3/17/05.  House  appropriations 
committee  substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to  4th  edition,  as  amended.  Deletes  Article  creating  Notary 
Public  Special  Fund  and  makes  conforming  changes  throughout  bill.  Provides  for  appropriation  from  the  General 
Fund  to  the  Department  of  the  Secretary  of  State  in  the  amount  of  $100,000  for  2005-06  for  the  development  of 
instruction  for  notaries  as  provided  by  the  act.  Requires  that  all  funds  received  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
registration  of  electronic  notaries  be  deposited  into  the  General  Fund. 

S  671.  REAL  PROP.  ELECTRONIC  RECORDING/NOTARY  ACT.  Intro.  3/17/05.  House  amendments  make  the 
following  changes  to  House  appropriations  committee  substitute.  Extend  the  $100,000  appropriation  to  Secretary 
of  State  to  the  second  year  of  the  2005-07  fiscal  biennium  and  make  technical  changes. 

S  804.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  TASK  FORCE/ACCRED.  RECOMMEND.  Intro.  3/23/05.  House  amendment  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Deletes  language  appropriating  $1.25  million  to  DHHS  for  the  Local  Health 
Department  Accreditation  Board.  Makes  technical  changes. 

S  868.  BILL  LEE/EXCISE  TAX  REFUND  (NEW).  Intro.  3/23/05.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  3rd  edition.  Amends  GS  105-113.39,  effective  September  1,  2005,  to  give  tobacco  products  dealers  a 
refund  of  tobacco  products  excise  tax  paid  on  stale  or  otherwise  unsalable  cigars  returned  to  the  manufacturer.

H  248.  METH.  LAB  PREVENTION  ACT  (NEW).  Intro.  2/16/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  replaces  2nd  edition 
with  AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  THAT  CERTAIN  PRODUCTS  THAT  CONTAIN  PSEUDOEPHEDRINE  SHALL  NOT 
BE  OFFERED  FOR  SELF-SERVICE  SALES,  BUT  SHALL  BE  STORED  AND  SOLD  BEHIND  A  PHARMACY 
COUNTER;  TO  PROVIDE  THAT  RETAILERS  MUST  REQUIRE  IDENTIFICATION  FROM  PROSPECTIVE 
PURCHASERS  AND  MAINTAIN  INFORMATION  FROM  EACH  TRANSACTION  IN  A  RECORD  AVAILABLE  FOR 
INSPECTION  BY  LA\^  ENFORCEMENT;  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  PURCHASE  LIMITS  ON  CERTAIN  PRODUCTS 
THAT  CONTAIN  PSEUDOEPHEDRINE  OF  TWO  PACKAGES  PER  SINGLE  TRANSACTION  AND  THREE 
PACKAGES  PER  MONTH;  TO  PROVIDE  THAT  RETAILERS  MUST  TRAIN  EMPLOYEES  INVOLVED  IN  THE 
SALE  OF  CERTAIN  PSEUDOEPHEDRINE  PRODUCTS;  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  COMMISSION  FOR  MENTAL 
HEALTH,  DEVELOPMENTAL  DISABILITIES,  AND  SUBSTANCE  ABUSE  SERVICES  TO  ADD  OR  DELETE 
SPECIFIC  PSEUDOEPHEDRINE  PRODUCTS  FROM  THE  REQUIREMENTS  OF  THE  ARTICLE,  OR  MODIFY 
SECURITY  AND  STORAGE  MEASURES  APPLICABLE  TO  SPECIFIC  PSEUDOEPHEDRINE  PRODUCTS;  TO 
PROVIDE  FOR  CRIMINAL  AND  CIVIL  PENALTIES  FOR  RETAILERS',  EMPLOYEES',  AND  PURCHASERS' 
VIOLATIONS  OF  THE  ACT;  TO  CREATE  THE  LEGISLATIVE  COMMISSION  ON  METHAMPHETAMINE 
ABUSE;  TO  REQUIRE  THAT  V[/HOLESALE  DISTRIBUTORS  OF  PRODUCTS  THAT  CONTAIN 
PSEUDOEPHEDRINE  MUST  BE  LICENSED  UNDER  ARTICLE  12A  OF  CHAPTER  106  OF  THE  GENERAL 
STATUTES;  TO  MAKE  THE  MANUFACTURE  OF  METHAMPHETAMINE  IN  A  DV^ELLING  THAT  IS  ONE  OF 
FOUR  OR  MORE  CONTIGUOUS  DWELLINGS  AN  AGGRAVATING  FACTOR;  TO  PROVIDE  FOR 
RESTRICTED  BAIL  FOR  CERTAIN  PERSONS  ARRESTED  FOR  VIOLATIONS  OF  G.S.  90-95(B)(1A)  OR 
G.S.  90-95(D1)(2)B.;  AND  TO  PROHIBIT  THE  SALE  OF  DRUGS  AS  DEFINED  UNDER  THE  NORTH 
CAROLINA  FOOD,  DRUG,  AND  COSMETIC  ACT  AND  PRODUCTS  CONTAINING  PSEUDOEPHEDRINE  BY 
CERTAIN  PERSONS.  Committee  substitute  adopts  the  provisions  of  the  4th  edition  of  S  686  with  the  following 
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changes.  New  language  throughout  the  bill  limits  the  scope  of  the  new  law  so  that  the  restrictions  on  sales  and 
transactions  apply  to  pseudoephedrine  products  in  the  form  of  tablets  or  caplets  and  to  those  products  for  which 
the  Commission  for  Mental  Health,  Developmental  Disabilities  and  Substance  Abuse  Services  issues  an  order 
subjecting  them  to  the  law.  Unless  such  an  order  is  issued,  any  pseudoephedrine  product  that  is  in  the  form  of  a 
liquid,  liquid  capsule,  gel  capsule,  or  pediatric  product  is  exempt.  Enacts  new  GS  90-113.58  to  provide  the 
Commission  with  the  authority  to  issue  these  orders  and  outline  certain  procedures  that  must  be  followed. 

Amends  new  GS  90-1 13.52  to  provide  that  any  product  that  contains  pseudoephedrine  as  an  active  ingredient 
must  be  sold  behind  a  pharmacy  counter.  Deletes  provisions  that  would  have  permitted  retail  establishments 
without  a  pharmacy  on  the  premises  to  sell  pseudoephedrine  products  under  limited  circumstances  and  subject  to 
video  surveillance.  New  GS  90-1 13.52(c)  incorporates  provisions  from  S  686  that  require  retailers  of 
pseudoephedrine  products  to  record  information  about  each  purchaser  on  a  form  developed  by  the  state; 
committee  substitute  amends  that  section  to  require  the  form  to  be  compatible  with  electronic  data  entry.  New  GS 
90-1 13.52(d)  incorporates  provisions  from  S  686  that  require  retailers  to  maintain  records  of  sales  for  two  years 
from  the  date  of  sale,  committee  substitute  requires  retailers  to  provide  law  enforcement  officers  with  access  to 
those  records  within  48  hours  of  the  time  of  the  transaction.  Deletes  provisions  of  S  686  that  would  have  allowed 
a  person  to  request  an  exemption  or  conditional  exemption  from  the  requirements  of  the  law.  Enacts  new  GS 
90-1 1 3.59  requiring  the  Commission  to  develop  training  programs  for  employees  of  establishments  where 
pseudoephedrine  products  are  sold.  Deletes  provision  of  S  686  that  would  have  made  larceny  of  any  product 
containing  pseudoephedrine  as  the  sole  active  ingredient  a  felony.  Deletes  provision  of  S  686  that  would  have 
established  the  NC  Methamphetamine  Abuse  Task  Force  and  replaces  it  with  a  language  establishing  a  22- 
member  Legislative  Commission  on  Methamphetamine  Abuse.  The  commission  is  charged  with  studying  a  variety 
of  issues  related  to  methamphetamine  precursors,  abuse  and  production.  The  commission  is  required  to  report 
annually  on  its  activities  to  the  General  Assembly.  The  first  report  must  be  submitted  on  or  before  November  1 , 
2005.  New  language  directs  the  State  Bureau  of  Investigation  to  study  issues  regarding  the  use  of 
pseudoephedrine  products  to  make  methamphetamine  and  to  report  annually  to  the  Commission  for  Mental 
health.  Developmental  Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse  Services,  the  Legislative  Commission  on 
Methamphetamine  Abuse,  and  the  Joint  Governmental  Operations  Subcommittee  on  Justice  and  Public  Safety. 
The  first  report  must  be  submitted  by  November  1,  2006.  Adds  language  making  provisions  of  the  act  severable. 
Changes  the  effective  dates  so  that  the  following  provisions  are  effective  when  the  act  becomes  law:  GS 
90-113.58  (authorizing  the  Commission  for  Mental  health.  Developmental  Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse 
Services  to  issue  orders);  GS  90-1 13.59  (authorizing  the  same  commission  to  develop  training  programs);  the 
establishment  of  the  Legislative  Commission  on  Methamphetamine  Abuse;  the  provision  directing  the  State 
Bureau  of  Investigation  to  conduct  a  study;  and  the  severability  clause.  All  other  provisions  are  effective  January 
15,  2006.  Makes  technical  changes. 

H  320.  MODIFY  2005  APPROPRIATIONS  ACT  (NEW).  Intro.  2/21/05.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Increases  2005-06  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Crime  Control  and  Public 
Safety  by  $50,000.  Increases  appropriations  to  the  Judicial  Department  by  $319,633  (2005-06)  and  $33,828 
(2006-07).  Increases  2005-06  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Cultural  Resources  by  $25,000.  Increases 
appropriations  to  the  Department  of  Revenue  by  $20,000  (2005-06)  and  $43,000  (2006-07).  Adds  three  new 
availability  adjustments  for  2006-07:  (1)  a  $1  million  decrease  attributed  to  increased  contributions  to  NC  political 
parties  financing  fund  (tax  return  designation);  (2)  a  $2,030,000  decrease  attributable  to  SL  2005-241  (Extend 
JDIG  and  Bill  Lee  Act);  and  (3)  a  $168,616  increase  attributable  to  reimbursement  for  property  tax  commission 
expenses.  Decreases  anticipated  2005-06  revenue  from  justice  and  public  safety  fees  by  $159,500.  Replaces 
amendments  to  GS  58-50-30(a3)  with  revised  language  clarifying  that  co-payments  for  chiropractic  services  may 
not  be  higher  than  co-payments  for  comparable  services  (was  same  services)  provided  by  primary  care 
physicians.  Makes  the  new  co-payment  limitations  apply  to  policies  issued,  renewed  or  amended  on  or  after 
March  1,  2006.  Section  6.36(a)  of  SL  2005-276  authorized  the  hiring  of  an  independent  contractor  to  develop  a 
consolidation  plan  for  state-funded  libraries;  new  language  clarifies  that  up  to  $250,000  may  be  used  for  this 
purpose.  Adds  new  section  to  SL  2005-276  authorizing  the  use  of  $750,000  from  the  Disaster  Relief  Reserve 
Fund  to  repair  the  a  Hyde  County  school  damaged  by  hurricanes.  Section  8.11  of  SL  2005-276  allocated  money 
to  the  Partnership  for  Defense  Innovation,  which  must  be  used  in  part  for  implementation  of  a  business  and 
marketing  plan  for  a  new  Defense  Technology  Innovation  Center.  New  language  clarifies  that  the  business  and 
marketing  plan  implemented  must  be  the  one  delivered  to  the  General  Assembly  in  2005  by  the  North  Carolina 
Electronics  and  Information  Technologies  Association.  Adds  new  section  to  SL  2005-276  authorizing  continued 
eligibility  for  in-state  tuition  for  members  of  the  armed  services  and  their  dependent  relatives  if  the  member  is 
honorably  discharged  and  the  member  (or  dependent  relative)  establishes  residency  in  NC  within  thirty  days  after 
the  discharge  and  is  continuously  enrolled  in  the  degree  or  other  program  the  member  (or  relative)  was  enrolled  in 
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at  the  time  of  discharge.  Section  10.36  of  SL  2005-276  established  a  new  section  related  to  controlled  substances 
reporting  (GS  90-11 3.63(b)).  Amendment  clarifies  that  the  Commission  for  Mental  Health,  Developmental 
Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse  Services,  rather  than  the  Commission  for  Health  Services,  is  charged  with 
rulemaking  under  that  section.  Section  10.59E  of  SL  2005-276  directed  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human 
Services  to  allocate  $2  million  for  a  community-focused  health  disparities  initiative.  Amendment  expands  the 
partners  in  the  initiative  to  include  local  public  health  departments  and  American  Indian  Tribes.  Section  10.59F  of 
SL  2005-276  established  the  Governor’s  Vision  Care  Program  and  subsection  (f)  requires  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Human  Services  to  submit  a  reports  on  implementation  of  the  program.  Amendments  to  this  section 
(1)  accelerate  the  due  date  for  the  report  to  January  15,  2006  (was  May  1, 2006)  and  eliminate  the  requirement 
that  the  report  include  certain  data  on  children  who  were  exempt  from  the  program;  and  (2)  change  the  effective 
dates  so  that  the  new  statutory  language  requiring  comprehensive  eye  exams  for  school  entry  is  effective 
beginning  with  the  2006-07  school  year  but  the  remainder  of  the  section  is  effective  July  1,  2005.  Adds  new 
section  to  SL  2005-276  directing  payment  of  funds  appropriated  to  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services 
for  the  Jewish  Community  Center  of  Charlotte,  Inc.  to  another  organization  (Senior  Activities  and  Services,  Inc.  to 
support  activities  of  the  Levine  Senior  Center  of  Matthews).  Adds  new  section  to  SL  2005-276  directing  that 
$750,000  of  the  funds  appropriated  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  for  2005-06  be  allocated  to  the  High  Point 
International  Home  Furnishings  Market  Authority  Corporation. 

Section  14.1 1  of  SL  2005-276  directed  the  use  of  funds  appropriated  to  the  Judicial  Department,  Office  of 
Indigent  Services.  New  language  is  added  directing  that  some  of  those  funds  be  used  to  create  certain  attorney 
and  staff  positions  in  Defender  Districts  1  and  3A.  Adds  new  section  to  SL  2005-276  directing  the  Judicial 
Department  to  allocate  $300,000  of  its  2005-06  appropriation  to  the  Mecklenburg  Drug  Treatment  Court  for  the 
provision  of  to  DWI  offenders  and  pretrial  offenders.  Adds  new  section  to  SL  2005-276  directing  the  Judicial 
Department  to  use  funds  to  establish  a  new  deputy  clerk  of  court  position  in  Hyde  County.  Adds  new  section  to  SL

that  $50,000  appropriated  to  the  Department  of  Crime  Control  and  Public  Safety  be  used  for  improvements  to  the 
Warrenton  National  Guard  4rmy.  Adds  new  section  to  SL  2005-276  directing  the  Department  of  Cultural 
Resources  to  transfer  2005-06  funds  allocated  for  the  Bethel  Public  Library  to  the  Town  of  Bethel  for  repairs  and 
upgrades.  Adds  new  section  to  SL  2005-276  directing  the  Department  of  Revenue  to  allocate  $19,700  (2005-06) 
and  $43,000  (2006-07)  of  appropriated  funds  to  pay  the  increased  salaries  of  Property  Tax  Commission 
members.  Section  28.16  of  SL  2005-276  allocates  certain  funds  to  a  visitor  center  in  Transylvania  county.  New 
section  authorizes  the  use  of  all  funds  appropriated  for  the  center  to  be  used  for  capital  improvements.  Section

This 
committee  substitute  deletes  one  substantive  provision  from  the  previous  edition;  it  deletes  the  change  to  the 
effective  date  included  in  G.S.  143B-267  (relating  to  membership  on  the  Post-Release  Supervision  and  Parole 
Commission).  Makes  technical  changes. 

H  320.  MODIFY  2005  APPROPRIATIONS  ACT.  Intro.  2/21/05.  Senate  amendment  makes  the  following  changes 
to  4th  edition.  Adds  new  section  to  repeal  section  14.14  of  S.L.  2005-276,  which  would  have  established  a  new 
public  defender  district  for  New  Hanover  and  Pender  counties. 
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H  327.  2005  TECHNICAL  CORRECTIONS  ACT.  Intro.  2/22/05.  In  addition  to  technical  and  conforming  changes, 
Senate  amendments  #1  and  #5  make  the  following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  (1)  Modifies  new  GS  20-309(h)  (waiver 
of  penalty  and  restoration  fee  for  a  lapse  in  automobile  liability  insurance  for  certain  members  of  the  US  Armed 
Forces)  to  provide  that  persons  who  qualify  for  waiver;  (a)  have  an  affirmative  defense  to  any  criminal  charges 
relating  to  their  failure  to  return  any  registration  card  or  plate  to  the  Div’n  of  Motor  Vehicles;  (b)  will  receive  free  all 
necessary  registration  cards  or  plates  upon  re-registration;  and  (c)  upon  receiving  notice  of  plate  revocation,  will 
be  permitted  to  transfer  the  vehicle’s  registration  to  listed  family  members.  (2)  Amends  GS  44A-43(c)(2)  (self¬ 
storage  facility  liens)  to  require  that  public  sales  of  contents  of  those  facilities  be  conducted  between  9  a.m.  (was, 
10:00  a.m.)  and  4  p.m.

(8)  Adds  new  Section  76.5(a)  which  is  identical  to  H  1 28,  3rd  edition, 
except  makes  technical  and  conforming  changes  and  changes  effective  date  of  new  GS  1 63-278.1 9(a2)  to  the 
date  on  which  act  becomes  law  (was,  January  1,  2006).  (9)  Codifies  Section  7.44  of  3rd  edition  into  new  GS 
1436-472.80(5)  and  requires  that  NC  Board  of  Science  and  Technology  submit  first  biennial  report  prior  to 
February  1,  2007  (was,  April  1,  2007).  (10)  Amends  Section  10.1 1(a)(23)  of  SL  2005-276  (schedule  of  Medicaid 
services  and  payment  bases)  to  require  that  ocular  prosthetists  be  Board  certified  or  accredited  in  order  to  be 
eligible  for  Medicaid  reimbursement.  (1 1 )  Amends  GS  97-25.6  to  authorize  the  Industrial  Comm’n  to  adopt  rules 
regarding  fees  for  information  provided  by  health  care  providers  and  to  authorize  health  care  providers  to 
communicate  with  the  employer  or  insurer  regarding  the  employee’s  work  status  upon  employee’s  consent. 

(12)  If  H  1404  becomes  law,  amends  GS  20-45(c)  to  clarify  that  the  State  Highway  Patrol  is  authorized  to 
seize  revoked  automobile  license  plates  and  registrations.

(18)  Amends  Section  1.1  of  SL  2004-179  (Finance  Vital  Projects/Studies)  to  also  authorize  the  State  to  incur 
special  indebtedness  under  GS  142-83  at  Western  Carolina  University  for  the  construction  (was,  land  acquisition, 
site  preparation,  and  architectural  services  only)  of  the  Mountain  Area  Health  Education  Consortium.  (19)  Amends 
Section  28.19  of  SL  2005-276  to  require  that  the  Dep’t  of  Transportation  report  to  the  Joint  Legislative 
Transportation  Oversight  Committee  on  its  ocean  outfall  clean-up  plan  by  October  1, 2005  (was,  August  1, 2005).

ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  STUDIES  BY  THE  LEGISLATIVE  RESEARCH  COMMISSION,  STATUTORY 
OVERSIGHT  COMMITTEES,  AND  OTHER  COMMISSIONS. 

Legislative  Research  Commission 

Authorizes  the  Legislative  Research  Commission  to  undertake  studies  of  the  following  77  topics; 

Government  Regulatory  Issues:  Banking  laws.  Transportation  Issues:  Banning  cell  phone  use  while  driving; 
fuel  efficiency  of  the  State’s  motor  fleet;  exemptions  from  safety  and  emissions  inspections;  and  environmental 
review,  permitting,  and  mitigation  processes  related  to  construction  of  State  highways.  Consumer  Issues:  Credit 
report  identity  theft;  personal  information  privacy;  mortgage  payoffs;  and  motor  vehicle  repairs.  Insurance  Issues: 
Assisting  small  business  health  insurance  and  high-risk  insurance.  Criminal  Law  Issues:  A  good  faith  exception 
to  the  exclusionary  rule;  habitual  felon  statutes;  minority  incarceration;  laws  addressing  driving  by  persons  under 
the  influence  of  drugs  or  alcohol  who  are  under  age  21;  and  alignment  of  registerable  sex  offenses  with  other 
states.  State/Local  Government  Employee  Issues:  Beneficiary  designation  and  dependent  survivors  of  members 
of  the  Teachers’  and  State  Employees’  Retirement  System;  state  employee  mediation  and  appeals;  severance 
pay  changes;  state  employee  demonstration  projects;  prospective  elimination  of  longevity  pay;  and  centralization 
of  flexible  benefits  programs  under  the  Office  of  State  Personnel.  Labor,  Employment,  and  Economic 
Development  Issues:  National  Guard  pension  fund;  validity  of  statistics  provided  by  the  Industrial  Commission; 
monitoring  and  streamlining  forms  used  by  Industrial  Commission;  employer  response  time  related  to 
unemployment  insurance;  loss  of  workers’  compensation  for  fraud;  workers’  compensation  and  injuries  to 
extremities;  employee  work  incentives  under  the  Workers’  Compensation  Act;  increasing  cap  on  workers’ 
compensation  award  for  loss  of  an  organ;  small  business  improvement;  and  other  amendments  to  the  Workers’ 
Compensation  Act.  Health  and  Human  Services  Issues:  Men’s  health;  restaurant  postings  related  to  peanut 
allergies;  naturopathic  registration;  fluoride  in  drinking  water;  cost  control  of  medical  services  for  persons  in  local 
confinement  facilities;  facilitating  access  to  complementary  and  alternative  health  care  services;  nursing  faculty 
fellows;  regulating  smoking  in  public  places;  reducing  the  number  of  uninsurable  people;  and  funding  for 
treatment  services  and  drug  treatment  courts.  Other.  Trafficking  of  persons;  nanotechnology;  public  building 
contract  laws;  unfit  dwellings;  post-adoption  contact;  exempting  builders’  inventories  from  property  tax  increases; 
liabilities  of  general  contractors  to  subcontractors;  construction  indemnity  agreement  issues;  wind-powered 
generation;  equine  industry;  protecting  property  rights  following  the  Supreme  Court’s  decision  in  Kelo  v.  City  of 
New  London,  Conn.;  system  of  care  common  identifiers;  good  faith  evictions  from  manufactured  homes; 
abandoned  mobile  homes;  refusal  rights  in  forced  public  partition  sales;  victim  restitution;  agency  internal 
auditors;  eminent  domain;  exceptions  to  the  regulation  of  real  estate  brokers  and  salespersons;  tax  policy 
changes;  disclosure  requirements  in  Superior  Court  discovery;  the  need  for  a  NC  Center  for  Applied  Furniture 
Technology;  the  impact  of  regulation  on  the  cost  of  housing;  feasibility  of  transferring  the  Public  Employee 
Deferred  Compensation  Program  from  the  Department  of  Administration  to  the  Department  of  the  State 
Treasurer;  state  and  federal  laws,  rules,  and  policies  related  to  consumer  credit  counseling  and  debt 
management;  impact  of  undocumented  immigrants  on  the  state;  regulation  of  pharmacy  benefit  management; 
establishment  of  a  higher  option  within  the  Local  Government  Employees’  Retirement  System;  abandoned 
cemeteries;  exempting  affiliates  of  consumer  lending  licensees  from  state  laws  related  to  interest;  privatization  of 
alcoholic  beverage  control  stores  and  related  matters  of  regulation  of  alcoholic  beverages;  the  state’s  role  in  stem 
cell  research;  and  the  state’s  use  of  public  funds  for  investments.  The  commission  may  make  a  final  report,  with 
any  recommended  legislation,  to  the  2007  General  Assembly  upon  its  convening.  Interim  reports  are  authorized  in 
some  instances. 

Joint  Legislative  Health  Care  Oversight  Committee 

Authorizes  the  Joint  Legislative  Health  Care  Oversight  Committee  to  study  mental  health  parity;  the 
feasibility  of  a  statewide  stroke  care  system;  methods  to  increase  the  number  of  geriatric  providers;  approaches  to 
finding  medical  cost  savings  and  ensuring  quality  of  medical  care;  regulation  of  nurse  practitioners;  the  need  for 
community  health  centers,  including  free  clinics;  conversion  of  county-owned  hospitals  to  private  not-for-profit 
hospitals;  and  the  feasibility  of  establishing  an  Office  for  Prescription  Drug  Cost  Management  for  state  programs. 
The  committee  may  make  a  final  report  to  the  2006  session  of  the  2005  General  Assembly  upon  its  convening. 
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Joint  Legislative  Transportation  Oversight  Committee 

Authorizes  the  Joint  Legislative  Transportation  Oversight  Committee  to  study  the  use  of  incentives  and 
other  measures  to  expedite  relocation  of  public  utilities;  nonbetterments;  and  the  feasibility  of  a  dedicated  funding 
source  for  public  transit  and  alternative  forms  of  transportation.  The  committee  may  make  a  final  report  to  the 
2006  session  of  the  2005  General  Assembly  upon  its  convening. 

Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Committee 

Authorizes  the  Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Committee  to  study  population  changes  in  education 
districts;  the  compulsory  school  attendance  age;  roles  of  school  counselors  in  providing  dropout  prevention  and 
intervention  services;  indirect  costs  associated  with  child  nutrition  program;  the  need  to  weight  the  class-size 
funding  formula  to  accommodate  needs  of  special  populations;  the  feasibility  of  tracking  students  throughout 
education;  impact  of  student  mobility  on  academic  performance;  education  for  suspended  students;  corporal 
punishment  policies;  requiring  physical  activities  in  grades  K-8;  strategies  for  improving  K-12  education;  charter 
schools;  the  courses  and  requirements  should  be  changed  to  incorporate  new  skills  or  knowledge  needed  in  order 
to  maximize  the  state’s  economic  competitiveness;  workforce  preparation  in  public  schools;  salary  increases  for 
math  and  science  teachers;  community  college  tuition  reciprocity  with  other  states;  reducing  the  number  of  local 
school  administrative  units;  information  requirements  for  school  admission  and  assignment;  establishing  a  Joint 
Education  Leadership  Team  for  Disadvantaged  Students;  education  facility  financing;  school  employee  salary 
schedules;  compensation  of  school  psychologists;  and  whether  the  NC  School  of  Science  and  Mathematics 
should  be  considered  a  “constituent  institution"  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  system.  The  committee  may 
make  a  final  report  to  the  2006  session  of  the  2005  General  Assembly  upon  its  convening. 

Joint  Legislative  Utility  Review  Committee 

Authorizes  the  Joint  Legislative  Utility  Review  Committee  to  study  issues  related  to  the  91 1  public  safety 
call  system  and  municipalities  providing  electric  service  to  customers  living  outside  the  city  limits.  The  committee 
may  make  a  final  report  to  the  2006  session  of  the  2005  General  Assembly  upon  its  convening. 

Revenue  Laws  Study  Committee 

Authorizes  the  Revenue  Laws  Study  Committee  to  study  the  valuation  of  partially  improved,  undeveloped 
lots  in  subdivisions;  administrative  and  judicial  review  of  tax  cases;  reforming  and  simplifying  taxation  of  business 
enterprises;  the  need  for  providing  more  flexibility  related  to  demonstrating  that  forestland  is  operated  under  a 
sound  management  program  in  order  to  qualify  for  present-use  value  property  tax  status;  allowing  taxpayers  to 
contribute  refunds  for  prostate  cancer  research;  housing  authority  tax  exemption;  and  allowing  individual  income 
taxpayers  to  contribute  refunds  to  support  various  charitable  causes.  The  committee  may  make  a  final  report  to 
the  2006  session  of  the  2005  General  Assembly  upon  its  convening. 

Environmental  Review  Commission 

Authorizes  the  Environmental  Review  Commission  to  study  measures  to  reduce  the  quantity  of  mercury 
that  is  released  into  the  environment;  issues  related  to  solid  waste,  including  measures  to  reduce  and  restrict 
disposal  in  landfills,  statewide  tipping  fees,  and  enhanced  regulatory  requirements;  and  the  safety  and  quality  of 
potable  water  delivered  from  private  drinking  water  wells.  For  each  of  the  topics  the  commission  decides  to  study 
the  commission  may  make  a  final  report  to  the  2006  session  of  the  2005  General  Assembly  upon  its  convening. 

Joint  Legislative  Growth  Strategies  Oversight  Committee 

Authorizes  the  Joint  Legislative  Growth  Strategies  Oversight  Committee  to  study  the  issue  of 
extraterritorial  operations  of  municipal  public  enterprises.  Amends  Section  3.3  of  SL  2001-491,  which  established 
the  committee,  to  extend  the  expiration  of  the  committee  from  January  1 6,  2005  to  January  1 6,  2007.  Section  also 
requires  the  committee  to  report  to  the  General  Assembly  on  its  activities  prior  to  the  committee’s  expiration. 

House  Select  Study  Commission  on  a  Mandatory  Cost-of-Livinq  Increase  for  Retirees  of  the  Teachers’  and  State 

Employees’  Retirement  System 

Establishes  new  10-member  commission  comprised  exclusively  of  House  members.  The  commission 
must  study  the  cost  and  feasibility  of  an  automatic  annual  cost-of-living  increase  for  retirees  in  the  state  retirement 
system.  Commission  must  submit  a  final  report  of  its  findings  and  recommendations,  including  any  legislative 
recommendations,  on  or  before  the  convening  of  the  2006  session  of  the  2005  General  Assembly.  The 
commission  terminates  once  it  files  its  final  report. 
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Legislative  Study  Commission  on  the  Budget  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction 

Establishes  nevi^  10-member  joint  commission  to  perform  a  zero-based  budget  review  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Instruction.  The  commission  must  consider  the  Department’s  mission  and  goals  in  view  of  the  Leandro 
decision,  the  No  Child  Left  Behind  Act  of  2001 ,  the  academic  performance  of  students,  and  the  needs  of  the  State 
and  its  citizens.  It  must  evaluate  the  Department,  propose  necessary  revisions,  and  determine  the  necessary  level 
of  funding.  Commission  must  submit  a  final  report  of  Its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  2006  session  of  the 
2005  General  Assembly.  The  commission  terminates  when  the  General  Assembly  convenes  or  once  the 
commission  files  its  final  report,  whichever  is  earlier. 

House  Select  Study  Commission  on  State  Guardianship  Laws 

Establishes  new  16-member  House  commission  to  review  state  laws  related  to  guardianship,  including 
the  relationship  between  those  laws  and  the  health  care  power  of  attorney,  the  right  to  a  natural  death,  and  the 
durable  power  of  attorney.  The  commission  must  include  members  from  a  variety  of  disciplines  as  well  as  various 
ex-officio  members  representing  certain  interest  groups.  The  commission  must  submit  a  final  report  upon  the 
convening  of  the  2006  session  of  the  2005  General  Assembly. 

State  Government  Fair  Pay  Study  Commission 

Establishes  new  15-member  commission  to  study  matters  affecting  fair  pay  for  state  employees,  such  as 
whether  the  minimum  annual  salary  is  a  livable  salary,  whether  there  is  fair  pay  for  equivalent  jobs,  and  whether 
pay  and  benefits  are  competitive  as  compared  to  the  private  sector.  The  commission  must  submit  an  interim 
report  to  the  2006  session  of  the  2005  General  Assembly  and  a  final  report  to  the  2007  General  Assembly  upon 
its  convening.

Study  Commission  on  Alternatives  to  State  Health  Plan  for  the  University  of  North  Carolina 

Establishes  new  14-member  commission  to  study  alternatiyes  to  the  state  health  plan  for  The  Uniyersity 
of  North  Carolina.  The  commission  must  reports  its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  2006  session  of  the 

2005  General  Assembly  upon  its  conyening.  The  commission  terminates  once  it  files  its  final  report. 

Study  Commission  on  Trafficking  of  Illegal  Handguns 

Establishes  new  23-member  commission  to  study  all  aspects  of  trafficking  illegal  guns  and  means  to 
preyent  criminals  from  obtaining  and  trafficking  in  guns.  The  commission  may  submit  an  interim  report.  It  must 
submit  a  final  report  to  the  2007  session  of  the  General  Assembly.  The  commission  terminates  on  January  20, 
2007. 

Study  Commission  on  State  Construction  Inspections 

Establishes  new  14-member  commission  to  study  yarious  aspects  of  state  inspections  of  construction 
projects;  including  the  scope  and  nature  of  inspections  performed  or  required  by  state  agencies,  the  extent  to 
which  these  inspections  oyerlap  with  inspections  of  local  goyernments,  the  cost,  efficiency  and  effectiyeness  of 
inspections,  and  the  training  of  inspectors.  The  commission  must  submit  a  final  report  by  May  1,  2006,  to  the 

2006  session  of  the  2005  General  Assembly.  The  commission  terminates  once  it  files  its  final  report. 

Study  of  the  Merger  of  Ecological  Enhancement  Program  and  the  Clean  Water  Management  Trust  Fund 

Requires  the  Enyironmental  Review  Commission  and  the  Joint  Legislative  Transportation  Oversight 
Committee  to  jointly  study  the  merger  of  the  organization  and  functions  of  the  Ecological  Enhancement  Program 
with  the  Clean  Water  Management  Trust  Fund.  A  final  report  must  be  submitted  to  the  2006  session  of  the  2005 
General  Assembly. 

Study  Commission  on  State  Disability  Income  Plan 

Establishes  new  13-member  commission  to  study  the  plan  design,  funding,  and  administration  of  the 
Disability  Income  Plan,  the  Death  Benefit  Plan,  and  the  Separate  Insurance  Benefits  Plan  for  State  and  Local 
Goyernment  Law  Enforcement  Officers.  The  commission  must  submit  a  report  of  the  results  of  its  study  to  the 
General  Assembly  not  later  than  January  1,  2007. 
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Study  of  No-Fault  Compensation  for  Injuries  to  Elderly  and  Disabled  Persons 

Requires  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance,  the  NC  Industrial  Commission,  and  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Human  Seryices  to  jointly  study  the  utility,  efficacy,  and  adyisability  of  creating  a  system  of  no-fault 
compensation,  for  injuries  to  elderly  and  disabled  persons  resulting  from  nursing  home,  assisted  liying  and  other 
long-term  care  facilities.  The  study  results  must  be  submitted  to  the  2007  General  Assembly  upon  its  conyening, 

UNC  Board  of  Goyernors  Study  Commission 

Establishes  a  10-member  commission  to  continue  the  work  of  prior  UNC  Board  of  Goyernors  Study 
Commissions.  Commission  must  study  the  method  of  election  or  appointment  of  members  to  the  Board  of 
Goyernors,  term  lengths  and  limits,  and  the  size  of  the  Board.  The  commission  must  report  its  findings  to  the  2006 
session  of  the  2005  General  Assembly. 

Joint  Leqislatiye  Commission  on  Health  Insurance  Accessibility 

Establishes  new  16-member  commission  to  study  the  legal,  fiscal,  and  policy  implications  of  yarious 
means  of  increasing  accessibility  to  health  insurance,  with  a  specific  focus  on  strategies  for  increasing  access  by 
small  employer  groups,  self-employed  indiyiduals,  and  indiyiduals  who  are  employed  but  uninsured.  The 
commission  must  submit  an  interim  report  to  the  2006  session  of  the  2005  General  Assembly  and  submit  a  final 
report  to  the  2007  General  Assembly. 

Leqislatiye  Study  Commission  on  Elimination  of  County  Financial  Participation  in  Medicaid  Seryices 

Establishes  new  14-member  commission  to  study  and  recommend  a  permanent  financing  strategy 
leading  to  the  elimination  of  county  financial  participation  in  Medicaid  seryices.  The  commission  must  submit  a 
final  report  by  April  1,  2006,  with  the  President  Pro  Tern.,  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  and  the  Legislatiye  Librarian. 
The  commission  terminates  once  it  files  its  final  report. 

Leqislatiye  Study  Commission  on  Deferred  Deposit  Transactions 

Establishes  new  10-member  commission  to  study  issues  related  to  the  regulation  of  deferred  deposit 
transactions  by  the  state  and  safeguards  for  the  protection  of  consumers.  The  commission  must  submit  a  final 
report  by  April  1,  2006,  with  the  President  Pro  Tern.,  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  and  the  Legislatiye  Librarian.  The 
commission  terminates  once  it  files  its  final  report. 

Commission  for  a  Sound  Basic  Education 

Establishes  new  14-member  commission  to  inyestigate  strategies  and  resources  which  contribute  to 
students  obtaining  a  sound  basic  education,  analyze  current  plans  for  implementing  the  strategies,  and,  if 
necessary,  proyide  a  cost  analysis  for  implementing  those  plans.  The  commission  must  submit  a  final  report  to 
the  General  Assembly  by  January  15,  2006.  The  commission  terminates  when  the  General  Assembly  conyenes 
or  once  the  commission  files  its  final  report,  whicheyer  is  earlier. 

Leqislatiye  Study  Commission  on  Information  Technology 

Establishes  new  14-member  commission  to  study  issues  related  to  information  technology  in  State 
goyernment  and  public  schools.  The  commission  must  submit  a  final  report  by  April  1 , 2006,  with  the  President 
Pro  Tern.,  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  and  the  Legislatiye  Librarian.  The  commission  terminates  once  it  files  its 
final  report. 

Historically  Underutilized  Business  Certification  Task  Force 

Directs  the  Department  of  Administration  to  establish  a  task  force  to  propose  criteria  and  procedures  for 
certification  of  businesses  as  Historically  Underutilized  Businesses  and  creation  of  a  database  of  certified 
businesses.  The  Task  Force  must  submit  its  proposed  criteria  and  procedures  to  the  Secretary  of  Administration 
on  or  before  Noyember  1,  2006.  The  commission  terminates  once  it  files  its  final  report. 

Smart  Start  and  Child  Care  Funding  Study  Commission 

Establishes  new  1 5-member  commission  to  study  the  funding  of  the  NC  Partnership  for  Children, 
including  considering  funding  equity  among  all  counties  and  local  partnerships.  The  commission  must  submit  a 
final  report  to  the  2006  session  of  the  2005  General  Assembly.  The  commission  terminates  when  the  2007 
General  Assembly  conyenes  or  once  the  commission  files  its  final  report,  whicheyer  is  earlier. 
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Study  Commission  on  Economic  Development  Infrastructure 

Establishes  new  32-member  commission  to  examine  the  existing  infrastructure  for  the  delivery  of 
economic  development  and  develop  a  plan  to  restructure  and  consolidate  the  infrastructure  to  improve  its 
organization  and  effectiveness.  The  commission  must  specifically  address  the  roles  of  the  Department  of 
Commerce,  the  regional  councils  of  government,  the  Economic  Development  Board,  and  the  regional  planning 
and  economic  development  commissions.  The  commission  may  also  examine  the  feasibility  of  establishing  a  NC 
Economic  Disaster  Task  Force.  The  commission  must  submit  a  final  report  to  the  2006  session  of  the  General 
Assembly  upon  its  convening.  The  commission  terminates  when  the  2007  General  Assembly  convenes. 

Analysis  on  Funding  for  Area  and  County  Program  Administration 

Directs  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  to  analyze  funding  for  administration  for  area  and 
county  mental  health,  developmental  disabilities,  and  substance  abuse  services  programs.  The  Department  must 
report  the  results  to  various  House  and  Senate  Committees  and  the  Fiscal  Research  Division  by  May  1,  2006. 

Legislative  Study  Commission  on  State  Government  Efficiency 

Establishes  new  12-member  commission  to  conduct  a  comprehensive  review  of  programs  and  services 
provided  by  the  State.  Directs  the  commission  to  contract  for  a  performance  audit  of  the  executive  branch  of  State 
government,  including  The  University  of  North  Carolina  System,  to  evaluate  the  efficiency  and  effectiveness  of  the 
government  and  identify  ways  to  make  improvements.  The  commission  must  submit  its  final  report  to  the  General 
Assembly.  The  commission  terminates  once  it  files  its  final  report. 

Joint  Legislative  Commission  on  Expanding  Rail  Service 

Establishes  new  16-member  commission  to  study  several  matters  related  to  expanding  rail  service  in  the 
state,  including  the  feasibility,  costs,  and  benefits  of  expanding  services.  The  commission  must  submit  an  interim 
report  to  the  2006  session  of  the  2005  General  Assembly  and  its  final  report  to  the  2007  General  Assembly.  The 
commission  terminates  once  it  files  its  final  report. 

Study  Mitigation  of  Potential  Flooding  in  Certain  Areas 

Directs  the  Department  of  Environment  and  Natural  Resources  to  study  the  causes  of  flooding  in  certain 
areas  to  determine  what  measures  can  be  taken  to  prevent  or  mitigate  flooding  potential.  The  Department  must 
submit  its  findings  to  the  2006  session  of  the  2005  General  Assembly. 

Study  Inherently  Dangerous  Animals 

Directs  the  Department  of  Environment  and  Natural  Resources,  in  consultation  with  the  NC  Zoological 
Park  and  the  Wildlife  Resources  Commission,  to  study  the  need  to  protect  the  public  against  health  and  safety 
risks  posed  by  inherently  dangerous  animals.  The  Department  must  submit  its  final  report  to  the  2006  session  of 
the  2005  General  Assembly.  Any  recommended  legislation  may  be  considered  during  that  session. 

State  Fair  Housing  Act  Study 

Directs  the  NC  Human  Relations  Commission  to  study  whether  the  State  Fair  Housing  Act  should  be 
amended  to  address  the  act  of  refusing  to  enter  into  a  real  estate  transaction  with  a  person  that  receives  public 
assistance  due  to  age  or  disability.  The  commission  must  report  its  findings  to  the  2006  session  of  the  2005 
General  Assembly. 

Study  Youthful  Offenders 

Authorizes  the  NC  Sentencing  and  Policy  Advisory  Commission  to  study  issues  related  to  the  conviction 
and  sentencing  of  youthful  offenders  (16-21  years).  The  commission  may  submit  a  preliminary  report  by  June  1 , 
2006,  and  must  submit  a  final  report  by  March  1,  2007. 

Wilmington  Race  Riot  Commission 

Amends  the  session  law  establishing  the  Wilmington  Race  Riot  Commission  to  extend  the  terms  of  the 
members  from  five  to  six  years,  to  change  the  termination  date  of  the  commission  from  December  31 ,  2005,  to 
June  30,  2006,  and  to  change  the  date  for  the  delivery  of  the  final  report  to  June  30,  2006. 

Health  Care  Needs  Hoke  County

interim  report  to  the  2006  session  of  the  2005  General  Assembly  and  a  final  report  to  the  2007  General  Assembly. 
The  commission  terminates  once  it  files  its  final  report. 

Joint  Legislative  Commission  on  Patient  Safety 

Establishes  new  27-member  commission  to  study  current  activities  being  conducted  by  hospitals  and 
other  health  care  providers  to  address  patient  safety  and  to  determine  what  actions  are  necessary  to  enhance 
and  promote  patient  safety.  The  commission  may  submit  a  progress  report  to  the  2006  session  of  the  2005 
General  Assembly  upon  its  convening  and  must  submit  a  final  report  no  later  than  the  convening  of  the  2007 
General  Assembly.  The  commission  terminates  once  it  files  its  final  report. 

Study  of  Rate-Setting  Methodology  for  State-Funded  Kidney  Dialysis 

Directs  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  to  study  its  rate-setting  methodology  for  kidney 
dialysis  services.  The  Department  must  submit  its  findings  to  the  House  of  Representatives  Appropriations 
Committee  and  the  Senate  Appropriations  Committee  by  May  1, 2006. 

Legislative  Commission  on  Menhaden 

Establishes  new  10-member  commission  to  study  the  management  of  menhaden  and  Atlantic  thread 
herring.  The  commission  must  report  its  findings  to  the  2006  session  of  the  2005  General  Assembly.  The 
commission  terminates  once  it  files  its  final  report. 

Study  Commission  on  Global  Climate  Change 

Establishes  new  34-member  commission  to  study  global  climate  change.  The  commission  may  work 
cooperatively  with  other  governments  to  organize  a  forum  on  global  climate  change.  The  commission  must  report 
■its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  General  Assembly  and  the  Environmental  Review  Commission  by 
November  1,  2006.  The  commission  terminates  once  it  files  its  final  report. 

Study  of  a  Renewable  Energy  Portfolio  Standard  for  North  Carolina 

Directs  the  NC  Utilities  Commission  to  engage  a  study  of  the  costs  and  benefits  of  a  renewable  energy 
portfolio  standard  requiring  investor-owned  utilities  to  provide  varying  percentage  scenarios  of  their  retail  sales 
from  renewable  energy  and  energy  efficient  resources.  The  commission  must  submit  a  final  report  to  the 
Environmental  Review  Commission  and  the  Joint  Legislative  Utility  Review  Committee  by  April  1 , 2006. 

Twenty-First  Century  Revenue  System  Study  Commission 

Amends  SL  2004-161  to  extend  the  reporting  deadlines  and  the  termination  date  of  the  Twenty-First 
Century  Revenue  System  Study  Commission.  An  interim  report  may  be  submitted  to  the  2006  session  of  the  2005 
General  Assembly  and  the  final  report  must  be  submitted  to  the  2007  General  Assembly  upon  its  convening.  The 
commission  terminates  when  the  2007  General  Assembly  convenes  or  once  the  commission  files  its  final  report, 
whichever  is  earlier. 

Study  Commission  on  the  Education  of  Students  with  Disabilities 

Establishes  new  21 -member  commission  to  study  laws  governing  education  of  students  with  disabilities. 
The  commission  may  support  an  interim  report  upon  the  convening  of  the  2006  session  of  the  2005  General 
Assembly  and  must  submit  its  final  report  to  the  2007  General  Assembly  upon  its  convening.  The  commission 
terminates  when  the  2007  General  Assembly  convenes  or  once  the  commission  files  its  final  report,  whichever  is 
earlier. 

Study  Commission  on  Health  Care  Workforce  Development 

Amends  SL  2004-161  to  extend  the  commission’s  reporting  deadlines  and  termination  date.  An  interim 
report  must  be  submitted  to  the  2006  session  of  the  2005  General  Assembly  and  a  final  report  must  be  submitted 
to  the  2007  General  Assembly.  The  commission  terminates  once  it  files  its  final  report. 
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Study  Commission  on  State  Boards.  Commissions  and  Councils 

Establishes  new  28-member  commission  to  examine  the  organization,  powers,  duties,  functions,  and 
funding  of  state  boards,  commissions  and  councils.  The  commission  must  submit  its  final  report  to  the  2007 
General  Assembly  upon  its  convening,  at  which  time  the  commission  terminates. 

Study  Commission  on  Worker  Retraining 

Establishes  new  32-member  commission  to  examine  business  incentives  that  encourage  employers  to 
support  efforts  by  employees  to  retrain  in  order  to  qualify  for  other  jobs  and  successful  retraining  incentive 
programs  in  NC  and  other  states.  The  commission  must  submit  its  final  report  to  the  2007  General  Assembly 
upon  its  convening,  at  which  time  the  commission  terminates. 

Local  School  Construction  Financing  Study  Commission 

Amends  SL  2004-124  to  change  the  membership  of  the  Local  School  Construction  Financing  Study 
Commission  and  extends  the  commission’s  reporting  deadline  and  termination  date.  A  final  report  must  be 
submitted  to  the  2007  General  Assembly,  at  which  time  the  commission  terminates. 

Legislative  Study  Commission  on  State  Personnel  Statutes 

Amends  SL  2004-161  to  extend  the  reporting  deadlines  for  the  Legislative  Study  Commission  on  State 
Personnel  Statutes.  An  interim  report  may  be  submitted  to  the  2006  session  of  the  2005  General  Assembly  and  a 
final  report  may  be  submitted  to  the  2007  General  Assembly. 

House  Select  Study  Commission  on  Capital  Punishment 

Establishes  new  10-member  commission  to  consider  and  report  on  various  aspects  of  capital 
punishment,  including  adequacy  of  counsel,  process  for  judicial  review,  any  disproportionate  racial  impact  and 
racial  discrimination,  prosecutorial  misconduct,  the  presence  of  innocent  persons  on  death  row,  and  whether  the 
felony  murder  rule  should  apply  in  capital  cases.  The  commission  must  submit  a  final  written  report  by  the 
convening  of  the  2008  session  of  the  2007  General  Assembly,  at  which  time  the  commission  terminates. 

The  act  is  effective  when  it  becomes  law.  If  a  study  is  authorized  both  in  this  study  bill  and  the  budget  bill,  the 
study  must  be  implemented  in  accordance  with  the  budget  bill. 

H  576.  PROCUREMENT  OF  PROFESSIONAL  SERVICES.  Intro.  3/10/05.  Conference  report  adopted  8/23/05 
recommends  the  following  changes  to  5th  edition  to  reconcile  matters  in  controversy.  Retains  the  bid  provisions  of 
GS  143-64.34  from  the  5th  edition  but  deletes  the  provisions  that  banned  the  use  of  reverse  auctions  in  obtaining 
architectural,  engineering,  surveying,  construction  management-at-risk  or  other  construction  services.

(7)  New  Section  76.5(a)  of  H327,  which  was  identical  to  H  128,  3rd  edition, 
except  for  change  in  effective  date.  (8)  New  GS  143B-472.80(5),  which  codified  Section  7.44  of  3rd  edition  of 
H327  and  changed  the  deadline  for  the  NC  Board  of  Science  and  Technology’s  submission  of  its  report  to 
February  1,  2007.  (9)  GS  97-18,  which  authorized  an  employer  or  insurer  to  deny  an  employee’s  right  to 
compensation  if  they  do  not  have  sufficient  information  to  approve  employee’s  claim.  (10)  Section  1.1  of  SL  2004- 
179,  which  would  have  authorized  the  State  to  incur  special  indebtedness  under  GS  142-83  at  Western  Carolina 
University  for  construction  of  the  Mountain  Area  Health  Education  Consortium. 

Additions.  In  addition  to  technical  changes,  makes  the  following  changes:  (1 )  Amends  GS  20-7  to  limit  the 
duration  of  a  driver’s  license  issued  to  an  person  who  holds  a  visa  of  limited  duration  to  30  days  beyond  the 
expiration  of  the  visa  and  authorizes  issuance  of  a  limited  duration  license  to  person  with  a  valid  visa  (was,  to  a 
spouse  or  dependent  of  a  person  with  a  valid  visa);  (2)  Enacts  new  GS  58-50-30(g1)  to  provide  that  an  insured 
beneficiary  under  a  health  benefit  plan  will  be  permitted  to  redeem  a  prescription  drug  benefit  at  any  pharmacy 
and  to  require  that  the  entity  providing  that  benefit  reimburse  the  pharmacy  in  the  same  manner  and  rate  as  it 
would  reimburse  a  party  to  a  pharmacy  provider  contract.

(5)  Amends  SL  2005-307  (election  of  Rockingham  County  Board  of 
Education)  to  require  that  act  be  submitted  to  the  county  attorney  under  Section  5  of  the  federal  Voting  Rights  Act 
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of  1965.  (6)  Provides  that  if  S  612  (Amend  Lobbying  Laws)  becomes  law,  then  GS  1 20-47. 7B  and  147-54.39  are 
amended  to  provide  that  any  person  who  is  unsure  as  to  the  person's  responsibilities  under  either  Article  9A  of 
GS  Chapter  120  (Legislative  Branch  Lobbying)  or  Article  4C  of  GS  Chapter  147  (Executive  Branch  Lobbying)  may 
request  a  written  opinion  from  the  Secretary  of  State.

House  amendment  makes  the  following 
changes  to  3rd  edition.  Provides  that  amendments  to  Section  10.1 1(t)  of  SL  2005-276  (life  estates  excludable 
from  countable  resources  for  Medical  Assistance  eligibility)  apply  to  life  estates  created  on  or  after  October  1 , 
2005. 

S  686.  METH.  LAB  PREVENTION  ACT.  Intro.  3/21/05.  Conference  report  recommends  the  following  changes  to 
4th  edition  to  reconcile  matters  in  controversy.  (1)  Rewrites  provisions  regarding  sale  and  storage  of 
pseudoephedrine  products  as  follows.  In  retail  establishments  that  have  a  pharmacy  on  premises,  tablets  and 
caplets  containing  pseudoephedrine  must  be  stored  and  sold  behind  the  pharmacy  counter.  In  retail 
establishments  that  do  not  have  a  pharmacy  on  premises,  prohibits  sale  of  tablets  or  caplets  containing 
pseudoephedrine  as  the  sole  active  ingredient  and  provides  that  tablets  and  caplets  containing  pseudoephedrine 
in  combination  with  other  active  ingredients  (a)  must  be  stored  behind  a  single  counter  or  barrier  or  in  a  single 
locked  container  so  that  they  are  not  accessible  by  the  public  and  are  accessible  only  by  an  employee  who  has 
been  trained  as  required  by  act,  and  (b)  may  be  sold  only  at  a  single  designated  register.  In  all  retail 
establishments,  requires  that  pseudoephedrine  products  in  the  form  of  liquids,  liquid  capsules,  or  gel  capsules 
must  be  stored  behind  a  single  counter  or  barrier  or  in  a  single  locked  container  so  that  they  are  not  accessible  by 
the  public  and  are  accessible  only  by  an  employee  who  has  been  trained  as  required  by  act,  and  may  be  sold 
only  at  a  single  designated  register.  (2)  Deletes  provisions  requiring  retail  establishments  without  a  pharmacy  to 
maintain  continuous  surveillance  of  areas  involving  pseudoephedrine  transactions.  (3)  Adds  provision  requiring 
retailers  to  implement  at  least  one  additional  security  measure  in  the  area  of  the  premises  where 
pseudoephedrine  products  are  offered  for  sale  and  allows  Commission  on  Mental  Health,  Developmental 
Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse  Services  (MHDDSAS)  to  adopt  temporary  or  permanent  rules  regarding 
additional  security  measures.  (4)  Deletes  provisions  regarding  North  Carolina  Methamphetamine  Abuse  Task 
Force.  (5)  Requires  MHDDSAS  Commission  to  develop  training  and  education  programs  for  employees  of 
establishments  where  pseudoephedrine  products  are  sold  and  to  approve  these  programs  for  implementation  by 
retailers.  (6)  Rewrites  provisions  regarding  MHDDSAS  Commission’s  authority  to  control  pseudoephedrine 
products  as  follows.  After  public  hearing  and  findings.  Commission  may  add  or  delete  a  specific  pseudoephedrine 
product  from  requirements  of  act  on  petition  of  an  interested  party  or  on  its  own  motion  and  may  modify  specific 
storage  and  security  requirements  applicable  to  a  particular  product.  Retains  provisions  of  4th  edition  regarding 
factors  that  must  be  considered.  (7)  Deletes  provisions  making  theft  of  pseudoephedrine  products  a  felony 
larceny.  (8)  Adds  provisions  establishing  Legislative  Commission  on  Methamphetamine  Abuse  as  follows. 
Commission  consists  of  22  members,  including  two  Senators  appointed  by  the  Senate  President  Pro  Tern.,  two 
Representatives  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  the  Attorney  General  (or  designee),  the  Governor  (or 
designee),  the  Secretary  of  Health  and  Human  Services  (or  designee),  the  Director  of  the  State  Bureau  of 
Investigation  (or  designee),  the  chair  of  the  MHDDSAS  Commission  (or  designee),  additional  federal  and  state 
public  officials,  and  additional  representatives  of  designated  agencies  or  associations  appointed  by  the  Senate 
President  Pro  Tern,  or  the  Speaker  of  the  House.

Requires 
Commission  to  report  its  activities  and  recommendations  to  the  General  Assembly  annually  and  to  make  its  first 
report  by  November  1,  2005.  (9)  Requires  State  Bureau  of  Investigation  to  study  issues  regarding  use  of 
pseudoephedrine  products  to  make  methamphetamine,  to  report  annually  to  the  MHDDSAS  Commission,  the 
Legislative  Commission  on  Methamphetamine  Abuse,  and  the  Joint  Governmental  Operations  Subcommittee  on 
Justice  and  Public  Safety,  and  to  submit  an  initial  report  by  November  1,  2006.
